We  are  all  keenly  aware  that  we  have 
crossed  the  threshold  of  a  New  Year. 
As  usual  most  of  us  have  already  com- 
mented on  the  brevity  of  last  year.  The 
years  do  seem  to  come  and  go  with  a 
great  rate  of  rapidity  which  they  once 
did  not  possess. 

This  is  a  tremendously  advanta- 
geous time  for  us  to  reflect  on  the  past, 
ponder  our  present  and  to  reconsider 
our  goals  for  the  impending  era  whose 
path  lies  before  us;  a  trek  of  unknown 
possibilities.  This  is  a  marvelous  op- 
portunity for  us  to  re-emphasize  our 
purposes  for  existence.  It  is  a  strategic 
moment  to  dig  about  our  moorings. 
Will  you  join  me  in  checking  the  soil 
of  our  theological  and  philosophical 
terrain?  What  is  our  theological  per- 
suasion announcing  to  those  who  be- 
hold us?  Is  our  philosophy  of  life  and 
living  attracting  others  to  the  Faith 
whose  tenets  and  truths  we  espouse? 

I  call  your  attention  to  a  segment  of 
Jesus'  Sermon  on  the  Mount  recorded 
in  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  Chapter  Sev- 
en, Verses  24-27:  (24)  "Therefore  who- 
soever heareth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto 
a  wise  man,  which  built  his  house  upon 
a  rock:  (25)  And  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house;  and 
it  fell  not:  for  it  was  founded  upon  a 
rock.  (26)  And  every  one  that  heareth 
these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth  them 
not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish 
man,  which  built  his  house  upon  the 
sand:  (27)  And  the  rain  descended,  and 
the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew 
and  beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell: 
and  great  was  the  fall  of  it." 

In  the  religious  realm  there  have 
been  2  camps  since  Lucifer  fell  with 
a  3rd  of  the  angels  of  Heaven.  Man 
has  copied  the  pattern  established  by 
the  fall. 

With  Abel  there  was  a  Cain 
With  Noah  there  was  a  Ham 
With  Isaac  there  was  a  Ishmael 
With  Jacob  there  was  a  Esau 
With  David  there  was  a  Saul 
With  Elijah  there  was  a  Jezebel 


With  John,  the  Baptist  there  was  a 
Herod 

With  Disciples  there  was  a  Judas 

On  and  on  the  pattern  continues.  In 
the  parable  of  the  tares  in  the  wheat, 
Jesus  said  "Let  them  both  grow  to- 
gether unto  the  time  of  the  end." 
(Matthew  13:24-30) 

So  it  is  in  our  text:  One  man  builds 
on  sand.  The  other  builds  on  rock. 

Will  you  note  how  they  are  alike? 
Both  these  men  apparently  heard  Je- 
sus' teaching.  Both  of  them  were  ex- 
posed to  the  same  truth  and  given  op- 
portunity to  respond.  Both  saw  the 
necessity  of  building  a  house;  A  house 
is  a  place  of  refuge.  I  once  heard  a  story 
about  a  little  girl  who  was  asked  to  give 
a  definition  of  the  word  "Home."  She 
responded  so  adequately,  "Home  is 
where  you  go  when  it  gets  dark."  Ah, 
that  is  so  beautiful  to  me!  The  two  men 
saw  a  vision  of  future  need.  Each  had 
a  measure  of  perception  about  really 
important  things.  Oh,  that  all  of  us 
would  exercise  appropriate  caution  in 
this  eternally  important  regard. 

Jesus  goes  on  to  tell  us  that  both  ac- 
tually erected  a  house.  They  admitted 
confession  of  a  need  and  made  a  pro- 
fession and  completed  a  project.  Some 
resolve  to  build  but  later  abandon  their 
plans.  Some  actually  begin  construc- 
tion but  do  not  finish.  They  remind  me 
of  people  who  do  not  just  go  to  the  altar 
but  go  on  to  unite  with  the  cause.  Note, 
too,  that  both  builders  rested  securely 
in  the  edifice  they  constructed.  Both 
seem  to  be  satisfied  with  the  arrange- 
ment. They  remind  me  of  people  who 
say  sincerity  is  enough.  Please  note 
this  scripture  regarding  people  who 
willfully  ignore  the  Lord's  Word  of 
truth.  2  Thessalonians  2:11,  12,"And 
for  this  cause  God  shall  send  them 
strong  delusion,  they  should  believe  a 
lie:  (12)  That  they  all  might  be  damned 
who  believed  not  the  truth,  but  had 
pleasure  in  unrighteousness."  Men 
have  even  suffered  martyrdom  for 
their  beliefs.  (Japanese  Kamakaze  pi- 
lots, for  example).  There  was  a  time 
when  mothers  sacrificed  children  to 
the  idol  god,  Moloch,  by  throwing  them 
in  the  idol's  red  hot  arms  or  by  throw- 
ing them  into  mouths  of  crocodiles.  Ab- 
sence of  alarm  is  no  sign  that  a  person 
is  prepared  to  meet  God  in  peace.  There 
is  a  sense  of  delusion  set  forth  in  this 
world  by  the  ungodly  god  of  this  world, 
Satan.  Spiritual  ignorance  is  only  a 


transparent  veil  that  is  easily  dissipat- 
ed in  the  heat  of  eternity's  breath. 

It  is  obvious  that  both  houses  were 
exposed  to  the  storm;  the  wind,  rain, 
and  flood. 

All  must  meet  the  trying  ordeals  in 
life.  No  one  is  exempt.  The  ocean  we 
plow  with  our  little  boats  of  life  is  not 
always  smooth.  Every  song  has  its  mi- 
nor refrain.  Discord  notes  play  on  the 
keyboard  of  every  heart.  If  we  could 
lift  the  veil  from  every  soul  we  would 
discover  that  no  one  has  escaped  the 
storm.  All  foundations  must  meet  the 
criteria  of  God's  judgment.  1  Corinthi- 
ans 3:13,  "Every  man's  work  shall  be 
made  manifest:  for  the  day  shall  de- 
clare it,  because  it  shall  be  revealed  by 
fire;  and  the  fire  shall  try  every  man's 
work  of  what  sort  it  is."  Revelation 
6:15-17,  "And  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
and  the  great  men,  and  the  rich  men, 
and  the  chief  captains,  and  the  mighty 
men,  and  every  bondman,  and  every 
free  man,  hid  themselves  in  the  dens 
and  in  the  rocks  of  the  mountains:  (16) 
And  said  to  the  mountains  and  rocks. 
Fall  on  us,  and  hide  us  from  the  face 
of  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and 
from  the  wrath  of  the  Lamb:  (17)  For 
the  great  day  of  his  wrath  is  come;  and 
who  shall  be  able  to  stand?"  2  Corin- 
thians 5:10,  "For  we  must  all  appear 
before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ;  that 
everyone  may  receive  the  things  done 
in  his  body,  according  to  that  he  hath 
done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad." 

The  foundation  of  every  facet  of  our 
existence  must  come  under  the  scruti- 
ny; personal,  home,  family,  church, 
work  and  leisure  and  all  other. 

Will  you  also  note  how  the  two 
builders  are  different?  They  differed  in 
personal  character.  Jesus  calls  one  of 
them  "wise."  The  other  He  captions  as 
being  "foolish."  When  God  speaks  of 
wisdom  He  is  not  speaking  of  that  of 
which  man  boasts.  Our  God  measures 
stars'  distance  from  each  other  and 
sets  them  in  the  pattern  He  chooses. 
He  alone  calculates  the  ages  of  earth's 
strata.  "The  wisdom  of  this  world  is 
foolishness  with  God"  (1  Corinthians 
3:19).  When  God  speaks  of  wisdom  He 
means:  (Proverbs  9:10,  "The  fear  of  the 
Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom." 
They  differed  in  the  foundations  on 
which  they  built:  The  wise  builder  was 
serious.  He  dug  deeply.  The  old  fash- 
ioned Mourner's  bench  of  bygone

years  is  typical  of  the  activity  involved 
in  digging  a  seriously  deep  foundation. 
All  debris  from  the  past  is  methodical- 
ly removed.  Ezekiel  33:15,  "if  the 
wicked  restore  the  pledge,  give  again 
that  he  had  robbed,  walk  in  the  statues 
of  life,  without  committing  iniquity;  he 
shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die."  It 
is  all  under  the  blood  of  Christ!  He  is 
on  the  rock.  The  Foolish  are  not  so  in- 
volved. They  are  impressed,  but  not  re- 
ally convinced.  They  began  on  sedi- 
ment; it  will  erode!  An  empty  profes- 
sion is  all  they  possess.  Proverbs  28:13, 
"He  that  covereth  bis  sins  shall  not 
prosper,  but  who  confesseth  and  for- 
saketh  them  shall  have  mercy."  I  read 
somewhere,  "A  shell  on  the  sand  is 
good  as  a  castle  on  a  rock  when 


as 


the  sun  is  shining."  And  a  cobweb 
holds  as  well  as  a  cable  when  there 
is  no  strain."  It  will  unalterably  cost 
much  more  to  build  on  the  rock  but  it 
is  worth  it! 

May  I  bring  to  your  attention  that 
the  two  differed  in  their  practice:  One 
is  a  "doer,"  the  other  is  only  a  "bearer." 
They  also  differed  in  tbe  final  results 
each  experienced.  All  went  well  with 
both  until  the  storm  broke.  That  is  tbe 
way  it  always  is!  John  Wesley  said, 
"our  people  die  well." 

Dear  reader,  tbe  storm  is  gathering! 
The  great  collapse  of  all  sand  built  cas- 
tles is  inevitable.  How  great  is  the  fall 
of  them  all!  Oh,  tbe  plans  may  have 
contained  admirable  traits  but  an- 
chored on  the  wrong  foundation,  they 
will  fail.  Matthew  7:21-23,  "Not  eve- 
ryone that  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven; 


but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven.  (22)  Many  will  say 
to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have  we 
not  prophesied  in  thy  name?  and  in 
thy  name  have  cast  out  devils?  and  in 
thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works? 
(23)  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them, 
I  never  knew  you;  depart  from  me,  ye 
that  work  iniquity." 

One  of  the  saddest  realities  is  that 
tbe  fall  is  total  and  irreparable.  Many 
errors  may  be  corrected;  mistakes 
many  times  may  be  rectified;  but  not 
this! 

There  was  a  time  when  the  sand 
could  have  been  cleared  away  but  now 
the  time  for  building  is  over! 

Is  there  any  sand  in  the  way  in  our 
lives  and  the  ministry  the  Holy  Spirit 
has  given  us  to  accomplish? 

We  must  build  on  no  other;  only  on 
Jesus  Christ,  tbe  Solid  Rock!

St.  John — Pastor  Richard  Parson 
Aberdeen — Pastor  Paul  Jackson 
Williamston— Pastor  Willis  Pearson 

Several  other  Pastors  and  Church  Boards 
are  considering  this  new  training  process.  This 
results  in  about  13%  of  the  Conference 
churches  already  participating  in  this  new  pro- 
gram. The  original  goal  was  for  10%  to  begin. 
Praise  the  Lord  for  exceeding  the  goal.  As  we 
get  into  the  program  other  churches  will  be 
coming  on  board.  They  may  come  on  board 
at  any  time! 

The  "Love  In  Action"  training  process  is  a 
program  introduced  to  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 


Church  by  the  General  Evangelism  Depart- 
ment. It  serves  as  another  tool  for  training  in 
the  Target  2000  training  opportunities.  Its  ba- 
sic purpose  is  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  and 
put  them  on  the  road  to  mature  discipleship 
where  they  in  turn  will  become  soul  winners 
and  active  responsible  church  members.  Its  ob- 
jective is  threefold: 

1)  To  change  the  overall  attitude  of  church 
members  to  one  of  outreach  and  growth  in 
Christ.  (It  is  God's  will  for  souls  to  be  won 
to  Christ  and  for  His  church  to  grow.  Many 
church  members  seldom  think  of  the  lost  in 
their  daily  lives.) 

2)  To  involve  more  of  God's  children  (laity) 
in  active,  effective  ministry.  (Presently  20%  of 
most  church  members  do  80%  of  the  ministry. 
Imagine  what  would  happen  in  churches  and 
communities  if  this  figure  were  increased  to 
75%  being  actively  involved  in  ministry.) 

3)  To  recognize  the  barriers  to  effective  min- 
istry and  overcome  them.  (We  must  get  beyond 
the  four  walls  of  the  church  and  work  through 
the  barriers  that  hinder  ministry.) 

This  is  a  training  program.  It  is  not  a  new 
department,  nor  just  more  "busy  work"  to  do. 
It  is  training  to  help  make  disciples  as  those 
disciples  are  "going"  naturally  in  their  com- 
munities doing  normal  everyday  activities  of 
living.  It  will  benefit  all  departments  of  the 
church  and  will  be  utilized  in  each.  It  is  geared 
to  help  people  know  how  to  be  an  effective 
minister. 

The  progrram  is  divided  into  four  phases. 
Phase  one  is  Module  I — Opportunity  Check- 
Up.  In  this  module  the  twenty-one  churches 
who  are  involved  are  taking  the  pulse  of  their 
churches.  They  are  reading  their  vital  signs. 
Strengths  are  being  discovered.  Weaknesses 
are  being  analyzed.  The  purpose  is  to  reveal 
to  the  church  where  the  church  is,  in  other 
words  to  "remove  the  fog"  about  how  effective 
the  church  is  in  ministry.  The  module  takes 
from  two  to  three  months  and  involves  7  to 
21  people  depending  on  the  size  of  the  church. 
The  key  here  is  not  just  evaluation,  but  util- 
izing the  strengths  of  the  church  in  the  three 
years  of  training  ahead.  Special  attention  will 
be  given  in  the  three  years  of  training  to  weak 
areas. 

With  each  of  the  four  modules  of  training 
the  Conference  Evangelism  Department  spon- 
sors a  day  of  training  as  a  kick  off  to  the  mod- 
ule. The  day  of  training  for  Module  I — Oppor- 
tunity Check-Up  was  held  in  Falcon  on 
November  17th.  Some  87  attended.  It  was  a 
great  day!  The  Lord  blessed!  Conference  Evan- 
gelism Directors  Chris  Thompson  and  Tommy 
McGhee  (Western  N.C.  Conference)  did  the 
teaching. 

The  highlight  of  this  first  training  day  was 
when  Pastor  Jimmy  Whitfield  and  Pastor 
Noah  Barefoot,  Jr.,  shared  the  excitement  in 
their  churches  because  of  what  the  people  had 
learned  about  themselves  and  their  ministry 
and  where  they  should  be  in  order  to  do  an 
effective  job  for  the  Lord.  Other  pastors  joined 
in  to  share  where  they  were  in  the  program. 
One  important  facet  of  the  program  is  that 
the  congregations  of  the  churches  doing 


the  program  just  feel  that  they  own  the  pro- 
gram— that  the  program  is  theirs  and  has 
come  to  them  in  the  providence  of  the  Lord 
to  help  them  to  do  a  better  job  in  reaching 
the  lost.  This  is  accomplished  in  many  creative 
ways. 

The  first  day  of  training  was  taped  (both 
video  and  audio)  to  be  used  by  churches  who 
could  not  be  present  or  by  churches  for  their 
leaders  who  could  not  be  present.  The  Evan- 
gelism Department  also  has  purchased  two 
video  tapes  to  be  used  by  churches  for  training 
and  motivation.  These  are  "The  Ministers" — 
a  tape  used  to  motivate  laity  to  ministry,  and 
"Live  Long  and  Love  It" — a  tape  describing 
the  need  for  ministry  to  Senior  Citizens  (Amer- 
ica's fastest  growing  population).  Other  tapes 
will  be  purchased  in  1991.  Churches  may  use 
ihese  tapes  on  a  love  offering  basis.  Monies 
raised  will  be  used  to  buy  additional  tapes. 
Some  14  are  available  in  the  "Love  In  Action" 
training  process. 

The  emphasis  for  1991  in  the  "Love  In  Ac- 
tion" process  is  "Intentional  Christian  Love." 
This  is  Module  II.  Churches  may  participate 
here  who  have  not  done  Module  I.  Module  I 
is  not  a  prerequisite  but  is  highly  recom- 
mended. The  purpose  of  Module  II  is  to  train 
people  to  show  Christian  love  intentionally. 
This  intensive  training  program  will  last  for 
about  9  months  and  ends  with  a  great  cele- 
bration week  called  "In  His  Steps." 

Module  II  begins  with  a  day  of  training  spon- 
sored by  the  Evangelism  Department.  This 
day  of  training  will  be  offered  in  February, 
March,  and  April.  The  present  plan  is  for  the 
training  to  be  offered  in  three  to  four  places 
in  the  Conference — possibly  in  the  Gary,  Ro- 
bersonville, Goldsboro,  and  Fayetteville  areas. 
It  is  a  "day"  of  training  that  will  be  repeated 
in  these  areas.  Churches  and  individuals 
would  benefit  from  the  training  even  if  they 
did  not  participate  in  the  total  program. 

The  "Love  In  Action"  process  is  off  to  a  great 
start.  Three  Conferences  have  begun  the  pro- 
gram— North  Carolina,  Western  North  Carol- 
ina, and  South  Carolina.  Western  North  Ca- 
rolina has  just  begun  enlisting  churches. 
North  Carolina  has  about  13%  of  its  churches 
involved.  Evangelism  Director  Mark  Potter  re- 
ports that  14%  of  the  South  Carolina  churches 
are  involved.  Their  first  day  of  training  is  Jan- 
uary 19th  and  will  be  Module  I.  These  three 
Conferences  have  linked  up  to  allow  cross 
training  for  their  churches.  In  other  words. 
North  Carolina  churches  can  attend  training 
sessions  in  South  Carolina  if  it  is  more 
convenient. 

One  beautiful  addition  to  the  "Love  In  Ac- 
tion" program  is  that  the  other  Target  2000 
training  programs,  specifically  the  many 
courses  in  the  Equipping  The  Saints  program 
(ETS),  fit  right  into  the  process.  In  fact,  it  is 
a  hand-in-glove  arrangement.  The  "Love  In 
Action"  process  provides  a  skeleton  for  the  en- 
tire quadrennium  complete  with  flesh.  The 
ETS  program  provides  extra  muscles  and  spe- 
cial therapy  for  certain  critical  points  of  total 
body  ministry.

ANNOUNCING  SPECIAL 
CONFERENCE  MISSIONS 
PROJECTS  FOR  1991 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Missions 
Committee  has  approved  several  goals  and 
projects  for  1991.  The  overall  goal  for  World 
Missions  giving  in  1991  is  $425,000.00  with 
a  goal  of  $70,000.00  for  the  annual  World 
Evangelism  Emphasis  Offering.  Our  goal 
is  to  hit  $500,000.00,  that's  1/2  million  dol- 
lars, per  year  for  World  Missions  before  the 
end  of  the  quadrennium.  It  is  within  sight 
and  is  a  faith  reality. 

The  adopted  theme  for  the  Department 
for  1991  is  "Come  over  and  help  us"  from 
Acts  16:9.  We  feel  a  special  burden  to  help 
get  missionaries  into  the  communist  coun- 
tries that  are  now  open  for  the  Gospel  pre- 
sentation. We  must  move  in  before  the  doors 
close.  Most  feel  they  will  not  be  open  for 
long.  A  special  project  for  the  N.  C.  Con- 
ference is  to  get  our  own  Wolf  and  Robin 
Wendlandt,  approved  missionaries  to  East 
Germany,  onto  the  field.  They  are  busily 
working  to  do  their  deputation.  The  goal 
is  to  get  them  to  the  field  by  summer's  end, 
1991.  They  have  been  prepared  by  the  Lord 
to  go  into  this  now  freed  area  of  communist 
East  Germany.  We  are  honored  to  have 
them  as  members  of  our  Conference. 

The  dates  for  the  annual  Missions  Meals 
for  pastors  and  local  missions  directors 
have  been  set  for  February  18th  through 
the  22nd.  Rev.  Jesse  Simmons,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  and  Director  of  World  Missions  will 
be  the  invited  speaker.  Plans  are  now  being 
finalized  for  the  locations  of  the  meals. 

The  Conference  Missions  Department 
will  be  sponsoring  a  World  Missions  Con- 
vention February  28th  through  March  3rd 
in  the  Greenville  area.  The  Saint  Paul, 
Greenville  First,  "The  First"  Church— 
Goldsboro,  and  Kinston  First  churches  will 
be  involved.  Other  churches  are  encouraged 
to  attend  special  services  hosted  by  these 
four  churches.  District  Missions  Director 
Thad  White  is  assisting  Director  Chris 
Thompson  and  Missions  Field  Representa- 
tive Ray  Potter  in  planning  this  special  area 
emphasis  for  World  Missions.  Some  four 
missionary  families  will  be  involved. 

In  addition  to  these  prayerfully  planned 
goals  and  activities  the  Conference  Mis- 
sions Committee  recommended  a  special 
project  to  the  N.  C.  Conference  Board  in 
November.  This  project  of  establishing  and 
making  available  for  missionary  use  short- 
term  housing  on  Conference  grounds  was 
approved.  The  goal  is  to  have  this  furnished 
housing  ready  for  use  by  June  1. 

The  need  constantly  arises  within  our 


Conference  for  short-term  housing  for  mis- 
sionaries and  their  families.  The  need  exists 
in  connection  with  the  missionaries'  dep- 
utations. Many  times  they  will  have  a  ser- 
vice on  Sunday  night  and  not  have  another 
service  until  Wednesday  evening  and  some- 
times not  until  the  next  Sunday.  This  puts 
them  into  a  position  to  ask  for  special  hous- 
ing with  the  pastor  or  church  family.  The 
only  other  alternative  available  to  most  is 
to  stay  in  a  motel,  which  can  be  a  very  ex- 
pensive arrangement. 

On  recommendation  by  the  Missions 
Committee  the  Conference  Board  has  de- 
signated a  portion  of  the  downstairs  of  the 
Strickland  House  as  a  Short-Term  Mission- 
ary Apartment.  This  would  involve  three 
rooms  that  are  presently  being  used  as  bed- 
rooms, the  bathroom  in  the  back,  the  kitch- 
en, W.M.  commissary  room,  and  front  bath- 
room when  the  Strickland  House  is  not 
being  used  for  other  purposes.  The  apart- 
ment would  be  self-contained  with  its  own 
heating  and  cooling. 

No  major  structural  changes  will  be 
needed  in  order  to  open  the  apartment. 
Some  new  carpet,  curtains,  and  painting 
will  be  needed  with  some  other  minor  re- 
pairs. The  Conference  will  be  providing  the 
building  and  furnishing  the  basic  utilities 
(present  arrangement). 

The  Conference  Missions  Committee  will 
take  the  responsibility  of  locating  the  nec- 
essary furniture.  Hopefully  all  the  furniture 
will  be  donated.  The  basic  apartment  will 
contain  two  bedrooms,  a  living  room,  a 
bathroom,  and  an  eat-in  kitchen.  Anyone 
wishing  to  donate  good  usable  furniture 
should  contact  Missions  Director  Thomp- 
son. Our  goal  is  to  have  a  first-rate 
apartment. 

A  special  offering  will  be  promoted  and 
received  at  the  Spring  World  Evangelism 
Rallies  (District  Conferences).  This  offering 


will  be  used  to  purchase  new  carpet  for  the 
living  room,  curtains,  paint,  etc.  It  would 
be  great  for  churches  to  rally  in  support  of 
this  special  need.  The  estimates  for  the  mon- 
ey needed  is  very  rough  at  this  point,  we 
would  hope  to  raise  at  least  $1,500  to  $2,000 
at  the  rallies. 

The  short-term  would  be  interpreted  as 
anything  from  one  day  to  one  month  at  the 
longest.  We  are  not  talking  about  a  mis- 
sionary staying  here  the  whole  time  he  is 
on  furlough.  This  is  to  be  a  stop-off  place 
while  he  is  itinerating  and/or  while  he  is 
attending  Conference  functions. 

Director  Thompson  will  be  the  contact 
person  and  arrange  all  scheduling.  The 
W.M.  Missions  and  Commissary  Chairper- 
son, Westa  Barefoot,  will  serve  as  assistant. 
Director  Thompson  will  supervise  the  apart- 
ment and  keep  abreast  of  any  repairs,  clean- 
ing, etc.  that  would  be  needed.  Betty  Thomp- 
son has  volunteered  to  help  with  the  nec- 
essary cleaning  between  missionary  stays. 

The  missionaries  will  furnish  their  own 
food  and  agree  to  abide  by  the  rules  of  using 
the  apartment.  They  would  agree  to  keep 
the  apartment  clean  while  using  it  and 
would  reimburse  the  Conference  for  any 
long  distance  calls  made.  (The  present 
phone  in  the  Strickland  House  would  be  pro- 
grammed for  long  distance  capability  and 
an  extension  would  be  run  to  the  master 
bedroom.) 

Missionaries  would  have  first  priority  in 
using  the  facilities.  At  any  time  that  mis- 
sionaries would  not  be  using  the  facilities 
they  would  be  used  for  other  Conference 
functions  and  ministries. 

This  is  a  new  endeavor  of  ministry.  Many 
hurdles  will  have  to  be  overcome  and  many 
bugs  worked  out.  However,  we  feel  it  is  a 
needed  area  of  ministry  and  one  the  Lord 
is  leading  us  into.  By  working  together  we 
can  reach  our  goal  completion  by  June  1.

BENEFITS  NOW  AND  LATER

You  can  go  toward  the  eastern  bounds  of  our  con- 
ference and  find  a  recently  completed  modern  church 
building.  Its  appearance  is  attractive  and  striking.  It 
speaks  well  of  the  pastor  and  members  that  make  up 
this  congregation.  The  local  community  is  bound  to 
feel  a  positive  attitude  toward  these  church  folks  once 
they  see  the  building  they  have  constructed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Christian  worship. 

A  long  established  church  in  the  northern  part  of 
our  conference  is  building  a  new  sanctuary.  It  has  be- 
come a  source  of  pride  and  excitement  as  they  wait 
for  the  final  work  to  be  done. 

A  young  minister  is  able  to  get  a  loan  to  help  con- 
solidate his  bills  and  give  him  and  his  wife  some 
"breathing  room"  after  having  a  year  of  heavy  medical 
costs  and  other  unusual  expenses. 

An  older  minister  borrows  to  purchase  what  will  later 
become  a  retirement  home  for  him  and  his  wife. 

WHAT  DO  ALL  THESE  MINISTERS  AND 
CHURCHES  HAVE  IN  COMMON?  They  all  have 
been  able  to  borrow  money  from  the  "Ministerial  and 
Church  Extension  Loan  Fund." 

The  "Ministerial  and  Church  Extension  Loan  Fund" 
is  a  vital  part  of  the  financial  program  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  It  pays  dividends  now  and  in 
eternity. 

Our  depositors  are  men  and  women  from  all  walks 
of  life  with  a  desire  to  help  build  God's  Kingdom.  The 
funds  they  deposit  are  loaned  out  to  churches  and  min- 
isters in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  This  fund 
sometimes  helps  a  young  pastoral  couple  purchase  a 
car  they  need  for  their  ministerial  travels.  At  other 
times  it  helps  a  new  congregation  build  their  sanctuary 
so  they  can  begin  regular  worship  services  at  an  es- 
tablished location.  Sometimes  it  assists  older  churches 
as  they  remodel  and/or  enlarge  their  present  facilities 
to  better  serve  their  local  communities. 

The  "Ministerial  and  Church  Extension  Loan  Fund" 
pays  a  good  rate  of  return  for  each  dollar  deposited. 
For  deposits  of  $10,000  or  more  the  current  interest 
rate  paid  is  7.5%.  This  rate  is  competitive  with  what 
many  "certificates  of  deposits"  currently  pay  and  there 


is  no  penalty  for  "early"  withdrawals.  For  deposits  of 
less  than  $10,000.00  the  interest  rate  paid  to  our  de- 
positors is  6.5%.  Again  this  rate  is  more  than  compet- 
itive with  most  banks'  standard  passbook  savings 
account. 

Let  me  encourage  you  and  your  church  to  begin  de- 
positing monies  into  our  "Ministerial  and  Church  Ex- 
tension Loan  Fund."  It  provides  you  a  good  return  for 
your  monies  while  it  provides  funds  at  a  reasonable 
rate  of  interest  for  our  churches  and  ministers. 

While  it  is  fairly  easy  to  determine  the  monetary  re- 
turn you  will  get  over  the  years  from  your  savings  de- 
posits, ONLY  GOD  AND  ETERNITY  WILL  REVEAL 
THE  SPIRITUAL  RETURNS  YOUR  MONIES 
CREATED  BY  HELPING  CHURCHES  AND  MINIS- 
TERS TO  BECOME  MORE  EFFECTIVE  IN  THEIR 
TASKS  OF  PROCLAIMING  THE  GOOD  NEWS  OF 
JESUS  CHRIST!

TARGET  2000  NECESSITY 
A  BURDEN  FOR  SOULS 


Over  the  years  you  and  I  have  heard 
compassion  for  unregenerate  people  ex- 
pressed in  a  multitude  of  phrases.  I  think 
some  of  the  words  that  best  express  the 
heartthrob  of  the  church  is  "THE  BUR- 
DEN FOR  SOULS."  If  we  are  going 
to  be  used  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  do  our 
part  in  reaching  the  goals  of  Target  2000 
we,  without  exception,  must  have  a  con- 
stant renewing  of  this  burning  passion, 
"A  Burden  For  Souls." 

We,  as  our  evangelism-minded  forepar- 
ents  in  the  faith,  must  feel  this  burden 
roll  upon  us  as  we  walk  among  the  people 
of  this  world  who  are  scattered  as  sheep 
without  a  shepherd.  We  have  entered 
somewhat  into  the  experience  of  Buzi, 
when  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  him 
regarding  the  solemn  charge  that  was 
given  to  the  shepherd  of  the  people  and 
the  watchman  of  Israel.  The  salvation 
of  neighbors,  friends,  family  members 
others  without  saving  grace  must  be  our 
heart  cry  as  we  diligently  travail  in 
prayer.  Our  life-style  must  support  a  wit- 
ness sensitive  to  the  provisions  of  God's 
grace  and  the  intensity  of  human  need. 
We  must  allow  this  hunger  for  souls  to 
become  a  priority  in  all  we  are  and  do. 
Intercessory  prayer  must  be  more  than 
a  wistful  sigh  but  a  dominant  reality  of 
all  we  do.  This  kind  of  compassion  will 
create  waves  of  the  convicting  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  daily  lives,  homes 
and  church  activities. 

The  driving  force  of  which  I  address 
is  not  reserved  for  a  select  group  within 
the  Body  of  Christ  but  is  a  necessity  for 
the  entire  church.  This  earnestness  for 
the  salvation  of  souls  must  frequent  ev- 
ery activity  with  its  pervading  influence. 
It  is  not  enough  to  gather  in  our  group 
setting;  whether  it  be  to  testify  to  our  own 
deliverance  experiences,  revel  in  person- 
al knowledge  that  the  truths  in  the  old 
hymns  of  Luther,  Wesley,  Sankey  and 
others  are  working  for  us  or  be  uplifted 
by  Scripture  choruses  and  gospel  songs. 
We  must  position  ourselves  in  such  a  way 
so  as  to  permit  all  these  valuable  assets 
of  the  faith  including  the  reception  of  the 


sermon  or  lesson  to  invade  every  facet 
of  our  beings  with  "A  Burden  For 
Souls"  until  it  becomes  the  very  breath 
of  our  spiritual  preservation. 

The  fervent  "Burden  For  Souls"  of 
which  I  write  is  significantly  more  than 
the  noble  desire  to  see  our  existing  con- 
gregations expand  in  number.  Even 
many  indifferent  church  members  like  to 
be  present  when  new  members  are  ad- 
mitted to  membership.  Church  growth 
must  be  the  normal  anticipated  pattern 
of  our  local  assemblies  just  to  survive  in 
order  to  replace  those  who  die,  move 
away  or  lapse  into  a  backslidden  state. 
We  must  have  significantly  more  church 
growth  than  this.  The  Lord  added  to  the 
church  daily  those  who  were  being  saved 
according  to  the  Acts  account.  This  must 
be  our  expectation  and  realization, 
"added  to  the  church  daily"! 

This  "Burden  For  Souls"  will  seize  our 
attention  with  a  deepening  sense  of  com- 
passion due  to  the  moral  and  physical 
degradation  of  the  multitudes,  a  longing 
for  the  horizontal  uplift  of  society  and 
a  loathing  of  sin  as  a  corrupting  force 
and  not  just  the  transgression  of  a  law. 
The  burden  must  be  more  than  sentimen- 
tal and  superficial.  The  pastor,  teachers 
and  local  church  leadership  personnel 
must  not  rest  satisfied  with  our  work  un- 
til the  soul  of  each  boy  and  girl,  man  and 
woman  is  so  precious  in  our  sight  that 
we  long  for  their  salvation  as  we  long 
for  home  when  we  are  on  a  journey  or 
for  comfort  when  in  deepest  sorrow. 

How  can  this  renewed  burden  for  souls 
be  properly  revitalized  among  us?  I  be- 
lieve we  must  rediscover  the  value  Jesus 
places  on  souls.  We  must  ask  ourselves 
what  is  the  destiny  of  the  person  who 
is  never  touched  with  the  divine  hand 
and  turned  into  the  way  of  life.  What 
right  do  we  have  to  assume  that  God  will 
save  the  masses  of  mankind  if  I  am  not 
interested  in  their  salvation  enough  to 
purposely  seek  to  give  the  good  news  of 
God's  grace  to  the  few  people  in  the  world 
whom  I  meet? 

Oh,  God,  give  us  a  renewed  burden  for 
souls!

Pastor  Edmondson  and  the  newly  organized  church 
plan  to  start  a  fully  functional  Sunday  School  in  January. 
They  will  be  adding  other  programs  as  the  Lord  leads 
and  personnel  becomes  available.  They  presently  are  hav- 
ing Sunday  morning  service,  Sunday  evening  service,  and 
Thursday  night  prayer  meeting  service.

"The  Genesis"  Church  is  in  the  process  of  purchasing 
10.67  acres  of  land  in  Wake  County.  The  land  is  located 
between  Wendell  and  Roles ville  near  East  Wake  High 
School  where  the  church  is  presently  meeting.  Pastor ; 
Paul  Brafford  reports  that  the  church  has  raised  over ' 
$30,000.00  this  year  alone  for  the  purchase  of  land. 
The  Raleigh  District  Churches  have  been  very  suppor- 
tive in  giving  a  present  total  of  $2582.00. 

The  base  price  of  the  land  is  $28,000.00.  This  is  a 
miracle  in  itself  for  Wake  County.  Land  prices  have 
soared  in  the  Wake  County  area  for  the  last  few  years. 
Some  funds  will  be  necessary  to  develop  an  entrance 
to  the  property. 

Pastor  Brafford  and  "The  Genesis"  congregation  are 
praying  and  planning  to  build  before  the  end  of  1991. 
They  are  presently  renting  facilities  at  East  Wake  High 
School.  The  rented  facilities  are  presently  costing  the  i 
church  some  $500.00  plus  per  month. 

The  church  is  in  great  need  of  their  own  facilities. 
They  have  to  break  down  and  store  their  equipment 
every  Sunday.  They  have  developed  a  strong  Sunday 
School  program  and  a  quality  Family  Night  program 
on  Wednesday  night,  including  Royal  Rangers  andi 
GEMS.  In  fact,  their  Wednesday  night  program  has 
met  literally  all  over  the  city  of  Wendell  and  even  some  I 
in  Knightdale. 

"The  Genesis"  has  come  a  long  way  since  its  first 
service  in  November  1988.  May  the  year  1991  be  the 
year  that  they  get  their  own  facilities.  Pastor  Brafford  , 
and  the  congregation  are  to  be  commended  for  a  job 
well  done.

This  month  we  not  only  have  a  new 
missionary  couple  to  introduce,  but  a 
new  venture  of  the  World  Missions  De- 
partment. Please  read  the  following 
article.

Local  pastors  and  mission  directors 
are  invited  to  the  meals  as  guest  of  the 
World  Missions  Department.  The  pur- 
pose is  to  enhance  their  knowledge  of 
the  World  Missions  Program. 

SPECIAL  NOTE:  I  am  endeavoring 
to  fill  the  schedule  of  Wolf  and  Robin 
Wendlandt.  They  are  missionaries 
from  our  Conference.  We  must  help 
raise  their  support.  We  hope  to  raise 
their  support  so  they  can  get  to  the  field 
(East  Germany)  by  summer's  end.  We 
must  move  while  the  door  is  open. 

The  World  Missions  Department  is 
up  to  something  new!  In  our  quest  to 
"preach  the  Good  News  to  every  crea- 
ture," the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
is  now  involved  in  Bible  translation. 

Why  do  we  need  further  Bible  trans- 
lations? Everyone  has  a  Bible  they  can 
read  and  understand,  right?  Wrong!! 
Of  the  6,000  plus  individual  language 
groups  in  the  world,  only  about  3,000 
have  the  Bible,  or  Scripture  portions, 
in  their  "mother  tongue"  (language 


learned  in  the  home  as  a  child).  This 
lack  of  Scripture  makes  it  almost  im- 
possible for  millions  of  Christians  to 
grow  in  their  faith  through  reading  the 
Word  of  God  for  themselves.  No  lan- 
guage can  speak  to  the  heart  like  the 
mother  tongue.  Ask  any  missionary 
who  has  preached  using  a  translator. 

The  World  Missions  Department  has 
recognized  the  great  need  for  Bible 
translation  and  is  taking  action.  Two 
of  our  newest  missionaries,  David  and 
Cheri  Arthur,  have  been  put  on  a  spe- 
cial assignment  to  work  in  the  area  of 
Bible  translation. 

David  and  Cheri  have  been  interest- 
ed in  Bible  translation  for  13  years 
now.  Each  of  them  heard  about  the  tre- 
mendous need  for  Bible  translation 
into  unwritten  (only  verbal)  languages 
as  teenagers.  Now  their  vision  of  work- 
ing as  Bible  translators  is  being  ful- 
filled, with  the  help  of  prayer  and  fi- 
nancial supporters. 

David  and  Cheri  have  been  training 
at  the  University  of  Texas  at  Arlington 
for  the  past  two  years,  learning  the  lin- 
guistic "tricks  of  the  trade."  They've 
been  taught  how  to  enter  a  language 
group,  learn  its  language,  and  then 
write  the  previously  unwritten  lan- 
guage. They  will  actually  be  develop- 
ing an  alphabet  for  a  language.  The 
job  is  complicated  and  will  take  ten  to 
fifteen  years  to  just  translate  the  New 
Testament. 

David  and  Cheri  Arthur  are  full-time 
missionaries  with  the  World  Missions 
Department.  At  the  same  time  they 
have  been  "seconded"  to  work  with 
Wycliffe  Bible  Translators.  They  have 
been  assigned  to  work  in  Zaire,  Central 
Africa.  World  Missions  has  allowed 
this  because  Wycliffe  is  specifically  de- 
voted to  Bible  translation,  and  has 
many  ways  of  helping  the  Arthurs  in 
their  work.  Wycliffe  has  a  specially  de- 
signed training  program  for  Bible 
translators.  They've  been  in  the  Bible 
translation  business  for  nearly  sixty 
years,  so  they  have  gained  specific  in- 
sights into  the  training  needs  of 
translators. 

Wycliffe  Bible  Translators  has  over 
5,000  members,  working  in  over  50  na- 
tions worldwide.  It  is  their  vision  that 
every  person  who  needs  it  have  the  Bi- 
ble in  his  mother  tongue.  The  job  is 


more  than  just  translating,  however. 
Bible  translators  are  also  involved  in 
literacy  work,  teaching  people  to  read 
the  Bible  provided  for  them  by  the 
translators. 

The  Arthurs  will  be  translating  the 
Bible  for  a  people  group  in  Zaire.  How- 
ever, since  the  primary  language  of 
Zaire  is  French,  David  and  Cheri  will 
first  go  the  Tours,  France  in  September 
1990  to  study  this  language  for  11/ 
2  years.  From  France  they  will  depart 
to  Kenya,  East  Africa,  to  attend  a 
"Jungle  Camp"  where  they'll  learn 
how  to  survive  in  the  African  bush. 
They'll  learn  how  to  butcher  and  clean 
meat,  how  to  dig  latrines,  and  many 
other  skills  needed  when  living  with- 
out modern  luxuries  such  as  electricity 
and  running  water. 

From  Kenya  the  Arthurs  will  move 
on  to  their  final  assignment  in  Zaire. 
First  they  will  need  to  find  or  build  a 
house.  At  the  same  time  they'll  be 
learning  the  local  language  and  cul- 
ture, and  building  important  relation- 
ship with  the  people.  Good  relation- 
ships with  the  local  people  are  key 
factors  in  any  missionary  work.  David 
and  Cheri  will  also  be  involved  in  lit- 
eracy work  once  the  translation  is 
begun. 

At  this  time  the  Arthurs  are  raising 
their  monthly  support,  as  well  as  funds 
for  necessary  equipment,  so  they  can 
proceed  with  the  vision  of  Bible  trans- 
lation. If  you're  interested  in  hearing 
more  about  them  or  their  work,  please 
contact  the  Conference  headquarters. 


SPECIAL  NOTE: 

I  have  met  David  and  Cheri  Arthur. 
They  are  a  fine  young  couple  with  a 
call  of  God  on  their  lives.  David  is  the 
son  of  missionary  Joseph  Arthur.  As 
such  he  is  more  than  well  acquainted 
with  missions  work.  Cheri  is  from  our 
church  in  Erwin,  Tennessee.  They  are 
both  members  of  the  Mid- Atlantic  Con- 
ference. I  hope  we  can  get  them  into 
some  of  our  churches.  I  would  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  coordinate  their 
schedule  with  churches.

"Give  me,  give  me,  give  me"  is  the  motto  of  so  many, 
too  many! 

There  are  no  clearer  lines  drawn  between  Christians 
and  worldlings  in  their  approach  to  life  than  in  their 
stewardship  of  things. 

"Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  from  him  that 
would  borrow  of  thee  turn  not  thou  away.  Ye  have 
heard  that  it  hath  been  said.  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbor,  and  hate  thine  enemy.

CAMPAIGN  FOR  EXCELLENCE 

Sunday  School  attendance  campaigns  in  recent  years 
have  been  utiHzed  less  and  less  by  local  churches.  The 
apparent  reasons  for  their  termination  are  as  varied  as 
the  institutions  who  no  longer  decide  to  use  them.  One 
reason  which  I  choose  to  dismiss,  however,  is  that  our 
churches  are  no  longer  interested  in  growth  and  have  be- 
come lazy  in  their  attitudes  towards  expansion.  In  fact, 
quite  the  opposite  seems  to  be  true  as  I  have  listened  to 
the  frustration  of  pastors  and  church  leaders  who  are  ex- 
tremely concerned  about  their  Sunday  School's  decline. 

During  the  zenith  years  of  Sunday  School  in  our  de- 
nomination (1940's-1960's)  it  was  common  practice  for  lo- 
cal churches  to  be  involved  in  a  friendly  campaign  of  com- 
petition between  each  other.  In  almost  every  instance 
churches  who  participated  witnessed  a  surge  in  their 
attendance. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  1960's  churches  began  to  ques- 
tion the  motivation  and  long-term  success  of  such  endea- 
vors. After  all,  the  idea  of  "beating"  someone  else  to  pro- 
gress as  a  Sunday  School  seemed  alien  to  the  Christian 
community's  ideals  and  besides,  when  all  was  said  and 
done  the  long-term  advances  seemed  far  too  insignificant 
compared  to  the  energy  that  had  been  expended.  As  a 
result  of  this  confusion  and  debate  over  philosophy,  the 
last  20-25  years  have  lacked  direction  resulting  in  alarm- 
ing statistics.  Once  strong  and  vibrant  Sunday  Schools 
are  now  languishing  in  retreat. 

Into  this  vacuum  a  new  philosophy  of  excellence  must 
be  introduced,  if  we  are  to  succeed  in  passing  the  torch 
of  Christian  Education  to  succeeding  generations  of  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  advocates.  This  new  philosophy  of  ex- 
cellence is  not  new  at  all.  In  fact  the  Apostle  Paul  defines 
this  philosophy  in  his  words  of  1  Corinthians  9:25-27.  Ex- 
pressly Paul  reminds  us  that  our  greatest  competition  is 
not  against  others  but  against  our  own  personal  worses 
and  bests. 

By  deciding  where  we  are  and  what  has  brought  us 
to  that  point  and  then  dreaming  the  dreams  of  God  for 
our  work,  we  will  be  able  to  experience  the  growth  and 
expansion  we  so  much  desire.  Such  goal-oriented  pro- 
grams of  work  will  lead  to  sustained  progress. 

Thankfully  there  are  many  excellent  tools  available  for 
ready  implementation  in  your  Sunday  School,  campaigns 
developed  by  thoughtful  and  expert  church  authors,  cam- 
paigns such  as:  Friend  Day,  The  Second  Friend  Day, 
Beyond  Homecoming,  Handfuls  on  Purpose  (The 
Department's  Ongoing  Ten  Year  Campaign),  I  Love 
Sunday  School,  How  To  Reach  The  Baby  Boomers, 
Make  The  Circle  Bigger,  and  154  Ways  To  Increase 
Your  Sunday  School  Attendance. 

The  selection  of  an  appropriate  tool  for  your  local  sit- 
uation is  important  but  not  as  important  as  the  personal 


commitment  of  each  local  congregation  to  the  concept  oi 
excellence.  Pastors,  superintendents  and  teachers  must 
be  committed  to  going  beyond,  challenged  by  the  visioni 
of  God  for  their  lives  in  relationship  to  His  Kingdom. 

To  illustrate  let  me  tell  you  of  my  efforts  to  play  golf. 
As  a  highly  competitive  individual,  when  first  I  began 
this  sport  my  approach  was  to  defeat  the  individuals  with 
whom  I  was  playing.  I  judged  my  success  or  failure  by; 
my  relative  position  to  others.  The  problem  with  this  ap- 
proach is  that  it  completely  disregarded  such  important 
factors  as  innate  ability,  experience,  quality  of  equipment 
and  a  host  of  other  things. 

Constantly  frustrated  by  my  inability  to  post  the  best; 
score,  I  soon  adopted  a  philosophy  of  "the  score  doesn't 
matter,  playing  the  game  is  all  that  matters."  The  only 
problem  with  this  approach  is  that  my  score  did  not  im- 
prove any  more  than  it  did  with  my  previous  mind-set.  i 
Aimless  effort  is  truly  no  effort  at  all. 

In  later  years  I  have  tried  a  new  method.  Keeping  my 
previous  score  cards  I  began  to  set  marginal  goals  of  pro- 
gress for  myself.  With  planning,  thoughtful  preparation 
and  realistic  goal  setting  I  have  been  able  to  consistently 
improve  my  score  within  the  limitations  of  my  own  abil- 
ities. No  longer  am  I  frustrated  by  unnatural  and  unfair 
comparisons  to  others,  nor  do  I  have  a  sense  of  mean- 
ingless effort  with  no  hope  of  improvement.  By  regarding 
my  own  commitment  to  personal  excellence  before  God 
I  can  move  positively  forward  in  all  areas  of  my  life  anc 
ministry. 

In  1991  those  who  are  challenged  by  the  motive  of  ex- 
cellence in  the  work  of  Sunday  School  will  examine  anc 
evaluate  their  progress,  or  lack  thereof,  and  marshal  their 
forces  to  strive  for  improvement.  By  creating  a  continuing 
process  intent  on  excellence,  attendance  campaigns  can 
become  more  than  once  a  year  events  and  truly  enhance 
the  overall  process  to  progress.  The  question  at  the  enc 
of  the  year  that  must  concern  us  is  not  "how  do  we  compare 
to  someone  else  in  Sunday  School  size,"  nor  is  it  "did 
we  stay  in  the  game?"  The  ultimate  question  will  be,  "Are 
you  a  stronger,  better  Sunday  School  than  you  were  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year?" 

By  contacting  the  Conference  Christian  Education  De- 
partment you  can  receive  ready  information  on  an  ap- 
propriate attendance  campaign  for  your  Sunday  School 
and  helpful  guidance  in  the  implementation  of  the  same. 
Let's  make  1991  a  year  of  our  personal  best  for  the  Master.

We  must  cooperate  with  others  to  be  used 
by  the  Lord  as  he  builds  His  church.  We 
need  each  other! 

Teamwork:  It's  vital!  We  have  always 
tended  to  revere  the  airplane  pilot  who  did 
it  alone  and  the  country  doctor  who  never 
left  the  bedside.  Such  spirit  of  independence 
served  us  well  and  caused  us  all  to  grow 
tall. 

But  we'd  never  have  made  it  to  the  moon 
without  a  spirit  of  interdependence.  And 
we'd  never  have  eradicated  typhoid  and 
smallpox  and  polio  without  cooperative 
effort. 

We've  found  that  no  person  alone  can 
fetch  oil  from  beneath  an  ocean.  We've 
found  that  we  are  becoming  increasingly 
interdependent — not  only  in  our  country, 
but  also  all  around  the  world. 

The  spirit  of  interdependence  will  not  cost 
more  than  it  is  worth.  On  the  steep  slope 
ahead,  holding  hands  is  necessary.  And  it 
just  might  be  we  can  learn  to  enjoy  it. 

Paul  Harvey  quotes  "There  isn't  a  single 
person  in  the  world  who  can  make  a  pencil" 
insists  News  Week  Columnist  Milton  Fried- 
man as  he  opens  his  new  T.  V.  series,  "Free 
to  Choose."  The  wood  may  have  come  from 
a  forest  in  Washington,  the  graphite  from 
a  mine  in  South  America,  the  eraser  from 
a  Malaysian  rubber  plantation.  Thousands 
of  people  cooperate  to  make  one  pencil. 

One  thing  that  causes  so  much  dishar- 
mony in  the  church  world  is  the  fact  that 
some  want  to  beat  the  big  drum,  few  are 
willing  to  face  the  music  and  none  will  play 
second  fiddle.

The  place  for  a  team  is  on  the  field,  not 
sitting  on  the  bleachers.  A  call  from  God 
is  not  for  licensed  and  ordained  clergy  alone 
but  the  lay  person  has  also  experienced  a 
call  from  God. 

I  want  to  talk  with  you  about  allowing 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  help  each  of  us  discover 
or  rediscover,  in  some  cases,  the  gift  or  gift 
mix  the  Lord  has  given  you  to  do  kingdom 
work  as  a  part  of  the  team  for  the  glory 
of  God. 

Spiritual  gifts  are  a  blessing  endowed  to 
us  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  They 
are  not  necessarily  talents  or  abilities  but 
talents  and  abilities  can  become  gifts.  God 
can  make  a  person  a  gifted  person  even  if 
he  or  she  doesn't  have  a  natural  ability  in 
that  particular  area. 

These  gifts  are  supernaturally  bestowed, 
not  naturally  acquired.  It  is  that  through 
which  God  can  speak  and  minister  to 
others. 

If  the  church  is  to  be  effective  in  the  world 
today,  lay-persons  must  allow  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  discover  and  develop  the  gifts  He 
desires  within  us. 

It  is  like  I  heard  Mr.  Leonard  Albert  of 
the  Church  of  God  say.  "When  the  Lord  pla- 
ces an  individual  in  the  church  He  gift 
wraps  him  and  places  an  invisible  tag 
around  his  neck.  It  says,  A  gift  from  Me, 
the  Holy  Spirit,  to  the  local  church." 

God  wants  to  use  every  individual  in  the 
ministry  of  the  church.  He  has  called  us 
from  a  life  of  sin  by  saving,  sanctifying, 
and  filling  us  with  His  Holy  Spirit.  God 
moves  on  an  individual  for  a  particular  rea- 
son or  season.  He  gives  gifts  as  He  chooses 
to  enable  individuals  to  render  service  for 
Him. 


He  can  take  the  most  unsuspecting  perso 
and  do  a  marvelous  work  through  that  per 
son.  Moses  gave  excuses  11  times  to  Go 
as  to  why  he  couldn't  do  what  the  Lor 
wanted  him  to  do  and  yet  God  used  Mose 
as  a  wonderful  leader.  Leadership  wa 
thrust  upon  him.  It  wasn't  as  if  he  real! 
wanted  to  become  a  leader  better  yet,  th 
Lord  wanted  him  to  be  a  leader.  God  chosi 
and  gifted  him  for  the  task. 

Power  for  the  hour  comes  from  discovei* 
ing,  developing,  and  utilizing  spiritual  gifts 

In  summary  let  us  look  at  spiritual  gifts' 
This  in  no  way  is  intended  to  be  an  exhaus' 
tive  study.  That  would  take  many  years' 
It  is  a  continuous  study. 

The  Greek  word  for  gift  is  "charisma; 
it  comes  from  same  root  as  the  won 
"grace." 

Every  believer  has  "charisma";  I  Pete 
4:10  "As  every  man  hath  received  the  gift 
even  so  minister  the  same  one  to  another 
as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  0| 
God." 

Not  only  are  we  gifted  but  we  are  to  mini 
ister  that  gift.  You  are  a  gift  of  God  to  thci 
church! 

Ephesians  4:7  "But  unto  every  one  of  us 
is  given  grace  according  to  the  measure  o: 
the  gift  of  Christ." 

Have  you  noticed  how  some  Sundaj 
School  teachers  can  bring  out  beautifu 
truths  and  show  evidence  of  spiritually  deei 
perception?  They  may  or  may  not  have  for 
mal  teacher  training.  They  are  gifted  tc 
teach. 

Why  is  it  that  some  professional  musi 
cians  leave  you  cold;  they  don't  stir  youi 
soul  with  their  music  yet  others  may  bring 
you  out  of  your  seat  with  rapturous  praises 
It  is  because  they  are  supernaturally  gifted 
and  anointed. 

Will  you  join  me  in  seeking  the  employ 
ment  of  the  multitude  of  gifts  and  gift  mixes 
with  which  the  Holy  Spirit  has  endowed  us 
for  the  work  of  the  multifaceted  ministry 
he  has  given  us?  There  is  a  momentous  task 
to  be  finished  and  the  Lord  of  His  Harvest 
has  the  equipment  with  which  to  empower 
us  to  do  our  part  in  glorifying  God,  evan- 
gelizing the  lost  and  edifying  His  body,  the 
Church.

On  these  posters  people 
may  write  the  names  of  specific  military  personnel 
serving  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

The  church  members  will  then  make  a  list  of 
all  the  names  and  divide  them  among  themselves. 
Then  each  person  will  pray  specifically  for  the 
safety  and  well-being  of  the  four  or  five  people 
whose  names  they  have. 

"We're  trying  to  get  a  message  out  to  pray  for 
these  people,"  Clark  said.  "They're  in  a  precarious 
situation  over  there  and  it's  getting  worse  all  the 
time." 

In  the  center  of  the  poster  is  a  map  of  the  Middle 
East  and  a  pair  of  hands  seeming  to  hold  that 
region  of  the  world.  Underneath  is  written,  "II 
Chronicles  7:14." 

This  scripture  passage,  Clark  explained  says 
that  as  people  pray,  God  will  hear  their  prayers 
and  help  them.  Therefore,  he  said,  he  hopes  people 
will  take  this  message  to  heart.  The  hands,  said 
Clark,  indicate  that  "God  has  the  whole  world 
in  his  hands."

Superintendent  Long  and  Evangelism  Director  Thompson  were  present 
Sunday  night,  January  26th,  in  Lumberton,  N.  C.  for  the  official  orga- 
nization of  Missionary  Pentecostal  Holiness  church.  The  service  was  held 
in  the  church's  own  building  on  Bradford  Street  in  Lumberton.  The  building 
is  located  two  blocks  off  L95,  Exit  19.  Some  twenty-one  were  present  in 
the  service. 

The  Missionary  Church  is  the  166th  church  in  the  N.  C.  Conference. 
It  has  been  in  operation  for  some  time.  It  was  begun  as  an  independent 
holiness  and  Pentecostal  Church  some  thirty-five  years  ago  by  Pastor 
Earnest  T.  Henson.  Brother  Henson  has  pastored  the  church  these  many 
years  until  his  health  began  to  fail  in  1990. 

Since  his  partial  retirement  in  1990,  Pastor  Henson  led  the  church  in 
seeking  out  membership  with  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Brother  Hen- 
son had  attended  the  Lumberton  First  Church  and  knew  Brother  Long 
when  he  pastored  the  church.  Through  Pastor  Bobby  West  of  the  New 
Haven  Church  in  Fayetteville,  Brother  Henson  made  contact  with  Evan- 
gelism Director  Thompson.  Brother  Thompson  visited  the  church,  preached 
for  Brother  Henson,  and  answered  questions  about  the  Conference  and 
denomination.  The  church  later  voted  to  come  into  the  Conference. 

Presently  the  church  is  running  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  in  Sunday 
School  and  morning  worship  attendance.  The  church  owns  the  sanctuary 
(with  four  Sunday  School  rooms  and  office),  a  fellowship  hall,  and  small 
rental  home  on  the  property.  All  the  property  of  the  church  is  debt  free. 

Pastor  Henson  has  faithfully  preached  the  Word  at  the  Missionary 
Church  and  anywhere  the  door  was  opened.  He  has  had  an  extensive 
radio  ministry.  Brother  Henson  has  always  been  a  bi-vocational  pastor. 
He  made  his  living  primarily  from  the  sale  of  insurance.  He  has  a  powerful 
testimony  and  possesses  a  deep  love  for  the  Lord. 

It  is  a  joy  to  have  the  Missionary  Church  as  the  newest  church  in  the 
Conference.  It  is  located  in  a  section  of  Lumberton  that  we  have  wanted 
to  have  a  church  for  some  time.  Rev.  Vernon  Clark  and  Rev.  Steve  Enloe 
have  been  very  helpful  in  filling  in  until  a  permanent  pastor  can  be  as- 
signed by  the  Conference  Board.  Hopefully  a  pastor  will  be  assigned  short- 
ly. An  extended  time  is  being  allowed  for  charter  membership.  It  looks 
like  the  church  will  end  up  with  some  20  plus  charter  members.  Praise 
the  Lord!

They  are  presently  meeting  in  the 
Jaycee  building  in  Raeford.  The  Lord  has  blessed  them  with  low  rent. 

The  Harvest  Fellowship  Church  and  its  pastor,  Pastor  Danny  Harris 
are  to  be  commended  in  their  willingness  to  assist  in  starting  new  churches 
Brother  Jones  and  his  family  were  very  much  involved  in  the  ministry 
of  Harvest  Fellowship.  The  church's  and  pastor's  attitude  has  been  one 
of  support  and  encouragement.  Their  desire  is  to  see  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Lord  grow.  They  have  learned  that  the  best  way  to  do  this  is  to  start 
new  churhes.  This  is  the  new  churches  they  have  helped  to  start.  (Sonlight- 
Leland,  Faith  Assembly-Calabash,  and  Raeford).  All  have  been  intentional 
and  with  good  blessings.  May  the  Lord  give  us  more  churches  like  Harvest 
Fellowship.

The  World  Evangelism  Emphasis  Offering  will  be  promoted 
;his  year  as  the  "GO"  offering-Global  Outreach  Offering.  The 
Conference  goal  is  $70,000.00.  Each  church  will  be  asked  to  send 
a  representative  to  Falcon  at  the  annual  World  Evangelism  Ser- 
vice on  the  last  Sunday  night  of  Camp  Meeting,  July  21st,  and 
present  this  offering.  The  individual  challenge  is  for  each  member 
if  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  to  give  a  day's  wages  and 
1  day  of  prayer  and  fasting. 

Incentive  gifts  will  be  offered  again  this  year  to  those  pastors 
whose  churches  have  an  increase  of  at  least  $500.00  over  last 
year's  offerings.  Last  year  we  had  ten  pastors  to  qualify  for  these 
Dfferings. 

The  "GO"  offering  will  be  divided  between  the  World  Missions 
Department  and  the  General  Evangelism  Department.  World  Mis- 
sions gets  75%  and  Evangelism  25%.  The  funds  will  be  used  to 
start  many  new  churches. 

LOCAL  WORLD  MISSIONS  DIRECTORS 

We  are  trying  to  establish  an  address  file  at  the  Conference 
Office  of  all  the  local  Missions  Directors.  Each  church  is  asked 
:o  appoint  a  local  World  and  Home  Missions  Director.  Once  the 
file  is  completed,  regular  mail  outs  will  go  to  the  directors.  The 
joal  is  to  use  them  as  channels  of  World  Missions  and  Home 
Missions  information. 

WORLDORAMA  MAILING  LIST 

The  General  World  Missions  Department  has  asked  the  Con- 
ference Missions'  Directors  to  help  increase  the  mailing  list  of 
the  monthly  World  Missions  publication  The  Worldorama.  The 
publication  is  free.  Churches  have  been  asked  to  send  a  copy 
af  their  mailing  lists  to  the  Conference  Missions  office.  The  target 
iate  to  complete  this  project  is  March  1. 

MISSIONARY  CONVENTIONS 

The  Conference  is  planning  two  missionary  conventions  for 
1991,  one  in  the  fall  and  one  in  the  spring.  The  spring  convention 
will  be  held  February  28th  through  March  3rd  in  the  Greenville 


area.  Four  churches  will  be  involved— Kinston  First,  Greenville 
First,  St.  Paul,  and  "The  Firsf'-Goldsboro.  The  convention  will 
begin  with  an  area  wide  rally  on  the  28th,  7:30  p.m.,  at  the  Kinston 
First  Church.  Dr.  Jesse  Simmons,  General  World  Missions  Di- 
rector, is  the  invited  speaker.  A  total  of  seven  missionary  families 
will  be  involved  in  this  convention.  The  participating  churches 
will  hold  special  services  on  Friday  night,  Sunday  morning,  and 
Sunday  evening.  Participating  missionaries  are  Kit  Teasdale, 
Princeton  Gates,  David  Fannin,  Duane  Lins,  Wolf  and  Robin 
Wendlandt,  David  and  Cheri  Arthur,  and  Ed  Rhodes. 

The  fall  missionary  convention  will  be  October  10th  through 
October  13th.  It  will  be  held  in  the  Rocky  Mount-Tarboro  area 
(Tarboro  District).  Plans  are  presently  being  formulated. 

Hopefully  these  conventions  will  continue  the  missionary  spirit 
in  the  Conference  and  even  evoke  some  new  missionary  commit- 
ments. 

RECORD  YEAR  IN  1990 

The  total  World  Missions  Funds  credited  to  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  for  1990  will  exceed  $450,000.00.  Praise  the  Lord!  This 
is  the  first  time  the  funds  went  over  $400,000.00.  This  record 
amount  reflects  a  20%  increase  over  the  1989  funds.  The  total 
is  a  sum  of  the  monthly  faith  commitments  ($272,205.32),  the 
annual  World  Evangelism  Offering  ($62,613.70),  several  special 
projects  from  churches,  the  European  Resource  Center  Offering 
($33,000.00  plus),  the  People  to  People  funds  ($30,000.00  plus), 
the  WM  Christmas  Offerings  ($14,272.20),  the  C.  E.  Offerings 
($1,439.34),  Mug-A-Month,  etc.  Truly  the  Lord  gave  us  a  great 
year  and  the  people  of  N.  C.  Conference  have  proven  their  faith- 
fulness. Who  knows  what  we  will  be  able  to  accomplish  in  1991, 
as  we  continue  to  be  faithful  and  obey  the  Lord. 

PEOPLE  TO  PEOPLE  CHALLENGE 

The  Lord  has  blessed  the  People  to  People  ministry  in  the  Con- 
ference. In  1987  the  total  People  to  People  funds  were  $14,743.29. 
The  amount  for  1990  will  exceed  $30,000.00.  This  is  a  phenomenal 
increase.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  is  presently  4th  in  the 
listings  of  Conferences  for  the  total  number  of  children  sponsored. 
The  North  Carolina  Conference  presently  supports  129  children. 
Florida,  Western  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina  are  ahead 
of  us  with  191,  158,  and  153  children  respectively. 

We  have  four  churches  that  support  more  than  10  children. 
They  are  Kinston  First  (19),  Vaughan's  Chapel  (19),  Shiloh  (13), 
Raleigh  District,  and  Glad  Tidings  (11).  Presently  thirty  six  of 
our  churches  support  at  least  one  child. 

Under  the  sponsorship  program,  $18  per  month,  pays  for  one 
child  to  receive  a  Christian  education,  one  hot  meal  a  day  and 
medical  attention,  where  possible.  This  help  varies  from  country 
to  country.  A  picture  and  short  biography  of  the  child  are  sent 
to  each  new  sponsor. 

Director  of  the  People  to  People  program.  Dr.  Sherrill  Orvin, 
has  challenged  the  churches  to  support  at  least  one  child  per 
church.  This  is  certainly  a  challenge.  To  accomplish  this  in  North 
Carolina  would  put  our  total  sponsorship  to  well  over  200  children. 
May  the  Lord  grant  it  to  be  so.  Let's  take  this  as  a  challenge 
for  1991  —  TO  SPONSOR  AT  LEAST  200  CHILDREN.

MUSIC-THE  CHILD-AND  THE  SANCTUARY 

A  millionaire  from  a  large  town  church  in  a  more 
formal  denomination  was  invited  to  the  homecom- 
ing services  in  a  small  and  less  formal  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  in  a  rural  setting.  When  questioned 
a  few  days  later,  she  reacted  warmly  toward  all 
phases  of  worship  and  then  she  concluded  with  an 
unforgettable  remark,  "I  enjoyed  my  whole  day  at 
the  church,  but  the  part  of  the  service  that  impressed 
and  blessed  me  the  most  was  the  children  singing 
between  Sunday  School  and  the  worship  hour." 
Christ  did  not  teach  that  the  music  during  the  wor- 
ship hour  belongs  only  to  the  most  capable  adult 
musicians  but  He  did  say  "Suffer  little  children  to 
come  unto  me  for  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 
Isn't  the  worship  experience  like  a  small  heaven  here 
on  earth?  If  so,  Christ  taught  that  it  belongs  to  chil- 
dren as  well  as  adults. 

Some  time  should  be  given  to  children  in  the  sanc- 
tuary every  Sunday  morning.  Then  the  questions 
may  arise  from  the  over  organizers  —  How?  Why? 
When?  Who? 

When?  An  excellent  time  for  children  to  become 
involved  is  immediately  after  the  Sunday  School 
hour.  During  these  five  or  ten  minutes  the  children 
can  be  trained  to  come  orderly  to  a  designated  spot 
near  the  piano.  After  this  period  of  worship  in  song, 
the  children  can  be  trained  to  leave  the  sanctuary 
reverently  as  they  return  to  Junior  Church. 

Who?  The  group  should  include  three  year  olds 
up  to  ten  year  olds.  The  ten  year  olds  do  not  resent 
the  three  year  olds,  unless  they  have  been  trained 
to  resent  them.  To  the  contrary  in  many  cases  they 
want  to  help  the  smaller  ones.  Why  the  three  year 
olds?  Developing  leadership  starts  very  early.  This 
training  helps  many  children  to  escape  stage  fright 
at  a  very  early  age.  Have  you  watched  the  unin- 
hibited ways  of  the  very  young?  Capitalize  on  this 
because  they  sometimes  lose  it,  when  they  become 
teenagers. 

Why?  First  of  all  it  is  a  worship  experience  for 
the  children  as  well  as  adults.  Children  should  learn 
at  an  early  age  that  the  sanctuary  is  sacred  and 
it  is  a  very  important  place  to  worship  God. 

Have  you  ever  seen  the  Lord  through  the  eyes  of 


children?  You  will  if  you  watch  their  twinkling  eyes 
and  their  glowing  faces  as  they  sing  about  God's 
love  and  the  happiness  that  He  has  given  them. 

Have  you  ever  seen  the  Lord  through  the  eyes  of 
adults?  You  will  if  you  watch  mother  and  dad,  grand 
ma  and  grandpa,  older  sisters  and  brothers  as  well 
as  Aunt  Susie  and  Uncle  John  while  the  children 
sing. 

The  Bible  states  "a  little  child  shall  lead  them." 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  adult 
relatives  have  been  won  to  the  Lord  and  to  the 
Church  because  their  children  were  given  a  definite 
part  in  the  Church.  [ 

How?  First  of  all,  a  large  percentage  of  the  songs ! 
should  be  joyful  as  well  as  meaningful.  Do  not  hes- 
itate to  use  recordings  in  the  Church.  Children  enjoy 
singing  along  with  the  children  on  the  recordings. 
If  the  recordings  use  good  voice  quality,  the  children 
will  grow  with  correct  diction  as  well  as  pitch.  Re- 
member, children  are  good  imitators. 

Be  alert  as  the  children  sing  so  the  young  soloist 
can  be  recognized  early.  The  average  child  enjoys 
and  tries  to  copy  the  voice  of  the  best  singers.  Re- 
wards such  as  clapping  or  maybe  an  M  &  M  will 
encourage  the  children  to  do  their  best.  It  is  sur- 
prising to  note  that  boys  sometimes  sing  better  than 
girls.  The  director  may  simply  ask,  "Do  you  think 
you  can  sing  as  well  as  the  girls."  They  will  do  their 
best  to  show  you!  At  this  point  the  children  may 
need  to  be  reminded  of  the  vast  difference  in  hol- 
lering and  singing. 

The  director  should  be  on  the  alert  as  new  songs 
and  new  methods  are  introduced  on  T.  V.  programs, 
rallies,  workshops,  etc.  Ideas  will  come  if  you  look 
for  them.  The  most  important  thing  to  remember 
in  working  with  children  is  to  use  and  enjoy  their 
talents  as  they  work  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  IN- 
VOLVEMENT IS  MUCH  MORE  IMPORTANT 
THAN  PERFECTION.

WHAT  NOW:  THAT  JESUS  CHRIST, 
OUR  LORD  IS  RISEN? 


T.  Elwood  Long 


We  have  recently  celebrated  the  yearly  observance  of 
our  Lord's  resurrection.  Actually  we  celebrate  His  resur- 
rection every  day  with  Christian  activity  and  service.  Sun- 
day, the  first  day  of  the  week,  is  a  high,  holy  pronounce- 
ment of  that  celebration  as  faithful  worshippers  of  the 
true  God  congregate  to  worship  Him  in  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Name  of  His  glorious  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

Where  do  we  go  from  the  Easter  season?  What  is 
our  relationship  with  the  risen  Saviour?  What  is  our  re- 
sponsibility relative  to  the  resurrection  message?  How 
does  His  resurrection  affect  our  past,  present  and  future? 
In  short,  what  is  our  response? 

Where  do  we  go  from  this  Easter  season?  We  do 
not  leave  it!  Resurrection  reality  continuously  abides  with 
us,  in  our  hearts,  affecting  every  fact  of  our  lives. 

What  is  our  relationship  with  this  risen  Saviour? 
We  have  His  personal  presence.  He  is  not  some  vague 
abstract  impersonal  questionable  entity  Who  has  isolated 
Himself  in  the  celestial  towers  of  eternal  separation  from 
this  mundane  sphere  of  human  struggle  and  reality.  It 
is  like  the  song  writer  who  long  ago  so  aptly  wrote,  "He 
walks  with  me  and  talks  with  me  and  He  tells  me  I  am 
His  own."  Jesus'  promise  to  His  disciples,  "And  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  age."  Matthew 
28:20b  is  unalterably  the  eternal  franchise  of  relationship 
given  to  the  true  believer.  This  intimate  fellowship  is  not 
to  be  taken  for  granted  but  is  of  ever  growing  enhancement 
as  we  intentionally  cultivate  a  keen  awareness  of  His  pres- 
ence. He  delights  in  our  joys  and  supports  us  in  our  strug- 
gles. He  is,  without  a  shred  of  doubt,  the  Friend  who  sticks 
closer  than  a  brother. 

What  is  our  responsibility  relative  to  the  resur- 
rection message?  We  truly  have  a  "story  to  tell  to  the 
nations."  We  must  unequivocally  go  forth  as  did  the  early 
disciples  of  Jerusalem  with  the  life-changing  declaration 
"the  hour  cometh,  and  now  is."  The  true  new  age  has 
come  to  pass.  The  day  the  Old  Testament  prophets 
dreamed  and  prophesied  of  has  arrived.  What  some  of 
them  saw  as  remote  future  has  now  become  immediate 
present.  The  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  eternal 
verity  that  stamps  with  irreversible  certainty  the  validity 
of  the  Christian  Faith!  The  resurrection  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  theme  of  every  song,  sermon  and  testimony 
of  His  followers.  This  is  the  undying  motive  behind  every 
thrust  of  evangelistic  pursuit.  This  is  the  conviction  that 
drives  us  onward  for  His  glory  and  the  salvation  of  eternity 
bound  humanity.  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  conquered 
death,  hell  and  the  grave;  He  is  alive  forever.  It  is  His 
message  we  are  to  proclaim.  The  only  Gospel  we  are  com- 
missioned to  proclaim  is  the  magnificent  truth  of  resur- 
rection life  and  Jesus  Christ.  Without  the  resurrection  the 


life  and  ministry  of  our  Lord  becomes  just  a  beautiful  story 
of  human  love  displayed  in  a  most  majestic  manner.  With- 
out the  resurrection  the  entire  structure  of  Christianity 
becomes  a  lifeless  skeleton  and  any  thread  of  hope  re- 
garding atonement  becomes  a  vain  dream. 

As  the  Apostle  Paul  announced,  our  faith,  hope  and 
preaching  become  vain.  However,  the  sole  purpose  of  the 
resurrection  is  not  just  to  give  man  hope  of  life  beyond 
the  grave  (as  wonderfully  marvelous  as  that  is).  The  Res- 
urrection of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Holy  God  of  Heaven  and 
earth  exercising  creative  power  all  over  again.  This  is  a 
new  beginning  for  a  universe  that  groans  for  redemption 
from  its  degenerate  condition.  The  world  that  had  died 
in  sin  with  Adam  now  has  hope  of  new  life.  We  know 
that  expectation  is  included  in  the  provision  of  our  Lord. 
I  am  well  aware  that  such  glorious  deliverance  for  man 
and  the  universe  cannot  be  adequately  explained  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  rationale  of  the  carnal  mind  of  unre- 
generate  humanity,  but  we  must  keep  one  thing  in  mind. 
We  are  not  necessarily  required  to  explain  this  glorious 
truth  or  even  to  intellectually  understand  it.  We  are  to 
proclaim  the  truth! 

The  disciple-writers  of  the  New  Testament  did  not  seek 
to  explore  the  detailed  methods  of  the  momentous  truth; 
they  were  content  to  leave  it  veiled  in  the  beautiful  mystery 
of  Faith.  These  Holy  Ghost  baptized  and  filled  proclaim- 
ers  of  the  faith  did  not  simply  proclaim  the  Gospel  of  res- 
urrection power:  they  lived  it.  They  realized  they  were  now 
integrally  involved  in  a  kingdom  that  will  never  be  shaken 
by  the  subversive  forces  of  man  or  fallen  angels  led  by 
the  master  of  evil,  Satan.  The  open  gates  of  the  tomb  had 
ushered  them  into  a  relationship  of  "Victory  In  Jesus" 
and  their  song  can  never  be  staunched.  Because  1 
the  "Resurrection  and  the  Life,"  we  can  never  be  conta^.^^^ 
by  the  throes  of  eternal  death.  We  will  certainly  pass 
through  our  change  but  the  sting  is  gone.  The  enemy  is 
defanged!  This  is  our  Gospel!  We  are  the  Church  of  the 
resurrected  Lord.  Every  act  of  worship  and  every  expres- 
sion of  uninterrupted  commitment  to  our  Lord  is  the  proc- 
lamation and  defense  of  resurrection  power. 

The  cross  is  the  pivot  of  our  faith  but  the  life-issuing 
power  of  the  cross  rides  triumphantly  on  the  hinges  of 
resurrection's  door.  We  must  not  linger  in  the  dark  shad- 
ows on  the  back  side  of  the  Christian's  Easter  too  long. 
The  glorious  provision  included  the  agony  of  Calvary  and 
the  victory  of  the  empty  tomb. 

We  must  proclaim  with  unflinching  priority  the  Person 
of  the  resurrection.  He  is  Conqueror!  "He  is  not  here.  He 
is  risen."  Our  sin-darkened  past  is  gone  forever,  our  pres- 
ent is  illuminated  by  the  light  of  His  person  and  our  future 
is  guaranteed  by  His  eternity. 
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WHEN  YOU  PRAY 


In  the  sixth  chapter  of  Matthew  we  find  that  verses  5,  6,  and  7 
ill  begin  with  "when  thou  prayest,  when  thou  prayest,  when  ye  pray." 
(t  appears  that  Jesus  is  just  naturally  assuming  that  we  will  pray. 
He  does  not  say  "if"  ye  pray  but  "when"  ye  pray.  When  we  remember 
;hat  He  is  speaking  only  to  His  disciples  at  this  point,  it  helps  us 
;o  evaluate  this  assumption.  It  is  probable  that  Jesus  knows  that 
;very  one  of  us  will  pray  at  some  time  or  other  and  so  He  is  giving 
us  specific  instructions  about  that  time  of  prayer.  It  would  be  sad 
indeed  if  He  were  telling  us  that  He  fully  expects  us  to  pray  and 
yet  we  were  to  pray  only  when  we  have  exhausted  every  other  resource. 
To  be  sure  there  are  times  in  every  life  when  we  reach  a  point  where 
we  realize  the  help  we  need  can  only  be  found  in  God,  and  so  we 
pray.  But  is  this  the  only  prayer  life  we  have?  Do  we  only  pray  when 
we  are  at  our  wit's  end  and  our  prayers  are  only  made  in  desperation 
or  perhaps  frustration?  If  this  is  the  case,  then  we  are  totally  missing 
what  Jesus  was  talking  about  in  this  chapter. 

There  is  another  kind  of  praying  that  is  just  as  far  off  base  as 
frustration  prayer.  This  prayer  that  we  are  speaking  of  here  is  when 
we  are  only  reciting  words  that  we  do  not  feel  or  words  that  we  speak 
without  really  thinking  about  what  we  are  saying  or  meaning.  This 
kind  of  meaningless  and  mechanical  prayer  is  nothing  near  true 
prayer  that  Jesus  has  taught  us  to  pray.  In  this  very  chapter  we 
find  the  example  prayer  that  Jesus  taught  us.  As  we  study  it  we 
will  see  that  it  is  full  of  meaning  and  life.  Jesus  is  expecting  us  to 


pray  and  He  tells  us  how  to  pray. 

Our  prayer  must  be  sincere.  He  tells  us  that  we  are  not  to  pray 
just  to  be  seen  of  men.  We  are  to  pray  what  we  mean  and  to  mean 
what  we  pray.  Prayer  is  not  an  exercise  to  boast  about.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  have  the  feeling  that  we  need  not  expect  much  response 
from  God  if  we  do  much  bragging  about  how  much  or  how  often 
we  pray.  "When  ye  pray"  He  said,  "make  it  personal."  Be  very  private 
by  entering  into  your  closet  and  closing  the  door  about  you.  This 
does  not  mean  that  we  should  not  pray  in  public  but  that  our  prayer 
must  be  personal. 

He  also  tells  us  that  our  prayer  should  be  specific.  "Use  not  vain 
repetitions  as  the  heathen  do."  Our  prayer  must  be  more  than  words 
and  phrases.  It  must  mean  something.  It  must  mean  something  to 
us  and  to  God.  How  often  do  we  pray  and  concentrate  more  on  how 
we  sound  than  what  we  are  actually  saying. 

WIN  is  the  prayer  urging  of  our  church.  It  is  asking  for  real,  true, 
genuine  prayer  of  intercession  for  the  kingdom  of  God  in  every  aspect. 
It  is  specifically  praying  for  the  goals  that  we  have  set  for  our  de- 
nomination to  reach  by  the  year  2000.  We  know  that  these  things 
are  possible  only  through  God.  And  we  also  know  that  the  way  to 
God  is  through  prayer.  Won't  you  please  join  in  the  WIN  program 
in  your  church  and  pray  with  us  as  we  call  upon  our  God  for 
His  cause?

WHO  BROUGHT  THE  DOCTRINES 
OF  HOLINESS  TO  THE  STATE 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

These  are  the  words  of  A.  B.  Grumpier:  Discipline  of  Holiness 
Church  "I  was  sanctified  in  Bismark,  Missouri  in  1890.  I  came 
to  North  Carolina  to  preach  the  blessed  doctrine  of  full  salvation 
to  my  own  people.  In  1896  the  great  holiness  revival  broke  out 
in  North  Carolina  chiefly  under  my  own  ministry,  in  which 
hundreds  and  thousands  came  into  the  experience  of  salvation. 
In  October  1899  I  was  tried  under  the  charge." 

Do  you  know  how  the  Bismark  meeting  came  about? 

From  the  1890  visit  another  story  by  J.  M.  Hamer  that  I  give 
to  you  in  this  article. 

POWER  OF  INFLUENCE 

In  the  19th  century  a  unknown  lady  lived  in  Kentucky  by  a 
toll  gate  and  served  as  its  keeper.  She  testified  to  those  who  passed 
through  the  entrance-way  about  her  experience  with  God. 

A  man  by  the  name  of  Dr.  H.  C.  Morrison  was  sent  to  pastor 
a  church  not  far  from  where  she  lived.  As  he  visited  among  his 
parishioners  he  met  an  infidel  who  had  seen  this  woman  and 
heard  her  testimony.  He  told  Dr.  Morrison  he  didn't  believe  in 
God  or  religion,  but  this  woman  seemed  to  have  something  he 
had  not  seen  in  others.  Word  got  around  and  finally  a  city  news- 
paper editor  sent  a  reporter  to  interview  this  woman  with  strange 
religion  called  sanctification.  This  testimony  of  holiness  was  pub- 
lished in  his  paper.  Her  sanctification  testimony  was  published 
and  was  sent  over  a  number  of  states.  A  Methodist  minister  read 
the  account  and  Rev.  W.  W.  Hooper  of  Mississippi  traveled  to 
Kentucky  and  inquired  as  to  the  lady,  Mary  McAfee.  She  taught 
him  about  "the  more  excellent  way."  He  sought  and  obtained 
this  wonderful  experience.  He  returned  to  his  home  and  was  asked 
to  help  Rev.  Beverly  Carradine  in  a  revival  meeting.  Rev.  Hooper 


told  Carradine  about  his  newfound  experience  and  this  great 
preacher  sought  and  on  the  morning  of  the  third  day  of  his  seeking 
he  received  such  a  blessing,  he  asked  God  to  stay  his  hand.  Dr. 
Carradine  entered  the  evangelism  field  and  it  is  said  he  preached 
this  glorious  truth  in  every  state  in  the  nation.  In  1890  one  A. 
B.  Grumpier  went  to  Bismark,  Mo.  and  in  a  District  Conference 
heard  Dr.  B.  Carradine  preach  and  tell  about  his  glorious  ex- 
perience. Grumpier  sought  and  obtained  this  experience. 

This  opened  the  flood  gates  of  heaven  in  his  soul  and  in  1896 
he  came  to  Dunn,  N.  C.  and  started  a  Holiness  revival.  People 
came  for  miles  around  to  hear  this  man  preach.  Among  those 
who  attended  were  Alman  H.  Butler,  Julius  A.  Culbreth,  Charlie 

B.  Strickland,  Henry  and  Florence  Goff.  These  among  many  oth- 
ers sought  and  obtained  this  wonderful  experience  testified  to 
by  the  little  woman  that  attended  the  toll  gate  in  Kentucky.  Butler, 
Strickland  and  a  hundred  others  left  the  warehouse  in  Dunn  and 
went  forth  blazing  a  trail  all  over  North  Carolina  and  other  ad- 
jacent states.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting  many  others  heard  and 
believed  and  the  Goldsboro  Holiness  Church  was  organized  No- 
vember 4,  1898.  The  message  made  the  Goffs  leaders  of  their 
church  in  the  doctrine  that  the  woman  at  the  toll  gate  told  about. 
That  message  that  was  told  in  a  quieted  voice  in  testimony  has 
gone  to  Africa,  China,  the  Isles  of  the  Sea  and  to  the  remote 
corners  of  the  earth. 

It  is  still  being  told  today  in  a  thousand  villages  through  the 
earth.  This  proves  it  isn't  all  done  by  preachers.  Wherever  the 
gospel  is  being  preached  today  even  to  the  far  corners  of  the 
earth,  Mary  McAfee,  the  gate  keeper's  story  is  being  told.  God 
alone  can  measure  the  extent  of  a  few  feeble  words  spoken  under 
the  influence  and  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

From  the  Superintendent 


T.  Elwood  Long 


The  church  has  been  boldly  reminded  of  an  important 
reason  for  our  existence  in  the  latter  half  of  this  century. 
That  important  reason  is  that  we  have  been  ordained 
Fishers  of  Men  by  our  Lord.  We  hear  about  it  by  way 
of  the  tape,  radio,  television  and  from  the  pulpit  and  class- 
room lectern.  This  contemporary  reminder  is  a  must.  We 
cannot  escape  the  commission  mandate  of  our  Saviour 
to  relate  the  good  news  of  salvation  to  all  men. 

I  am  particularly  impressed  with  the  Love  In  Action 
material  currently  being  filtered  into  the  daily  lives  of 
our  constituency.  It  is  more  than  a  version  of  soul-winning. 
It  is  a  biblically  based  approach  to  touching  the  lives  of 
others  where  it  really  counts.  If  you,  pastor,  and  your 
church  have  not  enrolled  in  this  scriptural  endeavor  I  en- 
courage you  to  immediately  contact  our  Conference  Evan- 
gelism Director,  Brother  Chris  Thompson  to  avail  yourself 
of  this  informative  and  inspirational  material. 

Do  you  remember  the  powerful  scene  from  Luke  5:  verses 
4  &  5?  "Now  when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto 
Simon,  Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets 
for  a  draught.  And  Simon  answering  said  unto  him.  Mas- 
ter, we  have  toiled  all  the  night,  and  have  taken  nothing: 
nevertheless  at  thy  word  I  will  let  down  the  net." 

Note,  the  place  just  didn't  seem  favorable  for  successful 
fishing.  Didn't  the  Lord  Jesus  know  you  don't  catch  a 
large  haul  of  fish  so  near  the  shore.  Doesn't  He  realize 
that  better  fishing  occurs  in  the  deeper  water.  Peter  and 
the  other  fishing  disciples  knew  that  good  fishing  waters 
of  this  familiar  lake  but  he  obeyed  the  Master's  bidding. 

The  experience  of  these  seasoned  men  had  taught  them 
when  circumstances  are  favorable  for  good  fishing.  The 
immediate  experience  of  the  night  of  rowing  and  toiling; 
the  seemingly  endless  futile  hours  of  lowering  and  lifting 
nets;  none  of  this  laborious  activity  had  netted  a  catch. 
They  still  obeyed  the  command  of  Jesus. 

The  time  was  certainly  not  conducive  to  desirable  re- 
sults. The  darkness  of  night  had  been  when  they  had  his- 
torically caught  the  "big  ones."  This  particular  night  they 
had  fished  all  night  and  caught  nothing.  However,  the 
hours  for  favorable  fishing  was  past.  "Nevertheless,  at 
thy  word  I  will  let  down  the  net,"  was  Simon  Peter's  co- 
operative reply  to  Jesus. 


The  conditions  just  didn't  seem  right  to  these  weathe 
beaten,  hungry,  exhausted  workmen.  Can  it  be  that  wi 
can  sense  a  lack  of  faith  on  the  part  of  Simon  Peter?  V 
Peter  and  the  others,  in  their  discouraged  condition,  coulc' 
have  cast  aside  all  their  doubts  and  questions,  they  trust; 
ingly  might  have  enthusiastically  cast  their  nets  into  the 
water  with  great  expectancy. 

Are  we  unlike  these  disciples?  I  think  not. 

So  many  modern  disciples  think  we  must  select  th< 
place  to  do  an  effective  work  of  witnessing  for  our  Lord 
Can  it  not  be  that  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  wants  us  t( 
"bloom  where  we  are  planted"?  There  may  be  no  better 
place  than  where  we  are  right  now.  If  we  are  not  faithfu 
witnesses  here  and  now  it  is  unlikely  that  we  would  b( 
more  effective  some  place  else. 

It  amazes  me  how  many  times  the  Holy  Spirit  does  His 
marvelous  work  contrary  to  what  our  experiences  dic- 
tates. About  the  time  we  think  we  have  Him  figured  oui| 
He  breaks  out  of  man-made  molds  and  manifests  himseb 
magnificently  sovereign. 

Timing  in  witness  is  important.  However,  we  need  tc 
keep  in  mind  that  we  are  not  always  the  best  judges  ol 
when  to  "fish."  We  need  to  be  open  to  the  prompting  ol 
the  Holy  Spirit  and  spiritually  sensitive  to  the  needs  anc 
hurts  of  others. 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  able  to  condition  circumstances  tc 
make  them  favorable  to  "fishing"  for  the  Lord.  He  car 
take  conditions  that  seem  out  of  harmony  with  good  judg 
ment  and  turn  them  into  "net-bursting"  opportunities.  Wt 
must  always  keep  in  mind  the  conclusion  of  the  test  in 
Luke  5:6-1  L  "And  when  they  had  this  done,  they  enclosed 
a  great  multitude  of  fishes:  and  their  net  brake.  And  the> 
beckoned  unto  their  partners,  which  were  in  the  other  ship 
that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And  they  came 
and  filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink.  When 
Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  knees,  saying 
Depart  from  me;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord.  For  he 
was  astonished,  and  all  that  were  with  him,  at  the  draughl 
of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken:  And  so  was  also  James, 
and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  which  were  partners  with 
Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not;  from  hence- 
forth thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they  had  broughl! 
their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook  all,  and  followed  him."  ;

,eece.  The  Reece  family  lived  at  #10  Broadway 
treet,  Glendale,  S.  C.  At  the  age  of  twelve,  while 
athering  leaves  and  pine  straw  for  the  stalls  for 
le  horses  and  cows  Troy  dropped  on  his  knees, 
[rayed  and  in  his  words,  "Got  up  happy."  The 
|,ord  spoke  to  his  heart  that  day  by  telling  him 
le  wanted  him  to  be  His  messenger  beginning 
'ith  his  family.  Brother  Reece  did  not  follow  up 
n  that  call  until  he  was  a  grown  man  with  a 
ix  month  old  son.  After  about  ten  nights  of  hear- 
ig  Revs.  W.  D.  Smart  and  H.  W.  Wiggins  preach 
e  sensed  the  touch  of  God  and  yielded  himself 
)  the  Lord  on  June  16,  1929.  He  immediately 
)ined  the  Glendale  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
nd  responded  to  the  call  to  Christian  ministry 
nd  preached  in  churches,  cottage  prayer  meet- 
igs,  tents  and  in  any  other  place  available.  He 
/as  licensed  by  the  Upper  South  Carolina  Con- 
jrence  in  July  of  1935  and  ordained  in  1937. 

During  his  tenure  of  pastoral  service  he  pas- 
jred  Landrum,  Tryon,  Pacolet,  Barton  Memorial, 
Jewberry,  Orville,  Williamston,  Langley,  Wel- 
ngton,  River  Heights  and  Batesburg.  He  organ- 
^ed  3  churches  and  assisted  in  organizing  2  oth- 
rs.  While  his  expertise  was  helping  to  build  lives 
s  a  pastor,  he  physically  built  the  Pacolet  and 
iandrum  Churches.  Brother  Reece  rebuilt  Orville 
t  a  time  during  WWH  when  bricks  were  difficult 
)  obtain.  He  hauled  bricks  from  Charleston  to 
omplete  the  project. 

Nineteen  ministers  were  saved  under  his 
reaching.  Our  beloved  brother  received  the  in- 


filling of  the  Spirit  during  his  own  preaching. 

The  Lord  gave  a  lovely  bride  to  Brother  Reece. 
Her  name  was  Pearl  Westbrook.  They  spent  39 
years  and  ten  days  together  as  husband  and  wife. 
She  entered  her  eternal  rest  on  May  15,  1967.  This 
union  was  blessed  by  two  sons,  Talmadge  and 
Bob,  both  of  whom  became  ministers  in  the  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  Church.  Talmadge  has  preceded 
his  father  to  the  land  of  cloudless  day.  Bob  is  with 
us,  continuing  to  minister  for  the  glory  of  God. 
Brother  Troy  and  Sister  Pearl  are  survived  by  5 
grandchildren  and  5  great-grandchildren. 

Later  the  Lord  used  circumstances  to  bring 
Brother  Reece  into  contact  with  a  lovely  widow 
lady,  Mrs.  Bessie  Hale  Reece.  They  were  wed  on 
March  21,  1969.  His  family  became  hers  and  her 
family  became  his.  For  nearly  22  years  the  Hale 
family  has  had  the  honor  of  having  this  gracious 
man  as  part  of  the  family.  Nine  grandchildren 
and  four  great-grandchildren  of  the  Hale  family 
love  him  dearly.  Brother  Reece  was  intelligent  and 
industrious,  humble  and  honest,  humorous  and 
happy.  He  was  a  constant  witness  to  the  grace 
of  God.  He  was  a  loving,  caring  considerate  man 
with  a  quick  smile  and  a  big  heart  which  naturally 
drew  people  to  him.  After  one  of  his  several  hos- 
pital experiences  he  wrote  to  his  conference  su- 
perintendent, "The  Lord  has  given  me  an  open 
door  to  witness  to  doctors,  nurses,  technicians  and 
all,  even  to  the  lady  at  the  insurance  office."

On  May  15,  1907,  W.  Troy  Reece  was  born  into 
this  world,  to  begin  his  83  year  journey.  As  a 
young  man  he  was  born  again  of  the  Spirit  of 
God,  to  become  a  witness  and  light  to  this  dar- 
kened world.  God  began  to  speak  to  his  heart, 
as  He  did  to  Samuel,  and  he  answered,  "Here  am 
L"  He  answered  the  call  to  preach  the  gospel. 

Brother  Reece  joined  the  Upper  South  Carolina 
Conference  and  began  his  lifelong  ministry.  To 
become  a  good  minister,  God  knew  that  he  needed 
a  helpmate  and  companion.  God  smiled  upon  him 
and  gave  him  a  lovely  wife  Pearl  W.  Reece.  To- 
gether they  labored  until  God  took  her  home  in 
1967.  To  this  union  God  gave  two  sons:  Talmadge 
and  Robert,  better  known  as  Tal  and  Bob.  Both 
sons  became  great  ministers  in  the  Upper  South 
Carolina  Conference. 

In  1969,  Brother  Reece  met  and  married  Bessie 
Hale,  of  the  Roanoke  Rapids  area,  and  joined  the 
North  Carolina  Conference;  it  was  then  that  I  re- 
ally met  and  learned  to  love  this  great  man.  He 
was  always  ready  to  serve.  He  pastored  the  Wel- 
don,  Darlington,  and  Alert  Churches  before  re- 
tiring. In  each  he  did  a  marvelous  job.  He  was 
a  good  shepherd. 

After  retirement  he  returned  to  his  home  church 
Darlington,  where  he  led  the  singing,  taught  Sun- 
day School,  filled  in  for  his  pastor,  and  let  his 
light  shine.  In  Matthew  5:16  Jesus  said:  "Let  your 
light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
good  works  and  glorify  your  father  which  is  in 


heaven."  Brother  Reece  never  hid  his  light  under 
a  bushel,  he  held  it  high.  I  never  remember  seeing 
him  without  a  smile  upon  his  face,  and  a  kind 
word  from  his  lips. 

On  Saturday  morning,  while  preparing  for  the 
day,  and  to  perform  a  wedding  in  the  evening; 
God  called  him  home  to  become  a  part  of  that 
great,  "wedding  supper  of  the  lamb."  Today  he 
is  with  the  Lord,  he  has  finished  the  course,  but 
the  most  important  thing,  "he  kept  the  faith."  I 
plan  to  meet  him  on  that  Grand  Reunion  Day 
when  all  of  God's  children  will  meet  around  the 
throne  of  God.  And  that  day  may  be  nearer  than 
we  think,  for  all  signs  point  to  the  soon  coming 
of  our  Lord. 

I  Thes.  4:16,  "For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the 
arch  angel  and  the  trump  of  God;  and  the  dead 
in  Christ  shall  rise  first:  then  we  which  are  alive 
and  remain  shall  be  caught  up  together  with  them 
in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air:  and 
so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord."      J.  Doner  Lee 

In  the  first  Chapter  of  Romans  verse  one,  Paul 
states,  "he  was  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  called 
to  be  an  apostle,  separated  unto  the  gospel  of 
God."

Each  man  in  his  own  way  made  his  contribution 
to  his  generation.  Some  by  traits  of  character, 
some  by  talents  possessed.  Some  by  a  task  well 
done.  The  greatness  and  success  of  these  men 
can  be  discovered  without  exception. 

In  Abraham  it  was  his  faith,  in  Job  it  was  his 
patience,  in  Joseph  it  was  his  integrity.  In  Da- 
niel it  was  his  courage,  in  David  it  was  his  de- 
votion, in  Jeremiah  it  was  his  compassion,  in 
Jesus  Christ  it  was  His  love. 

Reverend  W.  T.  Reece  was  that  such  a  man. 
He  lived  in  such  a  way,  he  loved  in  such  a  way, 
he  labored  in  such  a  way,  and  he  passed  over 
to  the  other  side  in  such  a  way.  It  was  this  quality 
of  character  that  marked  this  man.  This  is  why 
Brother  Reece  could  say  the  words  Paul  said.  "I 
have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  kept  the  faith, 
I  have  finished  my  course,  henceforth  there  is  a 
crown  laid  up  for  me  which  the  Lord  the  righteoiB 
judge  shall  give  me  to  at  that  day."  As  a  soldier — 
he  fought  a  good  fight,  as  a  racer  or  runner  he 
finished  his  course,  as  a  believer,  he  kept  the  faith, 
as  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  he  guarded  the  truth 
that  God  revealed  unto  him.

GLAD  TIDINGS  CHURCH 

The  Glad  Tidings  Church  has  recently  ex- 
perienced one  of  its  greatest  revivals  ever. 
It  all  began  with  PRAYER.  Anticipating 
our  meeting  with  Evangelist  James  Payne, 
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January  13-16,  we  began  emphasizing  the 
importance  of  preparation  through  prayer 
at  least  three  months  before.  Our  Tuesday 
morning  and  Friday  evening  prayer  groups 
immediately  began  interceding  for  the  un- 
saved and  for  apathetic  believers. 

All  our  praying  was  to  culminate  in  a  spe- 
cial all-night  prayer  meeting  on  F'riday 
night  prior  to  the  start  of  the  meeting.

A  LINGERING  FRAGRANCE 

Death  may  come  and  the  body  may  be  tak- 
en from  our  midst  but  one  can  leave  behind 
the  lovely  fragrance  of  a  life  whose  influence 
for  good  will  live  on  for  as  long  as  time  shall 
stand. 

Such  a  life  was  lived  by  Blanche  L.  King. 
It  was  said  that  she  was  a  woman  of  strength, 
dignity,  of  sterling  character,  strong  opin- 
ions and  unswerving  convictions.  Her  wise 
counsel  was  sought  by  many. 

Mrs.  King  spent  sixteen  years  in  dedicated 
service  to  the  W.  A.  (now  known  as  the  Wom- 
en's Ministries  or  WM)  on  the  general  level. 
In  the  1953  General  W.  A.  Convention,  Mrs. 
King  was  elected  General  President.  She  had 
served  on  the  General  W.  A.  Board  from  its 
inception,  first  as  secretary-treasurer;  then 
as  treasurer.  Being  the  wife  of  Bishop  J.  H. 
King,  she  brought  to  her  office  a  wide  knowl- 
edge of  the  church.  As  editor  of  the  "Woman's 
Page"  in  the  Advocate,  she  kept  the  causes 
and  concerns  of  the  W.  A.  before  the  church. 

One  such  cause  was  the  Mission  Field.  Mrs. 
King  always  had  a  love  for  missionaries  and 
a  concern  for  the  education  of  missionaries' 
children.  Her  concern  was  so  great,  her  chil- 
dren set  up  a  Blanche  L.  King  Scholarship 
Fund  at  Emmanuel  College  for  Missionaries' 
children.  Knowing  of  her  feelings,  the  Gen- 
eral W.  M.  Board  felt  as  a  continuing  honor 
to  her  that  we  should  set  up,  in  her  name, 
a  scholarship  fund  through  the  General  W. 
A.  Treasury  and  promote  an  offering  to  be 
sent  each  year  on  or  near  her  birthday,  July 
4.  This  is  still  one  of  the  promotions  included 
in  the  Women's  Ministries  Manual. 

The  North  Carolina  Women's  Ministries 
Board  felt  that  we  wanted  to  place  special 
emphasis  on  this  scholarship  this  year  at  our 
W.  M.  Convention  on  June  8th.  We  have 
asked  that  each  local  Women's  Ministry  re- 
member this  special  emphasis  project  and 
bring  their  gift  to  the  Convention. 

The  fragrance  of  Mrs.  Blanche  L.  King's 
life  will  continue  to  be  a  sweet  reminder  that 
we  can  leave  behind  fruits  of  our  labors.  Life 
does  not  have  to  be  lived  in  vain — but  can 
be  productive,  fruitful,  and  long  lasting — 
even  until  the  end  of  time.

The  Lord  is  blessing  the  N.  C.  Conference  with  some  new  mis- 
sionary workers.  It  is  my  privilege  this  month  to  introduce  three 
new  workers  — Ric  and  Wendy  Wells,  and  Sandra  Hollingsworth. 
These  have  been  approved  as  S.  O.  W.  workers  —  Short-term  Over- 
seas Workers. 

SOWers  International  is  the  short-term  missions  ministry  of  the 
World  Missions  Department.  It  has  a  three-fold  purpose:  1)  to  in- 
volve young  people  in  meaningful  missions  outreach;  2)  to  prepare 
career  missionaries;  3)  to  prepare  spiritual,  short-term  marines  for 
Target  2000.  The  following  three  programs  comprise  the  ministry 
of  SOWers  International. 

The  SAM  Program  —  Summer  Action  Ministry  is  for  college 
age  and  high  school  students.  Each  summer,  teams  of  college  and 
high  school  students  volunteer  for  a  two  to  eight  week  session  over- 
seas. Teams  go  where  they  are  needed. 

The  SET  Program  —  Strategic  Evangelism  Teams  is  really  "SAM 
Teams"  on  a  broader  scale  and  longer  commitment  (3-6)  months. 
SET  Teams  strategically  target  a  continent  rather  than  a  country. 

Ric,  Wendy,  and  Sandy  will  be  ministering  under  the  SOW  Pro- 
gram. Participants  in  the  SOW  program  commit  to  two  years  of 
missionary  service  by  serving  under  an  experienced  missionary, 
or  by  joining  an  urban  church  planting  team,  pioneering  new  works 
under  the  leadership  of  an  experienced  missionary.  The  first  ten 
weeks  (October-December)  of  a  SOW  Team  is  spent  in  training  at 
the  School  of  Urban  Evangelism  (SUE)  in  London,  England.  Many 
SOW  workers  become  career  missionaries  after  completing  their 
two-year  terms. 

Ric,  Wendy,  and  Sandy  will  have  to  raise  their  monthly  support 
before  they  go  to  the  field.  They  would  welcome  an  opportunity 
to  speak  in  local  churches.  I  know  these  individuals  personally. 
They  are  committed  to  do  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Let  me  introduce 
them  further. 

Sandra  Hollingsworth 

I  met  Sandy  in  the  Spring  of  1975  when  I  was  assigned  to  Pastor 
the  Peniel  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  Route  2,  Roseboro.  Sandy 
was  then  a  teenager.  Even  then  she  was  sensitive  to  the  Lord  and 
His  will  for  her  life.  She  is  the  younger  daughter  of  Blackmon  and 
Francis  Hollingsworth.  Brother  Hollingsworth  is  one  of  the  Con-

WHEN  CAN  I  BREATHE  AGAIN? 

When  was  the  last  time  you  felt  so  many  time  demands  that  you  couldn't 
even  see  the  proverbial  "end  of  the  tunnel?"  If  the  Christian  isn't  careful, 
he  can  obligate  himself  with  so  many  responsibilities  that  he  can  do  none 
of  them  with  excellence.  Most  often  that's  the  reason  for  mediocrity  in 
the  kingdom  of  God.  It's  not  that  we  feel  He  deserves  less  than  our  best, 
but  because  we  are  pulled  in  so  many  directions,  we  can't  find  the  time 
to  give  Him  our  best.  The  resulting  frustration  has  its  unique  way  of  send- 
ing us  on  a  "no  deposit,  no  return"  guilt  trip.  There's  just  not  enough 
time  in  the  day  to  do  all  that  needs  to  be  done.  We  need  eight  days  per 
week,  five  weeks  per  month,  thirteen  months  per  year  to  accomplish  all 
that  God  wants  us  to  do.  Or,  do  we?  If  we  did  have  the  luxury  of  those 
extra  days,  weeks,  and  months  would  that  really  change  our  lives?  How 
soon  before  we'd  be  wishing  for  nine  days  per  week,  six  weeks  per  month, 
and  fourteen  months  per  year?  Consider  this  quotation  from  "Escaping 
the  Time  Crunch,"  a  book  written  by  Mark  Littleton  and  available  at 
Falcon  Gospel  Bookstore: 

"Time  no  longer  just  ticks.  It  crunches.  It  squeezes  people 
from  waking  to  retiring  until  they  literally  feel  like  a  used 
toothpaste  tube  .  .  .  The  world  has  changed  dramatically. 
A  recent  Harris  poll  cited  some  startling  statistics:  in  1973 
we  worked  an  average  of  40.6  hours  per  week.  In  1987  it 
was  up  to  46.8.  At  the  same  time,  leisure  hours  took  a  nose 
dive — down  from  26.2  hours  weekly  to  20.2.  That's  six  hours 
less  for  wife,  kids,  (I  call  them  children),  and  everything 
else  we  do  that  matters  to  us  and  our  Lord."' 

The  Summer  is  filled  with  many  activities  of  interest  to  the  local  church. 
"Often,"  says  Gene  Getz,  well  known  author,  "we  teach  people  to  devote 
time  to  the  family.  Then  we  fill  up  the  church  calendar  until  it's  overloaded. 
People  have  to  make  choices  about  what  meetings  they  can  attend.  And 
then  we  tell  them  to  be  committed  to  the  Lord.  The  real  tension  spreads 
when  we  want  people  to  be  more  involved.  That  confronts  them  with  more 
choices.  And  the  guilt  level  goes  up.'"'' 

Stated  another  way,  the  institutional  church  reminds  one  "more  of  a 
huge  network  of  machinery  functioning  like  workaholics,  bringing  nervous 
breakdowns  and  heart  attacks  among  its  most  prominent  administrators. 
Whenever  a  church  has  learned  to  function  sufficiently  within  its  own 
powers,  without  the  urgency  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  then  that  church  has  become 
an  institutional  church.  It  becomes  a  market,  not  a  ministry."^ 

Will  we  ever  again  know  the  joy  of  sitting  back,  rocking  on  the  front 
porch  as  cars  pass  by,  and  enjoying  the  croaking  of  frogs  and  chirping 
of  crickets  as  they  announce  to  all  who  would  listen  that  yet  another 
day  is  done?  Maybe  next  week  we  will,  because  this  week  there  are  several 
appointments,  luncheons,  committee  meetings,  shopping  errands,  and  a 
few  letters  to  get  out.  Tragically,  next  week  winds  up  mirroring  this  week, 
and  the  cycle  repeats  itself.  We  find  out  that  we're  subtly  hurried,  frazzled 
and  mastered  by  a  "to  do"  list. 

We  must  take  a  fresh  look  at  our  priorities  and  commitments  in  the 
home,  in  the  work  place,  and  in  the  church.  "None  of  us  can  win  the 
personal  time  Armageddon  without  Jesus'  personal  help."  By  His  example. 
He  clearly  calls  us  to  distinguish  between  an  abundant  life  and  one  that 
is  just  filled  up. 

Is  there  a  quick  answer  to  this  "time  crunch?"  As  is  true  with  all  man's 
problems,  it  lies  in  God's  Word,  more  particularly,  the  Hymnbook  of  An- 
cient Israel,  the  Psalms.  Meditate  on  Psalm  46:10  for  the  Lord  is  telling 
us  to  "be  still  and  know  that  He  is  God."  When  can  you  breathe  again? 
Just  as  soon  as  you  get  still.

From  the  Superintendent 


A  multitude  of  emotions  invade  our  lives.  Some  o1| 
them  are  healthy,  others  devastating.  Some  accom- 
pany us  with  encouragement  while  others  assault  u$' 
vehemently.  Please  look  with  me  at  one  of  these 
emotions. 


FEAR 

Wordsworth  said,  "Fear  hath  a 
hundred  eyes,  that  all  agree  to 
plaque  her  beating  heart." 

There  are  over  five  hundred  refer- 
ences to  fear  of  various  types  in  the 
Bible. 

So  many  times  fear  is  unfounded: 
Psalm  53:5,  "There  were  they  in  fear, 
where  no  fear  was."  (Wicked  and 
guilty  walk  in  fear  when  it  does  not 
have  any  reason  for  existence.) 

But  the  Word  tells  the  children  of 
God:  "Be  not  afraid  of  sudden  fear" 
Proverbs  3:25. 

Please  don't  be  man-fearing:  "The 
fear  of  man  bringeth  a  snare"  Pro- 
verbs 29:25. 

Again,  we  have  a  promise:  "The 
Lord  shall  give  you  rest  from  fear," 
Isaiah  14:3. 

1  John  4:18,  "There  is  no  fear  in 
love." 

Psalm  34:4,  "I  sought  the  Lord, 
and  he  heard  me,  and  delivered  me 
from  all  my  fears." 

Psalm  46:1,  2,  "God  is  our  refuge 
and  strength,  a  very  present  help  in 
trouble.  Therefore  will  not  we  fear, 
though  the  earth  be  removed,  and 
though  the  mountains  be  carried  into 
the  midst  of  the  sea;" 

To  the  suffering  church  at  Smyr- 
na, the  Lord  said,  "Fear  none  of 
those  things  which  thou  shalt  suf- 
fer: ..."  Revelation  2:10,  "be  thou 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give 
thee  the  crown  of  life." 

Isaac  was  at  Rehobeth:  settling  in 
a  new  place,  digging  a  new  well  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord. 

Genesis  26:24,  "And  the  Lord  ap- 
peared unto  him  the  same  night,  and 
said,  I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  thy 
father.  Fear  not,  for  I  am  with 
thee,  and  will  bless  thee  .  .  .  ."  The 


same  promise  to  the  olds  man,  Jacob, 
going  down  to  Egypt  to  his  son,  Jo- 
seph (Genesis  46). 

Moses  was  leading  the  children  of 
Israel  at  the  edge  of  the  Red  Sea:  Ex- 
odus 14:13,  "...  Fear  ye  not,  stand 
still  and  see  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord,  which  he  will  shew  to  you 
today  " 

The  disciples  were  at  sea.  A  tem- 
pestuous storm  was  raging.  "Why 
are  ye  fearful,  O  ye  of  little  faith? 
Then  he  arose,  and  rebuked  the 
winds  and  the  sea;  and  there  was  a 
great  calm"  Matthew  8:26. 

Proverbs  1:33,  "But  whoso 
hearkeneth  unto  me  shall  dwell  safe- 
ly and  shall  be  quiet  from  the  fear 
of  evil." 

The  catalog  of  scriptures  above  re- 
veal several  things: 

1.  The  manifold  causes  fear  .  .  . 
false  and  true. 

2.  The  reasons  why  the  child  of 
God  should  not  yield  to  unholy  fear. 

3.  The  God-given  blessed  promises 
that  the  Lord  will  give  deliverance 
from  all  our  fears. 

One  writer  has  said  that  there  are 
365  "fear  nots"  in  the  Bible.  THINK 
ABOUT  IT  .  .  .  ONE  FOR  EACH 
DAY  OF  THE  YEAR. 

What  is  Fear?  Our  human  fear  is 
a  painful  emotion  marked  by  alarm 
dread,  or  disquiet  .  .  .  anxious  con- 
cern or  solicitude.  The  tragedy  is  that 
many  of  the  fears  of  people  are 
imaginary! 

Secondly,  fear  represents  awe,  pro- 
found reverence,  especially  as  it  re- 
lates to  God.  This  is  not  a  fear  like 
that  named  in  above  resulting  in 
physical,  emotional  and  mental  dis- 
orders; it  is  rather  a  reverential  trust 
and  confidence.  When  we  fear  God 
we  do  cringe  before  Him.  Love  to  God 
casts  out  the  wrong  kind  of  fear  that 


ends  in  torment  like  that  describee 
in  the  above  paragraph.  Thomas  'i 
Kempis  said,  "Fear  God,  and  thov 
shalt  not  shrink  from  the  terrors  o:' 
men." 

Many  glorious  promises  are  giver 
to  those  who  have  this  loving  fea} 
of  God:  Psalm  5:7,  "In  thy  fear  wil 
I  worship  toward  the  holy  temple.' 
"The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  with  therr! 
that  fear  him"  Psalm  25:14. 

"Perfecting  holiness  in  the  fear  o: 
the  Lord,"  2  Corinthians  7:1. 

NOTICE  THESE  PROMISES: 

Luke  12:32,  "Fear  not,  Httle  flock 
for  it  is  the  Father's  good  pleasun' 
to  give  you  the  kingdom."  He  wantJ^ 
faith  to  supplant  fear  in  our  lives 
"Fear  is  like  sand  in  the  machinery 
of  life  .  .  .  faith  is  like  oil. 

Hebrews  13:6,  "I  will  not  fear  what 
man  shall  do  unto  me:" 

Romans  8:31,  33,  "If  God  be  for  us 
who  can  be  against  us?  Who  shal 
lay  anything  to  the  charge  of  God'f 
elect?" 

Fear  and  faith  cannot  exist  togeth 
er  even  as  light  and  darkness  cannoi 
stay  in  the  same  place! 

Remember  that  the  same  Bibk 
that  tells  us  "there  arose  a  great 
storm  ..."   The   word   also  tell 
us  .  .  ."He  arose:" 

Sufficient  for  the  rising  of  anj' 
storm  there  is  the  rising  of  th( 
Saviour! 

Human  frailty  will  always  b( 
prone  to  try  to  cast  us  down  but  w( 
must  always  know  the  master  of  th( 
sea  comes  walking  to  us  on  the  wa 
ters  of  life  saying,  "It  is  I,  be  noi 
afraid!" 

Our  frame  of  mind  and  feelings  an 
not  to  be  trusted.  .  .  .  They  are  fickk 
and  unreliable!  He  is  to  be  trustee 
always!

I    RETIRED  MINISTERS' 
'  FELLOWSHIP 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a  tran- 
.ription  written  by  a  daughter  of  Rev.  W. 
iidie  Morris,  Susan.  It  was  taken  from  a 
!pe  recording  by  Brother  Morris  prior  to 
s  84th  birthday  on  May  31,  1991. 
)ear  Retired  Ministers  and  those 
:  associated  with  you: 
"I  want  to  give  you  a  brief  story  of  how 
od  has  led  and  directed  my  life  as  a  min- 
ter  and  as  a  Pentecostal  Holiness  leader. 
,hink  maybe  the  first  offer  I  had  for  service 
am  not  sure  if  I  served  as  District  Sec- 
tary) but  I  know  I  helped  Brother  Johnny 
ellons  as  the  Secretary,  but  not  in  official 
ipacity.  I  had  received  a  Mission  Workers 
icense  and  then  I  was  licensed  in  Green- 
lie,  N.  C.  in  1929.  My  father  was  a  minister 
ken  and  what  a  wonderful  experience  to 
•each  with  him.  Two  years  later  in  1931 
ivas  ordained  and  assigned  churches  after 
aving  attended  Falcon  Holiness  School.  I 
ied  to  apply  myself  in  taking  courses  and 
herwise  studying  to  be  a  better  preacher. 
"I  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the 
orth  Carolina  Conference  in  1941. 1  served 
I  years.  The  record  is  there  whether  I 
!rved  good,  bad  or  indifferent.  The  Lord 
len  spoke  to  my  heart  and  led  me  to  Falcon 
hildren's  Home  to  serve  as  superintendent 
id  for  twelve  years.  I  was  not  voted  out 

1  either  position.  Along  with  the  Children's 
ome,  I  accepted  the  position  as  Admin- 
trator  of  Golden  Years  Home,  I  believe  for 
lur  years.  Brother  George  Wilson  became 
Iministrator  and  did  an  excellent  job.  God 
ave  Golden  Years  to  Falcon  Children's 
ome  and  it  has  proven  a  profitable 
tuation. 

"Along  with  being  Conference  Superin- 
■ndent  24  years.  Falcon  Children's  Home 

2  years,  I  also  served  on  the  General  Board 
f  Administration  30  years.  I  resigned  of 
ly  own  accord  in  each  instance  and  after 
aving  these  offices  filled,  and  as  I  was  re- 
ring,  I  felt  something  should  be  done  for 
le  Retired  Ministers  and  their  wives.  This 
as  to  give  them  some  opportunity  to  keep 
leir  names  before  the  people  in  some 
.anner. 


"So  I  met  with  some  of  the  retirees,  if  I 
recall  about  1976,  we  met  in  the  conference 
cafeteria  for  lunch  and  discussed  the  pos- 
sibility of  how  retired  ministers  could  be- 
come organized.  I  had  written  a  few  simple 
regulations  and  presented  them  so  that  we 
could  proceed  to  organize  ourselves  as  a  Re- 
tired Ministers'  Fellowship.  That  seemed  to 
please  everybody  and  in  organizing  they 
had  to  elect  someone  so  they  preceded  to 
elect  me  to  serve  as  chairman. 

"They  also  elected  Brother  O.  T.  Howard 
and  Sister  Margaret  Russell  to  serve  with 
me.  There's  been  such  little  business  —  it 
was  simply  fellowship.  The  business  con- 
sisted of  arranging  twice  annually  for  the 
Christmas  party  and  the  camp  meeting 
gathering. 

"I  went  before  the  Conference  Board  and 
asked  them  to  give  consideration  to  make 
this  organization  official.  The  Conference 
Board  voted  to  retain  those  of  us  who  were 
already  in  office.  In  a  sense  I  was  elected 
twice.  It  might  be  said  I  was  even  elected 
a  third  time  because  when  the  Conference 
confirmed  what  had  been  done,  technically 
I  was  elected  by  the  Conference  body.  So 
the  office  has  not  had  a  lot  of  elections  — 
just  pleasant  occasions. 

"As  a  result  we  have  kept  the  retired  min- 
ister interested  in  things  generally.  I  want 
to  say  to  you  —  having  been  elected  as  Con- 
ference Superintendent,  and  having  been 
elected  to  serve  as  the  Chairman  of  Retired 
Minister's  Association,  and  having  served 
as  its  leader  for  about  13  years,  I  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  I  should  not,  in  this 
stage  of  life  continue  to  carry  on.  But  I  do 
want  it  carried  on.  I  want  to  see  and  make 
arrangements  for  someone  to  serve.  There's 
no  pay,  and  no  special  honor,  other  than 
to  serve.  And  so  the  last  office  that  I  have 
held  in  the  N.  C.  Conference  of  the  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  Church  is  being  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  of  the  Retired  Min- 
isters' Association.  So,  I'm  going  to  ask  you 
as  a  body  in  your  meeting,  whether  I'm  able 
to  be  there  during  the  camp  meeting  session 
on  Thursday  noon,  that  we  have  a  meeting 
with  all  retired  ministers  in  the  special  din- 
ing room  where  we  have  carried  on  joyfully 


each  year,  in  addition  to  the  Christmas 
party. 

"I've  come  to  this  point  in  my  life,  where 
this  finishes  my  official  capacity  with  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  and  at  the  age 
of  84.  It  does  not  mean  that  I'll  not  par- 
ticipate, it  doesn't  mean  that  I'll  not  be  there 
if  Jesus  tarries.  It  doesn't  mean  that  I  am 
going  on  ahead  of  time.  But  should  the  Lord 
see  fit  to  call  me,  I  can  thank  God  that  I 
am  ready.  I  settled  that  account  with  God 
a  long  time  ago  and  I'm  glad  about  it. 

"Now,  I  wanted  to  ask  you  in  your  elec- 
tion, which  has  been  already  previously  ar- 
ranged, that  you  keep  in  mind  that  those 
you  elect  are  not  elected  to  run  in  some  of- 
ficial capacity  other  than  this  office.  As 
long  as  God  spares  my  life  I'll  be  around 
and  as  matters  come  up  pertaining  to  our 
retired  ministers,  I'll  speak  up. 

"And  keep  this  in  mind,  as  long  as  God 
spares  me,  I'll  be  in  love  with  this  confer- 
ence and  the  many  whose  credentials  bear 
my  name  and  those  that  don't.  All  God's 
children  are  His  to  labor  and  serve.  And 
keep  this  in  mind,  that  each  and  every  one 
of  us  will  someday  come  to  the  end  of  our 
journey  and  if  Jesus  tarries,  we'll  go  home. 
But  if  He  doesn't  tarry,  we  will  go  when 
Jesus  comes,  rejoicing  and  thanking  God. 
I'm  asking  you  to  keep  me  in  your  prayers 
and  remember  this,  that  when  God  raises 
me  back  up  and  puts  me  back  in  the  field 
and  that  at  84  years  old,  call  me,  give  that 
opportunity  to  preach  His  glorious  Word. 
And  on  this  bed,  I've  already  had  an  in- 
vitation to  preach  in  one  of  our  churches. 
Today,  another  minister  and  I  shared  to- 
gether and  as  soon  as  I  get  up,  I'm  to  preach 
in  his  church  also. 

"And  remember  this,  God  called  me  to 
preach,  and  I  know  nothing  that  affords 
me  greater  joy  than  preaching  the  Gospel 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Now,  I  bid  you 
adieu."

THE  YEAR  OF  JUBILEE 

"Today  we  gather  in  this  Historical  Octagon  Tab- 
rnacle,  to  celebrate  the  Jubilee  Year  of  the  Chris- 
ian  Worker's  Institute.  Our  scripture  is  found 
1  Leviticus  25:8-24. 

"Since  this  is  not  designed  to  be  a  preaching  ser- 
ice;  but  to  look  with  retrospect  on  some  of  the  his- 
3ry  of  this  building  and  our  early  beginning.  Many 
reat  institutions  have  had  their  beginning  here. 

"In  Psalm  127:1  the  Bible  says:  "Except  the  Lord 
uild  the  house,  they  labour  in  vain  that  build  it: 
xcept  the  Lord  keep  the  city,  the  watchman  waketh 
.1  vain." 

"This  building  stands  today  in  its  93rd  year,  and 
s  the  birthplace  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
'hurch.  It  is  recorded  that  in  1898  a  great  wind  storm 
ame  through  Falcon  uprooting  many  virgin  pine 
fees.  The  wind  storm  could  have  been  a  great  trag- 
dy,  if  the  trees  had  been  allowed  to  lie  and  decay; 
3ut  God  was  in  the  wind.'  Julius  A.  Culbreth  and 
ther  friends  of  the  holiness  church  carted  the  trees 
3  the  mill  and  sawed  them  into  timber  to  build  the 
)ctagon  Tabernacle. 

"The  wind  of  holiness  had  been  blowing  in  this 
rea  for  some  time,  and  there  was  need  for  a  place 
f  worship.  The  building  was  completed  and  a  ser- 
ice  was  planned.  Brother  and  Sister  Culbreth 
rayed  that  there  would  be  at  least  one  soul  saved 
nd  one  sanctified  in  the  first  service.  Rev.  A.  B. 
'earbour,  a  Methodist  minister  preached  the  first 
ermon  in  this  church.  The  altar  call  was  given  and 
0  people  came  forward;  there  were  8  testified  to  be- 
ig  saved  and  2  were  sanctified.  'The  wind  of  God 
/as  blowing  that  night.'  Soon  they  were  having  reg- 
ular services  and  organized  a  Sunday  School.  The 
utgrowth  of  this  small  beginning  was  the  Falcon 
amp  Meeting.  The  first  announcement  for  the 


Camp  Meeting:  'Camp  Meeting  Of  The  Christian 
Missionary  Alliance  —  at  Falcon,  N.  C.  July  19th 
to  29th  1900.' 

"Ministers  for  the  Camp  Meeting  were:  Rev.  Dr. 
George  D.  Watson,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett,  Rev.  A. 
B.  Grumpier,  Mr.  J.  H.  Earle,  Rev.  Roy  G.  Codding 
missionary  to  Africa,  Rev.  S.  C.  Todd  was  in  charge 
of  the  services.  The  Falcon  Holiness  School  started 
in  1902,  the  Falcon  Orphanage  in  1909— The  foreign 
Mission  Department  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  began  in  the  Octagon  Tabernacle,  and  has 
now  extended  around  the  world.  The  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary, (now  Women's  Ministries)  was  organized  here 
in  1943  with  Mrs.  J.  W.  Berry  along  with  the  Con- 
ference Board. 

"On  January  31,  1911  at  10:00  a.m.  the  Fire- 
Baptized  Holiness  Church  and  the  Pentecostal  Ho- 
liness Church  met  in  the  Octagon  Tabernacle  for 
consolidation  of  the  two  bodies.  'After  a  favorable 
discussion  by  members  of  both  bodies  A.  E.  Robin- 
son moved  the  adoption  of  the  newly  formulated  dis- 
cipline (virbatim  et  literatim). 

"A  favorable  vote  for  the  consolidation  was  cast. 
The  group  sang  'The  Old  Time  Religion'  and  'Bless 
Be  The  Tie  That  Binds';  shook  hands  and  hugged 
each  others  necks  and  two  organizations  became 
one. 

"Reverend  S.  D.  Page  was  elected  General  Super- 
intendent and  Reverend  A.  H.  Butler  was  elected 
Assistant  General  Superintendent.  They  had  ap- 
proximately 2000  members,  53  preachers;  and  36 
churches.  The  Tabernacle  is  known  as  the  birthplace 
of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Much  history 
was  made  here.  Our  first  Sunday  School  literature 
was  prepared,  published  and  distributed  out  of  Fal- 
con, by  Rev.  G.  F.  Taylor,  who  was  principal  of  the 
Falcon  Holiness  School.  Later  Brother  Taylor  left 
here  and  went  to  Franklin  Springs,  Georgia  and 
started  a  school  and  publishing  house.  That  is  now 
Emmanuel  College — and  Advocate  Press. 

"In  1893  a  star  mail  route  was  given  to  this  area, 
they  asked  for  a  name  to  be  given  our  post  office. 
Mr.  Julius  Culbreth's  father  sent  in  the  name:  Star- 
ling Bridge.  It  was  rejected  because  there  was  al- 
ready a  Starling  Bridge  office.  Mr.  Culbreth  asked 
his  son  Julius  to  give  a  name,  he  looked  down  on 
the  counter  and  saw  a  box  of  Falcon  pens  points, 
he  said:  'Name  it  Falcon.' 

"Is  there  any  significance  in  a  name?  We  know 
that  a  Falcon  is  a  hawk,  sometimes  trained  to  hunt 
and  retrieve.  Webster  says  that  the  word  Falcon  was 
a  small  english  cannon  used  in  the  15th  and  17th 
century  to  shoot  forth  'missiles  or  a  projectile.'  From 
this  small  beginning  in  1911  a  projectile  was 
launched,  a  Pentecostal  Holiness  projectile  that  has 
reached  around  the  world."

EXTRA-MILE  SERVICE  AT 
NEW  CREATION  FAMILY 
WORSHIP  CENTER 

On  Tuesday  night,  April  16th,  1991,  representatives, 
of  fifteen  churches  in  the  New  Bern  District  met  to 
give  encouragement  and  financial  support  to  the  New 
Creation  Church  in  Havelock.  Some  100  plus  were  in 
attendance.  Bishop  J.  Floyd  Williams  was  the  special 
speaker.  He  gave  an  excellent  and  inspiring  message 
on  Biblical  Faith.  The  Glad  Tidings  Church  Choir, 
Morehead  City  furnished  the  special  music. 

The  New  Creation  Church  was  in  the  middle  of  con- 
structing their  new  building  last  year  when  the  Persian 
Gulf  crisis  developed.  Many  of  the  Marines  in  the 
church  were  sent  overseas.  Their  families  moved  back 
home.  As  a  result  the  attendance  at  New  Creation  de- 
creased from  the  sixties  to  the  thirties.  The  finances 
plummeted.  The  church  was  unable  to  make  all  their 
building  payments  and  was  unable  to  support  their 
pastor  at  the  former  level  of  support. 

The  Nfew  Bern  District  came  to  the  rescue.  District 
Director,  Jessie  Blalock  and  his  unit  —  Pastor  R.  L. 
Downing,  Pastor  Maurice  Phelps,  and  District  Layman 
Bud  Harris  —  planned  the  special  service.  A  total  of 
$2,355.19  cash  was  received  at  the  service.  This  amount 
was  equally  divided  between  the  church  and  Pastor 
Carroll.  (Pastor  Carroll  had  been  unable  to  find  another 
job  after  leaving  his  former  position  to  help  build  the 
new  church.)  Another  $3,840.00  was  received  in  pledges 
for  the  church  over  the  next  year. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  the  New  Bern  District  has 
rallied  to  support  their  "new  churches."  Last  year  the 
District  raised  over  $3,000.00  to  help  Pastor  Carroll 
as  he  labored  on  the  building.  Other  contributions  were 
raised  for  the  church.  District  Director  Blalock,  his 
Unit,  and  the  District  churches  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  extra-mile  support  of  the  New  Creation 
Church.  This  type  of  support  is  imperative  as  we  plant 
new  churches  in  the  Conference. 

The  New  Creation  Church  is  doing  much  better  over 
the  last  few  weeks.  The  attendance  is  back  up  in  the 
fifties  and  occasional  sixties.  Some  of  the  Marines  have 
returned  home. 

The  Lord  is  blessing.  Pastor  Carroll  and  his  family 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  sacrifice  and  commit- 
ment to  New  Creation.  They  have  fought  more  than 
the  average  number  of  battles  in  birthing  the  new 
church.  Havelock  is  a  difficult  place  to  start  a  new 
church.  They  have  stood  their  ground  and  the  Lord 
has  given  the  victory.  Praise  the  Lord  for  such  a  ded- 
icated couple.

The  American  mind  has  been  strategically  trained  by 
our  society  to  be  competitive.  Our  people  are  internation- 
ally and  internally  competitive  by  lifestyle.  This  spirit 
of  competition  pervades  the  training  of  our  young  and 
pursues  the  attention  of  our  aged  to  the  grave.

I  have  been  asked  to  share  some  memories 
of  and  feelings  toward  a  very  special  lady 
this  morning.  In  every  person's  life,  there 
are  those  people  who  really  make  a  deep 
impression.  The  person  we  are  honoring  to- 
day has  been  one  of  those  in  my  life.  From 
my  earliest  childhood  remembrances,  she 
has  been  a  very  outstanding  personality  to 
me.  In  many  ways  she  has  been  my  mentor, 
and  I  sometimes  wonder  if  her  mantle  has 
fallen  on  me. 

I  will  never  forget,  as  a  very  young  child, 
"starring"  in  her  Christmas  programs,  and 
they  were  always  real  productions!  She 
served  as  producer,  director,  stage  manager, 
props  manager,  seamstress — you  name  it, 
she  did  it.  I  remember  those  special  angel 
costumes — with  real  wings  and  halos.  I  re- 
call a  moving  star  that  led  the  wise  men 
all  the  way  across  the  stage.  One  Christmas 
we  even  had  falling  snow.  She  even  made 
the  blue  curtain  that  for  so  many  years  we 
hung  again  and  again  as  we  gave  our  an- 
nual Christmas  programs. 

I  remember  her  in  the  role  of  PHYS  di- 
rector. Her  programs  were  always  very  im- 
pressionable. Once  she  produced  the  fiery 
furnace  with  Shadrach,  Meschach  and 
Obednego — with  real  fire!  I'll  never  forget 
the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Gossip.  She  had  made 
a  coffin  of  a  wooden  box  and  placed  in  it 
a  large  mirror.  As  we  passed  by  to  view  the 
body,  we  looked  inside  only  to  see  a  reflec- 
tion of  ourselves.  I'll  never  forget  Aunt  De- 
lonia  leaning  over  and  looking  in  that  box 
and  saying,  "Well,  blessed  Jesus!"  It  was 
in  her  Sword  Drills  that  many  of  us  learned 
much  about  the  Scriptures. 

As  our  Sunday  school  teacher,  she  made 


the  Word  come  alive  for  us.  In  addition  t 
our  regular  lessons,  we  had  memory  worl 
That  is  how  I  learned  the  Ten  Command 
ments,  Psalm  23,  and  she  taught  us  to  sini 
the  books  of  the  Bible,  all  of  which  I  stil 
remember  today.  And  when  we  needed  fui 
niture  for  the  Sunday  school  room,  she  go 
out  the  hammer  and  nails  and  made  a  tabl 
and  benches  for  us.  Padded  pews  are  nothi 
ing  new  to  Holly  Hill,  for  she  padded  thos 
little  benches  for  us.  They  were  covered  witl 
blue  fabric,  probably  what  was  left  ove 
from  the  curtain. 

I  remember  her  being  the  pianist  and  ho\ 
she  encouraged  me  to  learn  to  play;  am 
then  when  I  did  learn,  she  gave  me  the  of 
portunity  to  do  so  in  church.  I  remembe 
her  singing,  not  only  in  the  choir,  but  witl 
my  mother  and  some  other  ladies  in  th 
church. 

I  remember  going  to  those  quarterly  meel 
ings  with  her— and  the  good  food  she  al 
ways  took  along.  I  always  liked  to  ride  witl 
her  because  she  carried  a  box  of  goodie 
and  a  jar  of  ice  water. 

Through  the  years  the  products  from  he 
beautiful  flower  garden  have  graced  ou 
sanctuary.  Everything  from  her  swee 
shrubs  to  those  beautiful  roses  for  whicl 
she  is  noted. 

She  initiated  Vacation  Bible  School  in  ou 
church,  and  she  was  a  charter  member  o 
the  Women's  Auxiliary.  She  is  still  an  activ 
member  of  the  Women's  Ministries  now 
and  hardly  ever  misses  a  meeting. 

She  has  always  been  known  as  a  lad; 
of  hospitality.  Her  home  was  always  opeit 
to  entertain  visiting  preachers,  and  in  th' 
days  before  we  had  a  parsonage,  pastor! 
who  came  from  distances  each  week  to  holi 
our  services  enjoyed  her  Sunday  dinners 
She  is  known  by  us  all  for  her  good  cooking 
and  whenever  we  have  a  homecoming,  w 
tend  to  find  something  from  her  dishes, 
recall  that  she  has  even  cooked  meals  foi 
my  family  in  order  to  allow  me  to  do  some 
thing  for  the  church.  You  see,  she  know 
the  value  of  working  in  the  background  a 
well  as  the  foreground. 

She  has  been  and  is  a  great  prayer  wai 
rior.  She  always  has  the  interest  of  thi 
church  and  the  people  of  this  church  a 
heart.  I  have  always  known  her  as  an  er 
courager  and  as  a  friend.  She  was  one  wh 
prayed  with  us  in  the  altars  and  helped  us 
as  children,  to  draw  near  to  the  Lord.  Sh< 
has  always  been  free  to  share  her  testimci 
ny — both  in  word  and  example.  She  ha 
been  generous  with  her  pats  on  the  baclt 
as  well  with  critiquing  when  she  felt  ii 
would  benefit.  And,  I  have  always  felt  as 
sured  that  I  am  included  in  her  prayers,  a 
I  am  sure  so  many  of  you  do  as  well.

ABORTION 

Once  every  20  seconds  a  terrible  thing 
happens.  A  life  is  taken.  The  tragedy  is  that 
this  person  could  not  defend  himself.  He 
was  an  innocent  victim.  He  was  living  in 
his  sanctuary,  his  mother's  womb,  until  his 
life  was  taken.  It  was  not  an  easy  death. 
Whether  by  a  saline  solution  or  a  hard  cold 
instrument,  his  death  was  painful.  The  pro- 
abortionist  say  the  babies  are  not  alive. 
They  deny  this  is  a  baby,  only  a  tissue  mass. 
But  why  does  the  child  kick  for  hours  when 
the  salt  solution  is  placed  in  his  sanctuary 
until  he  dies?  The  truth  is  this  tissue  is  a 
human  being. 

Did  you  know? 

1.  The  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  decision  in  the 
1973  Roe  vs.  Wade  case  made  abortion 
legal  during  all  nine  months  of 
pregnancy. 

2.  Over  1.6  million  abortions  are  now  per- 
formed in  the  U.S.  each  year. 

3.  Of  these,  120,000  are  late  abortions,  per- 
formed in  the  4th  month  or  later. 

4.  10,000  abortions  are  done  after  the  fifth 
month,  the  point  at  which  babies  are  con- 
sidered viable. 

5.  Currently  in  North  Carolina  an  unmar- 
ried minor  girl  must  obtain  signed  con- 
sent before  she  receives  an  aspirin  at 
school;  yet  she  can  be  given  an  abortion 
without  the  consent  or  even  the  knowl- 
edge of  her  parents. 

6.  North  Carolina  is  the  only  Southern 
state  that  uses  taxes  to  pay  for  abortion. 

7.  In  1988  there  were  36,066  abortions  in 
North  Carolina. 

Abortion  is  not  a  medical  problem.  It  is 
a  social  problem.  We  were  told  that  if  abor- 
tion was  legalized  child  abuse  would  be  re- 
duced. Since  1973  child  abuse  has  increased 
500%. 

We  were  told  there  would  be  better  sexual 
morality,  but  not  so.  With  the  sex  education 
being  taught  in  our  public  schools,  which 
deny  a  moral  code  and  tell  the  students  to 
live  it  up,  there  are  more  teenage  pregnan- 
cies than  before  1973. 

Abortion  is  being  used  as  a  contraceptive 
when  others  fail.  In  1973  it  was  ruled  that 
the  baby  was  the  property  of  the  mother. 
If  she  wanted  the  baby  killed,  she  could, 
even  up  to  the  last  minute  before  birth. 

We  are  told  constantly  by  those  in  public 
office  that  they  are  for  abortion  if  the  moth- 
er's life  is  in  danger,  and  in  cases  of  rape, 
or  incest.  Some  support  abortion  if  the  child 
may  be  defective.  These  areas  constitute  2% 
of  abortions.  This  leaves  98%  for  money  and 
convenience. 

What  should  I  as  a  Christian  do? 

1.  Pray 

2.  Learn  all  we  can  about  the  issue  and  in- 
form others. 

3.  Get  your  church  involved  in  the  fight 
against  abortion. 

4.  Get  in  touch  with  your  Representatives 
and  Senators  and  encourage  them  to 
vote  against  pro-abortion  legislation  of 
any  kind. 


5.  Support  the  organizations  that  are  fight- 
ing abortion  with  your  time  and  money. 

6.  Support  pro-life  legislation. 

7.  Seek  alternatives  to  abortion. 

8.  Minister  to  the  ones  that  suffer  because 
of  abortion.  This  is  our  great  opportunity 
as  Christians  to  show  Christ  to  these 
women  and  girls.  Let  us  not  be  so  judg- 
mental that  we  fail  to  see  the  real  need. 
They  need  forgiveness  from  God  and  of- 
ten they  need  to  forgive  themselves.  Tell 
them  Jesus  loves  them  and  show  it. 

The  abortion  issue  is  far  from  over.  The 
saddest  part  of  this  issue  is  the  fact  that 
it  does  not  have  to  be  this  way  if  all  Chris- 
tians will  become  active  in  voting  their  con- 
science. It  has  been  said,  "Evil  prevails 
when  good  men  do  nothing."  Let's  do  some- 
thing in  this  fight  against  the  atrocity  of 
abortion.

In  the  last  couple  of  years  the  East  Side  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church, 
Sanford,  N.  C,  formerly  the  Woodland  Avenue  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church,  has  had  phenomenal  growth.

The  Department  is  pleased  to  be  of  help  to  the  ever-expanding  Easti 
Side  Church.  They  have  a  real  desire  and  burden  to  reach  the  lost.  Pastor^ 
Skinner  first  approached  the  Department  in  1989  about  funds  to  help  them: 
in  their  ministry  of  reaching  the  community. 

He  and  his  church  board  presented  a  program  to  the  Conference  Evan- 
gelism Board  which  included  relocation  and  a  new  building.  The  program 
was  approved  and  funds  became  available  this  year  to  help  them.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  help  such  a  committed  group  reach  new  conversions.

The  Culbreth  Memorial  Church  under  the  direction  of  Pastor  Danny

prising each  other  with  the  "meals." 

The  men  sponsor  several  special  events  during  the  year.  One  is 
a  ministry  to  those  in  the  community  with  financial  needs.  This  is 
done  through  various  fund  raisers.  Recently  the  men  furnished  the 
meals  to  the  Church  Planter's  School  in  Falcon.  Proceeds  will  go 
to  the  community  service  project.  The  men  also  do  several  projects 
during  the  year  to  aid  the  local  church  and  the  local  Royal  Rangers 
Outpost.  A  highlight  of  each  year's  activity  is  the  annual  fishing 
trip  in  October. 

THE  CHALLENGE  BEFORE  US 
FOR  WORLD  EVANGELISM 


Rev.  Raymond  Potter 


At  the  recent  Church  Planters  and  Pastors  School  held  in  Falcon, 
Rev.  Raymond  Potter  presented  some  very  challenging  information 
to  those  attending  concerning  world  evangelization.  Brother  Potter 
is  the  Field  Representative  for  the  General  World  Missions  Depart- 
ment for  the  Eastern  United  States.  He  credited  the  U.  S.  Center 
for  World  Missions,  World  Missions  Department,  as  the  source  for 
his  statistical  information.  Here  is  a  summary  of  his  excellent 
presentation. 

Jesus  commanded  us  to  make  disciples  of  every  nation,  or  literally, 
every  people  group  (Matthew  28:18  and  following).  The  70  people 
groups  formed  at  the  Tower  of  Babel  had  split  into  about  60,000  by 
the  time  of  Christ.  During  the  past  2,000  years  these  groups  have 
merged  through  progress  in  communication  and  trade  into  about 
24,000  distinct  people  groups.  Presently  12,000  people  groups  are  be- 
ing discipled.  The  other  12,000,  mostly  among  the  Muslim,  Chinese, 
Hindu,  Buddhist  and  tribal  cultures  have  no  church  among  them 
and  little  or  no  mission  work. 

What  should  be  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  vision  and  understanding 
of  God's  purpose?  Reaching  all  the  American  cities  and  towns  is 
imperative,  but  keep  in  mind,  that  America  represents  only  6%  of 
the  planet's  population  .  .  .  only  6%  of  God's  heart  for  the  world. 
Reaching  America  is  imperative  for  several  reasons.  First,  there  are 


lost  souls  here.  There  are  over  140,000,000  who  do  not  possess  a  real 
saving  experience  in  Christ.  Only  three  other  countries  have  more 
total  sinners.  There  is  another  important  reason  for  reaching  Amer- 
icans. America  has  the  wealth  and  resources  to  reach  the  world.  All 
total,  Christians  represent  1/3  of  the  world's  population  and  control 
2/3's  of  its  wealth.  Much  of  that  wealth  is  in  America. 

Neighbors  must  be  won  to  Christ.  But  the  vision  cannot  be  limited 
to  just  the  neighbors.  Nor  can  they  be  neglected.  In  fact,  they  are 
very  important.  They  must  be  won;  as  they  are  important.  But  with 
a  broader  vision  in  mind,  they  must  be  won  and  equipped  to  join 
the  "cause"  of  reaching  every  people  group  with  the  gospel.  Directly 
or  indirectly,  they  must  be  a  part  of  God's  historic  purpose  to  add 
to  the  body  of  Christ  those  purchased  with  His  blood  from  every 
tribe  and  tongue  and  people  and  nation. 

Christianity's  largest  denominations  have  dedicated  this  decade 
to  World  Outreach,  should  our  Lord  tarry  His  coming.  Many  Christian 
leaders  believe  these  final  years  of  the  20th  century  will  witness  the 
greatest  spiritual  harvest  the  world  has  ever  seen.  Believers  in  various 
countries  are  adopting  their  share  of  unreached  people  to  target.  For 
example,  Latin  American  Christians  are  planning  to  send  teams  to 
3,000  unreached  groups.  North  American  churches  are  targeting 
6,000. 

By  now,  the  reader  should  be  familiar  with  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  Target  2000  theme — to  win  1/10  of  1%  of  the  world's  pop- 
ulation from  1985  to  the  year  2,000  with  the  help  of  our  affiliates. 
If  each  of  these  would  win  five  souls  over  this  15-year  period,  we 
would  reach  6,000,000  souls  and  over  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  and  our  affiliates  number  above  1,500,000.  It  is  not  a  far-fetched 
proposal.  It  can  be  done.  In  the  light  of  the  "Eschatological  Times 
and  Events"  that  are  attending  these  days  of  human  history.  Chris- 
tians are  getting  excited,  realistic  and  specific  about  throwing  them- 
selves into  the  final  era  of  God's  unchanging  purpose. 

Look  what  God  is  doing  around  the  globe!  3,500  churches  are  open- 
ing every  week.  In  China,  Christianity  is  growing  by  an  average 
of  28,000  every  day.  Conservative  estimates  indicate  there  are  40- 
50  million  Christians  in  that  country.  The  church  in  Africa  is  in- 
creasing by  20,000  per  day  on  the  average;  that  continent  was  3% 
Christian  in  1900  and  is  over  40%  Christian  today.  Worldwide,  Chris- 
tianity is  growing  at  a  rate  of  70,000  persons  every  day.  In  1900, 
Korea  had  no  Protestant  church.  It  was  deemed  impossible  to  pen- 
etrate. Today  Korea  is  30%  Christian  with  4,000  churches  in  Seoul 
alone.  After  70  years  of  oppression  in  the  Soviet  Union,  people  who 
are  officially  Christians  number  above  100  million  —  5  times  the 
number  of  Communist  Party  and  36%  of  the  population.  In  one  Si- 
berian city  people  are  being  baptized  24  hours  a  day.  Where  the  church 
has  been  planted,  it's  growing  like  wildfire.  The  Good  News  is  break- 
ing loose  worldwide.  This  is  what  God  is  doing!  What  are  we  doing? 

While  we  are  working  so  hard  to  improve  our  lives,  to  deepen  our 
fellowships,  to  seek  God's  leading  of  our  families  and  our  land,  let's 
simply  face  the  fact:  we  haven't  yet  discipled  about  12,000  people 
groups  as  Christ  commanded  us.  Can  we  do  it? 

Missiologists  say  that  we  can  send  church-planting  teams  into  every 
one  of  these  unreached  groups  within  a  seven-year  period.  To  do  it, 
we  need  the  following: 

1 —  100,000  new  missionaries. 

2 —  To  double  our  missions  giving. 

3 —  More  prayer — At  least  a  collective  hour  per  day  for  each  new 
missionary  is  needed. 

Can  we  do  it?  It  seems  like  an  intimidating  task.  But  God  will 
accomplish  His  purpose.  The  gates  of  hell  that  lock  in  the  unreached 
peoples  of  the  world  cannot  stand  against  His  church.  At  the  end 
of  time,  Christ  will  be  exalted  with  the  song:  "Thou  didst  purchase 
for  God  with  thy  blood  men  from  every  tribe  and  tongue  and  people 
and  nation"  (Revelation  5:9).  So,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  when  and 
through  whom! 

What  is  the  catch?  There  is  a  cost  involved.  Obedience  costs.  Real 
discipleship  costs.  It  will  mean  a  shift  in  expectations  from  being 
blessed  to  being  a  blessing.  It  means  battling  the  powers  and  world 
forces  that  have  bound  these  12,000  people  groups  for  thousands  of 
years  resulting  in  blood,  sweat,  tears,  casualties,  and  body  counts. 
God's  big  purpose  on  this  planet  is  not  a  game.  It  is  not  a  spiritual 
health  spa  workout  to  make  us  feel  better.  It  is  war  and  war  is  never 
nice. 

The  challenge  is  before  us.  What  can  each  individual  do?  There 
are  several  things: 

1 —  Obey.  We  must  affirm  our  commitment  to  be  a  part  of  God's 
work  to  disciple  the  "nations"  or  people  groups  of  the  world. 

2 —  Pray  for  God's  purpose. 

3 —  Give  to  the  world's  need  for  Christ. 

4 —  Study  to  learn  more  what  God  wants  to  do  in  these  remaining 
days  of  the  20th  century. 

One  of  the  beautiful  fringe  benefits  in  serving  Christ  is  that  as 
we  find  His  will,  we  find  ourselves.

LESSON  FROM  VACATION  ON  SOUL  WINNING 

by  Reverend  W.  Eddie  Morris 


Recently  wife  and  I  took  three  days  of  our  overdue  va- 
cation. I  had  two  days  last  conference  year.  It  wasn't  the 
fault  (f  the  conference.  They  gave  me  two  weeks,  but  I 
didn't  have  time  to  take  it. 

After  Falcon  Camp  Meeting,  Annual  Conference,  Cho- 
cowinity  Camp  Meeting  and  a  revival  with  the  New  Bern 
Church,  I  felt  just  a  day  or  two  down  by  the  ol'  fishing 
pier  would  do  me  a  lot  of  good.  A  good  lady  became  baby- 
sitter for  the  twins;  we  took  Ronnie  along  with  us.  A  good 
friend  here  in  Goldsboro  let  us  have  a  cottage,  so  off  we 
went  to  Morehead  City.  I  did  preach  at  Morehead  on 
Wednesday  night.  I  could  hardly  get  out  of  that. 

But  I  started  off  to  tell  you  some  of  the  lessons  I  learned. 
Well,  I  didn't  learn  all  these  lessons  on  this  one  trip.  I 
have  been  learning  from  time  to  time. 

Fishing  is  quite  a  fascinating  thing.  Some  people  think 
it  is  a  kind  of  sin,  but  what  can  a  preacher  do  for  recreation 
if  he  doesn't  care  to  fish  or  hunt?  Some  may  play  golf 
or  try  some  other  form  of  sports,  but  I  think  fishing  is 
about  the  best. 

On  my  fishing  trip  I  learned  this: 

Pin-fish,  bite  in  a  hurry  and  they  will  bite  almost  any 
kind  of  bait.  I  believe  they  eat  more  bait  per  square  inch 
and  are  worth  the  least  as  eatable  of  any  seafood  I  know. 
In  fishing  for  converts  we  can  find  the  equivalent  of  the 
pin-fish  in  some  professors.  It  makes  no  difference  who 
the  evangelist  or  what  he  preaches.  They  get  saved  (again). 
One  can  get  them  back  with  a  song,  prayer,  testimony, 
just  about  anything,  but  they  are  of  very  little  worth.  They 
get  "saved"  in  every  revival. 

The  Spot-fish,  is  a  fine  one  to  catch.  He  bites  rather 
sudden  and  runs  toward  the  pier  so  fast  you  would  think 
you  have  lost  him,  and  sometimes  he  does  get  off  that 
way.  Another  type  of  convert  is  on  when  "hooked"  you 


have  to  land  him  or  loose  him.  He  comes  in  mighty  fast. 
He  is  a  "do-it-now"  fellow.  Once  landed  the  Spot  is  mighty 
good  eating,  so  this  fellow  is  well  worth  landing  even  if 
you  have  to  do  it  real  fast. 

A  third  type  is  that  "fighting  blue. "He  grabs  it  like 
he  is  mad.  He  fights  all  the  way  in.  You  do  well  to  land 
fifty  percent  of  them.  One  has  to  be  careful  when  he  is 
on  the  pier.  The  blue-fish  will  bite  your  finger  off  if  you 
aren't  careful.  I  saw  a  great  big  man  nursing  a  thumb 
from  just  such  an  accident  on  this  three-day  trip. 

There  are  converts  who  are  hard  to  get  but  they  are 
real  fighters,  for  God  and  right,  once  you  get  them  in. 
They  are  well  worth  your  time.  Some  people,  once  they 
catch  a  real  big  blue  they  lose  no  more  time  trying  for 
bottom  fish  they  like  blues  so  well.  I  believe  in  being 
equipped  so  if  the  blues  aren't  biting  we  can  get  the  spots 
or  mullets. 

The  old  sea  mullet  bites  right  lazy-like.  You  just  have 
to  wait  for  him.  Once  he  has  taken  hold,  he  too  runs  toward 
the  pier.  You  will  wonder  if  you  have  anything  on  the 
hook,  but  watch  out!  Most  time  he  is  waiting  for  you  to 
slack  that  line  so  he  can  get  away. 

Haven't  you  seen  these?  So  indifferent!  Prayer  or  noth- 
ing else  seems  to  move  them.  But  once  you  have  them 
on  the  line  you  have  to  reel'er  in  or  you  will  be  shy  one 
good  nice  fish. 

Time  would  fail  me  to  speak  of  the  specked  trout  who 
will  only  take  the  slow  moving  lure,  or  the  hundred  and 
one  others  who  have  their  own  way  of  taking  the  hook. 
All  this  tells  us  evangelism  must  differ.  One  must  know 
also  how  to  hold  the  line,  and  with  patience  and  fortitude 
this  work  of  Evangelism  like  catching  fish,  must  go  on. 
I  hope  to  do  my  part  of  both  from  now  on  until  the  day 
I  die.

It  was  in  the  year  1916,  at  a  church  two  miles  west  of  Bethel, 
North  Carolina.  A  mature  gentleman  was  standing  by  a  hand 
pump  that  was  the  water  supply  of  the  church  attendants.  A 
nine-year-old  boy  came  running  to  join  the  host  of  children  who 
made  their  way  to  and  from  this  "watering  place,"  all  during 
the  service.  Casually  noticing  the  nine-year-old  chap  romping 
among  the  others,  this  aged  elder  called  to  the  boy  until  he  got 
his  attention. 

"Son,"  he  said,  "you  ought  to  be  in  church.  I  have  seen  you 
jump  this  high,"  he  added,  measuring  the  distance  of  about  three 
feet  as  he  continued  to  admonish  the  lad  for  his  negligence  to 
what  he  considered  his  "bounded  duty."  This  man  was  a  Mr. 
Mathie  James,  the  father  of  the  late  Reverend  Jessie  James.  The 
boy  was  William  Eddie  Morris. 

The  "jumping"  to  which  Mr.  James  referred  had  taken  place 
during  a  revival  that  had  been  conducted  by  P.  F.  Robertson, 
an  evangelist,  who  had  held  a  meeting  in  this  James  Grove 
Church.  Eddie,  who  had  attended  the  revival  with  his  parents, 
along  with  many  others,  had  sought  the  Lord  at  that  church 
altar  and  had  been  saved,  sanctified,  and  baptized  with  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

Five  years  later,  Eddie's  father  and  mother  decided  to  leave 


the  community  and  move  to  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina.  In 
this  town,  along  with  other  members  of  the  family,  Eddie  was 
placed  in  a  Rocky  Mount  cotton  mill  to  help  support  the  family. 
In  the  whirl  of  the  times  this  young  man  tried  to  put  God  and 
the  thoughts  of  God  out  of  his  life.  An  early  marriage  and  a 
settling-down  process  brought  this  son  of  a  preacher  back  to  the 
realization  of  his  need  of  God.  But,  being  afraid  to  go  to  church 
because  of  conviction,  the  place  of  worship  was  about  the  last 
place  one  would  find  this  young  man. 

A  revival  was  announced  to  be  held  in  the  Rocky  Mount  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  Church  and  the  evangelist  was  to  be  none  other 
than  the  Reverend  P.  F.  Robertson.  The  whole  family  wanted 
Eddie  to  attend  and  hear  the  man  who  had  preached  him  into 
the  altar  some  eleven  years  before.  Thus,  their  persuasion  pre- 
vailed. On  July  15,  1927,  Eddie  made  a  return  to  the  altar  with 
tears  and  repentance.  Once  again  he  experienced  fellowship  with 
God.  Now  a  new  life  was  begun  all  over  again. 

It  was  brought  to  the  mind  of  W.  Eddie  Morris  that  as  a  nine- 
year-old  boy,  his  father,  the  Reverend  E.  D.  Morris,  had  put  his 
hand  upon  Eddie's  head  and  told  him  he  would  have  to  preach 
the  gospel.  This  thought  began  to  push  itself  into  the  mind  and 
thoughts  of  the  newly-converted  man.  Since  his  father  was  a 
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preacher,  maybe  he  was  a  little  overanxious 
to  have  someone  follow  him,  but  W.  Eddie 
had  to  be  sure  of  the  calling;  he  couldn't 
take  the  word  of  someone  else,  not  even  his 
father.  Preach  he  would,  but  how  could  a 
man  leave  home  and  wife  to  go  out  and 
preach?  Where  would  he  go?  Who  would 
hear  such  an  unprepared  person?  Also  to 
make  things  more  difficult,  his  brother  Har- 
vey was  preparing  to  go  away  to  school. 
Harvey  wasn't  married  and  he  did  not  have 
to  consider  a  wife.  Again  prayer  was  the 
answer. 

J essie  James  was  a  good  friend  of  Eddie's 
father  and  Mrs.  James  was  in  the  Morris 
home  on  a  visit.  While  there,  Mr.  James, 
one  of  the  Falcon  School  trustees,  said  there 
was  a  need  for  a  janitor  in  the  school.  This 
gave  an  opening,  and  W.  Eddie  Morris  and 
his  wife  Gertrude  was  soon  on  their  way 
to  Falcon.  This  little  village  was  about 
eighty  miles  from  Rocky  Mount,  but  to  Ed- 
die it  was  like  going  to  New  York  City.  A 
trailer  was  attached  to  the  car  and  Harvey 
was  the  driver.  Thus,  the  Morris  family  were 
on  their  way  to  school  and  to  fill  the  job 
of  janitor  in  the  process. 

In  the  meantime,  Eddie  applied  for  a 
preacher's  license,  and  the  1929  Annual 
Conference  at  Bethel  had  granted  it.  His 
call  had  been  settled  and  preparation  was 
now  in  process  with  two  churches  assigned 
and  a  janitor's  job  well  in  hand.  The  busi- 
ness of  getting  an  education  had  begun.  The 
year  ran  fairly  smooth.  The  two  churches 
paid  this  janitor-preacher  $62.00  and  he 
drove  a  T-Model  80  miles  once  per  month 
to  get  that. 

Before  long,  W.  Eddie  Morris  was  as- 
signed four  churches.  These  churches  had 
a  parsonage  and  that  was  a  lifesaver  since 
all  four  paid  a  total  of  $250.00  for  the  twelve- 
month period.  God  kept  this  man  through 
good  times  and  bad  times.  Later  pastoral 
assignments  brought  their  joys  and 
sorrows. 

In  1936  Eddie  Morris  sat  in  the  Annual 
Conference  and  heard  the  late  Bishop  J.  H. 
King  read  the  pastoral  appointments.  Sud- 
denly all  ears  were  open  when  the  names 
of  two  churches  were  called:  Person  Street 
and  Mount  Carmel  —  W.  Eddie  Morris.  Mor- 
ris again,  with  his  wife  and  their  son,  Ru- 
dolph, was  on  the  move.  Five  years  at  Per- 
son Street  taught  many  lessons  and 
perhaps  W.  Eddie  Morris  grew  up  with  these 
responsibilities.  He  learned  the  responsibil- 
ities furnished  the  seed  of  maturity,  and 
only  those  who  meet  the  challenge  can  be 
trusted  to  assume  the  greater  assignments 
of  life. 

After  five  successful  years  and  having  re- 
ceived sixty  members  into  the  Person  Street 
Church,  Mr.  Morris  made  his  way  to  White- 
ville,  North  Carolina  to  attend  another  An- 
nual Conference.  This  conference  was  some- 
what different  from  all  the  others  he  had 
attended.  There  was  to  be  a  change  in  Con- 
ference Superintendent,  and  everyone  was 
inquiring  as  to  whom  he  should  be.  Mr.  Mor- 
ris had  never  even  served  on  the  official 


board  so  the  possibility  of  his  being  elected 
was  almost  nil. 

The  names  of  two  were  put  before  the  body 
when  the  Bishop  called  for  nominations. 
With  bowed  head,  W.  Eddie  Morris  heard 
the  ballots  counted  publicly.  The  vote  had 
swung  back  and  forth  until  finally  fifty-one, 
fifty-two  was  announced  for  the  other  nom- 
inee and  then  the  final  count  was  fifty-three 
for  Mr.  Morris.  The  Bishop  announced  W. 
Eddie  Morris  was  elected.  Nothing  akin  to 
this  had  ever  happened  to  this  man  and 
perhaps  to  few  others  in  the  same  manner. 
But  the  die  was  cast  and  this  "poor,  igno- 
rant young  man"  was  now  superintendent 
of  the  oldest  conference  in  the  denomina- 
tion, and  perhaps  the  largest  at  that  time. 
With  approximately  70  churches  and  about 
as  many  preachers,  along  with  a  total  of 
2,313  members,  this  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference moved  forward  through  new  lead- 
ership. Though  faltering,  and  at  times  stum- 
bling, the  preachers  and  churches  accepted 
this  man  and  God  honored  the  work.  Step 
by  step,  and  with  good  men  to  lean  on,  this 
new  superintendent  moved  cautiously  for- 
ward until  at  the  time  of  W.  Eddie  Morris' 
resignation  in  1965,  the  conference  had  162 
churches  and  a  membership  of  9,247. 

During  Mr.  Morris'  tenure  in  office,  with 
the  cooperation  of  others,  a  monthly  official 
organ  was  initiated  —  The  Evangel.  Mr. 
Thomas  Felton  of  Tarboro  was  his  first  sub- 
scriber. Eddie  Morris  served  as  Editor  most 
of  the  time  during  his  stay  in  office.  A  Min- 
isterial, Church,  and  Extension  Loan  Fund 
was  also  instigated.  This  was  to  serve 
churches  and  preachers  who  had  trouble 
getting  loans  to  build,  or  to  buy  cars.  A 
change  in  the  financial  system  from  a  per 
capita  system  to  a  percentage  system  be- 
came a  part  of  the  conference.  The  reloca- 
tion of  headquarters  to  Falcon  where  the 
camp  meeting  was  located  was  recom- 
mended. Offices  and  parsonages  were  erect- 
ed making  it  more  convenient  to  carry  on 
the  conference  work.  Many  other  improve- 
ments were  inaugurated  during  the  years 
Mr.  Morris  held  this  office. 

When  Mrs.  Lila  Berry,  Johnny  Brooks, 
and  Daisy  Jones  met  to  try  to  find  a  way 
to  help  in  the  support  of  the  Falcon  Orphan- 
age, Superintendent  Morris  was  there  to 
lend  a  hand.  When  it  was  finally  decided 
that  a  woman's  organization  would  be  go- 
ing in  the  right  direction,  Mr.  Morris  served 
as  presiding  officer  on  that  memorable  day 
May  10,  1944  when  the  first  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary was  brought  into  existence.  When  the 
idea  of  Christian  Education  was  formulated 
to  combine  both  the  Sunday  school  and  Life- 
liners,  its  organization  first  saw  daylight 
in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  Mr. 
Morris  was  the  promoter  of  this  combina- 
tion merging  into  one. 

Morris'  first  wife,  Gertrude,  died  in  1949. 
In  1950  he  married  Daisy  Jones  and  to  this 
second  union  God  gave  four  children,  Ron- 
nie, Susan,  Sandra,  and  Sylvia.  This  first 
union  was  blessed  with  a  son,  Rudolph. 
Onward,  ever  onward  was  Mr.  Morris' 


cry.  But  in  the  year  1965,  with  the  sudde 
death  of  Reverend  Raymond  Pope  who  wa 
serving  as  Orphanage  Superintendent,  pe; 
haps  the  greatest  strain  of  the  Morris'  lii 
was  put  upon  him.  Serving  as  chairman  c 
the  Children's  Home  Board,  he  had  to  bea 
the  brunt  of  the  responsibility. 

With  the  1965  General  Conference  ovei  I 
the  decision  had  to  be  made  as  to  whor 
would  take  Mr.  Pope's  place.  Eddie  Morri 
had  just  been  reelected  as  Superintenden 
of  the  Conference  and  everything  seeme 
in  order.  However,  Reverend  Charles  I 
Bradshaw,  serving  as  Acting  Superinter 
dent  of  the  Home,  was  elected  Chairmai 
of  the  Falcon  Children's  Home  Board.  H 
along  with  other  members  of  the  Benevolen 
Board  nominated  W.  Eddie  Morris  as  Si 
perintendent.  In  the  light  of  this  new  d( 
velopment,  Mr.  Morris  resigned  the  confei 
ence  office  and  accepted  the  place  at  th 
Children's  Home.  He  had,  since  the  deatl 
of  Mr.  Pope,  been  serving  as  acting  advise 
of  the  Golden  Years  Home  as  well  as  hi 
conference  duties. 

Mr.  Morris,  after  assuming  the  role  of  Su 
perintendent,  experienced  very  serious  fi 
nancial  difficulties  when  cash  flow  was  i 
problem,  as  had  been  the  case  with  othe 
former  Superintendents,  especially  prior  ti 
the  revenue  of  the  Harvest  Train. 

With  good  people,  within  the  church  a 
well  as  some  of  the  outside,  supporting  th 
Home,  Mr.  Morris  was  able  to  erect  threi 
homes,  a  gym,  and  air-condition  the  dor 
mitories,  all  over  a  twelve-year  period  o 
time.  Upon  his  retirement  in  1977,  over  i 
million  dollars  had  been  spent  on  the  can 
and  improvements,  and  over  $500,000  wai 
left  in  the  treasury  to  complete  the  ten-yea 
building  plan. 

After  his  retirement,  the  Reverend  Morri; 
founded  the  "Royal  Elders,"  an  organiza 
tion  designed  especially  for  the  retired  min 
ister  and  his  wife.  Its  primary  function  wa: 
to  provide  times  of  fellowship  at  specia 
times  of  the  year  such  as  Christmas  an( 
Camp  Meeting  time.  He  served  as  presiden 
of  this  unique  group  until  his  death. 

During  the  years  of  his  ministry,  W.  Eddit 
Morris  served  ten  years  as  pastor,  twenty 
four  as  Conference  Superintendent,  am 
twelve  years  as  Children's  Home  Superin 
tendent.  Since  his  retirement  from  th( 
Home,  he  has  preached  or  lectured  in  ove. 
a  hundred  churches  in  the  North  Carolinj 
Conference.  He  has  preached  in  other  con 
ferences,  including  Georgia,  Virginia,  anc 
Oklahoma. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Daisy  J.  Morris 
sons,  David  Rudolph  Morris  of  Goldsbon 
and  William  Ronnie  Morris  of  Scotlanc 
Neck;  daughters,  Susan  Caddell  of  Athensl 
Georgia,  Sandra  Landry  of  Griffin,  Geor 
gia,  and  Sylvia  Morris  of  Watkinsville' 
Georgia;  brother  William  Harvey  Morris  o: 
Falcon;  sisters,  Nevadie  Morris  and  Gladys 
Summers,  both  of  Rocky  Mount,  Fanni(' 
Mae  Jones  of  Henderson;  and  fou;  ' 
grandchildren.  f

GENERAL  EVANGELISM  GROWTH  AWARDS 

"And  the  Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should 
be  saved."  Acts  2:47b 

It  is  God's  will  that  the  church  grow  and  that  new  souls 
be  born  into  the  Kingdom!  The  General  Department  of  Evan- 
gelism has  begun  a  new  awards  program  to  recognize  those 
churches  who  are  reaching  more  people  with  the  gospel  and 
discipling  them  into  the  church.  The  awards  are  given  in 
two  categories  —  The  Gold  Seal  Awards  and  The  Silver  Seal 
Awards. 

The  Gold  Seal  Award  is  given  to  those  churches  whose 
decadal  growth  rate  is  100%  or  better.  The  decadal  growth 
rate  is  calculated  by  analyzing  three  sets  of  criteria.  The  first 
is  church  membership,  the  second  is  Sunday  school  atten- 
dance and  the  third  is  the  average  attendance  of  the  Sunday 
morning  worship  service.  A  formula  has  been  derived  util- 
izing these  statistics  with  added  weight  given  to  the  last  few 
years  of  the  decade. 

The  Silver  Seal  Award  is  given  to  those  churches  who  ac- 
complish a  10%  or  better  increase  in  church  membership  over 
the  previous  year.  The  emphasis  is  not  only  to  win  the  lost 
but  to  disciple  them  into  responsible  church  members. 

For  the  year  1990  the  North  Carolina  Conference  had  13 
winners  of  the  Gold  Seal  Award  and  24  winners  of  the  Silver 
Seal  Award.  These  churches  and  present  pastors  are  listed 
below.  Of  all  the  churches  in  the  Conference,  49%  (81)  showed 
a  net  increase  in  membership. 

Praise  the  Lord!  Nationally,  80%  of  the  Protestant  churches 
have  plateaued  or  are  declining.  Thank  the  Lord  that  is  not 
the  case  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.

PEOPLE  WHO  REALLY  CARE

We  all,  perhaps,  are  keenly  aware  that  we  live  in  a  world  today 
in  which  most  people  are  too  much  detached  from  others  and 
so  often  far  too  many  are  either  unaware  of  the  multitude  of 
hurting  people  or  simply  ignore  their  anguishing  cries.

I  believe  one 
of  the  urgencies  of  this  hour  is  for  us  to  unstop  our  ears  to  those 
pitiful  cries  and  develop  acceptable  responses  to  the  varying  needs 
of  fellow  humans.

However,  we  must  not  stop  with  ATA  ministry.  We  must  reach 
out  to  spiritual  derelicts  all  around  us.  They  all  need  Jesus.  There 
is  an  old  Swedish  Proverb  that  reminds  us,  "shared  joy  is  a  double 
joy,  shared  sorrow  is  half  a  sorrow."  Sharing  the  sorrows  of  others 
is  part  of  our  responsibility.  The  best  joy  we  can  share  with  some- 
one is  the  joy  of  sins  forgiven;  the  joy  of  having  the  peace  oi 
God  in  our  lives. 

So  much  of  the  human  family  finds  it  difficult  to  find  someone 
who  really  cares  about  them  when  they  are  going  through  those 
stressful  circumstances.  It  is  especially  trying  for  the  sinner  who 
bears  himself  inside  because,  admittedly  or  not,  he  knows  his 
straitened  situation  is  very  much  his  own  fault. 

It  is  much  easier  to  love  those  who  are  close  to  us  or  those 
who  live  clean  wholesome  lives  in  the  Christian  faith.

I  am  thankful  for  the  excellent  start  to  the 
Love  In  Action,  church  evangelism  program  in 
the  Conference.  Presently  we  have  eight 
churches  working  in  Module  II,  Growing  In 
Love.

Evangelistic  Temple,  Cary;  Stedman;  Rober- 
sonville;  Hope  Mills;  New  Creation,  Havelock; 
The  Genesis,  Wendell;  and  Reelsboro. 

Here  is  an  article  of  how  the  program  is  ben- 
efiting the  Robersonville  Church.  The  Lord  has 
really  blessed.  The  program  is  helping  them 
harvest  the  results  of  a  revival.  I  hope  you  enjoy 
the  article  as  much  as  I  did. 

We  will  have  further  Module  II,  Growing  In 
Love,  training  on  September  28th  and  will  begin 
Module  III,  Assimilation  (Keeping  The  New 
Convert),  training  on  November  23rd. 

SPIRITUAL  GROWTH  IN  ROBERSONVILLE 

In  the  Fall  of  1988,  I  was  given  a  call  by  my 
superintendent  concerning  an  opening  at  the 
Robersonville  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 
Like  most  ministers,  I  immediately  had  some 
questions  regarding  the  location,  present  size, 
etc.  I  recall  some  of  the  more  important  ques- 
tions asked  in  the  course  of  our  conversation 
went  somewhat  like  this:  "Does  the  Roberson- 
ville Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  really  have 
potential?  If  so,  what  do  you  think  are  the  limits 
as  far  as  numerical  growth?  Do  they  have  a 
vision  to  expand  beyond  where  they  are  now?" 
From  that  conversation  came  a  meeting  with 
the  church's  leadership,  who  I  discovered  were 
people  with  a  vision.  Four  acres  of  property  in 
an  excellent  location  had  already  been  pur- 
chased, and  plans  had  already  been  drawn  up 
for  a  new  facility.  There  was  only  one  ingredient 
that  was  missing:  manpower!  The  reason  for 
this  is  obvious:  We  desperately  needed  revival. 
In  February  of  1989,  the  breakthrough  came. 
Four  adults  and  one  teenager  responded  to  the 
call  of  God  on  a  Sunday  Morning,  and  the  re- 
vival has  not  stopped  since  then.  Since  then, 
we  have  seen  50  saved  in  the  last  T-h  years; 


47  of  those  have  been  baptized  in  water  with 
5  waiting  at  this  present  moment  to  be  baptized 
in  our  next  baptismal  service.  Our  Sunday 
Morning  A.M.  Worship  Attendance  has  gone 
from  around  40  to  100+  at  present.  To  God  be 
the  Glory!  The  church  is  enjoying  a  brand  new 
facility,  but  it  is  fastly  becoming  overcrowded. 

In  order  to  see  this  kind  of  growth  continue, 
something  had  to  be  done  along  the  lines  of 
assimilating  these  new  people  into  the  program 
of  our  church.  That  is  where  the  Love  In  Ac- 
tion came  into  play. 

The  first  phase  of  this  program.  Opportu- 
nity Check-Up  helped  us  identify  the  areas 
of  weakness  in  which  changes  were  needed.  As 
this  16  member  task  force  began  to  pull  back 
the  curtain  on  the  actual  ministry  of  the  church, 
it  became  a  very  painful  process  as  we  evaluated 
their  findings.  However,  we  realized  that  it  was 
very  necessary  if  we  were  to  continue  enjoying 
the  blessings  of  God  like  we  had  seen  previous- 
ly. It  was  then  that  the  change  process  began. 

The  first  step  in  this  change  process  was  pro- 
viding adequate  training.  The  second  phase 
of  the  Love  In  Action  program,  Growing  In 
Love,  came  into  play  here.  By  providing  train- 
ing in  this  area  for  the  adults  in  a  Wednesday 
Night  Session  and  the  Teens  in  the  regular  Sun- 
day Morning  Bible  Study,  there  is  an  evident 
change  in  not  only  the  attitudes  of  our  congre- 
gation toward  each  other  and  those  outside  our 
fellowship,  but  there  is  also  a  dramatic  change 
in  the  actions  of  this  congregation  as  well  con- 
cerning this  same  issue.  The  New  Testament 
Principle  of  Networking  has  been  the  key  to 
the  growth  of  this  fellowship.  There  is  an  ex- 
citement in  the  air  concerning  the  reaping  of 
the  harvest  God  has  allotted  to  us.  One  of  the 
most  gratifying  things  that  is  happening  is  that 
as  this  convictional  base  is  being  formed  in  the 
very  spirit  of  our  people,  areas  such  as  prejudice: 
racial,  sociological,  and  spiritual,  are  disap- 
pearing from  our  midst.  We  are  quickly  learning 
that  people  do  not  care  about  what  you  know 
until  they  first  know  that  you  care!

A  WORD  FROM  JOHN  AND  EDNA  PARKER 

The  work  of  supervising  the  outreach  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  in  Europe  and  the  Middle  East  is  in  some 
respects  the  most  exciting  and  challenging  of  all  that  we 
have  done  in  missions  over  the  last  forty  years.

For  it  was  exactly  that  long  ago  (1951)  that 
we  stood  on  the  Falcon  Camp  Meeting  platform  and  said 
goodbye  to  all  our  friends  and  co-laborers  in  the  North  Ca- 
rolina Conference  whom  we  loved  and  appreciated  so  dearly. 
Heading  toward  a  new  country  (Costa  Rica),  an  unknown 


language  (Spanish),  a  different  culture  (Latino),  and  an  over- 
wheming  challenge  (preaching  where  Christ  was  not  known), 
it  is  good  that  we  did  not  know  exactly  all  that  we  would 
face  in  the  next  six  years  before  seeing  you  again.  All  we 
did  know  is  that  God  had  laid  His  hand  upon  us  and  called 
us  out  to  go.  You  responded  in  obedience  to  the  same  Lord 
and  over  these  many  years,  have  stood  behind  us  in  support, 
concern,  and  prayer.  Together,  you  and  we  have  made  a  dif- 
ference in  the  lives  of  many  precious  souls  who  will  in  that 
day  rise  up  and  call  us  "blessed." 

Over  these  forty  years,  God's  good  guidance  has  taken  us 
to  five  continents  —  North  America,  South  America,  Asia, 
and  now  Europe,  and  a  portion  of  Africa.  Truly,  the  "lines" 
have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places.  We  have  experienced 
all  the  usual  problems  and  difficulties  that  are  associated 
with  missionary  labors,  but  in  them  all,  we  have  endeavored 
to  magnify  the  grace  of  God,  to  give  forth  a  good  and  faithful 
witness,  and  to  honor  the  high  calling  of  the  Lord.  Our  love 
and  appreciation  for  you  have  grown  through  the  years.  We 
treasure  you  in  our  hearts  and  every  encounter  with  you, 
whether  private  or  corporate,  only  serves  to  deepen  our  esteem 
for  you. 

Nor  have  we  as  yet  found  a  stopping  place,  either  in  our 
calling  or  in  our  labours.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  seems  that 
we  have  come  into  that  wide  place  of  spiritual  excitement 
that  is  characterized  by  a  global  harvest.  We  praise  God  for 
the  wonderful  people  who  are  responding  to  a  missionary 
call  in  our  day.  Many  of  them  are  eleventh  hour  workers; 
some  are  older  mature  people;  some  are  younger  ones  with 
great  resources  of  strength  and  years.  Most  of  them  are  better 
prepared  than  we  were;  they  will  serve  long  and  well.  The 
Gentilinis,  the  Sherrys,  the  Wendlandts,  the  Berrys,  and  a 
host  of  others  are  filling  the  ranks  of  God's  army,  the  army 
that  will  push  the  conflict  on  toward  its  termination  of  final 
victory.  Along  with  them  is  that  vast  host  of  national  workers 
that  God  is  raising  up  in  virtually  every  nation  on  the  earth. 
The  word  "missionary"  no  longer  means  white  and  western. 
New  seed  is  always  the  product  of  a  harvest,  and  the  harvest 
reaped  from  our  efforts  is  becoming  the  seed  of  an  even  greater 
harvest  for  the  future. 

A  prophetic  word  spoken  over  Edna  and  me  in  our  recent 
European  missionary  retreat  indicated  that  we  are  now  in 
the  convergence  phase  of  our  ministry;  that  is,  "there  is  a 
coming  together  of  giftings,  of  character,  of  insight,  of  ex- 
perience, and  maturity  for  this  time  and  this  situation."  So, 
we  can  see  no  stopping  place;  at  least,  not  yet.  It  is  true  that 
our  World  Missions  Board  has  granted  us  the  option  of  es- 
tablishing our  residence  in  North  Carolina.  This  was  done 
primarily  in  order  for  us  to  provide  a  home  and  care  for  Edna's 
mother,  who  at  the  age  of  eight-six  can  no  longer  be  alone. 
But  our  work  continues  for  I,  under  God's  grace,  am  still 
supervising  our  missions  outreach  in  a  fast  territory  stretch- 
ing from  England  down  to  Egypt  and  as  far  to  the  East  as 
God  permits  us  to  go  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  Lord  has  enabled  us  to  move  into  a  home  at  710  West- 
brook  Avenue,  Dunn,  NC  28334  (Telephone:  892-4749).  My 
work  largely  consists  of  communication  by  letter,  FAX,  and 
telephone  with  our  many  missionaries  and  our  central  office, 
planning  and  direction  of  training  and  church  planting  ef- 
forts, prayer  and  seeking  of  God's  direction,  several  trips  each 
year  to  the  European  and  Middle  Eastern  area,  as  well  as 
encouraging  our  people  by  visits  and  ministry  among  the 
churches  here  in  the  homeland.  It  is,  as  one  person  put  it, 
a  "full  plate."  We  dearly  love  the  work  that  we  are  doing, 
for  we  know  beyond  any  question  that  is  the  will  of  God 
for  us.  Please  hold  us  before  the  throne  in  prayer  and  sup- 
plication. And  we  believe  that  you  will  continue  to  support 
us  with  your  offerings  each  month.  This  is  so  vital  and  im- 
portant for  us;  it  is  also  a  part  of  your  own  commitment  and 
sacrifice  toward  the  vision  that  God  has  given  to  you  and 
to  all  His  church.

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IN  MINISTRY 


'That  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent 


SENIOR  CITIZENS'  NEED  FOR  MINISTRY 


A  man  well  past  retirement  age  once  said  of 
birthdays,  "Too  many  of  them  will  kill  you!" 
His  friend  replied,  "Yes,  but  too  few  is  no  fun, 
either."  This  underscores  the  dilemma  of  many 
older  folks.  They  enjoy  having  birthdays,  but 
each  one  seems  only  to  remind  them  that  age 
is  creeping  up.  One  day  they  wake  up  and  realize 
that  they  have  become  "Senior  Citizens!" 

Sadly,  it  is  at  about  this  point  in  many 
churches  that  they  also  begin  to  feel  that  life 
is  passing  them  by.  Once  they  were  busy  about 
the  Master's  business,  but  now  someone  else 
(someone  younger)  has  taken  their  place.  Once 
they  were  deeply  involved  in  the  "life"  of  the 
church;  now  their  voice  has  become  too 
"cracked"  for  the  choir,  their  memory  too  un- 
reliable for  teaching  Sunday  School,  and  their 
knees  too  arthritic  for  the  softball  team.  In 
short,  they  who  have  ministered  in  a  variety 
of  capacities  for  many  years  are  now  in  need 
of  ministry. 

What  do  Senior  Citizens  need  by  way  of  min- 
istry? The  answer:  just  about  the  same  things 
anyone  else  needs!  They  don't  need  to  be  treat- 
ed like  children.  They  don't  need  to  be  pro- 
grammed to  the  point  of  distraction.  They  often 
tire  easily,  and  need  activities  and  functions 
that  fit  their  declining  health  and  attention 
span.  Trips  should  be  planned  with  their  rest 
requirements  in  mind,  while  menus  should  con- 
sider their  special  dietary  needs.  Games  and 
other  activities  should  not  emphasize  compe- 
tition in  such  a  way  as  to  embarrass  those  who 
do  not  do  well,  but  rather  serve  to  provide  fel- 
lowship, good  old  "fun!" 

The  best  way  to  find  out  what  Senior  Citizens 


want  is  to  simply  ask  them.  Some  person  in 
the  church  who  has  a  love  for  his/her  elders,  | 
who  has  a  "heart"  for  older  folks,  should  visit 
some  of  them  and  find  out  what  they  need  and 
would  like  to  do.  Many  communities  have  active  | 
Seniors'  groups;  it  is  wise  to  investigate  these  i 
first  to  avoid  competition  or  duplication  of  ser- 1 
vices.  Don't  put  them  in  the  position  of  having i 
to  decide  where  to  go  tonight;  give  them  some-i 
where  to  go  tonight  and  tomorrow!  Don't  listen 
when  they  protest,  "We  don't  want  to  be  any 
trouble";  instead,  hasten  to  insure  them  that 
they  are  not  causing  you  "trouble,"  but  joy.  ! 

Essentially,  Senior  Citizens  have  the  same' 
basic  spiritual  and  emotional  needs  as  any  of' 
us.  They  need  to  feel  loved,  needed,  wanted,  ac-' 
cepted,  and  that  someone  is  "there"  for  them. 
They  need  someone  to  listen,  someone  to  hug,; 
someone  to  care.  In  ministering  to  them,  it  is 
the  wise  person  who  remembers  to  guard  thej 
Senior's  dignity  at  all  times;  sometimes,  it  is' 
about  all  they  have  left.  It  is  a  wise  person  who' 
tries  to  enhance  the  Senior's  self-respect,  assur- 
ing them  that  it  is  okay  if  they  don't  hear  prop- 
erly the  first  time,  or  if  they  have  to  look  at 
something  closely  to  understand  what  it  is.  j 

Finally,  it  is  important  that  they  continue  toi 
feel  that  they  are  a  vital  part  of  the  church.  I 
They  built  the  churches  we  love  and  in  which 
we  worship.  They  sacrificed,  often  walking 
great  distances  to  attend.  They  carried  the  load 
"through  the  heat  of  the  day,"  being  faithful 
even  when  believing  "Holiness"  brought  re- 
proach. They  ministered  to  others  faithfully 
for  so  long;  let  us  not  neglect  them  now  when 
they  need  ministry.  J

have  filled  my  schedule.  It  has  been  about  four- 
teen months  since  I  did  that,  so  I  thought  it 
well  to  do  so  with  this  issue  of  the  EVANGEL.

Byrd  was  assigned  as  pastor  of  New  Life 
Tabernacle  in  June  of  this  year.  The  former 
pastor,  William  Tyson,  was  superannuated 
at  the  annual  Conference  in  June.

On  the  day  of  dedication.  Superintendent 
Long  preached  in  the  morning  service  and 
led  in  the  actual  dedication.  Pastor  Byrd 
preached  in  the  afternoon  service.  His  mes- 
sage was  from  John's  Gospel  where  Jesus 
fed  the  5,000.  His  topic  was  "Little,  But  It 
Is  Enough."  Both  men  had  messages  from 
the  Lord  for  the  congregation.

RECORD  ENROLLMENT  AT 
SOUTHWESTERN  COLLEGE 
OF  CHRISTIAN  MINISTRIES 

The  largest  enrollment  since  Southwest- 
ern College  of  Christian  Ministries  moved 
to  its  Bethany  location  in  1981  was  admit- 
ted for  the  fall  semester.  The  Registrar's  of- 
fice reported  128  began  classes  last  week. 
The  college's  Full-time  Equivalency  or  FTE 
is  146  students.  The  record  enrollment  was 
set  in  both  the  number  of  individual  stu- 
dents and  the  FTE  for  a  particular  semester. 

"This  semester  enrollment  reflects  a  51% 
increase  over  the  fall  1990  semester.  Our 
student  body  represents  eighteen  different 
states  and  seven  foreign  countries,"  Mr. 
Damon  Burrows,  Director  of  Student  Re- 
cruitment reported.  President  Ronald 
Moore  stated,  "The  growth  is  tremendous; 
however,  we  are  facing  the  possibility  that 
more  campus  housing  will  need  to  be  con- 
structed earlier  than  we  anticipated.  We  are 
already  planning  and  anticipating  a  larger 
freshman  class  next  year."  Several  new  stu- 
dent retention  programs  have  been  initiated 
this  fall  to  assist  the  college  in  developing 
and  managing  its  enrollment. 

You  hear  it  frequently — "Southwestern  is 
serving  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church." 
The  fall  enrollment  reflects  the  college's 
commitment  to  the  church.  83%  of  the  dor- 
mitory students  are  Pentecostal  Holiness. 
77%  of  the  total  fall  '91  student  body  are 
Pentecostal  Holiness.  Other  Pentecostal 
churches  account  for  an  additional  20%  of 
the  total  student  population.  Dr.  Moore 
explained.

1893-1991 


Arthur  T.  Holland,  Sr.  was  born  May  20, 
1893,  in  Nash  County,  North  Carolina.  The 
proud  parents  of  this  fine  baby  boy  were 
James  and  Nannie  Lloyd  Holland.  Brother 
A.  T.  would  become  part  of  a  large  family 
of  four  boys  and  five  girls. 

As  time  passed  and  Brother  Holland  grew 
into  young  manhood,  he  met  and  married 
Pattie  Lee  Thome,  also  of  Nash  County.  To 
this  union  were  born  10  children,  5  boys 
and  5  girls.  One  is  deceased,  Millard  Avery 
Holland.  But  remaining  are:  Eva  Bell, 
Eloise,  Arthur  T.  Holland,  Jr.,  Doretha,  Wil- 
bur, Dorothy,  Bill,  Lynn  and  Gene.  This 
family  also  grew  to  include  21  grandchild- 
ren and  37  great-grandchildren. 

Brother  A.  T.  spent  most  of  his  life  work- 
ing in  and  around  Nash  County.  There  are 
many  homes  dotting  the  landscape  around 
Nashville  that  were  built  by  Brother  Hol- 
land during  his  later  working  years.  During 
the  early  part  of  A.  T.'s  life,  he  worked  a 
good  size  farm,  along  with  his  large  family.

The  Summer  Internship  Assistance  Program  has  been  de- 
signed to  place  students  in  a  local  church  ministry  situation 
within  the  churches  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  It  aims  to  provide  practical  benefits  to  the 
churches  and  ministries  where  they  serve,  as  well  as  practical 
experience  for  the  students  under  the  supervision  of  qualified 
leaders.  The  overall  aim  is  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom 
of  God,  with  emphasis  upon  the  evangelization  of  the  lost, 
the  growth  of  the  church,  and  the  spiritual  and  ministry 
growth  of  the  students. 

GOALS: 

A.  Goal  of  Evangelism 

To  make  evangelization  of  the  lost  a  priority  for  the  par- 
ticipants as  students  witness  the  Gospel  in  action  and 
encourage  others  to  do  likewise. 

B.  Goals  for  the  Conference 

1)  To  assist  churches  financially  who  sponsor  a  Summer 
Internship  Program.  A  grant  of  $400  is  given  to  those 
churches  who  operate  a  8-week  program.

3)  To  expose  the  church  to  a  new  consciousness  of  ministry 
ideas. 

4)  To  provide  opportunity  for  pastors  and  church  leaders 
to  help  shape  students'  theory  and  practice  of  ministry. 

D.  Goals  for  the  spiritual  and  ministry  growth  of  students 

1)  To  acquaint  students  with  the  practical  aspects  of 
ministry. 

2)  To  acquaint  the  student  with  the  practical  aspects  of 
a  "hands  on"  pastoral  ministry  in  general.

"That  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent ..." 


THE  ENGRAFTED  WORD 


James  states  in  James  1:21,  concerning  the 
Word  of  God,  "...  the  engrafted  word,  which  is 
able  to  save  your  souls."  James  is  directing  this 
statement  to  Christians.  Do  Christians  need  to 
have  their  souls  saved?  Indeed  they  do.  You  are 
probably  saying,  "Wait  a  minute!  I  thought  I  was 
saved!"  James  is  not  referring  to  being  born  again. 
He  is  not  talking  about  salvation  from  hell;  he 
is  talking  about  SALVATION  FROM  FAILURE 
AND  SALVATION  FOR  VICTORY!  The  battle- 
field is  the  mind.  James  was  saying,  "As  you  re- 
ceive the  engrafted  Word  of  God,"  it  is  able  to 
deliver  your  mind  from  the  impressions  of  the 
world  on  a  day-by-day  basis. 

Let's  talk  about  how  to  get  the  Word  of  God 
off  the  pages  and  into  your  heart  so  that  you  might 
learn  to  live  the  Christian  life  built  on  what  you 
KNOW  rather  than  what  you  FEEL.  James  1:21 
says  that  you  are  to  "RECEIVE"  the  Word.  This 
word  comes  from  the  Greek  word  decomi  which 
means  to  make  welcome.  You  are  to  welcome  the 
Word  of  God  into  your  life  with  meekness  as  you 
would  welcome  a  friend  into  your  home. 

You  must  receive  the  Word  of  God  with  a  re- 
pentant spirit.  In  verse  21,  James  uses  words  like 
"filthiness,"  "superfluity,"  and  "naughtiness." 
When  you  and  I  were  saved,  we  repented  of  our 
sin  and  gave  our  hearts  to  Christ,  but  is  there 
one  of  us  who  can  say  that  since  we  were  saved 
there  has  been  no  more  sin  in  our  lives?  If  you 
would  understand  the  Bible,  first  of  all  you  are 
going  to  have  to  deal  with  the  filthiness,  super- 
fluity, and  naughtiness. 

You  must  receive  the  Word  of  God  with  a  re- 
ceptive spirit.  James  says  to  "receive  with  meek- 
ness the  engrafted  word."  This  word  meekness 
carries  with  it  the  idea  of  brokenness.  When  you 
have  yielded  spirit,  a  teachable  spirit,  then  God 
will  teach  you  His  Word. 

You  must  welcome  the  Word  of  God  with  a  re- 
flective spirit.  Reading  James  1:22-25,  we  find  the 
Word  of  God  described  as  a  mirror.  Not  only  do 


you  read  the  Bible,  the  Bible  reads  you!  This  is 
why  so  many  people,  including  Christians,  do  not 
read  the  Bible.  We  are  not  to  look  into  the  Word 
with  a  casual  glance,  but  we  are  to  look  into  the 
Word  with  a  careful  gaze.  When  you  are  studying 
the  Word  of  God,  here  are  some  questions  you 
might  ask  as  you  reflect  on  a  particular  passage: 

1)  Is  there  a  promise  to  claim?  2)  Is  there  a  lesson 
to  learn?  3)  Is  there  a  blessing  to  enjoy?  4)  Is  there 
a  command  to  obey?  5)  Is  there  a  sin  to  avoid? 
6)  Is  there  a  new  thought  to  carry  with  me?  Also, 
remember  these  commands  when  trying  to  learn 
and  apply  the  Word  of  God:  1)  Read  it  through, 

2)  Think  it  clear,  3)  Write  it  down,  4)  Pray  it  in, 
5)  Live  it  out,  6)  Pass  it  on! 

Finally,  you  must  study  the  Word  of  God  with 
a  responsive  spirit.  James  urges  us  in  verse  22 
to  act  upon  the  Word,  not  simply  sit  in  admiration. 
This  is  the  bottom  line  -  YOU  MUST  RESPOND 
FAVORABLY  TO  WHAT  YOU  HAVE 
LEARNED  IN  THE  WORD  OF  GOD.  Remember 
that  impression  without  expression  leads  to  de- 
pression. If  you  get  truth  and  you  do  not  live  by 
that  truth —  it  is  going  to  have  negative  effect. 
You  will  never  know  God  by  simply  studying  the 
Bible;  you  will  only  know  God  as  you  obey  the 
Bible.

"Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren 
to  dwell  together  in  unity!  It  is  like  the  precious  ointment 
upon  the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the  beard,  even  Aaron's 
beard:  that  went  down  to  the  skirts  of  his  garments;  As 
the  dew  of  Hermon,  and  as  the  dew  that  descended  upon 
the  mountains  of  Zion:  for  there  the  Lord  commanded  the 
blessing,  even  life  for  evermore"  (Psalm  133). 

"I  therefore,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech  you  that 
ye  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye  are  called. 
With  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  longsuffering,  for- 
bearing one  another  in  love;  Endeavoring  to  keep  the  unity 
of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  There  is  one  body,  and 
one  Spirit,  even  as  ye  are  called  in  one  hope  of  your  calling; 
One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism.  One  God  and  Father 
of  all  who  is  above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  you  all" 
(Ephesians  4:1-6). 

"Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the  things  which  make 
for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another" 
(Romans  14:19). 

These  scriptures,  accompanied  by  many  others,  give  a 
sound  basis  for  relationship  in  the  Body  of  Christ.  We 
share  a  mutual  responsibility  to  properly  care  for  each 
member  of  the  household  of  faith.  Will  you  prayerfully 
look  with  me  at  some  important  facts? 

First,  members  of  the  body  should  love  one  another: 
"Love  one  another."  This  phrase  is  used  at  least  fifteen 
times  in  the  New  Testament.  It  is  vital  to  our  preservation 
and  the  extension  of  the  body. 

Please  note  1  Thessalonians  4:9,  "But  as  touching 
brotherly  love  ye  need  not  that  I  write  unto  you: 
for  ye  yourselves  are  taught  of  God  to  love  one  an- 
other." This  is  a  natural  outflow  of  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  in  us. 

In  Galatians  5:22  we  are  told  that  an  interesting  fruit 
of  the  Spirit  is  love.  This  kind  of  love  only  the  Holy  Spirit 
can  impart  to  us. 

Jesus  said  in  John  15:12,  "This  is  my  commandment, 
That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have  loved  you."  This 
is  love  which  exalts  another's  well-being  before  our  own. 
This  kind  of  love  makes  it  easier  to  commend  than  criticize. 
This  is  love  that  deals  a  deathblow  to  our  selfishness. 
Love  finds  ways  to  serve  even  in  self-denial.  The  Word 
tells  us,  "Jesus,  having  loved  his  own  loved  them 
to  the  end."  This  means  to  love  in  spite  of  the  inability 
of  the  object  of  our  love  to  receive  our  love.  This  means 
to  love  the  unlovely.  It  also  helps  us  to  love  those  who 
despitefully  use  us. 

Secondly,  members  in  this  body  should  care  one  for  an- 
other. The  church  should  be  one  big  happy  family.  I  am 


intrigued  and  challenged  by  the  descriptions  given  in  Acts 
4:32,  "And  the  multitude  of  them  that  be- 
lieved were  of  one  heart  and  of  one  soul:  neither 
said  any  of  them  that  ought  of  the  things  which  he 
possessed  was  his  own;  but  they  had  all  things; 
common." 

Little  church  courtesies  should  rate  high  on  our  prior- 
ities. It  enhances  our  effectiveness  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Thirdly,  members  of  the  faith  should  forgive  one  an- 
other. Just  as  we  cannot  enter  God's  kingdom  without 
forgiveness,  neither  can  we  remain  without  extending 
forgiveness. 

Hear  the  admonition!  Ephesians  4:32,  "And  be  ye  kind 
one  to  another,  tenderhearted,  forgiving  one  an- 
other, even  as  God  for  Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven 
you."  When  God  forgives,  fellowship  is  restored;  so  should 
it  be  with  us!  Let's  not  say  we  forgive  and  continue  to 
isolate  the  restored  brother  or  sister. 

Peter  asked  Jesus  should  he  forgive  his  brother  seveni 
times.  Jesus  said,  seventy  times  seven.  This  is  unlimited!! 
(Matthew  18:21,  22.) 

Members  should  also  restore  each  other.  We  all  like  the 
person  who  stumps  his  toe,  knocks  off  the  nail,  tumbles' 
heels  over  head  and  without  a  whine  gets  up  again,  grins 
and  bears  it,  and  goes  on  limping  on  his  way. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  times  when  life  knocks 
a  fellow  down  and  he  seems  to  have  no  strength  to  pick 
himself  up.  There  are  those  who  throw  stones  at  him,  kick 
him,  sit  down  on  him,  or  even  worse  yet,  manifest  in- 
difference or  say,  "He  got  what  he  deserves;  let  him  stay 
there." 

I  read  somewhere  that  there  never  was  a  man  who  did 
not  at  some  point  in  life  need  a  helping  hand.  I  whole- 
heartedly agree.  Please  listen  to  an  undying  mandate  re- 
corded in  Galatians  6:1,  "Brethren,  if  a  man  be  over- 
taken in  a  fault,  ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore  suchi 
an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness;  considering  thy- 
self, lest  thou  also  be  tempted." 

Again  verse  two  tells  us,  "Bear  ye  one  another's 
burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ." 

The  slandering  tongue  and  the  censoring  spirit  have 
always  been  a  curse  to  the  church  when  they  have  reared 
their  ugly  heads. 

In  conclusion:  There  are  so  many  other  things  I  could 
say:  WE  must  in  honor  prefer  one  another.  We  must  be 
without  respect  of  persons.  "Lord,  help  us  heed  the  Word," 
is  our  prayer! 

Will  you  join  me  now  in  seeking  the  Lord  for  His  fresh 

anointing  to  help  us  in  this  respect.  ^

THOMPSON  CHAPEL

If  there  is  anything  more  exciting  in  do- 
ng  the  Lord's  work  than  having  a  Ground 
jreaking — have  a  new  church  built  and 
completed  and  having  it  dedicated  to  the 
Lord,  it  has  to  be  when  the  day  comes  to 
lave  a  note  burning. 

Thompson  Chapel  has  been,  and  is,  and 
ivill  be,  a  blessed  church.  God  has  been,  and 
still  is  blessing  this  church. 

Our  church  began  as  a  mission  in  1939 
arganized  by  Brother  M.  D.  Freeman.  Those 
first  meetings  were  held  in  a  pack  house 
near  the  church.  After  this,  the  church  be- 
came a  regularly  organized  church  during 
the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Alvin  Bass.  A  small 
white  frame  church  served  the  congregation 
through  1955,  when  four  Sunday  school 
rooms  were  added.  In  1965,  a  vestibule,  stee- 
ple, and  brick  work  were  added,  as  were  new 
steps,  all  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  Al- 
bert Taylor. 

In  August,  1968,  Lynnette  Mosley  became 


pastor  along  with  her  husband,  Talmadge 
Mosley.  During  this  year,  a  fellowship  hall 
and  two  bathrooms  were  added.  In  1971, 
air-conditioning,  heating,  and  carpeting 
were  added.  A  small  country  church  God 
had  blessed  richly  until  it  was  full,  and  we 
saw  the  need  to  expand.  By  God's  leading, 
it  was  decided  by  the  pastor,  board,  and  con- 
gregation to  build  a  new  sanctuary.  Land 
for  the  new  sanctuary  was  purchased  from 
John  Thompson,  family  and  his  descend- 
ants.' The  church  bears  their  name. 

On  the  Sunday  morning  dedication,  Rev. 
J.  Doner  Lee,  Conference  Superintendent, 
officiated.  At  that  time,  our  officials  were: 
Mrs.  Dell  Carpenter,  trustee;  Louis  Partain, 
building  committee  chairman;  Mrs. 
Lynnette  Mosley,  pastor;  Talmadge  Mosley, 
church  trustee;  and  others  or  trustee  or 
building  committee — Don  Baker,  Harry 
Carpenter,  Sam  Winstead,  Bobby  Winstead 
and  Paul  Pridgen. 

The  new  sanctuary  is  beautiful.  The  build- 
ing is  92  by  87  feet,  with  the  capability  of 
seating  250-300  people.  Many  members  in 
the  church  donated  their  time  and  talents 
in  the  church.  Many  donations  through  the 
years,  pledges,  hard  work,  sacrifices  and 
much  love  have  put  this  building  together. 
It's  fully  carpeted  in  a  beautiful  royal  blue, 
fully  heated  and  air-conditioned,  with  a 
hanging  and  an  indirect  lighting  system, 
an  organ,  piano,  and  chimes  are  in  the 
furnishings. 

A  carport  is  available  in  the  rear  of  the 
facility  for  inclement  weather  and  a  12-foot 
walkway. 

Many  have  labored  and  many,  many 
have  been  blessed.  Our  pastor  now.  Rev. 
George  William  Weaver,  and  wife  Gladys 
have  been  such  a  blessing.  They  came  to 
us  sent  by  God  in  September,  1989.  Brother 
Weaver  has  painted  the  outside  and  inside. 
Every  time  we  go  in  the  church,  we  see  im- 
provements. Brother  Weaver  began  to  pro- 
mote our  taking  interest  and  getting  our 
note  paid  off,  and  the  congregation  began 


to  take  heart.  The  Lord  has  blessed  so,  that 
the  tithes  and  offerings  from  church 
members  and  new  members  have  been  on 
the  increase.  We  have  put  up  lights  in  our 
fellowship  hall,  ceiling  fan,  bought  a 
utility  building  and  now  have  plans  to  en- 
large our  fellowship  hall. 

God  is  blessing  so  richly,  people  are  get- 
ting saved,  sanctified,  and  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost.  And  new  members  are  coming 
in.  We  have  a  beautiful  music  ministry,  a 
lot  of  talent,  and  we  know  that  because  we 
are  obedient  and  have  a  pastor  that  still 
allows  God  to  have  His  way  in  a  service 
is  why  we  have  now  come  to  this,  another 
blessing. 

June  1991,  we  were  blessed  with  a  great 
revival  with  Brother  T.  E.  Long,  our  now 
Superintendent,  and  his  lovely  wife  Sylvia. 
Then  the  following  Sunday,  our  Homecom- 
ing, great  dinner,  great  message,  and  the 
"Oak  Grove  Boys"  sang  and  God  really 
blessed.  Then  we  had  a  special,  special  ser- 
vice: our  note  burning! 

Yes,  God  has  blessed  us  and  our  new  sanc- 
tuary is  paid  for.  Brother  Long  officiated 
this  service  with  Brother  Weaver  our  pastor. 
Our  board  came  forth  which  consisted  of: 
Effie  Lamm,  Don  Baker,  Buck  Holland, 
Dick  Page,  and  Marlin  Glover. 

And  some  board  members  from  our  ded- 
ication in  1973  were  present.  They  were:  Dell 
and  Harry  Carpenter  and  Bobby  Winstead 
and  the  pastors  when  the  new  sanctuary 
was  built,  Lynnette  and  Talmadge  Mosely. 

A  beautiful  service,  a  day  that  Brother 
Weaver  and  our  members  and  visitors  will 
never  forget.  And  all  our  glory  and  all  our 
praise  goes  to  only  One:

THE  SUCCESSFUL  PASTOR  i 

(Ephesians  4:7-11)  |  ,| 

By  Reverend  J.  Doner  Lee 

The  Bible  tells  us  that  in  the  body  of  Christ  there  are  those 
who  are  apostles,  some  prophets,  some  evangelists  and  some  i 
pastors  and  teachers.  All  have  their  individual  ministry. 

My  subject  is  "The  Successful  Pastor,"  or  I  would  like  to 
say  the  Successful  Minister. 

I.  The  successful  pastor  is  one  who  has  had  a  real  ex- 
perience with  God  in  conversion.  In  our  church  I 
would  add  a  real  experience  of  sanctification,  a  real  ex- 
perience with  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  with  the 
initial  evidence  of  speaking  in  other  tongues  as  the  Spirit 
gives  utterance.  For  if  a  minister  will  preach  the  Word, 
he  should  have  experienced  the  Word. 

II.  The  successful  pastor  is  called  of  God.  For  if  he  elects 
to  pastor  without  a  call,  his  ministry  will  continually 
be  in  jeopardy.  Satan's  floods  will  devour  him  by  dis- 
couragements, disappointments,  illusions,  the  wrath  of 
men,  and  loneliness.  But  if  he  is  called  of  God,  when 
Satan  comes  in  like  a  flood,  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  shall 
lift  up  a  standard  against  him  (Isaiah  59:19). 

III.  The  successful  pastor  is  commissioned  by  God.  In  Je- 
sus' great  commission  He  said:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and 
teach  all  nations  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Fa- 
ther, and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world"  (Matthew  28:19-20). 

IV.  The  successful  pastor  is  dedicated  to  his  call  and  com- 
mission. He  is  willing  to  burn  his  life  out  for  Christ 
and  his  church.  He  is  willing  to  die  for  the  cause  ...  He 
is  willing  to  live  for  the  same. 

a.  "There  are  some  things  worth  living  for."  Dur- 
ing the  Civil  War,  Abraham  Lincoln  was  in  desperate 
need  of  information  about  enemy  troop  movements. 
He  called  a  friend  to  ask  him  to  consider  becoming 
a  secret  agent.  As  the  two  men  visited  together  Lin- 
coln said:  "Jim,  how  much  do  you  love  your  country?" 
"I  reckon  I  would  die  for  her,"  said  Jim.  "I  can  find 
ten  thousand  men  who  are  willing  to  die  for  Amer- 
ica," replied  Lincoln.  "I  want  you  to  live  for  her." 

b.  A  few  years  ago  a  noted  American  wrote  an  essay 
with  the  title  "Things  Worth  Dying  For."  His  idea 
was  to  remind  us  of  those  values  held  sacred  by  most 
Americans.  The  list  included  usual  things:  God, 
Freedom,  The  Flag,  etc.  The  essay  had  an  im- 
portant theme  and  pointed  out  that:  All  too  often 
these  days  we  give  a  low  priority  to  ideals  our 
fathers  were  willing  to  die  for.  That's  a  matter 
which  needs  renewed  emphasis.  It's  so  easy  to 
let  precious  possessions  slip  away  and  not  miss  them 
until  they  are  gone — the  family  heirloom,  a  piece  of 
land,  furniture,  pictures,  or  an  inheritance  held  dear 
by  the  donor,  or  the  mantle  handed  down  to  you 
and  me  by  our  founding  fathers.  Will  Rogers  said: 
"A  lot  of  people  who  say  they  are  willing  to  die  for 
a  cause  ain't  willing  to  live  for  it." 

c.  We  hold  so  few  permanent  possessions.  Health  is 
always  subject  to  unexpected  diseases.  Family  circles 
can  be  broken  by  death,  and  wealth  can  be  eroded 
by  economic  conditions.  Only  a  few  things  can't  be 
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taken  away  from  us  unless  we  are  willing  to  give  them 
away.  Among  these  possessions  is  integrity,  that 
inner  sense  of  Tightness  which  comes  from  allegiance 
and  principle. 

d.  Robert  E.  Lee  was  asked  once  to  lend  his  name  to  a 
highly  lucrative  scheme  but  one  of  questionable  ethics. 
He  is  reported  to  have  said,  "I  lost  everything  in  the 
war  except  my  name,  and  that  is  not  for  sale.  If  I  lose 
that  I  have  nothing."  The  successful  pastor  has  a  good 
name.  Personal  integrity  is  worth  living  for.  When  that 
is  lost,  nothing  else  retained  really  matters. 

.  The  successful  pastor  loves  his  work— and  works  his 
love. 

a.  He  looks  forward  toward  morning  so  he  can  get  out 
among  his  sheep.  Some  healthy,  some  sick,  some 
wealthy,  some  poor,  but  all  in  need  of  a  tender  shep- 
herd's love  and  care. 

Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  good  shepherd:  The  good  shep- 
herd giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep"  (John  10:11).  "But 
he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the 
sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth;  and  the  sheep  hear 
his  voice:  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name  .  .  .  And 
when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before 
them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him:  for  they  know  his 
voice  (John  10:2-4).  The  last  words  and  commission 
by  Jesus  to  Simon  Peter  were:  "Feed  my  sheep." 

b.  The  successful  pastor— works. 

Success  does  not  come  through  education — though 
helpful,  success  does  not  come  through  acquaintance, 
or  influence  of  others — though  beneficial. 

Success  does  not  come  through  finance,  though  need- 
ful. Success  comes  through  dedication,  prayers  and 
hard  work. 

c.  The  successful  pastor  is  always  found  at  his  post 
of  duty. 

It  is  impossible  to  pastor  your  fellow  minister's 
church,  and  accomplish  much  at  home.  It  is  impossible 
to  be  on  the  road — eatings  and  gathering  "hearsay" 
gossip  and  be  able  to  feed  your  sheep  the  sincere  milk 
of  the  Word  with  a  compassionate  heart.  It  is  impossible 
to  be  a  successful  pastor  without  a  feeling  of  personal 
love  and  responsibility  to  your  people. 

II.  The  successful  pastor  is  a  watchman. 

a.  On  February  4,  1980,  Dr.  George  Sweeting  opened 
Moody  Bible  Institute's  Annual  Founders  Week  with 
a  keynote  address.  He  said:  "My  theme  for  Founders 
Week  1980  is  the  theme  of  world  evangelization  in  the 
1980s.  Ninety-four  years  ago  Mr.  Moody,  along  with 
his  associates,  adopted  a  very  simple  motto.  That  motto 
was  "Our  supreme  task  is  world  evangelization 
in  this  generation."  Nothing  was  more  important 
in  their  thinking  than  world  evangelization.  It  also 
specified  a  specific  time  frame.  Their  Genera- 
tion—during their  lifetime.  It  is  a  sobering  fact  that 
we  are  always  only  one  generation  away  from 
the  eclipse  of  the  Christian  faith.  Dr.  George  Sweet- 
ing said  a  grandson  of  one  of  the  presidents  of  Moody 
^  Bible  Institute  wrote  to  him  about  his  roots.  He  wanted 
m  to  find  out  something  of  his  grandfather.  Today  it  ap- 
pears that  few  if  any  of  his  grandchildren  are  followers 
of  Christ.  As  I  read  this  I  realized  it  only  takes  one 
generation  to  end  a  Christian  heritage.  God  forbid 
that  anyone  here  should  be  the  last  link  in  the 
family  chain  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church, 
to  pass  on  the  glorious  gospel  of  Holiness. 


When  you  and  I  assumed  the  responsibility  of  shep- 
herding this  great  church,  there  was  a  charge  and  com- 
mission given  to  each  by  our  Bishop.  We  were  asked 
if  we  believed  in  the  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church,  namely:  regeneration,  sanc- 
tification,  baptism  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  divine  healing, 
and  the  second  coming  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  We  were  asked  if  we  believed  in  the  Articles 
of  Faith  and  if  we  would  teach  and  preach  them.  What 
was  your  answer?  My  answer  was  "yes."  The  success- 
ful Pentecostal  Holiness  pastor  preaches  the  Word,  and 
lives  up  to  his  pledge. 

In  a  recent  meeting  where  I  was  preaching,  I  men- 
tioned that  there  were  those  in  our  churches  who  did 
not  know  what  our  church  believes  and  teaches.  After 
the  service  a  young  ministerial  student  attending  one 
of  our  schools  came  to  me  and  said:  "Brother  Lee,  I 
am  one  of  those.  Even  though  reared  in  the  church, 
I  have  never  had  it  really  explained."  How  near  are 
we  to  that  generation  that  is  lost  in  the  haze  of  con- 
fusion? And,  "Oh  God!  Help  me,  as  pastor  of  Your 
sheep,  not  to  be  the  one  responsible  for  or  to  be  that 
last  link." 

b.  In  Ezekiel  3:17  I  read,  "Son  of  man,  I  have  made  thee 
a  watchman" — literally,  I  have  appointed  you  a  watch- 
man. What  does  a  watchman  do?  A  watchman 
watches,  a  watchman  warns,  and  a  watchman 
works. 

A  watchman  is  to  watch — but  more  than  that:  He 
is  to  feed.  He  is  to  feed  his  people  the  Word  of  God. 
We  are  to  feed,  but  we  are  also  to  warn.  A  watch  dog 
that  will  not  bark  is  worthless.  A  watchman  who  will 
not  warn  is  worthless. 

May  God  help  us  to  watch;  may  God  help  us  to  work; 
may  God  help  us  to  warn.  May  God  help  us  to  live 
in  the  light  of  the  night  that  prevails. 

c.  The  successful  pastor  is  he  who  takes  what  he  has, 
and  with  God's  help,  builds  it  into  what  he  desires. 
He  is  one  who  is  not  always  demanding — but  so  lives 
and  labors  that  his  services  are  always  in  demand. 

VII.  The  successful  pastor  is  the  pastor  of  a  "Super 
Church" 

a.  The  word  super  has  various  definitions. 

Webster  says:  "It  is  a  removable  upper  story  of  a 
beehive — ?? — very  large — or  powerful.  Higher  in  quan- 
tity, quality — constituting  a  more  inclusive  category 
than  that  specified."  Going  the  extra  mile.  Superior 
in  status  —  title  —  or  position. 

b.  The  successful  pastor  is  of  a  superior  status. 

Webster  says:  "Status  is  'the  condition'  of  a  person 
in  the  eyes  of  the  law." 

The  successful  pastor  has  a  AAA  status  in  the  eyes 
of  the  law  of  God.  His  title  is  unquestionable:  He  is 
a  Pentecostal  Holiness  Preacher. 

His  position  is  clear:  He  stands  on  the  authoritative 
Word  of  God.  He  holds  his  banner  of  Holiness  high 
with  pride.

"Mrs.  Jean,  are  we  going  to  work  on  our  achieve- 
ment goals  tonight?"  Allison  asked  brusquely  on 
the  way  into  the  Alpha  GEMS  class.  She  took 
one  look  at  my  face,  paused  and  then  moved  away. 
I  heard  her  whisper  to  the  other  girls,  "She's  cry- 
ing, I  never  saw  a  GEMS  sponsor  cry  before." 

To  have  fluctuating  emotions  was  one  thing  but 
to  be  transparent  in  front  of  all  those  girls  was 
unforgivable  .  .  .  especially  to  one's  self.  Even  to 
myself  I  couldn't  say  why  the  tears  had  come. 
It  was  perhaps  my  "nervy"  response  to  accum- 
ulated stress. 

Weeks  after  I  cried  in  the  GEMS  class  the  Lord 
nudged  me  with  this  thought.

Jesus  Christ,  Himself,  encouraged  us  to 
"PRAY"  (Matthew  9:37,  38). "The  Harvest 
truly  is  plenteous  but  the  laborers  are  few. 
Pray  ye  therefore  the  "Lord"  of  the  harvest, 
that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into  the 
harvest." 

This  has  been  the  prayer  of  Woodland  Av- 
enue Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  for  many 
years.  Consequently,  our  Lord  proved,  once 
again,  that  when  any  people  get  together 
and  pray  in  accordance  with  God's  will, 
nothing,  absolutely  nothing,  can  keep  it 
from  coming  to  pass.  We  are  evidence  of 
this  great  fact.  TO  GOD  BE  THE 
GLORY! 

In  the  past  two  years,  we  have  seen  God 
save  44  souls,  of  that  number  30  were  bap- 
tized. Our  attendance  increased  so  much 
that  our  building  and  parking  were  taxed 
to  the  limit.  It  became  obvious  why  God, 
years  before,  had  given  a  vision  for  a  larger 
building  with  ample  parking.  If  we,  as  a 
church,  were  going  to  fulfill  the  calling  of 
the  Great  Commission,  it  was  time  to  take 
a  step  of  faith  toward  that  vision. 

The  whole  picture  appeared  tremendous, 
but  like  building  blocks,  we  approached 
each  task  and  obstacle,  one  by  one,  in  much 
prayer. 

The  first  obstacle  was  to  find  land  suit- 
able for  the  Lord's  church,  not  only  for  now, 
but  with  the  future  in  mind.  This  proved 
to  be  a  difficult  task.  Land  in  Sanford, 
North  Carolina  is  not  easy  to  come  by.  It 
is  either  bought  up  by  commercial  enter- 
prises or  in  the  possession  of  long  standing 
families.  No  real  estate  company  had  any 
listings  that  we  felt  were  in  the  will  of  the 
Lord.  So,  we  prayed,  watched,  and  waited 
for  the  leading  of  the  Lord. 

Then  one  day  Pastor  Jim  and  Board  Mem- 
ber Doyle  Sowder  were  driving  on  the  East 
side  of  town.  While  passing  a  soybean

field,  the  Lord  seemed  to  say,  "This  is  the 
place."  Immediately,  they  sought  out  the 
man  who  appeared  to  hold  ownership.  Our 
hope  sank  a  little  that  day  as  he  told  us 
the  field  was  not  for  sale.  But  our  faith  never 
waivered.  Somewhere  in  Sanford  was  land 
that  the  Lord  had  chosen  for  His  church, 
and  one  thing  had  become  clear,  it  would 
be  on  the  East  side  of  town.  In  fact,  the 
direction  of  the  Lord  became  so  clear  it  led 
us  to  search  the  county  tax  records  of  all 
who  owned  sufficient  acreage  on  the  East 
side  of  town,  that  was  suitable  for  a  growing 
church  body. 

After  accumulating  a  list  of  prospective 
land  owners,  a  letter  was  sent,  complete 
with  postpaid  card,  asking  if  they  might 
consider  selling  four  to  five  acres,  for  the 
Lord's  work.  Days  passed.  As  the  cards 
trickled  back  in,  they  all  seemed  to  have 
one  thing  in  common:  a  negative  response. 
But,  then  the  big  day  came  when  a  card 
arrived  with  a  positive  response.  Anxiously 
we  began  to  search  the  tax  maps  for  this 
parcel  of  land.  It  was  not  surprising  that 
this  land  seemed  to  be  close  to  the  parcel 
our  pastor  and  board  member  had  looked 
at  months  before.  However,  the  map  was 
not  clear,  so  we  called  the  owner  and  asked 
her  to  meet  us  in  front  of  the  lot.  One  can 
only  imagine  our  surprise  and  utter  amaze- 
ment when  we  all  met  in  front  of  the  very 
soybean  field  that  the  Lord  had  shown  us 
months  before.  At  first,  we  thought  it  must 
be  a  mistake,  but  we  found  out  that  the  man 
that  claimed  ownership  was  not  the  owner, 
but  a  relative  of  the  owner.  All  we  could 
say  was  "Praise  be  to  God."  The  vision  had 
now  started  to  come  to  pass. 

The  next  obstacle  was  selling  our  present 
church  facility.  The  market  had  been 
flooded  with  church  properties  for  years. 
This  we  thought  would  be  a  major  obstacle. 
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Pastor  Jim  Skinner 

However,  all  things  major  with  man  are 
only  trivial  with  God.  The  church  property 
sold  within  seven  days  after  it  was  placed 
on  the  market.  This  was  a  phenomenal  mir- 
acle, considering  those  same  church  prop- 
erties that  were  on  the  market  then  are  still 
on  the  market  today.  God  always  makes  the 
way! 

Now  with  the  vision  well  on  its  way  to 
becoming  reality,  God's  provisions  came 
pouring  in.  A  well  known  Doctor  in  Sanford 
provided  a  place  of  worship  for  us  until  our 
building  was  completed.  A  major  brick  com- 
pany donated  all  the  bricks  for  our  building. 
Contributions  came  in  from  places  and  peo- 
ple we  did  not  even  know.  God  sent  the  right 
people  at  the  right  time  throughout  the  en- 
tire construction. 

Our  old  saints  picked  up  trash,  lent  a 
hand  where  they  could,  with  a  determina- 
tion to  see  the  building  finished.  Some,  per- 
plexed and  tried  at  times,  but  with  hearts 
to  "Go  Forth,"  stayed  the  course,  because 
we  believe  the  "Lord"  had  given  us  the 
go  forth.  We  have  seen  part  of  our  vision 
come  to  pass.  The  place  and  the  building 
are  now  a  reality, and  the  old  Woodland  Av- 
enue Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  a  tested 
stone,  has  now  become  a  precious  corner- 
stone for  the  new  Eastside  Pentecostal  Ho- 
liness Church. 

We  know  the  future  is  glorious  because 
God  has  sent  us  into  the  harvest.  God  is 
saving  the  lost  and  blessing  His  work  with 
harvesters. 

This  is  the  other  part  of  our  vision  —  To 
win  the  lost,  to  go  out  and  compel  them  to 
come  in,  that  His  house  might  be  full.  To 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  we  give  all  the 
credit,  and  to  Him  be  all  Glory,  Honor, 
and  Praise  forever.

"GO"  OFFERING 

The  present  Conference  "GO"  Offering 
(Global  Outreach  Offering)  stands  at 
$80,359.38.  This  is  the  amount  received 
as  of  August  31,  1991.  This  is  a  28%  in- 
crease over  last  year's  offering.  Last  year 
the  offering  was  $62,613.70.  We  praise  the 
Lord  for  the  good  increase.  Of  all  the  dis- 
tricts, the  Raleigh  District  leads  the  way 
with  the  greatest  percentage  increase 
and  the  highest  total  amount.  In  1990 
the  district  turned  in  $16,920.89.  Thus  far 
this  year  the  amount  is  $25,322.86.  The 
I  increase  is  50%  over  last  year.  Praise  the 
Lord!  Commendations  are  in  order  to  Dis- 
trict Director  Ray  Ward  and  the  pastors 
and  churches  of  the  Raleigh  District  for 
leading  the  way. 

Thus  far,  six  of  the  eight  districts  have 
met  their  goals  for  1991 .  The  average  goal 
was  10%  over  the  1990  giving.  One  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  churches  have  sent 
in  "GO"  Offerings.  There  are  thirty-four 
yet  to  report.  Our  goal  is  to  have  at  least 
90%  of  the  churches  participating. 

Twelve  churches  had  at  least  a  $500.00 
increase.  Their  total  increase  was 
$13,866.03.  They  were:  Benson,  Kinston 
First,  Bethel,  Clayton,  New  Bern  First, 
Whitley,  Hope  Mills,  Mount  Carmel,  Shil- 
oh  (RD),  Living  Faith,  Clinton,  and 
Northwood  Temple.  Forty-eight 
churches  had  at  least  a  $100.00  increase. 
Their  total  increase  was  $20,278.68. 

CELEBRATION  CENTRE 
SPECIAL  OFFERING 

Missionary  Kit  Teasdale  has  been  rais- 
ing money  in  the  Conference  to  build  a 
church  building  for  the  Celebration  Cen- 
tre Church  in  Durban,  South  Africa. 
Brother  Teasdale  spoke  briefly  at  the 
World  Evangelism  Emphasis  Service 
during  Camp  Meeting.  The  special  offer- 
ing received  that  night  went  for  this  pro- 
ject. Presently  some  over  $5,000.00  has 
been  received  at  the  Conference  office  for 
this  worthwhile  project. 

Brother  Teasdale  would  like  to  raise  as 
much  as  possible  for  this  special  building 
project.  Several  of  the  conferences  have 
helped  vAth  the  project.  I  am  praying  for 
at  least  $10,000.00  to  come  from  within 
the  NC  Conference.  Any  offerings  re- 
ceived should  be  sent  through  the  regular 
channels  —  local  church.  Conference, 
General  Church.  The  money  should  be 
designated  as  Celebration  Centre,  Dur- 
ban, South  Africa. 

YEAR  TO-DATE  COMPARISONS 

As  of  August  31,  1991  the  total  World 
Missions  giving  in  the  Conference  was 
at  $294,592.40.  This  is  an  8%  increase 
over  the  same  time  period  last  year.  We 


are  right  on  target  of  another  miraculous 
year  and  of  reaching  our  goal  of 
$450,000.00.  Our  People  to  People  contri- 
butions are  up  a  sizable  30%  over  last 
year.  Thus  far  we  have  received  a  total 
of  $13,905.03. 

SPECIAL  NOTE:  Several  churches  and 
individuals  are  still  sending  their  Peo- 
ple to  People  directly  to  Oklahoma 
City.  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  properly 
credit  the  churches  with  these  contri- 
butions in  Conference  reports  unless 
they  come  through  our  office.  This 
would  be  true  for  any  offerings  that 
are  mailed  directly  to  Oklahoma  City. 

SAM/SOW  DEPARTMENT 

There  were  279  young  people  involved 
in  SAM  this  past  summer  —  24  teams 
in  13  countries.  There  were  139  young 
people  involved  in  the  United  States  that 
went  out  from  the  local  churches  to  do 
drama,  mime,  work  teams,  and  street 
preaching.

BUILDING  CHRISTLIKENESS  IN  JUNIORS

For  more  than  18  years  now  I  have  been 
directly  involved  with  Christian  Education 
in  the  Local  Church. 

One  of  the  many  concerns  I  have,  as  a  CE 
Director,  is  that  those  we  teach  the  Word  be 
touched  by  the  Word.  It  is  not  enough  to  know 
about  Christ,  but  to  "know  Him  in  the  power 
of  His  resurrection"  (Philippians  3:10).  The 
best  time  to  establish  the  Kingdom  of  God 
—  Righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy 
Ghost  —  in  the  heart  of  a  person  is  during 
childhood.  While  the  heart  is  pliable,  work- 
able, and  full  of  youth,  not  bound  by  cares 
of  this  life.  Solomon  wrote  in  Ecclesiastes 
12:1,  to  know  the  Lord  before  cares  and  world- 
liness  corrupt  the  life.  Luke  records  in  2:40, 
that  Jesus,  as  a  child,  grew  strong  physically, 
and  grew  strong  spiritually,  spending  time 
to  fill  His  heart  and  mind  with  the  study  of 
the  Law.  Although  He  was  the  Son  of  God, 
He  as  very  human  as  well.  Remember,  there 
is  no  record  of  Jesus'  ever  using  His  Divine 
Nature  to  shortcut  His  earthly  development. 
Then  at  the  age  of  12,  Jesus  was  ready  to 
face  anyone!  Jesus  is  the  perfect  example  in 
this  world  for  the  world  to  come,  for  all  ages 
whether  4  or  104. 


Becoming  Christlike  can  only  happen 
when  one  experiences  the  Living  Christ.  To 
know  Christ  is  to  know  His  Word.  Christlike- 
ness  is  achieved  when  one  learns  to  apply 
the  Bible  to  a  lifestyle.  This  involves  a  sys- 
tematic study  of  the  Word  of  God  with  Bible- 
based  methods  and  programs. 

The  North  Carolina  Christian  Education 
Department  has  such  a  program  that  min- 
isters and  promotes  Christlikeness  in  chil- 
dren-JUNIOR  BIBLE  QUIZ.

One  of  the  people  is  the  Reverend  W.  Eddie  Morris, 
evangelist,  pastor,  conference  and  denominational  leader  who  super- 
intended this  conference  for  24  years.  This  is  Brother  Morris'  first 
Christmas  in  heaven.

WHERE  IS  HE  .  .  .  THIS  KING  OF  THE  JEWS 

Text;  Matthew  1:1-10 

Some  1954  years  ago  the  Magi  made  their  way  from  Persia  to  Jer- 
usalem to  inquire,  "Where  is  he  who  is  born  King  of  the  Jews?"  Two 
millenniums  have  passed  since  that  memorable  day  and  men  are 
still  asking  the  same  question,  "Where  is  he?" 

They  Sought  Him  in  Civil  Government 

These  wise  men  went  to  the  head  of  State,  King  Herod,  and  sought 
the  Christ  Child,  but  they  found  Him  not.  Would  they  find  Him  in 
our  own  government?  Let  us  look  in  the  legislative  halls.  What  can 
we  find?  Politics,  yes,  conniving,  yes,  but  how  about  the  Christ  Child? 
The  question  arises  again:  "Where  is  the  Christ  of  Christmas?" 

Legislation  to  allow  alcohol  to  flow  to  the  extent  that  every  Amer- 
ican could  have  two  gallons  per  person.  Advertising  both  by  radio 
and  television  of  beers,  wines,  liquors  to  the  filling  of  every  child's 
mind  and  heart  who  dares  to  be  entertained  by  them!  But  why  can't 
we  find  the  Christ  Child  in  the  law  of  prevention,  or  in  admonished 
restraint?  Where  is  He? 

They  Sought  Him  in  Religious  Government 

Herod  called  the  scribes  and  priests  and  inquired  of  them  as  to 
where  Christ  was  to  be  born.  They  said,  "In  Bethlehem  of  Judea 
for  thus  is  written  by  the  prophet."  They  could  tell  others  but  did 
not  seek  for  themselves. 

Is  not  the  same  true  today?  In  many  instances  the  minister  may 
talk  about  the  Christ  Child,  they  may  talk  about  the  Bethlehem  Stall, 
but  how  much  do  they  know  about  the  virgin  birth?  Do  they  believe 
it  or  is  it  not  a  fact  they  plant  doubt  in  the  hearts  of  the  hearer 
and  cause  men  to  lose  their  way?  They  cast  clouds  over  the  sky  and 
let  the  real  star  be  hidden  until  humanity  is  now  groping,  hardly 
knowing  in  what  direction  to  turn.  The  cries  are  being  heard  "Where 
is  he  who  is  born  King  of  the  Jews?" 

The  wares  of  Santa  obscure  the  "Child  from  heaven";  the  shim- 
mering lights  bespeak  of  commercialism  more  than  the  fulfillment 
of  the  prophesy  of  the  "Light  to  the  Gentiles." 

The  Wise  Men  Saw  His  Star 

When  the  wise  men  left  the  lights  of  the  city;  when  they  left  the 
king  with  his  pomp  and  pride;  when  they  left  the  priest  and  his  cer- 
emony, then  they  could  say:  "We  have  seen  his  star." 

I  personally  believe  we  should  join  in  the  festivities  of  Christmas 
time  in  a  reasonable  way;  I  believe  we  shouldn't  try  to  deprive  our 


children  of  those  things  that  make  for  joy  and  gladness  during  th 
Yuletide  season,  but  let  us  be  careful  not  to  let  festivity,  pomp,  an( 
the  temporal,  obscure  the  One  it  should  represent,  and  let  the  bright 
ness  of  the  lights  of  Christmas  bring  us  to  the  Star  of  Bethlehem

BIZZELL  GROVE 
BLESSED  OF  THE  LORD 

In  the  last  recent  months,  our  blessings  at 
Bizzell  Grove  PH  Church  (Goldsboro  District) 
have  been  many. 

It  was  in  early  1990  that  an  adult  prayer 
clinic  was  organized  under  the  leadership  of 
a  former  pastor,  the  Rev.  Vance  Harrell.  From 
this  prayer  clinic  which  involves  60  adults, 
making  up  7  groups  with  7  spiritual  leaders, 
God  began  to  minister  to  our  church.  People 
began  to  embrace  each  other  in  "prayer"  for 
the  church,  home,  and  community.  There  have 
been  great  results  received  in  answer  to  prayer 
by  the  adults. 

As  our  young  people  learned  and  saw  what 
effect  the  adult  prayer  clinic  was  having,  they 
began  to  inquire  of  them  about  having  their 
own  clinic.  Therefore,  this  spring  (1990)  under 
the  leadership  of  the  present  pastor.  Rev.  Lai- 
leon  Narron,  a  prayer  clinic  involving  46 
'young  people  was  organized.  There  are  4 
groups  with  4  prayer  leaders.  A  special  booklet 
was  printed  for  each  of  them.  These  young  peo- 
ple have  become  the  spiritual  life  of  the  local 
(their)  church.  They  have  become  prayer  war- 
riors for  each  other  as  well  as  for  requests 
which  come  to  them  from  neighbors  and 
friends.  One  young  person  asked  the  director 
"Would  God  hear  a  sinner's  prayer?"  From  this 
question  the  youth  began  to  search  their  hearts 
and  many  of  them  have  become  Christians  be- 
cause of  it. 

These  precious  youth  have  seen  God  put  bro- 
ken homes  back  together,  friends  saved  and 
more  faithful  attendance  in  church  worship, 
and  are  ministering  their  many  talents  in  the 
services.  From  their  prayers  a  sixteen-year-old 
boy  who  was  hurt  in  an  accident,  who  had 
brain  damage,  etc.  was  healed  within  three 
weeks  and  was  back  on  his  job.  Another  youth 
outside  the  church  was  prayed  for  who  re- 
vealed that  he  considered  taking  his  life.  He 
was  touched  by  the  Lord  and  is  now  back  with 
his  family  and  works  on  his  job  as  manager. 
It  all  goes  to  prove  that  dedicated  young  people 
who  pray  will  see  results. 

In  last  July  these  young  people  were  so  in 


tune  with  the  Lord  during  Bible  School,  that 
more  than  one  night  they  chose  to  study  the 
Word  rather  than  eat  refreshments.  Bizzell 
Grove  had  a  Bible  School  Revival.  Even  the 
adult  class  averaged  some  23  students  each 
night.  This  class  also  had  revival  and  we  can 
say  it  was  the  best  Bible  School  within  the 
church  ever. 

The  church  fall  revival  was  a  great  success 
also.  Rev.  Kenneth  Dixon  from  New  Bern  was 
the  speaker  and,  as  always.  Rev.  Dixon  min- 
istered to  us  with  the  anointing  of  the  Lord. 
Old-fashioned  preaching  on  sanctification 
was  received  graciously.  It  was  our  young  peo- 
ple who  were  the  first  ones  to  reach  out  for 
a  deeper  experience  with  God. 

We  the  Bizzell  Grove  Church  look  back  over 
these  last  months  of  spiritual  growth  and  find 
our  progress  has  come  to  us  because  we 
humbled  ourselves  in  prayer  and  seeking  the 
Lord. 

God  is  still  pouring  out  His  blessings  on  us 
in  many  ways.  He  has  blessed  us  spiritually 
but  in  the  mist  of  receiving  it,  He  also  has 
poured  out  His  purpose  for  building  His  king- 
dom further  by  helping  the  church  to  purchase 
twenty  acres  of  land  surrounding  the  present 
property  for  future  advancement  of  the  church. 

We  are  looking  for  His  coming,  but  until  He 
comes  for  us  we  shall  try  to  keep  serving  Him 
in  holiness.

APPRECIATION  DAY 

Trinity  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
Dunn,  North  Carolina  held  Pastor  Apprecia- 
tion Day  on  Sunday,  September  22,  199L  Rev. 
Hill  C.  Teachey,  Jr.  was  surprised  by  a  "THIS 
IS  YOUR  LIFE"  presentation  and  covered- 
dish  luncheon  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  after- 
wards. Rev.  Teachey's  entire  family  was  pre- 
sent— wife  Marjorie,  son  Hill,  III  and 
daughter-in-law  Jean,  daughters  Patsy  Kimel 
and  Lisa  Williford  and  son-in-law  William  Wil- 


liford  and  grandsons  David  and  Thomas. 

One  by  one,  people  that  have  had  a  signif- 
icant influence  on  the  life  of  Rev.  Teachey  or 
that  he  has  had  an  influence  on  came  forward 
to  honor  him.

Deacon  and  Assistant  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent W.  R.  Moore  from  Rev.  Teachey's 
current  church  Trinity  in  Dunn  came  forward 
next  to  recognize  him.  Deacon  Moore  told  of 
how  much  has  been  accomplished  at  this 
church  since  the  Teacheys'  arriving  in  June 
of  1986.  The  Church  has  added  a  beautiful  new 
Fellowship  Hall,  which  was  dedicated  last 
year.  There  is  great  love  and  admiration  for 
Rev.  Teachey  and  his  entire  family  by  his 
"Church  Family"  at  Trinity.

Please  note 
that  they  had  seen  Him  perform  miracles  and 
they  had  heard  Him  preach  and  teach  with 
a  power  that  astonished  His  hearers,  but  they 
did  not  ask  Him  to  teach  them  about  miracles, 
nor  preaching  nor  teaching  with  power.  They 


asked  Him  to  teach  them  to  pray.  We  all  wai 
to  know  about  a  lot  of  things.  We  would  ai 
Him  to  teach  us: 

How  to  preach, 

How  to  win  the  lost, 

How  to  plant  a  church, 

How  to  teach  Sunday  School, 

How  to  sing, 

How  to  organize  a  church, 

How  to  make  a  church  grow. 

How  to  administrate  a  church, 

How  to  receive  the  Holy  Ghost, 

How  to  speak  in  tongues. 

How  to  lead  a  Conference, 

How  to  study  the  Bible, 

How  to  praise. 

How  to  worship, 

How  to  manage  our  budget. 
Or  a  million  other  things  that  we  deem  ver 
important.  But  the  disciples  asked,  "Lore 
teach  us  to  pray."  They  did  not  ask  Him  t 
teach  them  "how"  to  pray,  but  "to"  pray. 

Praying  is  not  to  be  taught  "how  to,"  fo 
one  can  only  learn  how  to  pray  by  actuall 
praying.  It  is  essential  then,  that  we  learn  "to 
pray. 

I  do  not  know  how  much  praying  anyon 
does  except  myself,  but  I  am  sure  that  mos 
of  us  do  not  pray  enough  because  we  see  sue], 
a  tremendous  lack  of  interest  in  prayer  thes' 
days.  It's  what  we  do  when  we  don't  know  wha 
else  to  do,  and  this  is  not  the  way  it  shoulc" 
be. 

This  year  I  want  to  call  us  back  to  somi 
old  prayer  habits  and  challenge  every  paste; 
and  congregation  to  learn  "To  Pray."  Then, 
are  Five  of  them  and  we  will  base  them  or 
Scripture. 

1.  (Matthew  6:6)  "But  thou,  when  thou  pray' 
est,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when  thoi' 
hast  shut  the  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  whici 
is  in  secret:  and  thy  Father  which  seeth  ir 
secret  shall  reward  thee  openly." 

We   are  asking  every   person   in  oui 
churches  to  designate  a  special  place  in  hi 
house  to  be  his  prayer  closet  to  which  h(' 
retreats. 

2.  (Acts  3:1)  "Now  Peter  and  John  went  up 
together  into  the  temple  at  the  hour 
prayer,  being  the  ninth  hour."

1992-THE  YEAROF 
CARING  AND  KEEPING 

The  theme  chosen  for  the  Evangelism  De- 
partment ministries  for  1992  is  "The  Year  of 
Caring  and  Keeping."  Our  motto  is  "We  have 
not  because  we  ask  not!  We  ask  not  because 
we  care  not!"  Our  purpose  is  that  through  min- 
istries that  care  we  may  reach  and  keep  more 
men  and  women  for  the  Lord. 

The  scriptures  that  form  the  foundation  for 
the  year's  ministries  are  found  in  Ezekiel  36:37- 
38.  "Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  I  will  yet  for 
this  be  inquired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to 
do  it  for  them;  I  will  increase  them  with  men 
like  a  flock.  As  the  holy  flock,  so  shall  the  waste 
cities  be  filled  with  the  flocks  of  men:  and  they 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord." 

The  Lord  has  promised  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  souls  won.  He  has  indicated  that 


waste  cities  shall  be  filled.  We  are  taking  this 
to  mean  that  the  influence  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  witness  will  be  felt  in  desolate  places 
of  sin.  It  is  our  prayer  and  hope  that  new 
churches  will  rise  up  in  those  areas  where  they 
are  needed  most. 

The  increases  are  promised  in  the  context 
of  a  flock.  They  will  not  be  individuals  that 
will  be  left  alone  to  wander  and  die  but  will 
be  nurtured  and  cared  for  as  in  a  flock.  It  is 
not  enough  to  win  individuals  to  Christ;  they 
must  be  bonded  and  infolded  into  the  Body. 

In  context  of  the  scriptures  given,  the  Lord 
has  indicated  the  flock  will  be  a  distinctive 
flock— a  holy  flock.  Our  efforts  in  the  new  year 
will  not  only  be  to  reach  the  lost  but  to  help 
those  won  to  begin  the  road  to  full  Christian 
maturity  and  discipleship.  Such  maturity  in- 
volves being  distinct  from  the  world. 

We  cannot  leave  these  scriptures  without 
noting  that  the  Lord  says  He  will  accomplish 
these  things.  Evangelism  and  discipleship  can 
only  occur  as  the  Lord  works.  It  was  Jesus 
who  said,  "I  will  build  my  church."  Note  also 
He  has  said  here  in  Ezekiel,  that  in  order  for 
these  blessings  to  be  a  reality — He  will  be  in- 
quired of.  In  other  words  His  people  will  have 
to  pray.  Remember  also  the  Lord's  words  in 
Matthew  9:37-38:  "Thus  saith  he  unto  his  dis- 
ciples. The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the 
laborers  are  few;  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  the  harvest."

WORLD  MISSIONS 
EMPHASIS  IN  THE 
NC  CONFERENCE 

In  the  annual  Conference  World  Missions 
Calendar  four  weeks  are  most  important.  One 
is  the  Spring  World  Missions  Meals.  This  is 
held  in  February  of  each  year.  The  purpose 
of  the  Missions  meals  is  threefold;  1)  to  pro- 
mote missions  in  general,  2)  to  emphasize  the 
annual  Faith  Commitment  Sunday  (always, 
first  Sunday  of  March),  and  3)  to  promote  the 
annual  "GO"  Offering. 


The  second  week  of  importance  is  the  spring 
week  of  convention  and  rallies.  This  week  is 
the  week  following  the  Faith  Commitment 
Sunday  (first  Sunday  of  March).  During  this 
week  a  convention  will  be  held  in  one  of  the 
districts  and  rallies  in  at  least  two  districts. 
Invited  missionaries  will  be  speaking  in 
churches  on  Sunday  morning,  Sunday  night, 
and  Wednesday  night.  They  will  be  in  rallies 
on  Monday  night,  Tuesday  night,  and  possibly 
Thursday  night. 

The  third  week  of  importance  is  the  week 
prior  to  the  annual  World  Evangelism  Empha- 
sis service  on  the  last  night  of  Falcon  Camp 
Meeting.  Every  pastor  is  contacted  by  phone 
to  encourage  participation  in  the  service  and 
to  encourage  an  increase  in  the  "GO"  Offering 
(Global  Outreach). 

The  fourth  week  of  importance  is  the  week- 
end and  week  of  October  following  KML  at 
Emmanuel  College.  During  this  week  there 
will  be  training  for  pastors  and  local  missions 
directors,  a  convention  in  one  of  the  districts, 
and  rallies  in  at  least  two  of  the  districts.

From  the  Superintendent 


WHAT  SHALL  WE  LEAVE  BEHIND  IN  1991? 
WHAT  SHALL  WE  TAKE  INTO  1992?

Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to  have  apprehended:  but  this  one 
thing  I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching 
forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  Philippians 
3:13,  14. 

The  New  Year  has  arrived!  What  kind  of  entries  will  we  post  in 
the  new  volume  of  opportunity?  There  will  be  opportunities  for  sac- 
rifice as  well  as  for  rewards.  New  duties  will  expand  before  us  as 
we  "lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen  our  stakes."  I  heard  a  thought- 
ful saying  somewhere  that  goes  similar  to  this,  "Some  things  the 
Lord  often  gives  us  while  other  things  are  given  only  one  time."  How 
true!  A  day,  a  moment,  a  breath,  a  heartbeat,  a  sunrise— these  and 
a  myriad  host  of  others  come  our  way  but  once.  It  is  impossible  to 
live  again  even  one  brief  second  of  1991. 

We  are  now  into  the  New  Year.  We  have  hope  in  our  hearts  and 
courage  in  our  spirits  while  our  faith  reaches  deeply  into  the  well 
of  blessing  for  1992.  As  we  embrace  this  enterprise  called  the  New 
Year,  we  must  leave  behind  all  that  would  hinder  our  future. 

First,  we  need  to  forget  any  doubts  about  God's  providence 
that  has  brought  us  to  this  hour.  His  purposes  are  so  eternally 
significant  that  we  can  unalterably  commit  our  all,  past,  present  and 
future  to  His  wise  keeping.  He  knows  all  and  is  concerned  about 
all.  Not  one  minute  shred  of  our  existence  escapes  His  tender  care. 

We  must  forget  our  sorrows.  They  will  drown  us  in  despair 
if  we  do  not  put  them  behind  us.  Regardless  of  our  sheltered  existence 
human  woe  and  disappointment  will  assail  us  with  their  weighted 
attack.  We  must  conquer  them  by  allowing  God's  marvelous  grace 
to  transform  them  into  wings  of  praise  as  we  lift  up  our  Lord  each 
day. 

Let  us  lay  aside  any  self-importance  assumed  because  of  our  suc- 
cesses. It  may  be  that  we  seem  to  be  more  blessed  than  others.  How- 
ever, we  cannot  afford  to  allow  such  accumulations  of  blessings  to 
overwhelm  us  with  conceit  or  with  a  lack  of  sympathy  for  those  who 
seem  to  have  been  less  successful  than  we. 

By  all  means  our  failures  of  the  past  must  be  discarded.  We 
forget  them,  not  in  the  sense  that  we  are  impenitent  or  indifferent 
regarding  our  shortcomings.  We  leave  them  behind  knowing  that 
promise  of  our  Lord,  "Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be 
as  white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be 
as  wool."  One  of  the  glorious  realities  of  God's  mercy  and  forgiveness 
is  that  He  allows  us  to  turn  loose  that  which  retards  our  future  or 
absorbs  the  energies  we  need  to  serve  Him  in  days  to  come. 

The  child  of  redemption  can  know  that  our  failures  are  obliterated 
by  the  all-sufficient  grace  of  our  Lord.  We  must  turn  loose  every  ugly 
memory  and  unfortunate  mistake.  The  only  reason  to  remember  them 
is  to  enable  ourselves  to  rise  above  the  debilitating  threat  of  their 
reoccurrence.  If  you  have  confessed  to  God,  made  necessary  apology 
to  anyone  wronged  and  made  proper  restitution;  then  cut  out  the 
tormenting  haunts  of  failure  and  sin's  memory  with  the  hot  knife 
of  God's  grace.  We  will  profit  as  soon  as  we  refuse  to  brood  over 
"spilt  milk." 

We  march  in  the  victory  that  Jesus  gives  into  our  new  adventure 
of  1992.  We  must  not  allow  the  clouds  of  fear  or  anxiety  to  impede 
our  vision.  We  must  count  worry  but  a  ghost  who  has  vanished  with 
the  dawn  of  the  New  Day!  You  see,  the  things  that  blind  our  vision, 
mock  our  success  for  God's  glory,  fill  our  minds  with  a  terror,  and 
chill  the  blood  of  our  faith  with  doubt  are  but  delusions  of  satan. 


If  we  will  simply  analyze  the  causes  of  most  apprehensions  that  he 
uses  to  attack  our  minds,  we  will  discover  that  many  have  no 
foundation. 

Most  anxiety,  doubt  and  fear  are  of  things  that  might  happen, 
but  never  happen.  Worry  and  fear  blow  things  out  of  proper  pro- 
portion. They  are  not  realities.  They  are  simply  morbid  attempts  of 
the  enemy  to  negatively  affect  us.  Let  us  arise  and  subject  our  all 
to  the  graceful  influences  of  our  Almighty  God  and  realize  that  He 
has  eternally  ordained  all  things  for  our  good  and  that  evil  has  no 
place  in  His  plan  for  His  children.  You  remember  when  some  of  us 
were  children,  we  were  victimized  by  all  the  ghost  stories  of  the  late 
40s  and  50s.  They  seemed  so  real,  but  as  we  grew  and  matured,  we 
discovered  the  fallacy  of  our  fears  and  those  stories  did  not  conjure 
all  kinds  of  paralyzing  imaginations  as  they  had  in  the  past.  (Of 
course,  some  of  us  delighted  that  we  could  now  scare  the  younger 
than  we.)  Friend,  the  ghost  is  destroyed.  He  is  not  real! 

May  I  mention  to  you  briefly  some  of  the  precious  gems  we  can 
safely  and  joyfully  carry  into  1992: 

1 .  Let  us  purpose  to  express  genuine  appreciation  for  every  kindness 
expressed  to  us. 

2.  We  must  adopt  a  grateful  attitude  as  we  attempt  to  count  our 
blessings.  I  think  it  was  Fulton  Oursler  who  suggested  that 
thanksgiving  be  translated  into  "thanks  living."  That's  a  good 
suggestion. 

3.  We  need  to  determine  to  place  the  best  possible  interpretation 
on  the  words  and  actions  of  other  people.  Really  give  them  the 
"benefit  of  the  doubt." 

4.  Will  you  purpose  with  me  to  genuinely  sympathize  with  others 
with  special  attention  given  to  any  who  are  less  fortunate  in 
anyway  than  we? 

5.  It  will  be  good  to  keep  in  mind  that  absolutely  no  permanent 
gain  nor  joy  to  us  can  be  bought  at  the  expense  of  our  fellowman. 

6.  It  will  be  good  if  we  purpose  to  speak  and  think  kindly  of  our 
friends  and  neighbors  and  even  our  enemies  as  long  as  truth 
and  love  are  not  violated. 

7.  Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  we  must  carry  our  song  of  praise 
to  our  Lord  into  the  New  Year.  This  song  should  permeate  all 
we  are  and  do.  This  position  will  assure  our  continued  true  spir- 
itual success. 

If  it  really  brings  glory  to  our  Lord,  take  it  with  you;  if  it  doesn't, 
leave  it  behind!

SHOSHANNIM"  AT  BETHEL 


In  too  many  of  our  churches  it  is 
winter,  spiritually.  Coldness,  barren- 
ness, sickness  and  being  "locked  in" 
are  evidences  of  the  enemy  at  work. 

Psalms  45, 69  and  80  are  "upon  Sho- 
shannim"  meaning  literally  a  testi- 
mony of  the  lilies.  In  the  season  of 
spring,  the  lilies  burst  through  the 
ground  even  before  the  trees  put  forth 
their  leaves.  Thus  the  Shoshannim 
suggests  things  that  are  about  to  be 
changed.

It  experienced  a  breakthrough  aided 
by  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Deborah  Wil- 
liams of  Greenville,  N.  C.  Shortly  af- 
ter her  ordination  during  the  last  Qua- 
drennial Conference,  her  availability 
was  made  known  by  the  Evangel 
stating  "Deborah's  message  to  the 
church  is  one  of  overcoming  power 
and  victory  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  she  is  used  mightily  of  God  to 
minister  faith  and  healing  to  God's 
people."  Our  church  is  eternally  grate- 
ful for  her  obedience  to  the  Lord  in 
our  behalf.  Like  the  bulb  of  the  lily 
hidden  beneath  the  soil,  there  is  a  po- 
tential resident  in  the  church  await- 
ing the  proper  conditions  to  come 
forth  in  splendor.  Prayer  and  fasting, 
worship  and  warfare  will  force  it  from 
hiding  into  the  visible  expression  of 
God's  handiwork. 


Rev.  Williams  preached  and  minis- 
tered under  an  anointing  that  has 
brought  salvation,  healing  and  deliv- 
erance to  many  in  our  congregation 
and  those  who  visited  in  the  services. 
During  the  revival  there  were  three 
saved,  three  sanctified,  five  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  one  healed  from  mi- 
graine headaches.  Many  were  deli- 
vered from  depression  and  discour- 
agement as  they  received  the  "fresh 
oil"  of  a  new  anointing.  The  Sunday 
following  revival  services,  three  were 
saved  and  two  sanctified.  We  are  now 
experiencing  a  greater  freedom  in 
worship — the  yoke  is  broken  and 
God's  church  is  free! 

Individual  responses  to  the  revival 
were,  "I've  been  in  this  church  for  fif- 
teen years  and  never  seen  a  move  of 
God  like  this  before."  (The  church  was 
relocated  twenty-three  years  ago), 
"The  services  reminded  me  of  those 
we  had  in  the  little  white  church  by 
the  railroad  track."  It  was  like  a 
"crash  course  in  worship  and  war- 
fare." "This  is  what  our  church  has 
been  needing  for  such  a  long  time." 

The  yoke  of  the  enemy  must  be  bro- 
ken. The  church  must  therefore  rise 
up  and  exercise  its  God-given  spiri- 
tual authority  (Luke  10:19).  Put  on  the 
"garment  of  praise"  and  break  free 
from  the  spirit  of  heaviness  (Isaiah 
61:3).  Let  the  love  of  God  be  supreme 


in  your  hearts  and  be  freed  from  the 
spirit  of  bondage  to  enjoy  the  inher- 
itance of  your  sonship  and  adoption 
(Romans  8:15). 

Too  many  Christians  are  "bowed 
together"  by  the  error  and  manipu- 
lation of  religion  whose  will  submit- 
ted to  Christ  and  Him  alone  can  free 
them  from  the  spirit  of  infirmity 
(Luke  13:11).  The  preaching  and  com- 
passionate ministry  of  so  many  pas- 
tors is  hindered  by  ears  that  cannot 
hear,  eyes  that  cannot  see  and 
tongues  that  are  silenced — prayer 
and  fasting  will  drive  the  dumb  and 
deaf  spirit  out  that  Christ's  presence 
can  be  exalted  in  glory  and  power 
(Mark  9:23). 

A  number  of  Christians  are  ens- 
laved and  intimidated  by  confusing 
and  often  untraceable  origins.  Their 
spirits  are  indeed  willing  to  go  for- 
ward but  the  flesh  is  weakened  by  the 
spirit  of  fear  (2  Timothy  1:7).  Let  us 
be  clothed  with  the  dynamic  of  God's 
power,  have  our  hearts  perfected  in 
love  (1  John  4:18)  and  be  sound 
minded  by  godly  motives  that  we  can 
then  move  into  the  fulfillment  of 
God's  divine  purposes  for  His  church 
and  for  our  individual  lives. 

Pray  for  us  to  "continue"  (Acts  2:42) 
for  "Revival  Stops  When  Christians 
Get  Lazy."

The  Genesis  Groundbreaking 


The  Genesis  Congregation  Third  Anniversary 

Sunday,  November  17,  was  a  special  day  in  the  life  of 
The  Genesis  Church.  It  was  the  3rd  anniversary  and  the 
day  of  the  official  groundbreaking  for  their  first  building. 
It  was  a  beautiful  day  in  so  many  ways.  Some  82  gathered 
for  worship  and  to  participate  in  the  day's  activities. 

The  Genesis  Church  began  on  November  13,  1988,  with 
107  in  attendance.  The  first  service  followed  the  dialing 
of  20,000  telephone  calls  and  mailing  7,000  pieces  of  mail. 
Most  of  those  who  attend  The  Genesis  Church  are  there 
as  a  result  of  coming  to  the  Lord  since  the  beginning  of 
the  church.  The  present  secretary-treasurer  was  present  at 
the  first  service  and  came  to  the  Lord  shortly  thereafter. 


The  church  averaged  67  in  Sunday  morning  worship  at- 
tendance in  October  and  ended  the  month  with  34  members. 
Pastor  Paul  Brafford  and  the  congregation  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  a  job  well  done. 

The  church  is  the  result  of  the  leading  and  guiding  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  The  future  is  bright  because  the  foundation 
is  solid.  Pastor  Brafford  began  his  message  on  this  third 
anniversary  by  making  the  following  statement:  "The  Gen- 
esis is  the  place  of  new  beginnings  but  also  a  continuation 
of  that  which  has  gone  on  before.  We  are  Christians!  We 
share  the  rich  heritage  that  is  a  part  of  Christianity."  I 
was  honored  to  be  present  on  this  special  day  and  to  speak 
at  the  goundbreaking  service. 

The  church  has  arisen  from  a  group  of  people  brought 
together  by  an  initial  phone  call  and  fused  together  by  hard 
work,  prayer,  and  the  working  of  God's  Spirit.  They  have 
purchased  and  paid  for  10  plus  acres  outside  of  Wendell. 
They  are  paying  all  their  present  rent,  meeting  General 
Church  and  Conference  obligations,  meeting  local  ministry 
bills,  and  paying  70%  of  their  pastoral  package.  They  are 
working  diligently  to  be  self-supporting.  In  1992  they  will 
build  their  first  building.  They  are  also  very  much  involved 
in  Conference  special  projects  and  are  helping  support  the 
World  Missions  Program  of  the  General  Church. 

They  are  growing  but  have  been  hindered  by  their  lack 
of  facilities.  They  are  meeting  at  East  Wake  High  School 
on  Sunday  and  in  a  private  business  and  homes  on  Wednes- 
day night.  They  need  their  own  place.  The  Lord  willing 
and  with  hard  work  they  will  have  that  place  by  the  end 
of  1992.  They  are  building  a  60'  by  100'  building.  The  ed- 
ucational wing  will  be  two-story.  The  second  story  will  be 
finished  at  a  later  day.  The  church  will  be  contracting  the 
building  themselves  with  many  of  the  men  of  the  church 
doing  the  work.  The  church  is  blessed  with  plumbers,  elec- 
tricians, etc.  Our  prayers  and  thoughts  are  with  them  as 
they  begin  their  fourth  year  of  ministry.

FORWARD  WITH  THE  GOSPEL 
IN  NORTH  EASTERN  ZAIRE 

by  Philip  T.  List,  Missionary 

Zaire  (the  former  Belgian  Congo)  is  one  of  the  largest 
countries  in  Africa  and  is  the  home  of  millions  of  people. 

The  work  of  God  is  expanding.  In  our  last  Conference 
in  May  1991  we  enrolled  58  churches  and  reported  the 
opening  of  two  medical  clinics.  Some  of  the  pastors  and 
delegates  who  attended  the  Conference  walked  9  days  over 
the  mountains.  They  brought  inspiring  reports  of  real  re- 
vival, many  people  being  saved,  and  glorious  miracles 
taking  place  in  the  services  and  the  conversion  of  the  40 
Moslems  to  Christ  in  one  crusade  as  well  as  16  new 
churches  being  established. 

The  ministry  of  visitors  in  recent  years  such  as  the  Gen- 
eral Supervisor  for  Africa  Philip  Morris,  Missionary  Win- 


ston Hollingsworth,  David  List,  Deborah  Williams,  and 
Judy  Kirkpatrick  have  helped  to  encourage  and  strength- 
en the  believers.  Philip  and  Gailya  List  have  been  serving 
as  non-residential  missionaries,  conducting  training  sem- 
inars, workshops,  and  helping  to  oversee  the  work.  God 
has  given  us  some  dedicated  and  capable  national  leaders. 

In  1983  Enos  Buselengeti,  now  pastoring,  traveled  from 
Zaire  to  Narobi,  Kenya  in  East  Africa.  It  took  him  over 
one  week  to  reach  Narobi  by  road  transport.  He  was 
brought  to  the  Lists'  house.  After  prayer,  he  discussed 
with  Philip  List  the  possibility  of  starting  a  work  for  our 
church  in  the  Kiver  Province  of  Zaire.  There  was  a  witness 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  we  should  visit  his  country.  Enos 
Buselengeti  returned  to  Zaire  and  laid  the  groundwork 
for  the  visit  of  the  former  General  Supervisor  for  Africa 
L.  W.  Duncan,  along  with  G.  B.  Arthur  and  Philip  List. 
In  1984  the  visit  to  meet  the  government  officials  and 
the  Zaire  brethren  for  talks  to  start  the  work  of  the  "Eglise 
Sainte  Internationale  de  Pentecote"  the  International  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  Church  was  a  success.  To  God  be  the 
glory  for  the  success  of  His  work  in  this  first  French- 
speaking  country.

Church  for  French-speaking  residential  missionaries  to 
assist  the  national  church  with  its  goal  of  planting 
churches  throughout  the  nation.

1992:  THE  YEAR  0 

In  November  my  father  told  me  that  our  family 
doctor  was  retiring  and  I  needed  to  give  him  some 
instructions  regarding  my  medical  records.  It  just 
doesn't  seem  right  that  the  man  who  delivered 
me  into  this  world,  first  spanked  me,  crammed 
bare  pop-sickle  sticks  down  my  throat  and  made 
me  say  "ah,"  and  gave  me  all  my  check-ups  will 
no  longer  practice  medicine.  Thinking  about  his 
retirement  caused  me  to  reflect  on  the  passing 
away  of  an  institution  as  American  as  my  moth- 
er's pecan  (she  didn't  make  apple)  pie:  the  family 
doctor. 

Irrespective  of  the  nature  of  the  illness,  the  fam- 
ily doctor  always  knew  the  proper  diagnosis  and 
exactly  which  medicine  to  prescribe.  If  we  were 
really  sick,  he'd  even  come  to  see  us  in  our  own 
bedrooms  just  as  if  our  house  were  a  hospital.  His 
little  black  bag  had  all  sorts  of  necessary  (except 
for  the  needles,  of  course)  medical  paraphernalia 
which  could  cure  the  sickest  child.  House  calls 
were  the  way  of  life  for  the  "family  doctor."  But 
now,  all  of  that  is  gone.  Actually  very  few  people 
have  "a"  doctor.  Most  see  several  at  the  time.  Sel- 
dom is  the  term  "family  doctor"  used.  For  several 
years  we've  been  made  to  understand  what  I  call 
the  "Law  of  the  Specialist."  Simply  stated,  the 
Law  of  the  Specialist  means  that  when  you  have 
a  sore  throat,  you  no  longer  go  to  the  family  doctor, 
but  to  an  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Specialist. 

The  list  of  specialists  is  not  limited  to  the  med- 
ical profession.  There  are  specialists  behind  the 
pulpit.  Some  preachers  are  specialists  on  proph- 
ecy; some  on  the  history  of  the  Old  Testament; 
some  on  the  history  of  the  New  Testament;  and 
so  forth.  I  suppose  the  department  store  is  the 
best  way  to  express  the  point.  Once,  everything 
one  needed  could  be  purchased  in  one  store.  Today 
there  are  computer  stores,  fishing  tackle  stores, 
video  stores,  paint  stores,  and  hardware  stores. 
Clothing  stores  now  include  shoe  stores,  hat 
stores,  suit  stores,  dress  shops,  shirt  stores,  to 
name  a  few.  It  is  not  my  contention  that  the  "Law

of  the  Specialist  has  ruined  our  country.  In  fact, 
to  have  experts  in  every  field  has  been  a  true  bless- 
ing. God's  work  certainly  requires  the  services  of 
"The  Specialist"  as  well  as  the  "general  practi- 
tioner." People  with  special  needs  must  hear  the 
voices  of  those  who  have  special  training  in  their 
area  of  need.

SUPERINTENDENT'S 
TRAVELS  AND  ACTIVITIES

It  has  been  a  little  while  since  I  told  our  readers  of  my  travels 
and  activities. 

September,  with  the  fading  rays  of  summer,  afforded  me  a  most 
refreshing  experience  during  a  revival  meeting  with  Pastor 
George  Cashwell  and  the  congregation  of  the  Socastee  Church 
near  Myrtle  Beach,  S.C.  Other  opportunities  to  minister  in  preach- 
ing the  Word  were  given  me  by  St.  Matthew  (homecoming).

REVEREND  PERRY  GORMAN  AUTRY 


Birth  —  July  4,  1904 

Brother  Autry  gave  some  50  years  of  his 
ife  as  a  minister.  He  was  converted  to 
I^hrist  in  1930.  His  official  Hcensing  by  the 
"^orth  Carohna  Conference  of  the  Interna- 
ional  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  was  as 
ollows: 

Mission  Worker  —  January  21,  1950 
Local  Minister's  License  —  August 

26, 1950 
Ordination  —  August  24,  1958 
Superannuated  —  1974 
He  pastored  Peniel  Church  during  the 
Vears  of  1950-1958  and  the  Hollands  Chapel 
Church,  1958-1974. 

I  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  on 
iFuesday,  December  10,  1991,  at  Peniel 
phurch  with  interment  in  Maxwell  Ceme- 
tery. Reverends  Jimmy  Swinson,  Jessie 
Blalock,  J.  Doner  Lee  and  I  officiated. 
.  Brother  Autry's  first  wife,  Hettie,  pre- 
ceded him  in  death.  Survivors  include  his 
wife,  Annie  Louise  Honeycutt  Autry; 
daughter,  Berline  A.  Hubbard  of  Stedman; 
sons,  Bruce,  Hoover  and  J.  C.  all  of  Sted- 
man; stepdaughters  Stella  M.  Tolar  of  Dov- 
er, Jean  M.  Orr  of  Baltimore  and  Madelene 
M.  Hairr  of  Salemburg;  Sister  Beulah  A 
Draughon  of  Hope  Mills;  11  grandchildren; 
and  nine  step  great-grandchildren. 

Some  of  my  words  and  those  of  the  other 
ministers  at  the  funeral  of  Brother  Autry 
were: 

Brother  Perry  Autry  was  certainly  a 
preacher  of  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Such  a  preacher  as  Perry  Autry  is 
called  of  God,  commissioned  by  God  and 
sent  by  God.  There  are  some  things  a  man 
like  this  knows;  there  is  no  doubt  or  question 
that  he  knows;  there  is  no  doubt  or  question 
that  he  knows  he  is  saved,  sanctified  and 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  He  knows  that

the  redeemed  saints  are  his  brothers  and 
sisters.  He  knows  that  Heaven  is  his  eter- 
nal home.  He  has  an  experience  with  God 
as  deep  as  his  need,  as  broad  as  the  com- 
passion of  God  and  as  everlasting  as  the 
Rock  of  Ages.  Such  a  man  or  woman  sees 
something  in  every  poor  sinner  that  makes 
him  worth  the  sacrifice  to  reach  him. 

I  borrow  the  words  of  Uncle  Bud  Robin- 
son to  describe  a  man  like  Brother  Perry 
Autry,  "a  God-sent  man  of  obedience;  clean 
inside  and  outside,  blood-red,  sky-blue  and 
snow-white,  a  walking  flame  of  fire,  a  living 
monument,  a  standing  rebuke  to  a  non- 
believing  world  and  a  half-believing 
church.  A  God-sent  man  is  as  patient  as 
an  ox;  he  will  pull  a  day  or  a  year  as  the 
case  may  be.  Wherever  the  Lord  hitches  up 
a  fellow  and  puts  him  to  pulling,  there  he 
pulls  till  the  Lord  sends  him  elsewhere.  He 
is  as  wise  as  a  serpent  and  as  harmless  as 
a  dove."

Brother  Perry,  gentle  as  a  lamb,  was  a 
Christian  gentleman  in  every  sense  of  the 
word.

I  have  met  ministers  that  have  left  a  very 
deep  impression  upon  me,  as  God's  servant, 
as  a  good  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  a  good 
friend.  Wherever  you  saw  them,  they  were 
themselves,  did  not  try  to  be  impressive,  yet 
they  were,  did  not  have  to  say,  I  love  you, 
for  you  knew  they  loved  you.  And  yet  they 
verified  it,  by  saying,  I  love  you.  One  of 
these  ministers  was  Brother  Perry  Autry. 

1  remember  Brother  Perry  first  of  all  from 
Mt.  Olive  PH  Church,  about  thirty  years 
ago.  He  attended  a  Revival  there  that  Sister 
Pearl  Hall  was  conducting.  1  remember 
hearing  Brother  Perry  praying  in  those 
services. 

Many  years  passed  and  1  did  not  see 
Brother  Autry,  then  as  Pastor  of  St.  Mat- 
thew Church  around  1985,  I  visited  the  Pe- 
niel Church.  As  I  came  in  and  looked  over 
to  the  left,  near  the  front,  there  was  Brother 
Autry.  This  same  man  that  1  remembered 
praying  thirty  years  ago  is  still  praying  and 
being  blessed  of  God  as  he  prayed,  and  also 
blessed  those  who  heard  him. 

In  July  of  this  year,  coming  as  Pastor  of 
Peniel,  there  was  still  sitting  over  on  my 
right,  near  the  front,  Brother  Perry  Autry, 
and  yes,  he  was  still  praying  and  being 
blessed,  and  being  a  blessing  as  he  prayed, 
87  years  old  and  what  a  blessing  to  his 
church.  1  felt  honored  to  pastor  a  Church

and  congregation  with  a  man  of  God,  such 
as  Brother  Autry  in  the  services,  knowing 
you  had  support,  and  being  held  up  in 
prayer  and  encouragement. 

Seeing  sickness  taking  its  toll  on  him,  be- 
ing unable  to  attend  services,  yet  desiring 
to  be  there,  he  wanted  tapes  of  the  services. 
Brother  Perry  was  not  only  a  praying  man 
when  well,  but  being  a  shut-in,  not  feeling 
well,  yet  he  was  still  a  praying  man.  We 
would  visit  and  in  having  prayer.  Brother 
Autry  would  lift  those  weak,  feeble  hands 
and  God  would  still  bless  him,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  would  witness  through  him.  One  eve- 
ning, in  visiting,  he  was  feeling  low.  I  took 
a  chair  and  placed  it  near  the  couch  and 
sat  down  to  talk  to  him,  while  others  in  the 
room  were  talking— this  was  his  and  my 
time. 

One  Sunday  afternoon,  after  receiving  a 
call  that  he  was  very  ill,  I  went  to  the  house, 
and  we  began  to  pray,  and  I  heard  another 
voice  join  in.  Brother  Randall  Strickland 
had  come  in  and  joined  us.  My  prayer  was, 
"Lord,  this,  my  brother  and  Your  servant, 
has  been  and  prayed  for  so  many.  Now, 
Lord,  we've  come  to  pray  for  him."  In  only 
a  minute  or  so.  Brother  Perry  was  talking 
and  laughing  with  us. 

The  Word  says,  "Better  is  the  end,  than 
the  beginning  of  a  thing."  The  end  has 
brought  him  into  that  city  not  made  with 
hands,  has  delivered  him  from  sickness 
unto  health,  from  pain  unto  comfort,  from 
misery  and  sadness  unto  joy  and  gladness, 
from  family  and  friends  here  unto  family 
and  friends  there. 

Brother  Autry  was  married  first  to  Hettie 
Honeycutt  and  to  them  were  born  three 
sons:  Hoover,  J.  C.  and  Bruce,  and  one 
daughter,  Berline  Hubbard.  His  present 
wife  of  twenty-one  years  is  Annie  Louise 
Honeycutt.  Brother  Autry  had  3  step- 
daughters, 11  grandchildren,  13  great- 
grandchildren, 9  step-grandchildren  and  9 
step  great-grandchildren.  To  the  family  and 
friends,  don't  weep  at  his  leaving,  rejoice 
at  his  arriving. 

As  the  Apostle  Paul  said,  "I  have  fought 
a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I 
have  kept  the  faith:"  And  he  heard  a  voice 
say,  "Come  up  hither." 

And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying 
unto  me.  Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead,  that 
die  in  the  Lord,  from  henceforth,  yea  saith 
the  Lord,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  la- 
bor, and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  three-score  and 
ten,  and  though  men  be  strong  that  they 
come  to  Four-score  years,  yet  is  their 
strength  then  but  labor  and  sorrow,  so  soon 
passeth  away  and  we  are  gone.  God  blessed 
Brother  Perry  Autry  with  Three-score  and 
ten  .  .  .  yea,  four-score  and  seven  years.  The 
end  is  far  better  than  the  beginning.

When  I  heard  of  the  homegoing  of  Brother 
Perry  Autry,  my  first  thought  was:  the  won- 
derful life  he  lived. 

I  believe  Hebrews  12:14  gives  us  the  ex- 
ample he  followed:  "Follow  peace  with  all 
men,  and  holiness,  without  which  no  man 
shall  see  the  Lord."  1  Timothy  4:12,  13  "Let 
no  man  despise  thy  youth;  but  be  thou  an 
example  of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  con- 
versation, in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in 
purity  till  I  come,  give  attendance  to  read- 
ing, to  exhortation  to  doctrine." 

L  On  July  12,  1904,  God  gave  a  son  to  Wil- 
liams and  Roena  Autry.  They  named 
him  "Perry  Gorman  Autry." 

A.  From  his  birth,  God  had  His  hand 
upon  this  little  boy.  In  his  early  years 
he  gave  his  heart  to  God  and  God 
gave  him  a  message.  He  delivered 
that  "good  news  message"  most  of  his 
adult  life. 

B.  He  joined  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  in  1950.  He  pastored  Peniel 
and  Hollands  Chapel.  He  served  the 
Hollands  Chapel  for  16  years,  and  re- 
tired in  1974.  But  he  preached  when 
called  upon,  taught  Sunday  School 
and  let  his  light  shine  each  day.  He 
followed  the  teaching  of  Jesus  in  Mat- 
thew 5:16:  "Let  your  light  so  shine 
before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven." 

II.  Perry  Autry  glorified  his  Father.  I  never 
heard  one  derogatory  word  about  him. 
He  lived  a  life  of  holiness;  he  was  a  true 
example  in  word  and  conversation,  in 
charity,  faith  and  purity.  It  was  a  priv- 
ilege to  serve  as  his  conference  super- 
intendent for  21  years,  and  to  have 
known  him  most  of  my  life.  He  was  a 
good  man,  a  good  husband,  father, 
grandfather,  neighbor  and  Christian 
brother.  He  kept  the  faith.  "He  is  now 
with  the  Lord."

THE  PARABLE 
OF  THE  ORANGE  TREE 

I  dreamed  I  drove  on  a  lonely  road,  still 
ind  straight  and  empty.  On  either  side  were 
'proves  of  orange  trees,  so  that  as  I  turned 
;;o  look  at  them  from  time  to  time,  line  after 
ine  of  trees  stretched  back  endlessly  from 
;he  road  —  their  boughs  heavy  with  round, 
/ellow  fruit.  This  was  harvest  time. 

My  wonder  grew  as  the  miles  slipped  by. 
How  could  the  harvest  be  gathered?  I 
ealized  that  for  all  the  hours  I  had  driven 
,[  had  seen  no  other  person.  The  groves  were 
impty  of  people.  No  other  car  had  passed 
Tie.  No  houses  were  to  be  seen  beside  the 
lighway.  I  was  alone  in  a  forest  of  orange 
,rees. 

But  at  last  I  saw  some  orange  pickers. 
Far  from  the  highway,  almost  lost  in  the 
yast  wilderness  of  unpicked  fruit,  a  tiny 
jroup  of  pickers  worked  steadily.  And  many 
niles  later  I  saw  another  group.  I  could  not 
38  sure,  but  I  suspected  that  the  earth  be- 
neath me  was  shaking  with  silent  laughter 
at  the  hopelessness  of  their  task.  Yet  the 
pickers  went  on  picking. 

The  sun  had  long  passed  its  zenith  and 
the. shadows  were  lengthening  when,  and 
without  any  warning,  I  turned  a  corner  of 
the  road  to  see  a  notice  "Leaving  Neglected 
County  —  Entering  Home  County." 

The  contrast  was  startling.  I  had  to  slow 
down,  for  all  at  once  the  traffic  was  heavy. 
People  by  the  thousands  swarmed  the  road 
and  crowded  the  sidewalks. 

The  orange  groves  were  still  there,  and 
orange  trees  in  abundance,  but  now  far  from 
being  silent  and  empty,  they  were  filled  with 
ithe  laughter  and  singing  of  multitudes  of 
ipeople.  Indeed  it  was  the  people  I  noticed 
Irather  than  the  trees  —  people  and  houses. 
I  I  parked  the  car  at  the  roadside  and 
jmingled  with  the  crowd.  Smart  gowns,  neat 
ishoes,  showy  hats,  expensive  suits  and 
;starched  shirts  made  me  a  little  conscious 
of  my  work  clothes.  Everyone  seemed  so 
fresh  and  poised.

iwoman  with  whom  I  fell  in  step. 

f   She  looked  a  little  startled  for  a  moment, 

land  then  her  face  relaxed  with  a  smile  of 

igracious  condescension. 

;    "You're  a  stranger,  aren't  you?"  she  said, 

and  before  I  could  reply,  she  continued, 

i"This  is  Orange  Day." 

She  must  have  seen  a  puzzled  look  on  my 
face,  for  she  went  on.  "It  is  so  good  to  turn 
aside  from  one's  labors  and  pick  oranges 
one  day  of  the  week." 

"But  don't  you  pick  oranges  every  day?" 
I  asked  her. 

"One  may  pick  oranges  at  any  time,"  she 
said.  "We  should  always  be  ready  to  pick 
oranges,  but  Orange  Day  is  the  day  that 
we  devote  especially  to  orange  picking." 

I  left  her  and  made  my  way  farther  into 
the  trees.  Most  of  the  people  were  carrying 
a  book,  bound  beautifully  in  leather,  and 
edged  in  gold.  I  was  able  to  discern  on  the 
edge  of  one  of  them  the  words  "Orange 
Picker's  Manual." 

By  and  by  I  noticed  that  arranged  around 
one  of  the  orange  trees  were  seats  rising 
upward  in  tiers  from  the  ground.  The  seats 
were  almost  full,  but  as  I  approached  the 
group,  a  smiling,  well-dressed  gentleman 
shook  my  hand  and  conducted  me  to  a  seat. 


Around  the  foot  of  the  orange  tree  I  could 
see  a  number  of  people.  One  of  them  was 
addressing  all  the  people  on  the  seats,  and 
just  as  I  got  to  my  seat,  everyone  stood  and 
began  to  sing.  The  man  next  to  me  shared 
with  me  his  songbook.  It  was  called  "Songs 
of  the  Orange  Groves." 

They  sang  for  some  time,  and  the  song 
leader  waved  his  arms  with  a  strange  and 
frenzied  abandon,  exhorting  the  people  in 
the  intervals  between  the  songs  to  sing  more 
loudly. 

I  grew  steadily  more  puzzled. 

"When  do  we  start  to  pick  oranges?"  I 
asked  the  man  who  had  loaned  me  his  book. 

"It's  not  long  now,"  he  told  me. 

After  a  while  a  rather  fat  man  took  over 
from  the  song  leader,  and  after  reading  two 
sentences  from  his  well-thumbed  copy  of  the 
Orange  Picker's  Manual,  began  to  make  a 
speech.  I  wasn't  sure  whether  he  was  ad- 
dressing the  people  or  the  oranges. 

I  glanced  behind  me  and  saw  a  number 
of  groups  of  people  similar  to  our  own  group 
gathered  around  other  trees  here  and  there, 
being  addressed  by  other  men.  Some  of  the 
trees  had  no  one  around  them. 

"Which  trees  do  we  pick  from?"  I  asked 
the  man  beside  me.  He  did  not  seem  to  un- 
derstand, so  I  pointed  to  the  trees  around 
about. 

"This  is  our  tree,"  he  said,  pointing  to  the 
one  we  gathered  around. 

"But  there  are  too  many  of  us  to  pick  from 
just  one  tree,"  I  protested.  "Why,  there  are 
more  people  than  oranges!" 

"But  we  don't  pick  oranges,"  the  man  ex- 
plained. "We  haven't  been  called.  That's  the 
Pastor  Orange  Picker's  job.  We  are  here  to 
support  him.  Besides  we  haven't  been  to  col- 
lege. You  need  to  know  how  an  orange 
thinks  before  you  can  pick  it  successfully 
—  orange  psychology,  you  know.  Most  of 
these  folk  here,"  he  went  on,  pointing  to 
the  congregation,  "have  never  been  to  Man- 
ual School." 

"Manual  School,"  I  whispered.  "What's 
that?" 

"It's  where  they  go  to  study  the  Orange 
Picker's  Manual,"  my  informant  went  on. 
"It's  very  hard  to  understand.  You  need 
years  of  study  before  it  makes  sense." 

"I  see,"  I  murmured.  "I  had  no  idea  that 
picking  oranges  was  so  difficult." 

The  fat  man  at  the  front  was  still  making 
his  speech.  His  face  was  red,  and  he  ap- 
peared to  be  indignant  about  something.  So 
far  as  I  could  see  there  was  rivalry  with 
some  of  the  other  orange-picking  groups. 
But  a  moment  later  a  glow  came  on  his  face. 

"But  we  are  not  forsaken,"  he  said.  "We 
have  much  to  be  thankful  for.  Last  week 
we  saw  three  oranges  brought  into  our 
baskets,  and  we  are  now  completely  debt- 
free  from  the  money  we  owed  on  the  new 
cushion  covers  that  grace  the  seats  you  now 
sit  on." 

"Isn't  it  wonderful?"  the  man  next  to  me 
murmured.  I  made  no  reply.  I  felt  that  some- 
thing must  be  profoundly  wrong  some- 
where. All  this  seemed  to  be  a  very  round- 
about way  of  picking  oranges. 

The  fat  man  was  reaching  a  climax  in 
his  speech.  The  atmosphere  seemed  tense. 
Then  with  a  dramatic  gesture  he  reached 
for  two  of  the  oranges,  plucked  them  from 
the  branch  and  placed  them  in  the  basket 
at  his  feet.  The  applause  was  deafening. 


"Do  we  start  the  picking  now?"  I 
asked  my  informant. 

"What  in  the  world  do  you  think  we're 
doing?"  he  hissed.  "What  do  you  suppose 
this  tremendous  effort  has  been  made  for? 
There's  more  orange-picking  talent  in  this 
group  than  in  the  rest  of  Home  County. 
Thousands  of  dollars  have  been  spent  on 
the  tree  you're  looking  at." 

I  apologized  quickly.  "I  wasn't  being  crit- 
ical," I  said.  "And  I'm  sure  the  fat  man  must 
be  a  very  good  orange  picker,  but  surely  the 
rest  of  us  could  try.  After  all,  there  are  so 
many  oranges  that  need  picking.  We've  all 
got  a  pair  of  hands,  and  we  could  read  the 
manual." 

"When  you've  been  in  business  as  long 
as  I  have,  you'll  realize  that  it's  not  as  sim- 
ple as  that,"  he  replied.  "There  isn't  time, 
for  one  thing.  We  have  our  work  to  do,  our 
families  to  care  for,  and  our  homes  to  look 
after.  We  —  " 

But  I  wasn't  listening.  Light  v/as  begin- 
ning to  break  on  me.  Whatever  these  people 
were,  they  were  not  orange  pickers.  Orange 
picking  was  just  a  form  of  entertainment 
for  their  weekends. 

I  tried  one  or  more  of  the  groups  around 
the  trees.  Not  all  of  them  had  such  high 
academic  standards  for  orange  pickers. 
Some  held  classes  on  orange  picking.  I  tried 
to  tell  them  of  the  trees  I  had  seen  in  Ne- 
glected County,  but  they  seemed  to  have  lit- 
tle interest. 

"We  haven't  picked  the  oranges  here  yet," 
was  their  usual  reply. 

The  sun  was  almost  setting  in  my  dream, 
and  growing  tired  of  the  noise  and  activity 
all  around  me,  I  got  into  the  car  and  began 
to  drive  back  along  the  road  by  which  I  had 
come.  Soon  all  around  me  again  were  the 
vast  and  empty  orange  groves. 

But  there  were  changes.  Something  had 
happened  in  my  absence.  Everywhere  the 
ground  was  littered  with  fallen  fruit.  And 
as  I  watched,  it  seemed  that  before  my  eyes 
the  trees  began  to  rain  oranges.  Many  of 
them  lay  rotting  on  the  ground. 

I  felt  there  was  something  strange  about 
it  all,  and  my  bewilderment  grew  as  I 
thought  of  all  the  people  in  tlome  County. 

Then,  booming  through  the  trees,  there 
came  a  voice  which  said,  "The  harvest  is 
plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few;  pray 
ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 
he  will  send  forth  labourers.  ..." 

And  I  awakened,  for  it  was  only  a  dream!

We  appreciate  and  thank  the  merchants  in  our  congre- 
gation for  donating  the  gifts  and  services  and  making 
this  a  project  where  everyone  has  benefited. 

We  challenge  other  churches  to  solicit  the  help  of  your 
congregation.  Don't  let  this  be  a  project  for  just  the  youth 
but  instead  one  where  you,  the  adults,  show  these  same 
kids  how  much  you  care  and  love  them  by  getting  involved 
with  programs  to  benefit  them.  If  we  set  the  example  to 
them  now,  they  in  turn  will  do  the  same  in  years  to  come 
enabling  our  scholarship  drive  to  continue  to  prosper  and 
provide  Youth  Camp  Scholarships  and  College  Scholar- 
ships to  our  youth.

From  the  Superintendent 


THE  FALL  AND  RESTORATION 
OF  A  GREAT  WITNESS 


T.  Elwood  Long 


In  just  a  few  weeks  from  now  we  will  be  confronted  again  with  the 
illustrious  depiction  of  our  Lord's  denial,  betrayal  and  subsequent  cruci- 
fixion by  emphasis  in  the  church,  the  media  and  personal  introspection. 

Our  celebration  of  His  resurrection  with  a  prophetic  anticipation  of 
our  own  resurrection  will  gloriously  follow  the  contemplation  of  our  Lord's 
suffering. 

Please  look  with  me  into  the  scriptural  account  of  one  man's  relation- 
ship to  the  momentous  events  of  our  Lord's  passion,  death  and  resurrec- 
tion. Then  note  the  simple  outline  I  picked  up  somewhere  along  the  way 
regarding  this  text. 

Luke  22:31-62  "And  /he  Lord  said.  Simon,  Sifnon.  behold.  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you.  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat:  But  I  have  prayed  for 
thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not:  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy 
brethren.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with  thee,  both  into 
prison,  and  to  death.  And  he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow 
this  day,  before  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  When  I  sent  you  without  purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye 
any  thing?  And  they  said.  Nothing.  Then  said  he  unto  them.  But  now,  he 
that  hath  a  purse,  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip;  and  he  that  hath 
no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that 
this  that  is  written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in  me.  And  he  was  reckoned 
among  the  tran.sgressors:  for  the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end.  And 
they  said.  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is 
enough.  And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to  the  mount  of 
Olives:  and  his  disciples  also  followed  him.  And  when  he  was  at  the  place, 
he  said  unto  them.  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  And  he  was 
withdrawn  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled  down,  and  prayed, 
Saying,  Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me:  nevertheless 
not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done.  And  there  appeared  an  angel  unto  him 
from  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And  being  in  an  agony  he  prayed  more 
earnestly:  and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to 
the  ground.  And  when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  his  disci- 
ples, he  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow.  And  said  unto  them.  Why  sleep  ye? 
rise  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.  And  while  he  yet  spake,  behold 
a  multitude,  and  he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  before 
them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Judas,  betrayest  thou  the  Son  of  man  with  a  kiss?  When  they  which  were 
about  him  saw  what  would  follow,  they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  shall  we 
smite  with  the  sword?  And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said.  Suffer  ye  thus  far. 
And  he  touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief 
priests,  and  captains  of  the  temple,  and  the  elders,  which  were  come  to 
him.  Be  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves?  When  I 
was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth  no  hands  against  me: 
but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then  took  they  him,  and 
led  him,  and  brought  him  into  the  high  priest's  house.  And  Peter  followed 
afar  off.  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and 
were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among  them.  But  a  certain  maid 
beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said, 
This  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he  denied  him,  saying.  Woman,  I  know 
him  not.  And  after  a  little  while  another  saw  him,  and  said,  Thou  art  also 
of  them.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not.  And  about  the  space  of  one  hour 
after  another  confidently  affirmed  saying.  Of  a  truth  this  fellow  also  was 
with  him:  for  he  is  a  Galilaean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know  not  what 
thou  sayest.  And  immediately,  while  ye  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the 
Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter.  And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto  him.  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny 
me  thrice.  And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly." 

John  21:15-22  "So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter, 
Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  more  than  these?  He  saith  unto  him. 
Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my 
lambs.  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 


thou  me?  He  saith  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  H 
saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  sheep.  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?  Peter  was  grieved  because  he  said  unto  hin 
the  third  time,  Lovest  thou  me?  And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  thou  knowes 
all  things;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Feed  m 
sheep.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  When  thou  wast  young,  thou  girdedes 
thyself,  and  walkedest  whither  thou  wouldest:  but  when  thou  shalt  be  ola 
thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shall  gird  thee,  and  carr 
thee  whither  thou  wouldest  not.  Thus  spake  he,  signifying  by  what  deati 
he  should  glorify  God.  And  when  he  had  spoken  this,  be  saith  unto  him 
Follow  me.  Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus  lovec 
following;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast  at  supper,  and  said.  Lord 


which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee?  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  am  ) 
what  shall  this  man  do?  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till 
come,  what  is  that  to  thee?  follow  thou  me.  ' 

No  person  is  so  good  or  so  great  that  he  will  not  at  times  blunder  ani 
do  some  outrageous  thing. 

The  more  prominent  the  man  is  the  greater  will  be  his  blunder  am 
outrage  in  the  eyes  of  his  peers,  himself  and  others. 

Why  did  Simon  Peter  make  such  a  blunder  and  deny  his  Lord  in  sucl 
a  manner  as  indicated  in  our  Scripture?  It  was  not  because  he  did  no 
believe  on  Him  and  love  Him  devotedly.  And  he  said,  he  was  "ready  to  g( 
with  him  to  prison  and  to  death. " 

It  was  not  because  Simon  Peter  was  a  weakling  in  character.  Grea- 
men  sometimes  are  more  apt  to  stumble  than  small  men.  Some  men  an 
too  small  to  ever  do  anything  very  big,  good  or  bad.  Satan  seems  to  enjo;^ 
hunting  "big  game." 

Judging  from  the  Scriptures,  I  want  us  to  observe  reasons  why  Simoi 
Peter  failed  and  denied  his  Lord: 

First,  he  was  too  self-confident.  The  Lord's  warning  did  not  seem  tii 
mean  a  thing  to  him  (Luke  22:31-34). 

He  neglected  to  pray  for  the  needed  strength  and  a  better  understand 
ing(Luke  22:40-46). 

He  apparently  was  ignorant  of  the  Scriptures  (Luke  22:47-53). 

He  knew  not  that  Christ  was  to  suffer  and  die  and  triumph.  He  stil 
had  the  old  Jewish  misconception  regarding  Messiah.  Moreover,  he  failec 
to  understand  Christ's  own  work-although  He  had  told  Simon  Peter  fou: 
times  plainly,  that  He  must  suffer  and  die  and  rise  again.  He  thus  faceo 
the  greatest  trial  of  his  life  unprepared  (Luke  22:54). 

He  crowded  in  among  those  who  were  crucifying  his  Lord  and  sa 
down  among  them  (Luke  22:55-60)! 

How  did  he  come  to  his  senses  enough  to  be  restored?  First,  he  deepb 
and  genuinely  repented  (Luke  22:61).  Repentance  cures  any  and  all  sorts 
of  sin,  so  far  as  God  is  concerned.  Second,  the  risen  Lord  Jesus  appearec 
to  him  alone,  the  first  Christian  Easter  day  (Luke  24:32-34).  Third,  in  Hi: 
third  appearance  to  the  disciples  by  the  seaside,  Christ  called  upon  Petei 
to  publicly  revow  his  love  to  Him  (John  21:1-22).  Fourth,  like  all  othei 
Christians,  Peter  spent  ten  days  in  a  wonderful  prayer  meeting  anc 
redidication  service  in  the  upper  room  at  Jerusalem  (Acts  1:12-26).  Fifth 
on  the  Day  of  Pentecost,  the  Holy  Spirit  came  upon  Peter  and  all  of  th( 
other  Christians  gathered  in  the  upper  room  and  Peter  took  up  the  worl 
which  the  Lord  had  assigned  him  to  do  (Acts  2:1-16).  He  was  used  of  th( 
Holy  Spirit  to  win  three  thousand  souls  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost  anc 
became  one  of  history's  great  soul  winners. 

Let  us  learn  from  this  account  and,  in  turn,  teach  others  who  ma}i 
have  lost  their  vision  or  become  detoured  from  the  pathway  of  God's  wil 
to  use  them  in  touching  the  lives  of  others  for  the  glory  of  God.  The  houi 
is  late  and  we  must  get  busy  enlisting  ourselves  and  others  in  the  mar 
velous  work  of  the  Church,  reaching  others  for  the  glory  of  God  and  thi 
salvation  of  lost  people.

It  seems  altogether  fitting  that  we 
should  gather  together  to  hail  the  home- 
going  of  a  loving  wife,  a  precious  mother, 
and  a  devoted  Christian:  Sister  Mildred 
Johnson. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  this  bereaved  family 
the  deep  sympathy  and  concern  of  your 
many  friends.  This  is  indeed  a  great  loss  to 
us  all  and  we  wish  to  assure  the  bereaved  of 
our  earnest  prayers  in  your  behalf 

The  passing  of  Sister  Johnson  was  not 
unexpected  by  her  family  and  many  friends. 
And  yet,  we  are  really  never  prepared  for 
these  eventualities.  Friends  have  gathered 
around  us;  they  have  spoken  their  words  of 
sympathy,  but  none  are  able  to  say  half  of 
what  they  feel.

To  be  true  to  my  own  feelings,  I  must 
make  a  personal  tribute.  There  are  times 
when  sermons  and  exhortation  are  appro- 
priate. But  our  dear  Mildred's  life  has 
already  preached  the  sermon.  From  the  first 
day  I  met  the  Johnsons,  it  was  as  though  I 
had  known  them  all  my  life.  The  love  and 
energy  that  Joyce  and  I  felt  from  them  has 
blossomed  into  a  beautiful  friendship.  They 
shall  always  be  our  dear  friends,  Irvin  and 
Mildred.  Some  of  our  fondest  memories 
were  spent  with  them  in  the  mountains. 
Whether  it  was  a  country  morning  breakfast 
of  late  evening  cookout,  the  hours  we  spent 
with  this  fine  couple  will  always  be  cher- 
ished. 

Mildred  was  saved  at  the  early  age  of 
nine.  She  served  the  Lord  for  sixty-eight 
years.  She  was  married  to  Irvin  on  March  4, 
1933.  They  enjoyed  fifty-eight  years  togeth- 
er. The  Lord  blessed  their  marriage  with  a 
son,  James,  and  a  daughter.  Norma. 
Mildred  gave  them  the  most  precious  of  all 
gifts  ...  a  Christian  home.

Now  this  beautiful  life  has  gone  home.

But 
there  are,  however,  many  compensations.

We  are  all  made  better  in  heart 
and  richer  in  soul  when  we  reflect  on  the  life 


of  Mildred  Johnson.  We  will  miss  the  van- 
ishing face  and  the  hushing  of  a  familiar 
voice  of  a  loved  one  so  dear. 

The  prophet,  Isaiah,  has  spoken  and  we 
have  his  reflection.  "That  day  when  the 
Lord  of  host  shall  be  for  a  crown  of  glory  and 
for  a  diadem  of  beauty  unto  his  faithful  ser- 
vant." 

The  memory  of  the  righteous  will  be  a 
blessing.  Mildred's  life  exemplified  Christ  in 
the  greatest  measure.  She  knew  the  joy  of 
the  Lord  and  she  shared  it.  She  saw  the 
beauty  of  life  and  she  shared  it.  Sister 
Johnson  was  the  kind  of  person  that  could 
pull  sunshine  from  a  rainy  day. 

Strength  and  dignity  are  her  cloth- 
ing. She  opens  her  mouth  with  wis- 
dom and  the  teaching  of  kindness  is 
on  her  tongue.  She  looks  well  to  the 
ways  of  her  household,  and  her  chil- 
dren rise  up  and  call  her  blessed. 
Many  women  have  done  excellently, 
but  you  surpass  them  all. 
Let's  direct  our  attention  to  a  passage  of 
Scripture  found  in  II  Corinthians  5:1. 

For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly 
house  of  this  tabernacle  were  dis- 
solved, we  have  a  building  of  God,  an 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal 
in  the  heavens. 

Paul  spoke  of  an  earthly  house  and  a 
building  of  God.  He  talked  about  the  resur- 
rection of  the  earthly  into  immortality  and 
an  expected  change.  We  do  have  this  knowl- 
edge. There  is  a  better  house  than  this,  and 
it  causes  groaning  and  yearning  for  the 
change.  Death  is  a  change.  Death  is  the 
gateway  to  life  and  the  vestibule  to  heav- 
en-moving from  the  gloom  of  this  life  to  the 
eternal  daylight  of  that  which  is  to  come.

But  let  us  see  the 
woman  who  shall  rise  on  that  glorious  morn 
when  "Christ  shall  descend  from  heaven 
with  a  shout."  She  shall  rise  receiving  "joy 
unspeakable  and  full  of  glory. " 

Let  our  vision  soar  from  this  present 
sight  to  that  future  hope  in  Christ  Jesus 
where  Sister  Johnson's  sparkling  eyes  will 
flash  again,  those  wrinkles  will  fade  with  an 
eternal  smile,  and  those  limp  arms  will  be 
lifted  in  praise  to  her  immaculate  Saviour 
and  King.  Her  fingers  will  sweep  across  the 
living  strings  of  a  golden  harp  bearing  the 
sweetest  music  ever  heard. 

The  deeds  of  this  great  lady  will  praise 
her  till  that  glorious  day.  Her  memory  will 
never  fade  from  the  minds  of  those  who 
knew  and  loved  her.  We  will  remember  the 
things  for  which  she  stood.  We  will  remem- 
ber her  loving  kindnesses  and  her  devotion 
to  her  family.

He  is  not  here:  For  He  is  Risen  .  .  .  Come, 
see  the  place  where  the  Lord  lay'' 

Matthew  28:6, 


Tombs  are  dear  to  us  only  because  of  the  human  remains 
of  our  dear  ones  whose  bodies  rest  in  them.  So  the  place 
where  our  Lord's  Body  lay  was  dear  to  those  closest  to 
Him.  We  stand  in  awe  as  we  intently  observe  the  tomb 
of  the  Unknown  Soldier  near  our  nation's  capital.  So  the 
diligent  followers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  approached 
the  early  morning  site  of  His  burial  with  a  reverent  awe. 
At  times  we  sense  the  increased  palpitations  of  our  hearts 
and  feel  the  glisten  of  a  new  tear  in  our  eyes  as  we  lovingly 
approach  the  tender  place  of  entombment.  How  the  hearts 
of  His  earthly  companions  must  have  increased  their  beat- 
ing to  match  the  rapidity  of  the  activity  of  their  tear  glands 
as  they  moved  in  close  to  the  place  donated  by  Joseph 
of  Arimathea.  Yes,  we  prize  the  place  where  they  lie  be- 
cause their  bodies  are  there  but  in  magnificent  contrast 
we  hear  in  our  own  hearts  the  exultant  invitation  of  the 
angel,  "HE  IS  NOT  HERE:  FOR  HE  IS  RISEN  .  .  . 
COME,  SEE  THE  PLACE  WHERE  THE  LORD  LAY." 
We  prize  the  place,  not  because  He  is  there,  but  rather, 
because  He  is  not  there!  He's  alive!  He  gives  that  LIFE 
to  us.  It  is  imperishable,  abundant,  expanding  and  tri- 
umphant LIFE! 

Usually,  we  do  not,  in  our  humanity,  associate  the  grave 
with  joy  and  happiness.  The  place  of  body  rest  is  the  tran- 
quil home  of  sorrow  where  our  weeping  quietly  releases 
the  deep  emotions  of  our  mortality.  If  we  visit  the  cemetery, 
we  observe  the  lingering  look,  the  placement  of  a  bouquet 
of  flowers  or  a  quiet  kneeler  who  whispers  to  one  as  if 
he  or  she  could  physically  hear.  The  scenes  are  the  off- 
spring of  memory  and  sorrow.  However,  look  with  me 
again  at  the  Scripture  selection  that  unfolds  before  us. 

It  is  not  strange  to  our  human  experience  that  when 
the  angelic  presence  desired  to  make  these  women  glad, 
he  invited  them  to  approach  and  peer  into  a  tomb.  He 
did  not  encourage  them  to  wipe  their  tears,  allay  their 
fears  and  leave  the  scene  to  face  the  daily  duties  of  their 
lives.  He  calmed  their  fears  and  cheered  their  hearts  and 
exchanged  their  sorrow  for  the  enthrallment  of  joy. 

How  did  he  do  it?  By  bidding  them  to  investigate  a 
grave!  As  someone  has  said,  "To  exaggerate  its  uniqueness 
is  impossible."  This  time  the  grave  is  a  triumphant  ar- 
gument for  victory  and  praise.  Travelers  engage  in  pil- 
grimages to  observe  where  writers  wrote,  or  patriots  lived, 
or  where  soldiers  fought  their  battles  or  songsters  sang 
but  the  angel  simply  said,  "Come,  see  the  place  where 
the  Lord  lay." 

Notice  the  significance  of  the  place.  IT  IS  EMPTY!  I 
read  somewhere  the  story  of  a  man  who  visited  the  grave 


of  Mohammed.  It  was  dashingly  adorned  with  diamond 
and  the  keepers  said  to  him,  "Mohammed's  bones  an 
here."  The  same  man  traveled  to  France  and  someon^ 
pointed  out  to  him  the  tomb  of  Napoleon  by  saying,  "Th] 
bones  of  Napoleon  are  here."  But  when  he  toured  the  Hoi; 
Land,  he  was  directed  to  the  location  thought  to  be  th.. 
tomb  of  Jesus  and  no  one  said  anything  about  bones.  Tha 
is  the  grandest  thing  about  this  place  in  the  side  of  thi 
hill.  No  bones  are  there.  The  grave  is  empty;  then  and 
now! 

In  the  glorious  power  of  eternal  life  He  has  emptied 
the  tomb,  not  only  of  His  human  body,  but  of  all  terro 
and  gloom  for  those  who  follow  Him  in  truth.  The  empt:' 
grave,  flung  open  for  the  women's  inspection  that  earb 
morning,  stands  as  the  backdrop  of  all  Easter  gladnes:. 
which  has  given  immortality  to  all  the  Body  of  Christ 
His  resurrection  vindicates  all  His  claims.  The  Father'; 
love  is  satisfied.  The  certitude  that  He  is  our  living  Frienc 
"Who  walks  with  us  and  talks  with  us"  in  a  lasting  re 
lationship  is  a  constant  reminder  that  the  tomb  is  emptyl 

Another  beautiful  truth  is  that  the  open  tomb  reveale( 
not  only  the  emptiness,  but  also  that  it  was  left  in  sucll 
an  orderly  fashion.  The  headpiece,  or  napkin,  was  foldec 
and  the  grave  clothes  were  lying  where  He  had  lain.  I' 
is  as  if  our  Lord  simply  awakened  and  laid  things  in  order' 
Such  glorious  calm  and  authoritative  control  our  Lord  ex 
ercises.  It  doesn't  matter  if  it  is  on  the  stormy  sea  amonf 
men  baffled  by  a  sudden  attack  of  the  elements  or  hen 
in  the  silent  city  of  the  deceased  Jesus  Christ,  the  Maste  , 
of  every  situation  maintains  a  relaxed  vigil  of  victory 
There  is  no  sign  of  hurried  desperation.  He  conquers  thr 
grave  with  the  same  assurance  with  which  He  was  vie 
torious  on  the  cross. 

Thirdly,  He  left  the  orderly  arrangements  of  the  vacan 
tomb  with  the  fragrance  provided  by  the  spices  with  whicl 
the  mourners  came  to  anoint  His  body.  Glory!  This  tell; 
me  something,  friends.  There  is  a  fragrance  about  the  toml 
now  for  you  and  me.  It  is  the  fragrance  that  gives  ligh 
at  the  end  of  the  tunnel;  hope  is  ours  for  the  life  beyonc 
the  grave;  the  fragrance  is  an  invitation  to  the  joys  o 
heaven.  The  fragrance  of  this  glorious  hope  gives  us  the 
promise  of  His  eternal  presence  forever.  We  will  greet  ou 
Redeemer  face  to  face  in  an  unsevered  communion  tha 
will  cause  the  toils  of  this  life  to  seem  as  nothing.  Hi 
opened  His  grave  and  He  will  set  us  free  from  ours  o. 
receive  us  directly  from  this  sphere  of  existence  in  wha 
we  call  the  RAPTURE!

Prior  to  coming  to  Falcon  in  1949,  Mr. 
Dunning  attended  Zion  Bible  School  in  East 
Providence,  Rhode  Island,  the  logical 
school  for  Canadian  and  Northern  breth- 
ren. While  working  with  a  group  of  mission- 
aries, Mr.  Dunning  learned  of  this  school 
and  when  his  missionary  friends  returned 
to  China,  he  enrolled  at  Zion,  where  after 
three  years,  he  graduated  and  remained 
with  the  Bible  School  until  an  appeal  in  the 
ADVOCATE,  the  official  organ  of  the  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  Church,  for  help  at  the 
Falcon  Orphanage  and  simultaneously 
wrote  Dr.  A.  C.  Holland,  then  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Falcon  Orphanage.  Mr.  Holland 
was  looking  for  a  farm  manager.  The  Or- 
phanage had  just  come  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  and 
in  those  earlier  days  a  farm  was  the  major 
enterprise.  Mr.  Holland  responded  with  a 
postal  card  addressed  to  E.  R.  Dunning  (in 
big  print),  "NEED  YOU— COME  ON 
DOWN!" 

Unique  to  orphanage  life,  Dr.  Holland,  in 
jest,  told  a  couple  of  his  employees  that  he 
was  placing  "husband  orders."  Of  course, 
a  young  lady  by  the  name  of  Ruby  Manuel 
received  the  "bill  of  lading."  Miss  Ruby 
came  to  the  Falcon  Orphanage  in  1943,  only 
8  days  after  her  graduation  from  Holmes 
Bible  College.  Little  did  anyone  know  that 
after  a  sort  of  casual  friendship/courtship 
over  a  period  of  seven  years,  that  between 
the  distant  farm  where  E.  R.  Dunning  lived 
and  worked  and  the  girl's  dormitory  located 
in  the  heart  of  the  village  where  Ruby  Ma- 
nuel served  as  matron,  would  blossom  into 
a  romance  that  would  be  remembered  by 
so  many  for  so  long  a  time. 

However,  before  this  beautiful  marriage 
took  place,  Mr.  Dunning  in  1949  returned 
to  the  northern  country  and  worked  at  a 
missionary  rest  home  called  Linfield  Cen- 
ter. Then  he  worked  at  a  boy's  home  in  New 
Hampshire  (Hillsborough  Haven)  before  go- 
ing to  Chicago,  Illinois,  where  his  mother 
lived.  There  he  worked  for  Kenoshia  Auto 
Transport  and  received  a  citation  for  two 
years  of  perfect  driving. 

But  he  just  couldn't  get  away  from  that 
certain  kind  of  feeling.  The  memories  of  de- 
livering milk  to  the  girl's  dormitory  and  get- 
ting those  special  glimpses  from  the  matron 
just  wouldn't  go  away.  So,  after  two  years, 
a  mail-order  wedding  was  planned.  Mr. 
Dunning  left  Chicago  by  car  with  a  trailer 
full  of  meager  belongings.  On  his  way  he 
encountered  a  terrible  blizzard,  but  he  ar- 
rived in  time  for  the  wedding  which  took 
place  on  December  29,  1951.  Mr.  Dunning 
was  again  employed  by  the  orphanage.  He 
served  as  a  houseparent,  worked  the  farm 
and  the  dairy  and  at  whatever  else  he  was 
called  on  to  do. 

Prior  to  her  engagement  to  Mr.  Dunning, 
Miss  Ruby  had  taken  a  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Orphanage  to  attend  Emmanuel 
College,  but  had  returned  to  resume  the 
work  the  Lord  had  assigned  to  her.  These 
faithful  servants  spanned  the  administra- 
tion of  seven  Orphanage/Children's  Home 
Superintendents — Mr.  W.  W.  Carter,  Dr.  A. 
C.  Holland,  Rev.  John  W.  Brooks,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  C.  R.  McCartney,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Brad- 


shaw.  Rev.  Raymond  Pope  and  Rev.  W.  Ed- 
die Morris. 

Before  leaving  employment  at  the  Child- 
ren's Home,  Mr.  Dunning  was  assigned  du- 
ties at  the  Golden  Years  Home,  a  home  for 
the  elderly.  Upon  his  resignation,  he  was 
employed  by  Morganite,  Inc.,  of  Dunn, 
North  Carolina,  until  he  retired. 

Through  all  these  years  the  Dunning  fam- 
ily grew  from  two  to  six.  God  blessed  this 
union  with  four  beautiful  children  —  De- 
wayne,  Mary  Mae,  Dwight  and  Lola. 

All  the  Dunning  children  are  either  min- 
isters or  married  to  ministers  and  all  are 
serving  in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 
Dewayne  and  Connie  Dunning  are  youth 
ministers  at  the  Person  Street  Church  in 
Fayetteville.  Mary  Mae  is  married  to  Rev. 
Ricky  Johnson  of  the  Genesis  Church  in 
Wendell,  North  Carolina.  Dwight  and  Shar- 
on serve  as  pastors  of  the  Tabernacle 
Church  in  Goldsboro.  And  Lola  is  married 
to  Rev.  Paul  Evans  who  pastors  the  Thun- 
der Swamp  Church  near  Mt.  Olive,  N.  C. 

Mr.  Dunning  was  a  member  of  the  Pen- 
tecostal Holiness  Church  in  Falcon,  N.  C, 
having  served  as  Youth  Director,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  and  on  the  Board 
of  Deacons.

Their  best  friend  had  been  diagnosed  with 
terminal  leukemia.  Kel  is  a  family  man,  mar- 
ried, and  the  daddy  of  a  beautiful  daughter. 
His  church  family,  his  community,  and  close 
friends  got  involved.  They  recognized  an  open 
door  of  opportunity,  and  looking  not  to  their 
own  interest,  but  to  the  needs  and  interest  of 
someone  else  began  to  formulate  plans,  and 
organized  a  search  for  a  bone-marrow  donor. 
Hundreds  of  people  responded,  giving  blood 
samples  to  be  tested.  Some  of  them  requested 
to  be  placed  on  the  "National  Register  of 
Donors." 

Among  those  tested  were  Dianne  and  Jerry 
(my  daughter  and  son-in-law).  Jerry  has  al- 
ready given  blood  donations  sixty  times  in  the 
amount  of  seven  and  one-half  gallons.  He  had 
a  strong  desire  to  be  matched  for  someone,  if 
not  his  friend,  Kel. 

Weeks  passed,  and  then  one  day  Jerry  re- 
ceived a  phone  call.  Mr.  Godwin,  your  wife  Di- 
anne has  been  matched  with  a  leukemia  pa- 
tient. He  informed  Dianne,  and  they  shared 
the  excitement  and  anxieties  of  the  possibility 
of  giving  hope  and  'or  life  to  someone.  Later 
Dianne  was  contacted  and  asked  if  she  were 
willing  to  participate  further,  would  she  be- 
come a  bone-marrow  donor  if  she  passed  all 
testing?  Of  course  she  would!!  They  only  told 
her  the  patient  was  a  girl  —  eight  years  old. 
That  little  girl  is  some  mother's  daughter. 
"Can  you  imagine  how  that  mother  feels, 
knowing  there  is  a  possibility  for  a  donor  for 
her  child?"  Dianne  asked. 

She  was  given  instructions  to  proceed  with 
the  testing,  and  if  she  passes  this  phase  she 
will  go  for  more  tests.  The  wait  is  long  when 
you  are  anxious  to  know,  and  to  give  of  yourself 
in  order  to  give  hope,  health,  and  maybe  life 
to  someone  else. 

Dianne  asked,  "Mother,  how  do  you  feel 
about  my  being  a  bone-marrow  donor  if  I  do 
pass  all  testing?"  Me?  I  add  my  applause!  She 
is  always  giving  of  herself,  and  this  would  be 
just  an  extension  of  our  family  desires  to  do 
something  to  make  a  difference  for  someone 
else.  We  are  all  donors  —  at  my  death  my  eyes 
will  be  given  for  research  as  I  have  a  rare  in- 
curable eye  disease  which  will  prohibit  my  do- 
nating healthy  corneas. 

This  door  of  opportunity  is  open  to  all  of 
us.  Women,  we  can  give  sight,  we  might  give 
life,  and  we  are  sure  to  give  hope  if  we  become 
donors.  Remember,  our  Lord  has  already  given 
so  much  more  for  us:  He  gave  us  HOPE;  He 
gave  His  BLOOD;  He  gave  His  LIFE-our 
SALVATION.

A  SPECIAL  TRIBUTE 

Ever  so  often  someone  comes  into  your  life 
who  makes  an  impact.  Seldom  is  the  impact 
based  on  major  events,  although  that  certainly 
happens;  usually  it  is  a  lot  of  little  things.  It 
is  also  because  of  a  person's  basic  character. 

The  kind  of  people  I'm  talking  about  inspires 
you  to  follow  their  example,  to  make  lasting 
life-changing  goals.  You  believe  and  trust 
them.  You  catch  their  vision  because  you  see 
they  are  honest  and  they  truly  care  about  other 
people.  They  care  enough  to  put  their  personal 
time  into  their  beliefs  and  vision.  Consequent- 
ly, you  believe  and  trust  their  vision.  Those 
kinds  of  people  are  what  is  good  about  the 
Christian  community. 

I've  known  of  several  that  fit  this  descrip- 
tion. However,  there  is  one  lady  that  stands 
out — her  name  is  Lila  Berry.  Mrs.  Berry,  found- 
er of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  (now  known  as 
Women's  Ministries)  took  to  heart  a  young 
minister's  wife's  feeling  of  inadequacies  and 
a  lay  woman's  need  for  fellowship  and  service- 
oriented  goals  and  birthed  a  vision  for  a  con- 
ference and  a  denomination.  And  on  May 
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7,  1944,  in  Falcon,  North  Carolina,  she  organ 
ized  the  first  Conference  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Early  that  year  Mrs.  Berry,  in  her  kitcher 
in  the  Fayetteville  parsonage,  heard  my  youth 
ful  concern — "I  don't  sing,  I  don't  play  the  pii 
ano,  I  don't  preach  and  I'm  not  even  comfort' 
able  testifying.  I  sometimes  wonder  why  I  evei 
married  a  minister!"  My  visit  was  followed  bj 
a  visit  from  Mrs.  W.  B.  Peel  and  her  daughter 
Clara  Louise  Williams.  Mrs.  Peel  voiced  hei 
concern  to  have  an  organization  for  lay  womer 
that  provided  fellowship  and  missionary 
goals.  Because  she  truly  cared  about  us,  sht 
did  not  let  our  concerns  lie  dormant  but  took 
them  to  heart,  and  a  vision  was  birthed — aii{ 
organization  to  provide  fellowship,  training 
and  goals  for  both  ministers'  wives  and  lay 
women — that  would  come  to  be  known  as  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary.  i 

Mrs.  Lila  Berry's  sharp  intuitive  mind,  her 
able  hands,  her  creativity,  her  wit,  her  will  to 
overcome  obstacles,  but  most  of  all  her  genuine 
caring  attitude  were  some  of  the  many  things 
about  her  that  made  an  impact  on  my  life.

As  God's  children.  Christians  are  to  be  giving  peo- 
ple also.

RECORD-BREAKING 
YEAR  IIM  1991 

All  the  records  are  not  in  yet  (sta- 
tistical) but  1991  will  go  into  the  record 
books  as  a  miraculous  year  for  out- 
reach in  the  International  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  In  the  U.S.  65  new 
churches  were  planted.  This  was  our 
greatest  year  ever  in  church  planting. 

The  sum-total  overseas  records  are 
not  in,  but  will  be  phenomenal.  For  ex- 
ample, in  1987  two  young  men  (broth- 
ers) moved  to  Jakarta,  Indonesia,  to 
plant  a  church.  On  January  31,  1992, 
nearly  200  people  representing  eight 
churches  gathered  at  the  first  annual 
conference  of  our  church  in  Indonesia. 
The  Lord  is  at  work. 

What  follows  is  a  financial  summary 
of  the  NC  Conference  in  World  Mis- 
sions and  General  Evangelism  giving. 
Our  emphasis  is  souls,  not  dollars,  but 
it  does  take  dollars  to  send  the  Gospel 
message.  The  dollars  given  are  a  good 
barometer  of  our  spiritual  giving. 

Presently  we  are  in  59  different  coun- 
tries and  have  over  170  missionaries. 
Last  year  the  World  Missions  income 
was  $4,778,732.00.  This  is  an  8%  in- 
crease over  1990.  Praise  the  Lord! 

In  1991  the  NC  Conference  gave  a 
total  of  $510,842.72  to  World  Missions 
and  General  Evangelism.  This  was  a 
12.5%  increase  over  1990.  Our  "GO"  of- 
fering (Summer  Global  Outreach  Of- 
fering) was  nearly  $80,000.00  —  a  30% 
increase  over  1990.  In  1991  159 
churches  (95.2%)  gave  something  to 
World  Missions  and  General  Evange- 
lism. 79%  (132)  are  receiving  monthly 
offerings.  85%  (141)  participated  in  the 
summer  (GO)  offering.  Our  Conference 
per  capita  giving  was  $26.01.  We  had 
a  great  year  but  there  are  still  areas 
for  improvement.  Time  is  short,  what 
we  do  for  world  evangelization,  we 
must  do  quickly. 

Our  missions  giving  alone  last  year 
was  $477,947.87.  Our  goals  this  year 
are  $500,000.00  for  World  Missions, 
$90,000.00  for  the  summer  "GO"  offer- 
ing, and  $40,000.00  for  the  General 
Evangelism  work.

THE  URGENCY  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 
IN  THE  HOME  AND  CHURCH 


Matthew  28:18-20,  "And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto 
them,  saying,  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and 
in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptiz- 
ing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you." 

The  physical  human  family  is  the  first  relationship 
ordained  of  God  beyond  the  relationship  of  God  and 
man  and  THE  SPIRITUAL  FAMILY.  THE  CHURCH  is 
the  ultimate  workmanship  of  God  in  the  affairs  of  man. 
It  is  the  Body  of  Christ.  Many  responsibilities  are 
ascribed  the  body.  The  body  members  are  designed  to 
care  for  and  complement  each  other.  This  duty  and 
privilege  certainly  extends  to  the  development  of  our 
young  that  they  may  properly  grow  in  the  body. 

I  believe  the  investment  we  make  in  Christian 
Education  is  vital  to  the  training  of  our  young  in  the 
home  and  in  the  church.

Juvenile  and  adult  delinquency,  adolescent 
irresponsibility  and  parental  frustration  are  all  pres- 
sures that  demand  the  best  we  can  develop  relating  to 
instruction  in  the  home  and  church. 

The  emphases  of  the  secular  world  continually 
demand  that  we  combat  these  evils  and  societal  irre- 
sponsibilities with  consistent  and  ever-improving  meth- 
ods of  communicating  our  message. 

The  family  and  church  need  a  Biblical  foundation  on 
which  to  grow  and  develop  emotionally,  spiritually, 
morally,  materially  and  physically.  People  need  to 
know  how  to  appropriate  the  teachings  of  the  Word  of 
the  Lord  in  order  to  overcome  in  this  world.  People 
need  to  know  how  to  submit  to  the  Holy  Spirit  so  they 
will  seize  the  opportunity  to  be  motivated  to  greater 
things  for  the  Lord.  Success  for  Him  is  the  all-impor- 
tant success.  All  other  seeming  success  is  subservient 
to  this.  Every  person  needs  to  know  God's  perfect  will 
for  his  or  her  life.  All  people  need  to  be  able  to  "Sanctify 
the  Lord  God  in  your  hearts,  and  always  be  ready  to 
give  a  defense  to  everyone  who  ask  you  a  reason  for  the 


hope  that  is  in  you  with  meekness  and  fear"  (1  Pett 
3:15,  NKJV). 

The  urgency  of  the  times  calls  for  our  best.  Th 
hour  is  late!  "Say  not  ye,  there  are  yet  four  month;  | 
and  then  cometh  harvest?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Li 
up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields;  for  they  are  whit 
already  to  harvest"  (John  4:35).  We  have  no  promise  c 
Tomorrow.  Today  is  the  day  of  salvation. 

Life  is  so  short  even  if  we  live  to  be  eighty  or  ninebi 
This  century  is  almost  gone.  The  dramatic  changes  tha 
have  occurred  are  at  the  same  time  traumatic  and  cha 
lenging.  The  complexity  of  our  computerized  worl 
offers  a  thrilling  challenge  to  the  people  of  th 
Christian  family.  Never  have  our  opportunities  bee: 
more  available  to  the  constituency  of  the  body.  Th' 
good  news  must  be  heralded  through  all  possible  char 
nels.  We  must  be  taught  and  we  must  teach  in  order  t 
touch  our  world  with  the  powerful  influence  of  th, 
Christian  message. 

Secular  educational  institutions  are  or  should  b 
constantly  seeking  to  know  and  develop  more  efficien 
modes  of  instruction  and  communication.  Christiai 
schools  and  college  leadership  must  equally  be  undei 
standing  of  the  times  in  order  to  develop  curricula  an 
strategically  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  the  timej 
We  must  support  our  church  educational  institutions  i 
we  are  to  appropriately  meet  the  urgent  challenge  c 
our  time. 

Finally  there  is  the  urgency  of  the  command  o 
Jesus  as  noted  in  the  text  at  the  beginning  of  thi 
article.  We  must  start  with  the  children!  Give  th 
child  to  God  before  he  or  she  is  tainted  and  maimed  b 
sin!  There  is  no  need  of  his  becoming  a  child  of  the  devi 
before  he  becomes  a  CHILD  OF  GOD  in  Christian  con 
version.  There  is  no  greater  urgency  than  this  extreme 
ly  powerful  emphasis. 

The  promise  of  Jesus  to  those  who  will  be  activatet 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  is  a  guarantee  of  His  presence,  "Lo, 
am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  worlc 
Amen." 

You  and  I  are  never  "Alone"  in  our  pursuits  for  quali 
ty  Christian  Education.  He  is  with  us  and  He  make 
all  the  difference  for  now  and  eternity!

EVA  BROWN 

I  On  Sunday  night,  March  29  during  the 
vening  service,  a  tribute  to  the  hfe  and  min- 
5try  of  Rev.  Eva  B.  Brown  was  offered  by  the 
ongregation  of  Ebenezer  PH  Church.  With  a 
Lill  house  in  attendance,  songs  were  sung,  a 
lessage  was  dehvered,  and  Ms.  Eva  shared 
ler  personal  testimony. 

Along  with  flowers  and  gifts,  a  reception 
Dllowed  in  the  church  fellowship  hall,  where 

II  joined  in  to  celebrate  fifty-nine  years  of 
Christian  service  and  also  the  seventy-eighth 
lirthday  of  this  lovely  woman  of  God.  The  fol- 
pwing  tribute  was  given  by  Pastor  Avery  dur- 
ng  the  service. 

"Eva  Bell  Holland  was  born  March  28, 
914,  in  Nash  County,  North  Carolina.  The 
iroud  parents  of  this  fine  baby  girl  were 
'attie  Lee  Thorne  and  Arthur  Thomas 
lolland.  Sister  Eva  became  the  first  of  a  large 
amily  of  five  girls  and  five  boys:  Millard 
Wery  Holland,  deceased;  Eloise,  Arthur  T. 


Holland,  Jr.,  Doretha,  Wilbur,  Dorothy,  Bill, 
Lynn  and  Gene.  Most  of  these  fine  brothers 
and  sisters  were  helped  along,  in  some  way  or 
the  other,  in  getting  grown  by  Sister  Eva. 

"As  the  Lord  would  have  it,  time  passed, 
and  Eva  grew  into  young  womanhood.  She 
met  and  married  a  fine  young  man  by  the 
name  of  Jesse  C.  Brown.  They  were  married 
on  the  eighth  day  of  April,  1939.  This  would 
prove  to  be  a  divine  arrangement,  for  God  had 
plans  for  this  young  lady's  life,  of  which  Jessie 
would  play  a  vital  part  with  his  prayers, 
finances  and  always  being  faithful  to  encour- 
age. 

"Prior  to  this  marriage  in  1939,  while 
attending  the  Dickens  Grove  tent  meeting,  of 
which  there  were  many  in  those  days,  there 
came  a  very  special  year,  1933.  With  the 
singing  and  preaching  came  also  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  and  He  gloriously  saved  and  set  free 
on  October  12  Eva  Bell  Holland.  She  was  not 
the  handmaid  of  the  Lord. 

"In  a  short  while  the  Loi'd  laid  His  hand  on 
Eva's  life  to  carry  His  glorious  gospel.  She  was 
the  first  of  her  family  to  accept  the  Lord  as 
her  personal  Saviour,  but  the  Lord  was  to  use 
her  as  an  instrument  to  help  bring  others  into 
His  fold,  including  her  father,  A.  T.  Holland. 

"With  God's  fire  in  her  soul  and  His 
burden  upon  her  heart,  Eva  set  out  to 
make  full  proof  of  her  calling.  First  serving  on 
the  Evangelism  field,  Eva  entered  every  open 
door  for  ministry.  By  now  she  had  joined  in 
membership  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
and  was  soon  a  member  of  the  clergy  of  the 
NC  Conference  in  the  year  1935.  Many  would 
testify,  including  Conference  Superinten- 
dents, Bishops  and  Pastors,  of  Eva's  gifts  in 
evangelism,  for  the  Lord  gave  her  great  meet- 
ings from  Fayetteville  to  Roanoke  Rapids  and 
all  the  way  to  California,  many  of  them  rang- 
ing from  two  and  three  weeks,  others  six 
weeks  or  more.  All  with  the  result  of  many 
souls  being  saved,  sanctified,  baptized  and  set 
free. 


"Later  Sister  Eva  entered  the  pastorate. 
Her  fruits  of  labor  would  include  Lamm's 
Grove,  Vaughans  Chapel,  Bethel  twice,  and 
Raleigh  at  the  Emmanuel  Church.  The  Lord 
gave  Eva  a  special  burden  for  her  own  home- 
town and  she  became  instrumental  in  digging 
out  and  establishing  the  Ebenezer  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church,  to  which  she  later  returned, 
and  gave  20  years  of  devoted  service  to  the 
church  and  its  people.  Following  her  retire- 
ment from  the  active  ministry,  due  to  health 
reasons  in  1972,  Eva  has  been  faithful  to  pro- 
mote and  work  with  the  various  pastors,  both 
in  giving  of  substantial  financial  gifts  and  in 
leading  prayer  groups  and  being  ever  faithful 
in  attendance,  always  willing  to  lend  a  help- 
ing hand  and  ever  using  her  influence  to  pro- 
mote the  ministry  of  the  local  church  and  con- 
ference. 

"In  paying  tribute  to  this  lovely  lady  of 
God,  one  feels  what  Paul  must  have  felt  when 
he  said  in  Hebrews  11  'And  what  shall  I  more 
say  for  time  would  fail  me.'  The  congregations 
and  the  conference  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  salute  this  friend  of  God,  this  faithful, 
compassionate,  bright,  positive  worker  in 
God's  vineyard.  Eva,  thank  you  for  being  here 
for  us,  thank  you  for  a  life  well  lived,  a  work 
well  done,  and  now  after  59  years  of  ministry 
and  service,  we  offer  you  this  tribute  that  is 
well  deserved.  God  bless  you  on  this  your  78th 
birthday."

I  want  to  encourage  you  to  make  preparations  for  tomor- 
row. Those  preparations  must  begin  today.  All  our  ministers 
need  to  start  a  systematic  savings  plan  to  aid  them  in  their 
retirement.  We  all  are  thankful  for  the  Social  Security 
Program  and  our  own  Conference  Retirement  Program  BUT

North  Carolina  Conference  Evangelism  Board 

Members  of  the  NC  Conference  Evangelism  Board  have 
made  personal  commitments  to  give  in  the  1992  Global 
Outreach  Offering  ("GO"  Offering).  The  goal  is  a  day's  wage. 
Hopefully  others  in  the  Conference  will  accept  this  goal.  The 
Conference  goal  is  $90,000.00.  This  money  is  critically  needed 
to  reach  into  new  countries  and  states  in  the  U.S.  Seventy- 
five  percent  of  the  "GO"  Offering  goes  to  World  Missions  and 
twenty-five  percent  goes  to  General  Evangelism. 


HISPANIC  OUTREACH  WITHIN  THE 
NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE

Hispanics  compose  the  fastest  growing  population  within] 
the  nation.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  is  not  an  excep 
tion.  Within  the  last  decade  the  Hispanic  population  within 
the  Conference  has  exploded.  Wake  County  is  36th  in  the 
nation  in  a  list  of  the  top  50  counties  in  Hispanic  growth  rate. 
This  county  alone  has  gone  from  2,300  Hispanics  in  1980  to 
6,000  plus  in  1992.  These  figures  represent  permanent  year 
round  residents  and  do  not  include  the  migrant  workers. 

There  are  over  50,000  Hispanics  who  live  year-round  with- 
in the  geographic  boundaries  of  the  Conference.  The  two  lead 
ing  counties  in  percentage  are  Cumberland  and  Onslow. 
Hispanics  in  these  counties  rate  close  to  6  percent  of  the  total 
population.  Most  of  the  counties  in  the  Conference  average 
from  2  to  3  percent.  Again,  these  are  permanent  residents 
and  not  migrant  workers. 

Hardly  anyone  in  the  church  world  in  Eastern  North 
Carolina  is  reaching  out  to  the  Hispanics.  Yet  the  Public 
Broadcast  T.V.  Channel  has  started  programs  in  Spanish. 
Cable  companies  are  including  Spanish  channels.  Grocery 
and  convenience  stores  are  establishing  special  sections  for 
Hispanic  foods.  Hispanic  night  "spots"  are  springing  up  all 
over  the  Conference.  The  "world"  has  recognized  they  are 
here.  It  is  time  the  Conference  and  our  churches  open  our 
hearts  to  them  and  reach  out  to  them  with  the  Gospel  mes- 
sage. 

In  March  Rev.  Charlene  West  spent  a  week  with  us  and 
spoke  in  four  meetings  across  the  Conference  about  ways  to 
reach  out  to  the  Hispanics.  Sister  West  did  an  outstanding 
job.  Some  36  churches  were  represented  in  the  meetings. 
Notes  of  her  presentation  are  available  upon  request  at  the 
Conference  Evangelism  Office. 

Sister  West  was  hired  by  the  General  Evangelism 
Department  in  February  to  be  the  coordinator  of  Hispanic 
church  planting  and  training  within  the  U.S.  She  is  a  church 
planter  herself  and  has  spent  22  years  on  the  mission  field  in 
South  America.  She  has  come  to  a  special  place  of  ministry  at 
a  crucial  time.  Praise  the  Lord  for  providing  workers. 

At  this  time  the  Evangelism  Board  is  consolidating  plans 
for  Hispanic  outreach  within  the  Conference.  Why  the 
Hispanics,  above  the  other  ethnic  groups?  They  are  the  next 
largest  ethnic  group  under  the  blacks.  The  blacks  have  sever- 
al Pentecostal  denominations  in  North  Carolina.  Our  own  sis- 
ter church.  The  United  Holy  Church  of  the  World,  ministers 
effectively  to  them.  No  one,  however,  is  ministering  effective- 
ly to  the  Hispanic  people-primarily  Mexican  Hispanics  in  our 
area. 

We  are  presently  formulating  a  list  at  the  Conference 
Office  of  all  bilingual  people  (Spanish-English)  within  the 
Conference.  A  resource  center  of  Hispanic  material  is  being

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set  up.  We  are  also  seeking  to  identify  the  four  highest  con- 
centrations of  Hispanics  within  the  Conference.  The  Lord  is 
leading  us  to  those  churches  who  have  a  real  and  genuine 
Durden  to  reach  out. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  we  would  like  to  have  at  least 
wr  Hispanic  churches.  This  would  be  churches  who  preach, 
ceach,  and  worship  in  the  Spanish  culture.  Most  of  the  older 
Hispanics  within  the  Conference  speak  only  Spanish. 
Hopefully  some  of  these  churches  can  meet  in  our  existing 
Anglo  churches.  Guidelines  for  such  church  starts  are  avail- 
able at  the  Conference  Office.  We  would  also  like  to  have  sev- 
eral churches  ministering  in  other  ways  to  the  Hispanic  popu- 
lation. 

Above  all  we  need  to  pray  for  the  Lord's  leading  in  reach- 
ing out  to  this  ethnic  group.  We  also  need  to  identify  those 
people  in  the  Conference  who  can  speak  Spanish  and/or  have 
a  desire  to  work  with  these  precious  people.  God  is  bringing 
the  harvest  to  us.

Doesn't  everything 
about  this  stranger  in  David's  shoes  fairly 
scream  "Unclean!"?  Thou  son  of  mine,  have 
mercy  on  me! 

And  did  the  Israelites  keep  calling  David 
"king"  after  he  seduced  Bathsheba?  They  must 
not  have  seen  his  plague,  I  guess.  Even  Natalie 
didn't  notice.  She  doesn't  know-nobody  knows. 

But  they  will  eventually,  the  evidence  will 
come  out,  and  they  will  know. 

".  .  .  Or  will  they?" 

"No-don't  think  that." 

"How  much  money  do  you  have?" 

"Stop  it.  Don't  talk  like  that." 

"They  don't  have  to  know.  The  sun  doesn't 
have  to  shine  on  your  diseased  hand.  Bury  it 
inside  your  cloak;  get  a  doctor  to  cut  off  that 
lump  just  above  your  gold  ring."

God's  heart."

SING  PRAISES' 


"BLESS  THE  LORD,  OH  MY  SOUL:  AND  ALL  THAT  IS  WITH- 
IN ME,  BLESS  HIS  HOLY  NAME. "  PSALM  103:1 

I  think  I  know  enough  about  most  of  us  to  say  that  the  vast  major- 
ity of  our  praying  is  to  ask  the  Lord  for  something:  one  more  blessing, 
provision,  etc.  I  certainly  am  aware  that  we  are  invited,  even  encour- 
aged by  the  Holy  Word  to  engage  in  petitionary  praying.  This  is  an 
important  ingredient  to  our  communication  with  the  Lord. 
Simultaneously  with  the  invitation  to  bring  our  needs  to  our  Father, 
the  Scriptures  exhort  us  to  praise  the  Lord.  Praising  Him  is  a  neces- 
sary expression  of  our  gratitude. 

When  a  person  cultivates  the  habit  of  praising  God,  he  has 
enlarged  his  capacity  to  appreciate  the  greatness  and  glory  of  God, 
while  at  the  same  time,  his  attitude  of  praising  God  reduces  his  self- 
centeredness. 

Psalm  103  is  a  beautiful  song  of  praise.  Not  even  one  petition  is 
embraced  by  it.  I  read  somewhere  that  Alexander  McClaron  is  report- 
ed to  have  said  regarding  this  Psalm,  "There  are  no  clouds  on  its 
horizon,  nor  notes  of  sadness  in  its  music."  Notice  the  progression  of 
the  Psalm.  David  addresses  himself,  enforcing  the  need  for  "blessing 
the  Lord,"  or  praising  God.  He  then  addresses  the  people  of  Israel. 
The  Psalmist  announces  amazement  that  God  would  even  take  note 
of  this  creature  of  clay.  The  Psalm  explodes  in  a  crescendo  of  adora- 
tion as  he  calls  to  the  universe  to  give  praise  to  God. 

In  verses  1-5,  David  exhorts  himself.  He  starts  out  this  anthem  of 
praise  by  looking  inside  himself  He  notes  that  he  is  not  praising  God 
as  he  ought.  So,  David  talks  to  himself,  "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul: 
and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy  name." 

The  soul  speaks  of  the  unique  individuality  of  the  person.  It 
encompasses  the  total  man. 

He  goes  on  to  say,  "all  that  is  within  me."  Ever3rthing  in  us  and 
about  us  that  is  embraced  in  the  uniqueness  of  our  individuality 
needs  to  praise  the  Lord. 

In  verse  2,  David  tells  himself  to  "forget  not  all  his  benefits." 
While  he  was  exalting  the  Lord  from  the  depths  of  his  being,  he  must 
remember  specific  blessings.  He  knew  it  is  virtually  impossible  to 
remember  all  the  blessings  from  our  gracious  Lord;  however,  he  tells 
himself  to  be  sure  not  to  forget  them  all.  No  expression  from  our 
beneficent  Father  must  be  ignored  and  unappreciated. 

Beginning  with  verse  3,  the  writer  lists  a  few  of  the  glorious  bless- 
ings our  Lord  gives  us.  The  foremost  reason  for  praise  he  gives  is  for- 
giveness. This  is  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  leading  a  person: 
God's  activity  on  behalf  of  sinful  man.  Without  this  marvelous  foun- 
dation there  can  exist  no  relationship  between  deity  and  humanity  at 
all.  Secondly,  David  speaks  of  the  blessing  of  health.  The  words 
"Holy^'  and  "Healthy"  come  from  the  same  root  I'm  told.  It  could  be 
correct  to  speak  of  a  "Holy  Body"  and  a  "Healthy  Spirit."  Disease  is 
failure,  whether  it  is  spiritual,  physical,  or  mental.  God  is  the  Healer! 

In  verse  4,  David  talks  about  the  Lord's  "redeeming"  our  lives 
from  destruction.  The  word  "redeeming"  carries  with  it  the  idea  of 
"reserving."  He  praises  God  for  the  sustaining  and  preserving  life  He 


gives.  In  addition,  he  notes,  "who  crowneth  thee  with  lovingkindnes 
and  tender  mercies."  Mercies  are  God's  acts  of  benevolence  toward  ui 
while  grace  is  God's  all-encompassing  attitude  of  love  toward  us 

The  Psalmist  brings  his  praise  to  an  all-inclusive  pronouncemen 
"Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good  things;  so  that  thy  youth 
renewed  like  the  eagle's." 

Man  is  needy,  but  God  supplies  him  with  good  things  resulting  i 
continual  fresh  strength  as  he  renews  us  day  after  day. 

In  verses  6-12,  David  points  out  two  reasons  why  others  shoul 
join  him  in  praise.  First,  we  must  be  grateful  for  the  government  ( 
God  because  His  government  is  righteous  and  practical.  God  ha 
good  reason  behind  every  commandment  of  His  Holy  Word.  We  muf 
not  take  them  lightly. 

The  second  reason  David  should  not  sing  his  praise  solo,  but  w 
should  join  him  is  because  of  the  Lord's  patience  and  longsufferinjj 
He  is  full  of  compassion,  slow  to  anger.  His  mercy  is  as  great  as  th, 
Heaven  is  high  above  the  earth.  Transgressors  are  gone  because  H 
removes  them.  Do  not  think  of  the  act  of  grace  as  indicating  that  Go 
condones  sin  or  that  He  is  permissive;  He  is  not  a  weak  or  indulger 
Heavenly  Father.  His  dismissal  of  our  sins  is  based  upon  our  reper 
tance  and  faith  toward  Him. 

He  dismisses  the  haunting  specter  of  repented  sin  for  eternity! 

Verses  13-18  are  a  magnificent  expression  of  amazement.  W 
must  never  reach  the  point  that  we  flippantly  accept  His  blessingi 
The  Lord  never  forgets  our  frailty.  When  He  administers  discipline 
He  does  so  that  we  might  be  corrected.  He  disciplines  in  love. 

Man's  earthly  sorrow  is  expressed  in  verses  15  and  16  like  "th 
grass  of  the  field."  It  withers  and  is  taken  away  by  the  wind.  Th 
emphasis  is  that  while  we  are  definitely  expendable.  His  love  for  us 
steadfast  and  sure.  As  once  he  said,  "He  locks  our  souls  securely  t 
His  Bosom."  The  person  who  anchors  his  trust  in  Him  finds  th 
assurance  that  He  is  our  God  and  He  is  our  Father! 

In  verses  19-22,  David  states  to  the  universe  that  all  are  invited  t 
lift  their  voices  strong  as  we  sing  the  song  of  praise  to  the  Lord.  H 
praises  God  for  the  sovereignty  of  His  rule,  which  is  beautifully  tern 
pered  with  His  grace.  He  invites  the  angels  to  join  the  song.  Davi 
purposes  in  this  majestic  climax  to  include  all  the  universe  in  the  ce 
ebration  of  praise.  Read  verse  22  again  as  the  writer  calls  all  exi; 
tence,  whether  animate  or  inanimate,  to  praise  the  Lord:  "Bless  th 
Lord,  all  his  works  in  all  places  of  his  dominion:  bless  the  Lord,  0  m 
soul." 

Suddenly  the  chorus  ends!  From  angels  in  the  realm  above  to  al 
nature  below,  everything  is  quiet.  When  we  lift  our  entire  beings  in 
pure  offering  of  praise  to  God,  we  are  linked  to  the  universe;  we  ar 
in  tune  with  the  Infinite!  Our  worship  must  not  be  haphazard  o 
careless.  The  worship  of  God's  people  must  always  be  searching  th 
depths  of  our  beings  to  discover  another  expression  of  pure  praise  t 
our  Lord. 

This  is  the  year  of  emphasizing  worship  in  song  in  th 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Don't  be  left  out!  Sin; 
your  song  of  praise  until  it  is  His  song!

Rev.  David  A.  Kirkland  was  born  on 
August  30,  1926,  in  Scotland  Neck,  NC,  to 
3avid  D.  Kirkland  and  Lillie  Mae  Lynch 
^rkland.  He  attended  the  Scotland  Neck 
Church  as  a  youth  and  joined  the 
hurch  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Sammy 
A^ilhams  in  1947. 

He  became  an  active  member,  holding 
various  positions  in  the  local  church.  On 
August  5,  1950,  he  married  Georgia  L. 
Harrison  of  Williamston,  NC.  Feeling  the 
;all  of  God  upon  his  heart  to  do  a  greater 
vork,  he  began  holding  monthly  prayer 
neetings  in  a  local  rest  home,  and  in  1969, 
le  received  his  Mission  Worker's  License 
Tom  the  Conference. 

In  February  1970,  he  was  called  to  tem- 
porarily pastor  Merritt's  Chapel  Church,  a 
Dastorate  which  lasted  from  1970  to  1982. 
^Vhile  there,  he  initiated  the  renovation  of 
;he  church  sanctuary  and  classrooms  and 
he  addition  of  a  fellowship  hall.  He 
eceived  his  Minister's  License  in  1977. 
In  February  of  1982,  he  received  a  call 


to  return  to  his  home  church  of  Scotland 
Neck  as  pastor.  While  there,  he  continued 
his  rest  home  ministry,  as  well  as  a  weekly 
radio  ministry  which  he  had  begun  a  few 
years  earlier.  Under  his  pastorate,  the 
church  saw  significant  growth  in  atten- 
dance and  support  of  missions  and  other 
Conference  programs.  A  "sock  ministry" 
was  begun,  wherein  socks  were  mended, 
packaged  and  sold  to  raise  funds  for  the 
church. 

In  1985,  he  was  officially  ordained  as  a 
minister  in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church. 

Also  involved  in  community  organiza- 
tions, he  was  a  member  and  past  President 
of  the  Lions  Club  and  a  member  of  a  local 
Ministerial  Association.  He  was  employed 
with  Halifax  Hosiery  Mills  as 
Superintendent  of  Knitting,  where  he  had 
been  employed  for  over  49  years. 

His  marriage  was  blessed  with  two  chil- 
dren, Martha  Jane  and  James  Anison.  He 
was  called  home  to  receive  his  reward  on 
March  22,  1992. 

Funeral  services  for  Brother  Kirkland 
were  held  at  Scotland  Neck  Funeral  Home 
on  Tuesday,  March  24,  1992,  by  former 
pastor,  Rev.  Vernon  Clark,  Bishop  J.  Floyd 
Williams,  and  Conference  Superintendent 
T.  Elwood  Long.  Interment  was  at  the 
cemetery  in  the  town  he  loved  for  so  long, 
Scotland  Neck.

Capitai  Jmprovement 

Many  of  the  buildings  on  our  campus  are  over  50  years 
old  and  are  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.

Superannuation 

Planning  for  retirement  years  for  our  ministers  and 
spouses  is  a  much  needed  emphasis.  A  long-time 
awareness  of  this  urgent  matter  has  assisted  us  in  the 
development  of  our  present  program.  This  endeavor  is 
funded  by  the  ministers  contributing  1  '/2%  of  their  an- 
nual income,  or  $200.00,  (whichever  is  greater)  and  by 
the  Conference  administrative  contribution  of  27<Vo  of 
receipts  of  minister's  tithes  and  local  church  contribu- 
tions that  come  to  our  office.  Bequests  would  hasten  the 
strengthening  of  this  fund  to  the  point  that  we  could  in- 
crease the  benefits  of  the  plan  to  our  retired  ministers 
and  spouses. 

Ifte  J.  "Doner  Lee  'Emergency  Jund 

This  valuable  asset  to  the  Conference  was  founded  by  a 
gift  of  the  former  Conference  Superintendent  for  whom 
we  named  the  account.  It  is  used  only  in  very  strict  cir- 
cumstances such  as  sudden  catastrophic  illness,  etc.  The 
Conference  Board  is  extremely  careful  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  these  funds. 

Cftristion  'Education 

This  viable  arm  helps  prepare  church  leaders  for  tomor- 
row while  it  trains  our  leadership  today  through  Sunday 
School  and  Youth  Ministries.  Youth  Camps,  Royal 
Rangers,  Bible  Quiz  and  Talent  development  are  all 
vital  ministries  of  this  multi-faceted  arena  of  service. 
The  Royal  Rangers  have  a  special  desire  to  build  a  Con- 
ference Camp  to  be  used  for  POW  WOWS  and  other 
Conference  functions.

This  young  emphasis  is  off  to  a  good  start,  but  effective 
funding  has  been  a  problem.  This  ministry  is  one  of 
great  promise  and  is  certainly  deserving  of  support. 


Evangelism  and'Worid^A.issions 

The  planting  of  new  churches  and  the  revitalizing  of  ex- 
isting congregations  is  the  thrust  of  the  Evangelism 
Department  as  it  joins  the  Missions  enterprise  of  the  In- 
ternational Church  to  respond  to  the  global  mandate  of 
our  Lord  who  sends  us  into  all  the  world  to  make 
disciples.  The  need  is  great  and  the  hour  is  late. 

One  area  of  special  need  in  the  Evangelism  Department 
is  the  Church  Planter's  Fellowship.  Funds  are  used  from 
this  Fellowship  to  aid  in  the  acquistion  of  property  for 
new  churches. 

One  area  of  special  need  in  the  Conference  World  Mis- 
sions Department  is  the  upkeeping  and  furnishing  of  a 
local  World  Missions  Apartment  for  visiting  mis- 
sionaries.

HOME  MISSIONS  SUNDAY 
JUNE  7,  1992 

Sunday,  June  7,  1992,  has  been  designated  by  the  North  CaroUna 
Conference  Evangehsm  Board  as  Home  Missions  Sunday.  This  par- 
ticular Sunday  (also  Pentecost  Sunday)  closes  out  the  special  1992 
Spring  Revival  Emphasis-"Each  Church  Birthing  Lambs  into  the 
Kingdom,"  but  hopefully  will  not  close  revival. 

The  purpose  of  this  Sunday's  special  designation  is  to  lift  the 
awareness  of  Evangelism  within  the  Conference.  The  Evangelism 
Board  and  I  are  requesting  each  church  to  have  a  special  time  of 
prayer  on  June  7  for  local  church  evangelism,  for  an  increase  in  per- 
sonal witnessing,  and  the  birthing  of  new  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Churches  within  the  Conference. 

The  Board  and  I  are  also  requesting  this  year  for  each  church  to 
consider  receiving  a  special  offering  to  be  used  for  Hispanic  outreach 
within  the  Conference.  The  need  for  such  an  outreach  is  acute.  The 
time  is  now!  Hispanic  workers  are  surfacing  but  funds  are  needed. 
With  the  Evangelism  budget  having  been  cut  this  year,  no  additional 
funds  are  available  in  our  regular  budget  for  this  new  endeavor.  We 
must  raise  the  funds. 

Funds  received  will  be  used  to  purchase  Hispanic  literature,  pro- 
vide advertising  for  special  services,  etc.,  for  targeting  areas  for  a 
Hispanic  church,  rent,  etc.,  and  for  travel  costs  for  Hispanic  workers. 
We  are  trusting  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  who  is  leading  us  into  this 
field  to  speak  to  the  laborers  and  to  His  servants  to  provide  funds. 

Funds  should  be  sent  to  the  NC  Conference  earmarked 
"Evangelism-Hispanic  Outreach."

REACH  AMERICA-REACH  THE  WORLD 

'  During  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August  in  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  the  emphasis  on  Global  Outreach 
calls  for  members  to  give  a  day's  wage  and  a  day  of  fasting  and 


prayer  for  world  evangelism.  The  North  Carolina  Conference 
emphasis  will  focus  on  the  World  Evangelism  Service,  Sunday, 
July  26,  6:00  p.m.-the  closing  service  of  the  1992  Falcon  Camp 
Meeting.  At  that  time  the  District  Evangelism  and  World 
Missions  Directors  will  read  the  roll  call  of  churches.  Our  goal  is 
that  each  local  church  will  give  a  sacrificial  offering  and/or  make 
a  pledge  to  be  turned  in  before  the  end  of  1992. 

The  Lord  is  opening  doors  for  evangelism  throughout  the 
world  and  the  United  States  as  never  before.  There  are  states  in 
the  Unites  States  without  a  Pentecostal  Holiness  witness.  New 
churches  are  needed  in  Chicago,  Indianapolis,  Philadelphia,  New 
York  City,  etc.  Doors  are  open  and  invitations  have  been  received 
to  minister  in  the  former  Soviet  Union  and  the  communist 
European  countries.  Many  doors  are  open  but  many  adversaries 
are  present-the  enemy,  lack  of  personnel,  lack  of  funds,  and  lack 
of  obedience  on  the  part  of  some  Christians.  "For  a  great  door  and 
effectual  is  opened  unto  me,  and  there  are  many  adversaries" 
(I  Corinthians  16:9).  The  apostle  Paul's  words  are  true  for  us  in 
our  day.  Missionary  to  the  Ukraine,  George  Sherry,  tells  of  peo- 
ple literally  "fighting"  to  get  a  copy  of  the  Bible.  It  is  difficult  for 
an  American  Christian  to  imagine  such  a  thing,  but  it  is  true  in 
many  parts  of  the  world. 

The  need  for  a  miraculous  summer  emphasis  offering,  "GO" 
Offering,  to  be  turned  in  on  or  before  camp  meeting,  is  greater 
than  ever  before.  We  must  get  literature  and  personnel  into  these 
open  doors  before  they  close.  We  must  REACH  AMERICA  AND 
REACH  THE  WORLD.  Seventy-five  percent  of  the  "GO"  Offering 
will  go  to  the  World  Missions  Department  and  twenty-five  per- 
cent will  go  to  the  General  Evangelism  Department  for  church 
planting  in  the  United  States. 

Several  areas  for  new  churches  have  already  been  mentioned 
for  the  United  States.  In  addition,  the  United  States  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  has  barely  begun  to  minister  to  the  various  eth- 
nic groups.  There  is  so  much  that  can  be  done! 

Overseas  the  special  needs  and  opportunities  are  phenomenal. 
We  are  presently  ministering  in  sixty-three  countries.  Yet  there 
are  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  countries  in  the  world.  Some  of  the 
special  needs  for  this  year  include:  completing  a  missionary 
house  in  Malawi;  scholarships  for  students  attending  the  Centre 
for  International  Christian  Ministries  in  London;  tent  crusades 
in  Guatemala;  Grace  Bible  Institute  in  the  Philippines;  bicycles 
for  pastors  in  Nigeria;  buildings  for  Bible  Schools;  projects  for 
evangelism  in  South  India  and  Panama;  a  new  work  in  Togo;  lit- 
erature; and  missionary  support. 

Last  year  the  Conference  gave  a  record  breaking  $80,000.00 
plus.  This  was  a  30%  increase  over  1990's  offering.  Our  goal 
this  year  is  $90,000.00.  In  order  to  reach  this  goal  each  church 
would  need  to  give  at  least  a  10%  increase  over  1991. 

This  increase  and  with  every  church  giving  something 
would  help  us  to  reach  our  goal.  The  doors  are  open,  but  it 
takes  funds  to  send  laborers  through  the  doors. 

The  Missions  Committee,  District  Directors,  and  I  have  com- 
mitted to  give  a  personal  offering  for  the  "GO"  Offering  above 
our  regular  monthly  giving.  Many  have  committed  to  a  day's 
wage.  The  Lord  loves  a  cheerful  and  obedient  giver!  You  cannot 
outgive  the  Lord! 

"The  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  has  a  'GO  plan'  in  place  to 
help  keep  us  on  track  toward  specific  outreach  objectives.  Our 
TARGET  2000  goals  are  not  'mission  impossible,'  but  in  order  to 
reach  them  we  must  be  willing  to  make  significant  contributions 
in  terms  of  commitments  to  prayer  and  giving.  It  will  take  more 
than  lip  service  and  wee  offerings.  Our  giving  must  reflect  our 
faith  in  an  all-sufficient  God  if  we  are  to  see  revival  in  America 
and  on  mission  fields  around  the  world."  (Last  paragraph  is  lifted 
from  the  Advocate  in  an  article  by  Editor  Shirley  Spencer  enti- 
tled "Wee  Is  Out.")

From  the  Superintendent 


Travel  With  Me 


I  discover  with  more  continuing  awareness  that  each 
local  church  is  uniquely  different.  The  doctrinal  empha- 
sis may  be  the  same,  but  the  method  of  relating  to  the 
obvious  needs  of  the  human  family  will  vary.  I  notice  the 
words  of  the  inspired  writer,  the  Apostle  Paul,  in  First 
Thessalonians  1:8,  "From  you  sounded  out  the  word  of 
the  Lord  not  only  in  Macedonia  and  Achaia,  but  also  in 
every  place  your  faith  to  God-ward  is  spread  abroad;  so 
that  we  need  not  to  speak  any  thing." 

Please  focus  your  attention  on  the  words,  "From  you 
sounded  out  the  word  of  the  Lord."  Parallel  to  human 
personality  each  local  church  possesses  dominant  traits 
that  distinctly  emphasize  that  local  congregation's  place 
in  the  Body  of  Christ.  While  the  church  at  Phillippi  was 
known  for  its  gracious  and  generous  spirit,  the  church  at 
Corinth  was  gloriously  blessed  with  the  powerful  anoint- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  manifestation  gifts  and  graces. 
The  enemy  used  this  apparent  strength  as  an  occasion  to 
sow  seeds  of  discord  and  confusion.  This  brings  to  my 
attention  that  we  must  be  prayerfully  and  scripturally 
careful  that  we  do  not  fall  into  unnecessary  extremes. 
Dr.  Charles  Conn,  some  years  ago,  in  his  book.  Don't 
Look  Back,  spoke  of  the  dangers  of  such  excesses.  He 
called  them,  "Pentecostal  Pendulums!"  I  agree;  that  is  a 
good  title  for  such. 

I  believe  the  majority  of  our  readers  know  me  well 
enough  to  know  that  I  am  Pentecostal  through  and 
through.  I  was  born  in  this  church  physically  and  spiri- 
tually. I  lead  in  praise  and  worship.  I  detest  dead,  dry 
formality  in  church  services  that  are  supposedly 
designed  to  glorify  God  and  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  I  am 
of  the  persuasion  that  the  local  pastor  should  be  out 
front  leading  his  people  in  worshiping  the  Lord,  not  just 
telling  them  to  worship. 

On  the  other  hand  we  must  not  run  after  fads  and 
passing  methods  that  are  not  scripturally  based.  The 
Holy  Ghost  is  still  in  charge  of  the  Lord's  Church.  We 
need  to  stay  in  step  with  Him.  He  will  keep  us  from  run- 
ning ahead  of  the  Word  and  treading  in  strange  territory 
and  He  will  help  us  to  keep  up  with  the  direction  the 
Lord  wants  us  to  travel. 

Simultaneously,  I  want  to  warn  us  not  to  infold  our- 
selves into  some  kind  of  "holier  than  thou"  shell  and  shut 
off  the  praises  to  our  Lord  just  because  we  may  observe 
some  dear  worshippers  doing  things  we  may  not  do.  I  am 


convinced  that  just  like  we  are  different  in  many  othe 
ways,  we  can  be  different  in  our  worship  styles  and  no 
be  intimidated  nor  intimidate  others  by  our  own  unique 
ness. 

If  we  will  spend  more  time  truly  worshipping  am 
praising  our  Lord  from  pure  heart  motives  and  wit] 
physical  vessels  made  holy  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  w 
will  have  neither  the  desire  nor  energy  to  fight  ove 
petty  differences. 

Please  join  me  in  interceding  to  our  Lord  for  a  genuin 
continuing  revival  of  praise  and  worship  among  us  i: 
this  Church.  We  need  to  "stay  real";  to  be  authentic.  W 
must  keep  our  "first  love"  for  Jesus  lest  we  fall  in  th 
snare  that  entrapped  the  Ephesian  body.  They  wer 
indeed  biblical  but  the  sweetness  of  relationship  with  ou 
Lord  had  been  drained  despite  their  "busyness"  for  thi 
cause  of  Christ.  We  need  to  be  relevant  to  the  curren 
demands  of  human  depravity  and  need  like  the  church  a 
Antioch  who  sent  out  commissioned  missionaries.  If  w 
will  cling  to  scriptural  purity,  we  will  be  akin  to  th 
brethren  at  Berea  (Acts  17:11:  "These  were  more  nobl! 
than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in  that  they  received  th: 
word  with  all  readiness  of  mind,  and  searched  the  scrip 
tures  daily,  whether  those  things  were  so"). 

Praise  from  hearts  made  pure  by  the  sanctifyini 
power  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  will  bring  honor  to  our  Lon 
and  result  in  a  biblical  lifestyle  that  witnesses  outwardl; 
to  the  inward  change  wrought  by  His  presence  in  us!

CHURCH  NEWS 


Rev.  John  W.  Brooks 

THE  REVEREND 
JOHN  W.  BROOKS 

Rev.  John  Wyne  Brooks,  93,  of  302  Brooks 
Street,  Falcon  died  April  22,  1992  at  the  Golden 
Years  Nursing  Home  in  Falcon. 

Rev.  Brooks  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina, 
the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Allen  Williamson  and 
Margaret  Williams  Brooks. 

Funeral  services  were  held  April  24  at  2:00 
p.m.  in  Culbreth  Memorial  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  in  Falcon.  The  pastor,  Rev.  Danny 
[Nelson  and  Conference  Superintendent 
T.  Elwood  Long  officiated.  Burial  was  in  the 
Falcon  Memorial  Cemetery. 

Brother  Brooks  joined  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  1919,  and  was  ordained  in  1924. 
The  same  year  he  married  Miss  Erna  Mae  Holt 
from  Western  Tennessee,  who  had  attended 
Holmes  Bible  and  Missionary  Institute  for  five 
years.  In  the  fall  of  1924  they  were  sent  out  by 
the  General  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  as  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  to 
South  Africa.  At  that  time  they  had  only  two  mis- 
sionary couples  in  Africa:  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Joel  E. 
Rhodes  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  E.  M. 
Spooner.  It  was  time  for  Brother  Rhodes  to  have 
a  furlough,  and  Brother  Brooks  was  appointed  by 
the  Board  to  take  his  place  as  Superintendent  of 


the  Conference  and  all  our  mission  work  in 
Africa  at  that  time.  When  Brother  Rhodes 
returned  and  took  up  his  same  position  as 
Superintendent  in  1927,  Brother  and  Sister 
Brooks  pioneered  new  territory  in  the 
Northeastern  Transvaal  and  started  a  new  mis- 
sion station  about  350  miles  from  Krugersdorp 
where  there  was  not  a  single  Christian  among 
thousands  of  native  tribesmen.  It  is  in  that  same 
territory  that  the  Bible  College  is  now  estab- 
lished near  White  River.  In  1935  they  returned 
home  for  their  first  furlough,  and  pastored  the 
Falcon  Church  during  1936  and  1937.  In 
February  1938  they  went  back  to  South  Africa 
and  he  was  duly  appointed  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Rustenburg  District,  and  to  take  charge  of 
the  work  developed  by  Rev.  Kenneth  Spooner, 
who  passed  away  the  year  before.  That  year  he 
covered  a  large  area  which  consisted  of  30  orga- 
nized churches  and  six  day  schools.  Three  years 
later  in  1941  they  were  transferred  to  Durban, 
Natal.  At  that  time  they  had  only  one  church  and 
a  few  little  outstations  in  the  whole  district 
reaching  400  miles  from  Zululand  to  Pondoland, 
and  about  100  members.  By  1945  they  had  in  the 
same  area,  80  organized  churches,  and  about 
4000  members.  During  the  same  period  they 
organized  one  white  church  and  one  Indian 
church,  both  of  which  have  grown  and  are  now 
well  established. 

Brother  and  Sister  Brooks  returned  to  the 
United  States  in  1947.  In  February,  1949,  the 
General  Board  of  Administration  appointed 
Brother  Brooks  as  Superintendent  of  the  Falcon 
Orphanage  (now  Falcon  Children's  Home).  In 
May,  1950,  on  the  recommendation  of  Bishop  T. 
A.  Melton,  he  was  assigned  as  pastor  of  the 
Gospel  Center  PH  Church  in  Vancouver,  B.  C, 
Canada.  After  helping  them  out  up  there  for  two 
years,  he  returned  to  his  home  conference  and 
was  assigned  to  pastor  half-time  churches.  Saint 
Matthew  and  Goshen.  During  the  two  years  he 
was  there  he  led  both  churches  in  building  new 
Sunday  School  rooms,  and  urged  them  both  to  set 
out  to  become  full-time  churches,  which  they 
have  since  achieved. 

In  March,  1954,  after  much  fasting  and 
prayer,  he  felt  definitely  led  of  the  Lord  to  return 
to  Africa  and  continue  his  missionary  career,  not 
to  South  Africa  this  time,  but  to  Nigeria,  West 
Africa,  a  brand  new  field  for  him  and  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  It  was  eventually 
approved  by  the  Foreign  Missions  Board.  Brother 


Brooks  went  to  Nigeria  alone  in  October,  1955, 
no  members,  no  church,  no  house,  no  friends,  in  a 
very  strange  land,  which  had  been  known  as  the 
"white  man's  grave."  He  began  intensive  evange- 
lism wherever  opportunity  opened.  God  blessed 
his  ministry  abundantly,  and  souls  were  being 
saved  in  every  campaign  at  a  rate  he  had  never 
experienced  before.  Sister  Brooks  came  and 
joined  Brother  Brooks  a  year  later.  Together  they 
evangelized,  organized  churches,  and  established 
West  Africa  Bible  College.  When  he  retired  from 
the  field  in  1966,  they  had  organized  twenty 
churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  and  about  15O0 
adult  members  besides  the  children. 

Let  us  hear  his  story  from  his  writing: 

A  CROWNING 
EXPERIENCE 

I  thank  God  for  granting  me  the  privilege  of 
returning  to  Nigeria  for  the  dedication  of  the  new 
buildings  and  campus  of  West  Africa  Bible 
College,  which  we  started  in  1957  in  rented 
buildings.  I  also  want  to  thank  our  many  wonder- 
ful friends  who  prayed  for  us  every  day  while  we 
were  away  on  this  long  journey. 

The  two  gentlemen  traveling  with  me. 
Brother  James  Leggett  and  Brother  George 
Wilson,  looked  after  me  so  well  every  step  of  the 
way.  I  could  never  have  made  it  without  their 
help.  In  preparing  for  this  trip,  we  got  our  pass- 
ports in  order,  filled  out  the  application  forms 
and  all  the  requirements  to  get  our  visas  for 
Nigeria,  and  mailed  them  to  our  church  head- 
quarters in  Oklahoma  City  where  one  of  the  sec- 
retaries was  handling  all  the  paper  work,  buying 
our  tickets,  arranging  our  flight  schedules,  etc. 
When  these  visa  applications  arrived  at  the 
Nigerian  Embassy  in  Washington,  D.  C,  they 
were  rejected,  refusing  to  grant  us  permission  to 
enter  Nigeria.  What  could  we  do?  Everything  else 
was  duly  arranged  and  scheduled.  We  prayed, 
and  believed.  Then  Brother  George  Wilson  did 
something  that  caused  them  to  change  their 
minds,  and  they  granted  our  visas.  We  got  our 
visas  on  Saturday,  and  left  on  Monday.  He  can 
tell  you  what  he  did  to  bring  about  the  change. 
Everything  went  smoothly  the  rest  of  the  way. 

When  we  arrived  at  Lagos  International 
Airport  Wednesday  night,  I  was  thrilled  to  see 
our  missionary.  Rev.  Lawrence  Pfaff,  and  a  group

of  my  old  friends,  former  students,  pastors,  and 
Conference  Superintendents.  As  I  sat  there  in  my 
wheelchair,  and  they  all  gathered  around  me  and 
greeted  me  one  by  one,  I  was  overjoyed  with  pre- 
cious memories  of  our  working  together  in  years 
gone  by. 

They  had  prepared  a  comfortable  place  for  us 
to  stay,  and  a  good  place  to  eat.  They  did  every- 
thing possible  to  make  us  welcome  and  comfort- 
able. 

I  was  very  pleased  with  the  location,  the 
design,  and  the  structure  of  the  new  buildings  of 
the  West  Africa  Bible  College.  On  Saturday,  the 
day  of  the  dedication,  I  met  other  old  friends,  and 
many  new  friends.  I  was  happy  to  find  that  our 
church  work  had  grown  three  times  over  what  it 
was  when  I  left  22  years  ago.  The  auditorium 
was  packed  to  its  capacity  with  happy  Christians 
as  they  worshipped  the  Lord  in  spirit  and  in 
truth. 

Seventeen  churches  were  represented  there, 
and  some  visitors  from  other  denominations.  One 
of  the  pastors  led  the  congregation  in  singing  sev- 
eral choruses,  then  the  opening  hymn,  "To  God 
Be  The  Glory."  After  the  opening  prayer  by 
Brother  Wilson,  the  Central  Church  choir  sang  a 
welcome  song,  which  they  wrote-both  words  and 
music.  Rev.  Bassey  J.  Ukor,  Superintendent  of 
the  Eastern  Conference,  introduced  all  the  offi- 
cials and  visiting  ministers.  According  to  the  six- 
teen-item  program  which  the  Conference  Board 
had  prepared,  it  was  now  time  for  me  to  give  a 
brief  history  of  the  West  Africa  Bible  College 
from  1957  to  1988.  After  this  the  entire  congrega- 
tion marched  out  and  around  to  the  front  of  the 
building,  singing  as  they  marched.  A  young  lady 
came  and  stood  beside  me  with  a  pair  of  scissors 
on  a  silver  tray.  As  I  clipped  the  ribbon  and 
declared  the  West  Africa  Bible  College  officially 
opened  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Spirit,  the  whole  crowd  shouted  out  a 
loud  "amen!"  Brother  Leggett  proceeded  with  the 
dedication  ceremony,  giving  a  timely  message 
from  the  Word  of  God,  as  he  dedicated  the  two 
buildings,  and  the  Erna  M.  Brooks  Memorial 
Library.  Brother  George  Wilson,  with  his  video 
camera,  was  taking  pictures  of  all  that  happened. 

The  following  day,  Sunday  the  15th,  was 
another  big  day.  The  service  began  at  10:00  a.m. 
with  an  overflow  crowd,  and  lasted  more  than 
three  hours.  All  the  people  were  so  happy  singing 
songs  of  praise,  testimonies,  shouts  of  hallelujah, 
praise  the  Lord,  and  amens.  Brother  Leggett 
preached  a  good  sermon,  in  English,  without  an 
interpreter.  This  service  also  connected  up  with 
the  graduation  exercises,  several  speeches,  and 
the  giving  out  of  diplomas  to  the  graduates  in 
their  caps  and  gowns.  I  planted  a  coconut  tree  on 
the  campus  to  mark  the  occasion.  I  took  with  me 
a  bottle  of  water  from  my  well  in  Falcon,  and 
some  soil  from  my  garden  to  mix  with  their  soil 
and  water  to  plant  the  tree,  as  a  symbol  of  what 
we  in  America  have  done  and  are  still  doing  to 
unite  with  their  efforts  to  spread  the  gospel 
throughout  Nigeria  and  the  surrounding  coun- 
tries. The  coconut  itself  represented  the  gospel 
seeds  we  planted  in  Nigeria  from  1955  to  1966. 
The  36-inch  sprout  represented  the  Nigerian 
church  up  to  this  present  time.  The  possible 
growth  of  this  fruit-bearing  tree  for  the  unnum- 
bered years  to  come  represented  the  expected 
growth  and  fruit-bearing  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  in  West  Africa  to  continue  until  Jesus 
comes. 

Everybody  was  so  kind  and  thoughtful  of  me, 
and  tried  to  help  in  any  way  they  could  wherever 
I  went.  They  all  called  "Pa  Pa"  because  of  my  age 
and  white  hair.  The  man  who  opened  the  gate  for 
the  car  always  greeted  me  as  "Pa  Pa."  Also  the 
waitress  at  the  restaurant  where  we  ate.  One 


time  I  purposely  missed  a  meal.  When  the  others 
came  in,  she  asked,  "Where  is  Pa  Pa?" 

After  it  was  all  over,  I  said,  "This  has  been 
the  crowning  experience  of  my  entire  missionary 
career  from  1924  to  1988."

FRIENDSHIP  EVANGELISM 

In  1987,  Jack  Kelly,  present  Director  of  the  Men's  Fellowship 
Department  of  the  denomination,  initiated  a  project  to  develop  materials 
for  training  in  personal  evangelism.  Brother  Kelly  felt  a  deep  concern  for 
the  lack  of  training  materials  in  this  area.  He  secured  the  services  of  Joe 
laquinta.  Administrative  Assistant  in  the  General  Evangelism 
Department,  and  Chris  Thompson,  Evangelism  Director  of  the  NC 
Conference.  The  resulting  combination  of  efforts  resulted  in  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Guide  to  Friendship  Evangelism  materials.  These  materi- 
als have  been  published  jointly  by  the  General  Evangelism  Department 
and  the  Men's  Fellowship  Department. 

The  materials  include  a  student  text  of  77  pages,  which  sells  for  $3.95 
and  a  Teacher's  Resource  Manual  of  77  pages  which  sells  for  $6.95. 
The  teacher's  manual  includes  43  transparency  masters  as  well  as  out- 
lines and  suggestions  for  teaching  each  lesson.  The  materials  may  be 
ordered  from  Mr.  Jack  Kelly,  Men's  Fellowship  Department,  P.O.  Box 
53307,  Fayetteville,  NC  28305-3307  or  telephone  919-323-4777. 

These  materials  are  designed  to  help  train  and  motivate  born-again 
believers  to  become  more  actively  involved  in  the  harvest  of  souls.  They 
are  not  exhaustive  on  the  subject  of  soul  winning.  Rather,  the  materials 
will  introduce  Christians  to  the  responsibilities  they  have  as  members  of 
Christ's  Church  to  reach  their  communities  with  the  Gospel.  The  church 
that  uses  this  material  will  be  able  to  keep  its  first  love  and  see  the  com- 
munity of  Christ  expand. 

The  Guide  to  Friendship  Evangelism  is  designed  to  accomplish  two 
things.  First,  it  will  provide  a  Scriptural  basis  for  the  dynamics  of  person- 
al evangelism.  Second,  it  will  encourage  the  discovery  of  opportunities  for 
evangelism  that  most  Christians  will  find  are  readily  available. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Men's  Fellowship  and  Evangelism  Departments 
that  these  materials  inspire  and  train  members  of  the  Body  of  Christ  to  be 
more  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  those  about  them  and  to  actively  respond  in 
the  spirit  of  Christ's  love.  Evangelism  will  then  occur  as  a  natural  outflow 
of  the  Christian  life,  resulting  in  the  daily  addition  of  individuals  into 
Christ's  Kingdom.  That  is  what  it  is  all  about-reaching  people  with  the 
Gospel  message  and  then  seeing  them  grow  in  the  Lord. 

The  six  chapters  of  the  Guide  may  be  taught  in  six  successive  sessions 
such  as  during  the  Sunday  School  hour  or  during  mid-week  services.  The 
material  is  such  that  it  can  be  expanded  into  thirteen  lessons.  Such  an 
expansion  would  include  some  on-the-job  training.  Some  have  chosen  to 
teach  the  material  on  a  Friday  night-Saturday  combination  or  Sunday 
night  through  Tuesday  night  arrangement. 

This  training  course  should  be  taught  at  least  once  a  year.  It  would  be 
advantageous  to  the  local  church  to  schedule  this  course  once  every  quar- 
ter. This  would  allow  the  church  to  train  the  new  converts  and  newcomers 
in  the  church.  The  new  converts  are  a  special  group  that  should  be  taught 
immediately  the  value  and  personal  techniques  of  witnessing.  They  are 
the  ones  who  know  the  most  sinners. 

The  six  chapter  titles  are: 

1  —  God's  Expectation  From  the  Scriptures 

2  —  Communicating  the  Essentials 

3  —  Face  to  Face 

4  —  Timing  and  Stair-stepping 

5  —  Conversational  Witnessing 

6  —  Bonding  the  New  Believers 

In  addition  each  text  and  teacher's  manual  includes  a  "Lifestyle 
Evangelism  Summary"  and  a  "Recommended  Reading"  section. 

For  those  who  complete  the  course  a  certificate  is  available  that  may 
be  awarded  in  a  special  local  church  ceremony. 

Presently  several  churches  have  used  the  material:  Northwood 
Temple,  Robersonville,  Shiloh-Raleigh  District,  and  Harvest  Fellowship. 
The  material  has  also  been  taught  in  a  School  of  Evangelism  at  Falcon. 
The  material  has  been  well  received. 

Qualified  teachers  are  available  through  the  Evangelism  Department 
in  Falcon.  Those  interested  should  contact  Director  Chris  Thompson.

A  SONG  TO  SING 

T.  Elwood  Long 


"Blessed  is  he  whose  transgression  is  forgiven" 
(Psalm  32:1). 


At  some  time  or  another  we  all  are  attracted  by 
the  songs  people  sing.  Singing  has  a  powerful  fasci- 
nation it  will  never  relinquish  to  any  force  or 
influence.  I  read  or  heard  somewhere  that  someone 
said  that  there  is  always  hope  for  the  person  who 
whistles  or  sings  on  his  or  her  way  to  work.  When 
people  sing,  we  listen  because  we  discover  the  sub- 
ject of  their  song.  Song  flows  from  the  inner  self;  it 
reveals  the  heart.  We  are  often  able  to  determine  a 
person's  thoughts  or  discern  his  intentions  by  the 
songs  he  sings.  Often  the  song  one  sings  is  a  mirror 
reflecting  the  character  of  the  one  who  sings  the 
song.  Someone  has  aptly  said  the  "song  is  the  tone  of 
feeling"  and  that  "song  is  the  expression  of  life." 

Note  the  influence  of  song.  There  is  no  system  of 
weights  and  measures  that  can  properly  estimate 
the  influence  that  song  has  wielded  over  the  hearts, 
minds  and  habits  of  the  human  family.  Our  world 
would  be  poorer  and  further  from  God  than  it  is  if  it 
were  not  for  the  gracious  sway  that  heart-songs  have 
over  us.  The  singing  of  Gospel  truth  has  awakened 
many  people  from  indifference  to  a  sense  of  need  and 
has  been  mightily  used  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  turn 
many  from  darkness  to  light  and  from  sin  to  salva- 
tion. I  have  observed,  as  I'm  sure  you  must  have, 
many  people  of  the  Holy  Spirit-anointed  song 
instead  of  a  powerful  sermon.  The  singing  of  the 
Gospel  is  no  substitute  for  the  teaching  and  preach- 
ing of  the  Word,  but  it  is  a  powerful  additive  when 
scripturally  used  to  enhance  the  reception  of  the 
Word  that  is  taught  or  preached. 

There  are  so  many  kinds  of  song.  Most  of  the  time 
we  have  a  tendency  to  identify  song  with  joy  and 
hope.  However,  there  are  also  songs  of  despair  and 
sorrow  too.  Songs  often  witness  to  experience, 
whether  it  is  an  experience  that  arises  out  of  sweet- 
ness or  the  galling  bitterness  of  life. 

What  kind  of  song  gives  permanent  peace  and  joy? 


What  kind  of  song  does  one  sing  whose  soul  has  been 
set  free  by  the  marvelous  grace  of  God?  What  kind  of 
song  does  one  sing  "whose  transgression  is  forgiven"? 

The  great  king,  David,  wrote  a  song  that  has  lived 
through  the  centuries  and  continues  to  bless  us  with 
continuing  effectiveness  each  time  we  read  it.  He 
knew  the  joy  of  sins  forgiven;  the  splendor  and 
magnificence  of  the  soul  set  free  from  the  guilt  and 
shame  of  sin.  King  David  had  all  the  material  things 
that  men  count  as  ingredients  for  happiness.  He  pos- 
sessed great  wealth,  strong  military  possibilities,  a 
beautiful  palace;  everything  calculated  by  the  world 
to  produce  happiness.  However,  when  David  would 
write  his  song,  he  did  not  mention  these  temporal 
things.  He  did  not  say,  "happy  is  the  man  who  has 
great  wealth,  strong  armies  or  beautiful  palaces."  He 
reported,  "happy  is  the  man  whose  transgression  is 
forgiven."  The  great  king  had  committed  great  sin 
and  God,  in  His  infinite  mercy,  had  forgiven  his  sin 
when  he  repented.  The  forgiveness  had  produced  his 
happiness  and  joy. 

This  is  the  song  of  the  truly  happy  and  jo3^ul  per- 
son. The  true  song  of  victory  is  the  song  of  the  forgiv- 
en spirit.  The  heart  that  is  right  with  God  can  sing  a 
song  that  the  stranger  to  His  grace  can  never  know. 
This  song  rises  from  a  fire  kindled  in  the  soul  by  the 
lifting  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

People  may  sing  because  they  have  riches  and  the 
things  that  money  buys  or  because  they  have 
attained  position,  fame  or  influence.  King  David  and 
we  are  happier  than  those  who  are  merely  rich  and 
famous. 

All  people  have  transgressed  in  that  "all  have 
sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God."  Sin  robs 
the  human  spirit  of  real  contentment  and  joy,  giving 
in  their  stead  sorrow,  misery  and  death.  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Saviour  and  Lord,  restores  joy  to  the  soul 
through  His  forgiving  love  and  grace. 

What  song  do  you  sing?  Is  it  the  song  of  the  soul 
set  free?  We  need  to  be  aware  that  our  "song"  is 
reflected  in  all  we  are  and  in  all  we  do.  Our  lifestyle 
and  attitude  really  reflect  the  song  of  our  hearts.

The  Glad  Tidings  congregation  sent  us  to  South 
frica  on  a  mission  to  encourage  missionaries, 
ational  pastors,  and  local  congregations.

Our  next  stop  took  us  to  Johannesburg  where 
e  enjoyed  the  fellowship  of  Pastor  and  Mrs.  Pat 

odwin.  Upon  returning  to  Durban,  we  left  to 
^'avel  north  by  car  to  Ulundi  for  the  Zulu 
onference.  We  rejoiced  at  meeting  so  many  won- 
srful  brothers  and  sisters  there.  They  were  so 
racious  in  their  response  to  our  ministry  among 
lem. 


Upon  returning  to  Durban,  we  ministered  at  a 
prospering  Indian  church  under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  Pastor  Stanley  Kitty  and  again  witnessed 
the  Lord's  confirmation  of  His  Word  with  signs  fol- 
lowing. During  our  last  three  days,  we  ministered 
at  Celebration  Centre  where  Brother  Teasdale 
pastors  a  thriving  congregation.  We  also  took  time 
to  visit  a  mission  sponsored  by  the  church  about 
an  hour's  travel  south.  The  needs  in  that  drought- 
riddled  area  are  tremendous.  Brother  Teasdale 
sends  an  appeal  for  laborers  who  could  give  a 
month,  six  months,  or  a  year  to  help  make  a  dif- 
ference in  the  name  of  the  Lord.

I  have  met  some  people  in  my  Hfetime  that  I 
might  call  my  heroes.  My  brother  was  my  hero 
when  he  pulled  me  from  the  James  River. 
Michael  Jordan  could  be  my  hero  because  I'd  like 
to  play  basketball  just  like  him.  But  I  have  faced 
a  crisis  that  made  me  realize  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
my  hero  for  all  time. 

It  was  a  beautiful  day  and  we  were  on  our  way 
to  Duke  Hospital  where  I  was  scheduled  for  brain 
surgery  the  next  day.  My  preacher's  wife  had 
given  me  a  magnet  that  read,  "Fear  not  tomor- 
row. God  is  already  there."  I  wasn't  very  afraid 
because  I  knew  that  God  would  never  leave  me. 
But  neither  was  I  ready  for  what  the  doctor  had 
to  say.

There  was 
a  thirty  percent  chance  I  would  bleed  to  death;  a 
thirty  percent  chance  I  would  die  of  infection;  a 
thirty  percent  chance  there  would  be  problems 
from  being  put  to  sleep;  and  a  thirty  percent 
chance  I  would  never  walk  again.  After  hearing 
that,  I  was  really  afraid.  My  mom,  dad,  and 
brother  were  afraid  too. 

We  left  the  hospital  to  think  things  over  before 
we  went  to  check  in.  After  two  hours,  we  decided 
that  I  would  go  on  with  the  surgery.  The 
headaches  I  had  been  having  for  three  years 
were  not  worth  living  with.  We  went  back  to  the 


hospital  and  talked  with  my  doctor.  He  told  u 

that  he  would  do  the  very  best  he  could  and  Go 

would  take  care  of  the  rest. 

That  night  I  went  to  bed  thinking,  'Will  I  liv^ 

or  die?  Will  I  walk  again?"  But  all  the  time 

knew  that  God  was  working  all  things  togethe 

for  my  good.

I  remember  the  first  time  I  woke  up.  I  mad 

sure  I  was  able  to  move  my  legs.  The  first  words 

said  were,  "Look,  Mom  and  Dad.  I  can  move  m 

feet!"  I  went  back  to  sleep  and  after  that 

jumped  up  and  started  walking  to  the  bathroor 

The  nurse  had  to  grab  me  and  put  me  back  i 

bed! 

I  went  to  my  room  the  next  day.  I  had  a  lot 
visitors  and  that  made  me  feel  really  special 
When  I  started  to  feel  bad,  I  would  talk  with  ir| 
doctor  and  he  always  assured  me  that  I  w£ 
doing  just  fine.  I  had  no  pain  after  my  surgei 
and,  to  this  day,  have  not  had  headaches  like 
had  before.  I  came  home  three  days  after  surgei 
and  even  went  shopping  on  my  way  home!

SET  YOUR  AFFECTION 


T.  Elwood  Long 


''Set  your  affection  on  things  above  "  ( Colossians  3:2). 


It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Greek  word  as  here 
rendered,  "affection,"  means  not  only  the  quality  of 
love,  but  also  the  thinking  power  in  connection  there- 
with. The  teaching  is  that  our  thoughts  and  desires  should  be 
largely  occupied  about  the  things  where  Christ  now  dwells, 
where  our  final  home  is  to  be,  where  our  great  interests  are, 
and  not  set  on  houses  and  lands,  scenes  of  earthly  fashion 
and  fad  that  fade  with  the  using,  or  any  low  and  debasing 
enjoyments  that  cause  spiritual  laxity  and  deterioration.  Of 
course,  our  Lord  also  dwells  in  our  hearts  by  faith. 

Here  then  are  two  ideas:  first,  how  our  affections  are  not  to 
be  set;  second,  how  they  should  be  set. 

First,  then  how  our  affections  are  not  to  be  set.  "Not  on 
things  on  the  earth."  There  are  many  reasons  we  can  well 
understand  why  our  affections  should  not  be  set  on  things  on 
the  earth. 

For  one  reason,  such  things  are  below  us.  Paul  understood 
this  well  when  he  exclaimed:  "Yea  doubtless,  and  I  count  all 
things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
Jesus  my  Lord;  for  whom  I  have  suffered  the  loss  of  all 
things,  and  do  count  them  but  dung,  that  I  may  win  Christ." 

Another  reason,  we  must  not  let  our  affection  center  on  the 
temporal  because  they  are  unsuitable  to  us  as  immortal 
beings.  The  rich  fool  said:  "Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up 
for  many  years;  eat,  drink  and  be  merry."  But  his  soul  might 
well  have  responded,  "What  are  soul-goods?  Can  they  be  laid 
up  in  barns?  You  say  to  me,  'Eat,  drink  and  be  merry.'  Can  a 
soul  eat  corn  like  an  ox?  Are  the  things  that  can  be  laid  up  in 
barns  suitable  food  for  a  soul  to  live  upon?  The  trouble,  O 
Man,  is  that  you  have  starved  your  soul.  You  have  given  it 
nothing  of  the  food  that  a  soul  can  feed  upon,  until  now  it  is 
famished."  The  voice  of  the  man's  soul  ceased  to  be  heard,  and 
has  never  been  heard  since  —  a  dead  soul! 

One  of  the  most  powerful  cries  of  human  existence  is  the 
desperate  request  of  the  eternal  in  man  to  be  satisfied.  You 
just  simply  cannot  grant  that  satisfaction  with  the  transient 
things  of  the  material  and  philosophical  worlds.  The  spirit  of 
man  belongs  to  another  world. 

Set  not  your  affections  on  things  on  the  earth.  They  are 
most  unsuitable  to  satisfaction.  "The  fashion  of  this  world 
passeth  away."  "Riches  take  to  themselves  wings  and  fly 
away." 

Then,  too,  these  things  are  unnecessary  to  our  happiness. 
People  do  not  feel  happy  according  to  what  they  possess. 
Happiness  "cannot  be  gotten  for  gold,  neither  shall  silver  be 


weighed  for  the  price  thereof."  Things  on  the  earth  are  no 
necessary  to  our  happiness.  They  may  delight  the  flesh,  bu 
they  do  not  provide  lasting  satisfaction.  They  are  fleeting 
unconstant  and  ever  changing. 

The  more  you  strive  for  them  the  less  comfort  you  wi 
have  in  them,  while  they  will  divert  our  thoughts  from  hea\' 
en  and  divert  from  duty. 

In  addition  you  have  better  things  to  mind.  Matthe\ 
6:33-" And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  fror 
evil:  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glorj 
for  ever.  Amen."  Colossians  3:l-"If  ye  then  be  risen  wit 
Christ,  seek  those  things  which  are  above,  where  Christ  sit 
teth  on  the  right  hand  of  God." 

Secondly,  note  how  our  affections  ARE  to  be  set.  "Set  you; 
affections  on  things  above." 

This  we  should  do,  first,  because  they  are  suitable  thing 
for  our  affections  to  rest  upon.  Psalm  17: 15-" As  for  me,  I  wi 
behold  thy  face  in  righteousness:  I  shall  be  satisfied,  when 
awake,  with  thy  likeness."  Your  affections  were  made  on  pui 
pose  for  these  things. 

In  addition,  so  doing  will  keep  us  from  doting  on  lowe 
things  or  becoming  ensnared  by  them.  "Birds,"  says  on 
writer,  "are  seldom  taken  in  their  flight;  the  more  we  are  o 
the  wing  of  heavenly  thoughts  the  more  we  escape  snares 
We  need  to  be  much  taken  up  with  Divine  things,  rising  i 
thought  above  mere  temporal  matters,  or  else  the  world  wi 
soon  entangle  us  and  we  shall  become  like  birds  encompasse 
in  a  net. 

Then  we  should  set  our  affections  on  things  above  becaus 
this  will  help  us  not  to  grieve  too  much  about  present  losses. 

We  should  do  this,  furthermore,  because  it  will  make  v 
more  active  in  duty.  Acts  20:24-"But  none  of  these  thing 
move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that 
might  finish  my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry,  which 
have  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  th' 
grace  of  God."  If  our  affections  are  set  on  things  above,  w 
will  want  to  get  up  there  where  our  things,  our  best  posses 
sions,  are,  for  "where  your  treasure  is  there  will  your  heart  t 
also." 

Once  more,  we  should  do  this  because  it  is  the  way  to  bes 
prepare  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  benefits  of  the  world  t 
come.  It  will  help  us  to  be  ready  for  death  and  prepared  fc 
what  comes  after  death.  I  don't  know  of  any  of  us  who  ai 
wanting  to  sign  up  to  leave  right  now,  but  some  of  us  jui 
may  happen  to  be  leaving  today.  It  would  be  amazing  to  us 
we  knew  how  many  EVANGEL  readers  have  gone  hom] 
between  the  time  I  am  preparing  this  article  on  Thursda^j 
August  6  and  the  day  our  readers  receive  this  issue.

The  Evangelism  Department  is  pleased  to  announce  the  appoint- 
ment of  Rev.  Deborah  L.  Williams  as  a  N.C.  Conference  Evangelist. 
In  a  July  9  Evangelism  Board  Meeting,  Ms.  Williams  was  approved 
as  the  third  N.  C.  Conference  Evangelist.  She  joins  Rev.  Vera  Griffin 
and  Rev.  Paul  Jackson  as  conference  evangelists.  She  transferred 
into  the  conference  as  an  ordained  minister  in  June  of  1991.  Since 
that  time  she  has  easily  qualified  as  a  conference  evangelist. 

Her  Ministry:  Called  to  preach  at  age  nine,  Deborah  answered 
that  call  twenty  years  later.  She  began  as  Director  of  Evangelism  in 
1983  at  her  father's  church,  ministering  in  jails,  in  prisons,  to  trou- 
bled youth  in  a  Christian  coffee  house,  and  even  on  Indian  reserva- 
tions. During  these  three  years  she  was  a  leader  and  a  speaker  in 
Women's  Aglow. 

In  1986  she  moved  to  San  Diego  to  work  for  Rev.  Morris  Cerullo  in 
his  world-wide  ministry  as  testimony  director.  Through  1987  she 
trained  hundreds  of  workers  for  his  crusades. 

Late  in  1987,  she  went  into  full-time  evangelism  and  was 
ordained  with  Liberty  Pentecostal  Assemblies.  During  the  next  four 
years,  she  made  three  tours  to  several  African  nations  and  helped 
fifty-eight  churches  from  Zimbabwe,  Africa,  join  with  that  organiza- 
tion. She  was  appointed  Assistant  Director  of  World  Missions  for 
Liberty  Assemblies. 

In  the  African  "bush"  Deborah  has  seen  the  Holy  Spirit  fall  on  as 
many  as  300  believers  at  one  time  while  she  was  preaching.  She  has 
worked  with  some  of  our  Pentecostal  Holiness  missionaries,  including 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Phillip  T.  List.  More  than  a  thousand  souls  were  saved 
in  her  ministry  in  Africa  (some  of  whom  are  now  preaching  the 
Gospel),  and  many  demoniacs  were  delivered  under  her  ministry 
there. 

Her  Mission:  God  has  been  equipping  Deborah  in  order  to  send 
her  back  to  her  roots,  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  She  has  a 
tremendous  burden  and  vision  for  the  church,  the  leaders  and  espe- 
cially the  youth.  Deborah  feels  in  her  heart  that  she  has  been  sent  to 
bring  freedom  for  many,  because  she  realizes  that  the  Lord  has 


raised  up  this  Church  to  be  a  part  of  the  Harvest. 

Deborah  is  living  proof  of  God's  restorative  power.  Once  a  suicidal, 
drug-dependent,  occult-dabbling  preacher's  kid,  she  is  now  preaching 
the  Word  of  God  in  power,  and  setting  others  free.  Glory  to  Jesus,  the 
mighty  Son  of  God. 

Her  Message:  The  Spirit  is  saying  through  her  and  many  others

The  Constraining  Call 

T.  Elwood  Long 


"And  straightway  he  constrained  his  disciples  to  get  into  the 
ship,  and  to  go  to  the  other  side"  (Mark  6:45a). 


Please  notice  the  powerful  word,  "constrained"  in  the  verse 
above.  Comprehend  with  me  the  significance  of  this  word  "con- 
strained." The  Master  Himself  had  constrained  His  disciples  to 
embark  upon  this  particular  voyage.  He  had  laid  urgency  upon 
them  to  get  into  the  ship.  Their  enterprise  was  not  only  permit- 
ted but  enjoined  by  Him.  How  natural,  therefore,  to  assume  a 
smooth  passage  and  favoring  winds!  How  easy  to  prophesy  that 
the  stars  in  their  courses  will  fight  for  the  voyagers  who  are 
embarked  under  the  shield  of  their  Lord's  command!  And  yet,  in 
contradiction  of  such  a  forecast,  and  to  the  perplexity  of  many, 
this  voyage  is  dark  and  perilous  beyond  the  common.  The  wind 
and  waves  seem  united  in  hostility.  It  is  only  after  a  fatiguing 
night  of  battling  with  the  elements,  and  after  terrifying  experi- 
ences of  sorts  familiar  and  unfamiliar,  that  the  boat  launched  by 
Jesus  reaches  its  haven. 

The  interpretation  in  experience  is  not  difficult  to  trace. 

The  path  of  duty  may  sometimes  be  a  path  of  storms.  It  does 
not  follow  that  because  we  are,  individually  or  corporately,  on  a 
course  determined  by  the  clear  constraint  of  Providence;  we  are 
therefore  on  a  course  of  which  the  sea  must  be  smooth,  the  sky 
cloudless,  and  all  the  winds  propitious.  God  constrained  Moses  to 
be  the  deliverer  of  His  people,  but  the  first  effect  of  Moses'  inter- 
ference was  to  make  the  immediate  outlook  considerably  worse. 
Our  Lord  and  Master  Himself  found  the  path  of  obedience  no 
path  of  roses,  though  its  final  goal  was  the  joy  He  had  set  before 
Him. 

The  story  surrounding  our  text  interprets  a  suggestive  verse 
in  the  Book  of  Psalms,  where  the  psalmist,  after  calling  upon  all 
the  beneficent  powers  of  nature  to  play  their  part  in  contributing 
to  the  praise  of  God,  summons  a  force  we  do  not  usually  recognize 
as  a  messenger  of  heaven:  "Praise  the  Lord,  thou  stormy  wind 
fulfilling  His  word."  The  call  here  is  not  to  the  soft  breeze  of 
springtime,  nor  the  balmy  breath  of  summer,  but  to  what  we 
shrinkingly  describe  as  the  howling  tempest,  the  piercing  blast.  If 
it  seems  incredible  that  such  a  strident  musician  should  have  a 
place  in  God's  orchestra.  This  account  from  the  life  of  Jesus  is 
quite  definitely  that  of  a  stormy  wind  fulfilling  God's  Word. 

There  is  something  else  to  be  learned  from  this  Gospel  story. 
That  something  else  was  not  known  to  the  disciples  at  the  time, 
and  we  who  look  on  are  admitted  to  its  knowledge  as  to  a  sacred 
secret.  It  is  that  the  stormy  course  of  the  obedient  voyagers  was 
marked  by  a  praying  Saviour.  "When  Jesus  had  sent  them  away. 
He  departed  into  a  mountain  to  pray";  and  then  we  read,  as 
though  to  indicate  the  direction  of  His  thoughts,  "He  saw  them 
toiling  in  rowing."  The  voyagers  were  not  the  only  wakeful  folk 
by  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  They  were  the  objects  of  their  Master's  vigi- 
lant concern;  and  though  they  could  not  see  Him,  He  could  well 
see  them,  and  mark  every  labored  tug  at  the  leaden  oars.  He  was 
like  the  high  priest  of  old,  praying  for  the  people  in  the  holy 


place,  even  when  some  of  them  were  too  far  off  to  discern  sensibl; 
the  tinkle  of  the  golden  bells  in  the  hem  of  His  robe. 

The  supreme  message  of  the  story  seems  to  be  found  in  a  con 
siderate  answer  to  this  question:  "What,  in  relation  to  the  disci 
pies,  must  we  reverently  suppose  our  Saviour  to  have  been  pray 
ing  for?  I  do  not  think  it  was  that  the  storm  might  cease.  Ou: 
Saviour  had  no  need  to  pray  for  an  event  which  the  Father  hac 
put  in  His  own  power.  It  was  in  God's  gift  to  Him  to  bid  th( 
waves  be  still.  But  had  He  done  so,  the  passage  would  by  so  mucl 
have  been  the  poorer;  the  disciples  would  have  been  bereft  of  th( 
lesson  and  our  Lord  would  have  lost  the  opportunity  of  a  new  am 
quite  unique  revelation  of  Himself  No,  if  a  reverent  imaginatioi 
does  not  err,  our  Saviour  prayed  that  the  disciples'  faith  migh 
not  fail.  He  besought  for  them  that  their  confidence  in  Him  migh 
be  confirmed  and  disciplined  by  the  experiences  of  the  storm,  s( 
that  in  later  days  they  might  not  fear  the  darkness,  but  say,  eacl 
one  for  himself,  "I  will  trust  and  not  be  afraid." 

He  desired  for  them  the  blessedness  of  the  unoffended 
"Blessed  are  they  who  shall  not  be  offended  in  me."  I  cannot  bu 
wonder  whether  Jesus  did  not  give  thanks  for  some  immediate 
though  partial  answer  to  His  prayer  when  in  a  later  event  of  tha 
very  morning  Simon  Peter  sprang  out  of  the  boat  to  go  to  hi 
Master  on  the  sea,  and  made  a  venture  in  spite  of  possible  conse 
quence. 

The  final  issue  I  wish  to  point  out  is  that  wisdom  is  justified  o 
her  children.  The  voyage  obediently  begun  ended  in  the  light  anc 
peace  of  the  Master's  presence.  Prophetic  illustration  was  giver 
of  the  truth  of  a  later  assurance  given  to  the  faithful,  "What  I  do 
ye  know  not  now,  but  ye  shall  know  hereafter." 

When  we  are  prone  to  be  reluctant  in  submitting  to  the  Lord'; 
"constraining"  direction,  we  must  cast  off  the  grave  clothes  o 
doubt.  Let  us  prayerfully  remind  ourselves  that  He  who  charti 
our  course  will  give  us  everything  needful  to  finish  our  course  ir 
victory.  Our  victory  is  in  Him! 

I  sense  that  one  of  the  howling  tempests  into  which  the  "con 
straining"  path  of  duty  has  cast  us  is  the  boiling  political  caul 
dron  of  our  country  at  the  present  time.  I  do  not  wish  to  use  thii 
article  and  this  paper  as  a  political  maneuver,  but  I  must  urge 
our  readers  to  become  acquainted  with  the  issues  at  the  heart  o 
our  national  election.  We  have  a  tendency  to  lag  behind  in  mat 
ters  of  this  sort.  However,  Is  sense  the  "constraining"  directive 
of  my  Lord.?  We  must  save  our  nation.  Long-treasured  mora 
standards  have  made  this  nation  strong  are  fast  "going  down  tht 
tube."  I  know  that  sea  of  activity  is  uninviting  but  we  must  sense 
a  "constraint"  to  embark  from  our  placid  cove  of  hiding  to  be 
thrust  into  the  preservation  of  our  nation.  We  are  at  war  with  the 
Satanic  forces  that  seek  to  strangle  life  on  every  level.  We  musi 
turn  back  the  enemy.  We  are  facing  more  than  a  political  battle 
We  are  in  spiritual  warfare.  We  must  stand  up  for  life  and  no1 
death,  for  social  and  moral  purity  instead  of  decay.  Be  sure  t( 
register  to  vote  and  be  there  on  November  3,  1992,  to  vote  for  oui 
very  existence  as  a  God-fearing  nation.

Hispanic  Service  at  Reelsboro 

Pastor  William  Sanders  and  the  congregation  of  the 
Reelsboro  Church  have  opened  their  doors  and  hearts  to  min- 
ister to  the  Hispanics  in  their  area.  The  work  began  this  sum- 
mer with  the  assistance  of  Brother  and  Sister  Manuel  Lopes. 
(Sister  Maxine  Lopes  Jones  and  her  husband  are  awaiting 
departure  to  the  Dominican  Republic  to  start  a  new  missions 
work. ) 

Services  are  held  each  Sunday  afternoon.  I  was  privileged 
to  be  in  attendance  a  few  weeks  ago.  Two  were  saved  and 
three  were  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  Brother  Albert 
Ramos  and  his  wife  Jenny  ministered  in  the  service.

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NORTH  INDIA 
Madhupur  School  Roof

Madhupur  School  Roof 


The  city  of  Madhupur  has  at  least  50,000 
people.  It  is  a  junction  station  on  the  Eastern 
>  Railway  between  Calcutta  and  New  Delhi 
(located  180  miles  northwest  of  Calcutta). 

The  work  was  established  there  by 
Missionary  Effie  Barker  in  the  1930s  and 
property  was  purchased  by  Rev.  M.  E.  Parrish 
for  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Across 
the  years  literally  hundreds  of  orphaned  and 

I poor  girls  have  been  reared  there. 
Several  buildings  were  built,  including  a 
chapel,  dormitories,  teachers'  quarters,  small 
schoolhouse  (two  rooms),  staff  residence,  and 
office  room.  The  big  mission  bungalow  had 
four  bedrooms  where  single  ladies  lived. 

As  the  work  grew  the  necessity  developed 
for  a  large  school  building.  Miss  Barker 
directed  the  construction  of  a  ten-room  audito- 
rium (60' x  30'). 

Across  the  years  the  building  has  suffered 
the  effects  of  some  earthquakes,  tremors,  etc., 
as  well  as  the  rigors  of  the  annual  monsoon 
(three  months  of  rainy  season  annually  from 
July  through  September). 

The  steel  rods  used  in  the  reinforced  con- 
crete room  were  obviously  not  fully  tempered, 
because  they  started  to  rust  and  flake  inside 
the  mortar.  As  the  rods  completely  rusted  out, 
the  stone  chips,  sand  and  cement  started  to 
crumble  and  fall.  It  became  so  dangerous  that 
the  school  had  to  be  condemned  and  vacated. 

Almost  250  students  have  been  forced  to 
have  their  classes  under  trees,  on  porches  or 
makeshift  rooms.  Classes  have  often  been 
interrupted  by  the  rain. 

The  large  classrooms  are  desperately  need- 
ed. Presently  lots  of  Muslim  children  along 
with  Hindus,  animists  (spirit-worshippers) 
and  a  few  Christian  children  attend  the 
'  school.  They  are  taught  Bible  stories, 
!  Christian  songs,  and  given  Bible-based  dra- 
mas, etc.  It  is  a  wonderful  way  to  reach  these 
;  non-Christian  children  and  parents  with  the 
!  Gospel.

COSTA  RICAN 
MINISTRY  TRIP

On  July  1,  1992,  around  6:00  a.m.,  fif- 
teen sleepy  people,  40  pieces  of  luggage,  10 
carry-ons  (typical  Americans),  tracts,  pup- 
pet cases,  sound  system  boxes,  drama 
props,  and  gifts  converged  on  the 
Fayetteville,  North  Carolina,  airport  en 
route  to  Costa  Rica  for  a  short-term  mis- 
sions trip.  This  team  was  sponsored  by  the 
Northwood  Temple  Church  and  its  pastor, 
Rev.  John  Hedgepeth.  The  team  was  com- 
prised of  the  drama  team,  the  Silent 
Knights;  George  Strange,  our  Wycliffe  mis- 
sionary; and  Linda  Oakes,  puppet  ministry 
coordinator.  They  were  excitedly  on  their 
way  to  bring  the  salvation  message  of  Rev. 
Dan  Glowers,  his  wife  Brenda,  and  three 
children.  Brent,  T.C.,  and  Danna,  our  spon- 
sors and  missionaries  to  Costa  Rica,  gra- 
ciously opened  their  home  to  us.  Can  you 
imagine  20  people  sharing  two  baths  and 
sleeping  on  mats  in  one  house? 

On  any  given  day,  a  typical  schedule 
was  to  present  "The  Battle  for  the  Soul,"  a 
30-minute  mime  drama  in  a  plaza  in  the 
mid-afternoon.  The  drama  depicts  the  bat- 
tle Satan  rages  for  our  souls  and  the  tri- 
umphant power  of  Jesus  Christ!  The  drama 
was  always  followed  by  an  altar  call,  min- 
istry, and  an  invitation  to  subsequent  ser- 
vices that  same  afternoon  —  a  children's 
service  with  puppets  and  skits,  and  later, 
an  adult  service  of  testimonies,  vocal  solos, 
vocal  ensemble,  flute  solo,  puppets,  and 
skits. 

One  day  we  did  "The  Battle  for  the  Soul" 
in  two  plazas  in  downtown  San  Jose.  We 
were  warned  that  it  would  be  difficult  for 
the  Costa  Ricans  to  come  forward  in  such  a 
place  to  make  professions  of  faith.  Our 
sponsors  did  not  want  us  to  be  disappointed 
if  we  did  not  "see"  fruit  like  we  had  seen  in 
the  smaller  cities  and  churches!  But  the 
power  of  God  prevailed!  Seven  accepted 
Christ  in  the  first  plaza  and  eight  MEN  in 
the  second  plaza.  They  not  only  came  for- 
ward but  remained  for  45  minutes  to  be 
instructed  in  the  Word  of  God!!! 

On  the  fifth  day  of  the  trip,  we  visited  a 
Catholic  Church  in  Cartago  because  the 
Glowers  wanted  us  to  see  why  evangelism 
is  so  needed  in  a  95%  Catholic  country.  In 
the  16th  century,  a  young  virgin  supposed- 
ly was  praying  by  a  rock  (the  church  was 
built  over  the  rock),  water  sprang  out,  and 
she  was  healed.  The  people  were  standing 
in  line  to  get  to  this  fountain  (some  100  feet 
or  so  from  the  rock)  to  drink,  wash  them- 
selves, fill  bottles  of  water  for  their  babies, 
etc.,  and  then  to  wait  patiently  to  touch  the 
rock  hoping  for  healing  or  a  special  bless- 
ing! Inside  the  church,  people  crawled 
down  the  aisles  hoping  to  make  themselves 
more  "worthy"  of  God's  blessing!  How  these 
people  needed  to  know  that  Jesus  has 


already  paid  the  price  for  all  their  needs! 

That  afternoon  we  worked  with  a  church 
in  the  mountains  at  Santa  Maria  de  Dota. 
The  church  had  been  supporting  TBN  but 
had  never  been  successful  in  getting  the 
city  council  to  approve  the  installation  of  a 
satellite.  That  afternoon,  at  the  end  of  the 
drama,  over  the  booming  bass  of  a  disco 
truck,  one  of  the  councilmen  gave  his  heart 
to  the  Lord!  We  trust  that  the  Lord  will  use 
him  to  help  open  up  the  Gospel  to  that  side 
of  the  mountain. 

The  Glowers  had  set  up  a  pastors'  and 
wives'  convention  at  Coco  Beach  on  the 
Pacific  Ocean  side  of  the  country.  The  team 
leader  and  director,  Cecille  Booth,  spoke 
through  a  translator  for  two  of  the  sessions 
on  "The  Pastor's  Family"  and  "The  Wife's 
Place  in  Ministry." 

Some  people  ask,  "Why  do  you  go  on 
these  trips?"  We  tell  them  that  even  if 
there  were  no  benefit  to  the  country  itself, 
the  rewards  reaped  by  the  team  members 
themselves  are  worth  the  effort  and 
expense.  Team  members  are  changed  for 
life!  There  is  no  greater  reward  than  to  be 
an  active  part  in  "being  about  the  Father's 
business."  We  have  in  the  past  had  people 
who  did  short-term  missions  work  who 
later  became  actively  involved  in  full-time 
and  part-time  ministry.  Some  of  these  peo- 
ple never  thought  that  they  could  perform 
aggressive  ministry.  Lastly,  the  local 
church  benefits  by  educating  its  people 
toward  missions  and  renews  its  commit- 
ment to  support  its  missionaries  and  their 
work.

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THE  AMERICAN  CIVIL  LIBERTIES  UNION 

Are  They  Really  American? 


*  This  speech,  delivered  by  Adam 
Barrington,  of  Fayetteville,  NC,  won  first 
place  in  the  District,  Conference  and 
Regional  National  Talent  Program.  Adam, 
who  attends  Northwood  Temple  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church,  was  first  runner-up  at  the 
National  Talent  Finals  in  Augusta,  Georgia. 

The  American  Civil  Liberties  Union, 
better  known  as  the  ACLU  is  an 
organization  supposedly  dedicated 
to  protecting  the  constitutional  guarantee  of 
those  individuals  whose  rights  have  been 
violated.  But  in  the  following  paragraphs,  I 
am  going  to  share  with  you  some  informa- 
tion that  will  let  you  decide  for  yourself 
whether  this  is  truly  the  case.  Bear  in  mind 
the  following  question:  Does  the  ACLU  pro- 
tect individuals?  Or  violate  them? 

Let's  start  with  some  extreme  issues.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
stands  the  ACLU  has  taken  that  even  many  non-Christians  will 
agree  is  absolutely  immoral: 

*  The  legalization  and  distribution  of  all  types  of  child  pornog- 
raphy 

*  Abortion  on  demand,  for  any  reason 

*  The  legalization  of  all  drugs,  including  crack  cocaine 

*  The  legalization  of  prostitution 

*  The  legalization  of  homosexual  and  lesbian  marriages 

It  seems  apparent  here  that  the  only  individuals  whose  rights  are 
being  protected  are  those  of  the  drug  dealers,  child  molesters,  mur- 
derers, and  let's  not  forget  the  perverted  sex  offenders.  Nevertheless, 
at  the  same  time,  the  ACLU  is  utterly  opposed  to  anything  having  to 
do  with  Christianity.  This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to  [italics 
mine]: 

Tax  exemptions  for  churches  and  synagogues 

*  Voluntary  prayer  in  school 

*  Prison  and  military  chaplains 

*  The  words  "under  God"  in  our  own  pledge  of  allegiance 

The  ACLU  is  fervently  pro-abortion.  A  recent  incident  emphasizes 
this.  A  nation-wide  right-to-hfe  group,  OPERATION  RESCUE,  con- 
ducts many  demonstrations  against  abortion  clinics  across  the 
United  States.  Their  style  of  protest  is  very  similar  to  the  style  of 
protest  used  in  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  of  the  1960s.  In  a  protest 
at  an  abortion  clinic  in  West  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  1989,  239  peo- 
ple were  arrested  by  policemen  using  certain  restraint  holds,  called 
"come-along"  holds.  These  holds  are  extremely  painful  and  danger- 
ous, and  can  result  in  broken  arms  and  shoulders,  loss  of  circulation, 
severe  nerve  damage,  and  even  paralysis.  This  is  the  exact  type  of 


police  brutality  that  the  ACLU  normally  says  it  fights  against. 

In  fact,  during  that  same  month,  the  ACLU  was  in  a  California 
Court  protesting  the  use  of  those  same  police  tactics  in  an  anti 
nuclear  demonstration.  The  ACLU  successfully  argued  for  an  injunc- 
tion barring  police 

It  seems  apparent  that  the  ACLU's  dislike  for  Christmas,  a 
Christian  holiday,  overshadows  their  "compassion"  for  the  poor. 

In  Weirton,  West  Virginia,  the  West  Virginia  civil  Liberties  Union

threatened  to  sue  the  city  if  they  did  not  remove  a  nativity  scene  froir 
the  front  of  their  civic  center.  This  nativity  scene  was  part  of  a  20 
year  tradition  of  Main  Street  decorations  that  ushered  in  the  holidaj 
season  in  Weirton.  In  many  other  cities  across  the  United  States,  th( 
same  thing  has  happened.  And  where  all  of  the  citizens  of  those  cities 
supported  the  nativities,  the  ACLU  violated  their  [italics  mine]  rights 
by  removing  those  nativities. 

Finally,  the  ACLU  is  a  threat  to  Christians  and  non-Christians 
alike.  In  their  efforts  to  discredit  many  moral,  Judeo-Christian  prin 
ciples,  they  are  in  effect  destroying  the  society  in  which  we  live,  and 
in  the  long  run,  themselves.  The  United  States  was  built  and  made 
strong  by  standing  on  firm,  moral  edicts.  As  these  erode,  we  becomt 
more  violent,  destructive,  disrespectful  of  others'  rights,  and  vicious 
toward  one  another.  The  very  principles  for  which  the  ACLU  says  i! 
stands,  are,  in  fact,  the  opposite  of  those  for  which  they  actually 
stand  [italics  mine].  Individual  rights  end  when  they  step  on  h( 
rights  of  others!  So  I  ask  you  again,  "Does  the  ACLU  protect  Individ 
ual  rights?  I  think  not! 

Thank  God  for  young  men  like  Adam  who  can  see  the  ACLU  foi 
what  it  actually  is:  an  Anti-God  and  Anti-Christ  organization  com 
mitted  to  destroying  the  traditional  family  values  which  mad< 
America  great!

"O  GIVE  THANKS  UNTO  THE  LORD,  FOR  HE  IS 
GOOD"  (PSALM  107:1a). 

Thanksgiving!  What  a  beautiful  thought!  However,  the 
idea  must  be  more  than  a  thought!  As  Fulton  Oursler  reput- 
edly said,  "Thanksgiving"  must  be  "thanksliving."  I  trust  you 
will  not  think  it  too  elementary  of  me  to  ask  you  to  join  in 
thanking  the  Lord  for  three  simple  gifts  which  we  are  all 
prone  to  take  for  granted.  They  are  so  simple  that  it  appears 
almost  superfluous  to  express  thanks,  audible  or  inaudible, 
but  I  think  it  is  good  to  do  so. 

I  first  thank  God  for  life.  Life:  about  which  we  know  so  lit- 
tle. The  volumes  written  about  the  history  of  life  are  legion. 
But  what  of  life  itself?  Thank  God  for  this  mysterious,  won- 
derful, yet  unfathomable  thing  called  life.  Thank  God  for  that 
because  it  means  self,  and  that  means  you,  and  it  means  one 
who  speaks  to  you.  It  is  sufficient  cause  for  thankfulness  just 
to  think  of  life  in  terms  of  self,  of  the  body,  and  of  the  senses. 
Thank  God  every  day  for  the  senses.  Watch  a  sightless  man. 
Thank  God  for  eyes  to  see.  Thank  God  for  hearing.  Think  of 
the  sweet  music  of  strings  and  reeds  which  left  up  the  soul. 
Listen  to  the  chatter  and  laughter  of  little  children.  To  hear 
the  glad  sound  of  early  morning  birds  and  evening  sounds. 
The  conversation  of  a  friend  is  sweet  to  hear.  Thank  God  for 
the  ability  to  speak  and  to  think  and  to  remember.  All  these 
things  make  life.  Life  perhaps  on  its  lower  plane  to  some,  yet 
life  as  we  know  it  and  desire  it.  I  have  not  spoken  of  the  deep- 
er things  arising  from  the  fact  of  human  life,  for  sufficient  has 
been  said  to  make  us  stand  in  awe  and  wonder  and  give 
thanks  to  God  for  goodness  in  giving  us  life. 

Another  simple  thing:  Thank  God  for  work.  Let  your 
mind  dwell  upon  the  wonderful  mechanism  of  the  human 
body-the  body  which  is  yours.  Muscle  and  sinews,  hands  and 
fingers,  arms  and  legs.  These,  together  with  the  senses,  are 
factors  of  creation,  and  to  some  degree  the  motive  power  of 
physical  effort.  To  be  able  to  use  these  components  of  the 
body  is  indeed  cause  for  thankfulness. 

What  fallacy,  nay,  what  sin,  to  say  so  carelessly,  "I  am  sick 
of  work!" 

Emphasis  falls  today  on  leisure  and  more  leisure.  The  urge 
is  for  fewer  working  hours,  which  means,  ultimately,  less 
work.  It  appears  to  be  seeping  into  our  national  consciousness 
that  this  is  the  way  leading  to  stagnation  and  bankruptcy. 
Thank  God  for  the  ability  to  work.  Ask  yourself  if  you  would 
exchange  your  health  and  strength  and  your  ability  to  work 
for  all  the  gold  in  existence.  Thank  God  for  His  goodness  to  us 
in  allowing  us  the  powerful,  sensitive  brain  He  has  given  us 
to  direct  our  work,  whether  that  work  be  manual  or  mental. 

Finally  I  mention  a  third  simple  thing,  giving  cause  for 
thankfulness.  Thank  God  for  rest,  for  sleep.  Thank  God  for  a 


day  at  a  time,  for  sweet  evening  rest  and  night  of  sleep.  Ho^ 
delicious  those  moments  of  relaxation  and  rest,  "when  the  toi 
of  the  long  day  is  done."  What  balm  of  Gilead  could  excel  ii 
efficacy  the  healing  and  refreshing  balm  of  a  night's  natura 
and  peaceful  sleep?  Of  all  gifts  this  is  God-given.  It  cannot  bi 
compelled  save  by  artificial  and  often  dangerous  means 
Perhaps  you  have  known  the  agonies  of  sleepless  nights  afte 
which  you  have  dragged  out  the  next  weary  day  in  dread  c 
what  the  next  night  may  not  bring  in  the  way  of  rest.  Beyon(| 
the  fact  of  healthy  and  clean  living  and  wholesome  mind 
sleep  rests  with  God.  In  His  wisdom  and  goodness  He  touche 
our  eyelids  and  they  close  as  gently  and  silently  as  the  petal, 
of  flowers  at  evening  time.  He  quiets  the  troubled  mind  am 
soothes  the  weary  limbs.  Thank  God  for  this.  Count  you 
thankfulness  as  a  sacrament,  and  do  not  take  God's  simpL 
gifts  for  granted.  Our  thankfulness  is  a  recognition  of  ou 
dependence  upon  God  for  goodness  and  mercy.  Then,  whe: 
we  have  offered  our  prayer  for  the  things  we  can  neithe 
demand  nor  compel,  thank  God  again  for  the  life  that  i 
Christ  and  for  His  promise  of  eternal  life,  for  work  done  ii' 
His  name,  and  for  the  rest  which  He  offers.  "O  give  thank 
unto  the  Lord,  for  He  is  good." 

Space  in  this  little  article  prohibits  the  full  expression  o 
thanks  to  which  I  would  enjoin  us.  However,  if  I  had  spac 
like  a  sky  and  time  like  eternity  accompanied  by  the  wisdon 
of  the  sages  and  the  ability  of  angels,  I  would  still  be  standin] 
on  the  first  layer  of  threshold  of  the  surface  of  this  matter  c 
encouraging  us  to  proper  thanksgiving. 

In  conclusion  I  list  only  a  few  other  things  for  which  w 
must  unceasingly  give  thanks  to  the  Lord. 

Thank  God  for  consciousness.  On  that  hinges  all  joy,  expe 
rience,  all  personality.  Thank  God  for  home.  Only  those  hav, 
ing  no  home  know  the  preciousness  of  home  life.  Think  of  th 
thousands  of  lonely  street  people.  Thank  God  for  love.  Riche 
are  for  the  few;  love  for  all.  Thank  God  for  open  doors.  Ther 
is  something  in  life  for  everyone  to  do.  Thank  God  for  book^ 
Past  ages  spread  before  us  as  a  mental  feast.  Thank  God  fo 
your  critics.  They  speak  much  truth  worth  listening  to.  Than) 
God  for  Christian  fellowship.  It  makes  one  family  of  all  tru 
Christians.  Thank  God  for  education.  It  opens  up  treasures  c 
the  ages.  Thank  God  for  the  ability  to  enjoy  things;  som 
minds  are  diseased.  We  can  extract  sweetness  from  manj 
flowers.  Thank  God  for  music.  Cannot  sing?  Others  car' 
Enjoy  it.  Thank  God  for  science.  Without  it  we  would  be  i) 
the  dark  ages.  Thank  God  for  missionaries.  Without  them  th' 
world  would  be  in  darkness.  All  mankind  must  rise  togethe 
or  fail  to  rise;  missionaries  are  great  uplifters.

Thanksgiving  is  on  the  way,  and  the  colorful  cornucopias  are  spilling 
their  abundant  contents  on  greetings  cards,  paper  tablecloths  and  center- 
pieces. 

November-now  is  the  time  for  remembering  the  blessings  and  gifts  we 
enjoy-health  and  home,  treasures  of  friends  and  family.

IT  HAPPENED  IN  SNOW  HILL 

Dear  Mary  Belle, 

I  wanted  to  share  with  you  some  exciting  news  from  the  Women's 
Ministries  of  the  Snow  Hill  Church.  Since  accepting  the  position  as  presi- 
dent of  this  group  in  January  1992,  I  knew  that  there  was  a  work  that 
needed  to  be  done  and  I  was  not  quite  sure  if  I  would  be  able  to  lead  these 
ladies  at  all.  The  majority  of  the  meetings  consisted  of  prayer  and  devo- 
tions after  which  they  were  dismissed.  No  projects  were  ever  planned  andj 
the  women  were  not  interested  in  much.  I  attempted  to  put  everything 
into  this  ministry.  I  knew  that  a  lot  of  people  were  watching  to  see  if  I 
would  give  up  and  let  this  ministry  fade  out  of  existence.  I  contacted  you 
to  speak  for  us  and  you  came  in  May  and  spoke  about  the  purpose  of 
Women's  Ministries  and  how  we  should  be  organized.  As  a  result,  deter- 
mination and  excitement  started  among  the  women.  Our  little  group  of 
about  10  to  12  women  began  planning  a  spring  project.  In  June,  we  had  a 
spring  bazaar  which  included  a  BBQ  dinner,  crafts,  yard  sale,  and  a. 
designer  doll  that  was  sold.  Our  total  profit  that  day  was  $2,001.55!  WithI 
the  money  raised,  the  women  decided  to  work  on  the  parsonage.  The  worki 
included  painting  inside  and  outside.  A  new  solid  glass  door  enhances  the 
front  and  back.  The  windows  have  all  been  repaired.  Ceiling  fans  were 
placed  in  the  living  room  and  all  bedrooms.  Our  women  also  furnished 
additional  tables  for  the  fellowship  hall  and  have  purchased  outdoor  car- 
pet for  the  front  walkway  and  parsonage  carport  steps.  I  cannot  express  in 
words  how  proud  I  am  of  these  women.  I  really  believe  they  surprised 
themselves!  I  hope  that  you  will  share  this  with  other  ladies  in  your  trav- 
els. God  will  certainly  use  people  to  do  a  great  work  if  they  will  let  Him  no 
matter  how  small  the  church  may  be.

People  to  People  is  a  distinct 
and  separate  ministry  under  the 
umbrella  of  the  World  Missions 
Department  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  Its  purpose  is  to 
show  the  love  of  Jesus  in  obedience 
to  His  command  by  meeting  vital 
needs  of  deprived  and  neglected 
people.  The  aim  of  People  to  People 
is  to  provide  the  Bread  of  Life 
while  giving  lifesaving  help. 
Meeting  the  physical  needs  of  peo- 
ple also  helps  our  missionaries  in 
establishing  churches. 


CHILD  SPONSORSHIP 

People  to  People  is  presently  caring  for  nearly  4,000  children  in 
thirteen  different  countries  in  Christian  schools  and  orphanages.  Of 
these  4,000  children,  only  1,500  are  sponsored.  The  aim  of  People  to 
People  is  to  minister  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  by  meeting  the  physi- 
cal needs  of  the  deprived  and  neglected  overseas. 

Only  $18.00  per  month  pays  for  a  child  to  receive  one  hot  meal  a 
day,  a  Christian  education,  and  medical  attention  where  possible. 
This  help  varies  from  country  to  country.  A  picture  and  short  biogra- 
phy are  sent  to  each  sponsor.  At  the  end  of  1991  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  was  supporting  116  children.

Presently  People  to  People  is  raising  funds  to  minister  to  those  in 
Florida  and  Louisiana  who  were  devastated  by  Hurricane  Andrew. 

FEED  THE  HUNGRY 

People  to  People  is  feeding  hungry  children  in  Christian  schools 
and  orphanages  all  over  the  world.  Funds  received  from  the  People  to. 
People  banks  are  helping  this  ministry  to  reach  the  goal  of  feeding  all 
its  children  who  are  still  waiting  for  sponsors. 

Banks  are  available  from  the  conference  office. 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

Special  projects  are  undertaken  from  time  to  time.  People  to 
People  has  provided,  among  other  things,  toothbrushes  for  2,000  chil- 
dren in  Haiti,  medical  funds  to  pay  for  a  baby  to  be  delivered  in 
India,  and  school  buildings  for  many  children  in  various  countries. 

The  director  of  the  People  to  People  program  is  Rev.  Sherrill 
Orvin.  Brother  Orvin  is  doing  an  excellent  job  in  leading  this  vital 
ministry  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  He  is  also  the  director 
of  the  newest  World  Missions  Department-that  of  Development. 

In  1991  the  North  Carolina  Conference  gave  $33,409.36  to  the 
People  to  People  program.  We  are  third  in  total  People  to  People  giv- 
ing. (South  Carolina  led  the  way  with  Western  North  Carolina  a  close 
second.)  Through  August  31  of  this  year,  we  had  given  $21,216.70. 
Our  goal  for  1992  is  $40,000.00  and  $50,000.00  in  1993.  With  the 
Lord's  anointing  and  our  obedience  we  will  reach  these  goals.

Presently  the  1992  Global  Outreach  Offering  stands  at 
i;84,531.46.  We  need  $5,468.54  more  to  reach  our  goal  of  $90,000.00.

ABORTION-A  CHRISTIAN  PERSPECTIVE

The  unborn  child  is  nestled  comfortably  inside  its  mother's 
womb.  Suddenly,  the  baby  senses  something  dangerous,  a  mon- 
ster of  some  sort.  Terrified,  the  baby  begins  to  scream  for  help. 
Unable  to  defend  itself,  the  baby  is  attacked  by  this  unknown 
creature.  Thoughtless  and  cruel,  the  monster  begins  to  tear  the 
baby  apart,  first  an  arm,  then  a  leg.  The  child  kicks  and  screams 
for  help.  He  is  begging  his  mother  to  save  him,  not  knowing  that 
she  is  the  one  allowing  this  to  happen  to  him.  With  his  last 
breath,  the  child  screams  with  pain,  then  his  short,  innocent  life 
is  over. 

The  next  thing  the  baby  knows  he  is  standing  before  an  over- 
whelming light.  From  this  light  comes  a  voice. 

"WELCOME,"  the  child  hears. 

"Who  are  you,  and  what  was  that  monster?" 

"I  AM  GOD,  THE  GIVER  OF  LIFE,  AND  THAT  WAS  THE 
ABORTION  MONSTER." 

This  may  sound  unreal  or  just  a  story  from  someone  with  a 
wild  imagination,  but  it  has  been  scientifically  and  medically 
proven  that  an  unborn  child  has  all  the  characteristics  of  an 
adult:  a  pulse,  heartbeat,  breath  and  even  senses.  In  Jeremiah 
1:4,  5a  the  Bible  tells  us,  "THEN  THE  WORD  OF  THE  LORD 
CAME  UNTO  ME  SAYING,  BEFORE  I  FORMED  THEE  IN 
THE  BELLY,  I  KNEW  THEE."  This  proves  that  even  though  the 
unborn  child  is  in  the  mother's  womb  and  unseen  by  the  world,  it 
is  still  a  person,  a  person  with  the  right  to  live  and  fulfill  God's 
plan  for  its  future. 

Next  to  circumcision,  non-therapeutic  abortions  have  become 
the  most  commonly  performed  surgical  procedures.  Non-thera- 
peutic means  the  abortions  are  not  performed  because  the 
woman's  life  is  at  stake,  but  more  for  the  sake  of  convenience, 
lack  of  distress,  or  her  so-called  happiness. 

Abortions  are  performed  so  frequently  now  that  population 
experts  say  that  it  has  become  "in  effect,  a  new  form  of  birth  con- 
trol." Doctors  perform  approximately  1,200,000  abortions  each 
year-that  is  one  for  every  2.8  living  babies  born.  Of  the  women 
having  abortions,  7.5%  are  unmarried,  32%  are  teenagers,  and  an 
incredible  20%>  are  "repeat  customers." 

Today  we  live  in  an  age  of  convenience.  The  surgical  removal 
of  a  child  is  the  way  we  see  abortion.  It  is  presented  to  us  as  a 
"quick  and  easy"  way  to  get  rid  of  a  annoying  problem.  When  a 
woman  asks  about  an  abortion,  many  professionals  do  not  tell  the 
complete  truth  about  what  the  procedure  does  to  the  child  or  to 
the  mother.  A  common  fallacy  is  that  abortion  is  much  safer  than 
childbirth.  The  truth  is  that  abortion  is  a  major  surgical  proce- 
dure and  can  result  in  some  serious  complications.  Most  women 
are  told  that  abortions  should  be  performed  during  the  first  three 


months  of  the  pregnancy,  because  that  is  the  safest  time.  Theji 
are  not  informed  that  from  legal  abortions  performed  in  this  time' 
period,  at  least  twice  as  many  mothers  die  as  from  childbirth' 
Statistics  also  show  that  after  a  legal  abortion,  a  woman  faces 
increased  possibilities  of  long-lasting  and  severe  emotional  dis- 
turbances. They  are  not  being  warned  of  these  disadvantages, 
Instead,  the  whole  procedure  is  white-washed;  their  fears  are 
made  to  seem  silly.  They  say  things  like,  "Why,  it's  so  simple,  like' 
removing  an  unsightly  wart  from  your  body.  Now  you're  preg-| 
nant...now  you're  not!!!  Just  rest  a  day  or  two,  and  you'll  feel 
fine!!!" 

What  does  God  have  to  say  about  abortions?  Are  these  tiny 
packages  of  humanity  really  people?  Well,  God  seems  to  think' 
they  are.  The  Ten  Commandments  were  given  to  Moses  by  God. 
The  sixth  was  simply  this,  "Thou  shalt  not  kill."  That  means  you' 
are  not  allowed  to  kill,  or  take  the  life  of  anyone.  This  includes' 
unborn  children.  ABORTION  IS  MURDER-no  matter  what  any-' 
one  tells  you,  and  you  will  not  be  able  just  to  forget  about  it.  It^ 
will  be  on  your  conscience  for  the  rest  of  your  life. 

However,  there  is  an  alternative.  Many  "pro-choice"  activists' 
argue  that  "It  would  be  unfair  to  bring  another  "unwanted  child"' 
into  the  world!"  Truthfully,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  an  'unwant- 
ed child.'  Once  a  baby  is  born,  it  will  never  be  unwanted  because 
of  the  extreme  shortage  of  newborn  babies  available  for  adoption. 
An  abortion  is  NOT  for  the  well-being  of  the  child,  but  more  for 
the  convenience  of  the  parents.  Adoption  works  out  best  for 
everyone;  the  baby  gets  a  chance  at  life,  someone  gets  the  joy  of  a 
baby,  and  the  parents  get  a  clear  conscience.  This  is  not  just  my 
personal  opinion,  but  it  is  a  fact.  I  have  an  adopted  sister  and  I 
could  not  imagine  life  without  her.  If  you  are  ever  faced  with  a 
decision  that  involves  abortion  as  an  alternative,  please,  do  not 
do  something  you  will  regret.  Do  not  destroy  something  that  is 
not  yours.  The  child  belongs  to  God  even  though  it  is  in  the  moth- 
er's womb.  If  you  are  still  having  trouble  making  the  right  deci- 
sion about  abortion,  then  just  remember  to  BE  A  GIVER,  NOT  A 
TAKER.  Instead  of  taking  the  life  of  a  child,  give  the  gift  of  life 
twice  -once  to  the  baby,  and  then,  if  you  decide,  to  a  hopeful  fami- 
ly somewhere.  Exodus  23:7  says,  "DO  NOT  KILL  THE  INNO- 
CENT...FOR  THEY  WILL  NOT  ACQUIT  FOR  THE  GUILTY." 
Remember,  "THE  EYES  OF  THE  LORD  ARE  IN  EVERY 
PLACE,  BEHOLDING  THE  EVIL  AND  THE  GOOD"  Proverbs 
15:3.

NEW  CHURCH  INCUBATOR  (NCI) 

The  Evangelism  Department  has  begun  a  new  program  for 
new  church  development  across  the  Conference.  The  program 
has  been  recommended  by  the  General  Evangelism 
Department  and  was  developed  by  Church  Resource 
Ministries  of  Alta  Loma,  California.  Bob  Logan,  himself  an 
experienced  church  planter,  is  the  primary  author  of  the  pro- 
gram. Logan  is  an  outstanding  servant  of  the  Lord.  He  will  be 
speaking  at  the  1993  General  Conference. 

The  first  NC  Conference  Incubator  is  meeting  in  the 
Wilmington,  NC  area.  Five  couples  are  meeting  monthly  with 
Director  Thompson  and  District  Director  Frederick  Dixon  to 
participate  in  the  training. 

Anyone  who  is  interested  in  participating  in  an  Incubator 
meeting  should  contact  Director  Thompson  directly. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  description  of  the  Incubator 
Training. 

The  New  Church  Incubator  System  (NCI)  is  an  innovative 
model  that  creates  a  supportive  environment  for  starting  and 
growing  churches  that  will  reproduce.  Each  Incubator,  which 
can  facilitate  between  five  and  ten  new  church  projects,  is 
modularized  for  maximum  flexibility,  yet  integrated  for  maxi- 
mum effectiveness. 

INCUBATOR  INGREDIENTS 

Values.  The  NCI  System  is  built  on  the  following  values: 

*  Prayer  as  foundational 

*  Evangelism  as  priority 

*  Personal  wholeness  and  holiness  essential 

*  Meta  church  model  of  ministry  (cell  ministry) 

*  Equip  planters  and  key  leaders  together 

*  Effectiveness  and  measuring  key  results 

*  Start  churches  that  will  reproduce 

Coaching.  Coaching  is  an  ongoing  process  of  encouragement, 
guidance,  and  accountability  provided  by  a  more  experi- 
enced church  planter.  Coaching  is  available  at  each 
Incubator  meeting  and  as  needed  between  meetings.  The 
coaching  relationship  is  the  most  important  ingredient  in 
making  the  Incubator  System  effective. 

Networking  and  Relationships.  The  Incubator  gives  par- 
ticipants a  sense  of  being  part  of  something  bigger  than 
their  own  project.  Participants  learn  from  one  another's 
experiences.  They  can  share  resources  and  ideas.  The 
Incubator  is  designed  to  provide  networking  and  relation- 
ships for  spouses  and  lay  leaders  as  well  as  church 
planters. 

Intercessory  Prayer.  Prayer  is  central  to  the  Incubator  and 
church  planting.  Each  participant  is  expected  to  develop  a 
prayer  team  for  his  project.  Participants  are  encouraged  to 
develop  prayer  partnerships  with  each  other. 


Strategies  To  Implement  Vision.  New  church  planters  wi 
receive  guidance  in  the  development  of  a  church  plantin 
proposal  prior  to  launching  their  project.  All  participan 
will  receive  ongoing  guidance  in  the  application  of  chur 
planting  principles  to  specific  situations. 

Incubator  Meetings.  Incubator  sessions  take  place  te 
times  per  year,  every  four  to  six  weeks.  Each  Incubate 
meeting  is  three  to  four  hours  in  length. 

The  Incubator  meeting  serves  as  the  focal  point  for  partic 
pants  but  is  only  a  part  of  the  whole  system  or  enviroi 
ment.  Each  meeting  usually  includes  the  following  ingred 
ents: 

Sharing-Sharing  together  and  the  informal  reporting 
both  success  and  failures  are  an  important  part  of  the  rel? 
tionship  building  process.  Participants  need  both  strut 
tured  and  spontaneous  times  for  sharing. 

Reporting-Although  informal  reporting  may  take  plac 
through  spontaneous  sharing,  formal  reporting  is  necei 
sary  to  track  individual  progress  and  needs.  Monthl 
checklists  and  progress  reports  are  provided  with  eac 
module. 

Training-Every  meeting  is  organized  to  impart  one  essei 
tial  skill  that  will  benefit  both  planters  and  lay  leaden 
Using  proven  adult  education  methods,  training  is  enjo] 
able  and  effective. 

Ten  training  skills  will  be  presented.  They  are  Planninj 
Listening,  Praying,  Evangelizing,  Worshiping,  Disciplinj 
Mobilizing,  Coaching,  Leading,  and  Multiplying. 

Prayer-Time  for  prayer  is  essential  because  prayer  is  cei 
tral  to  the  church  planting  process.  Small  group  prayer  fc 
both  planters  and  projects  is  meaningful  and  demonstrate 
the  power  and  priority  of  prayer. 

Spouse  Network.  One  of  the  very  special  ingredients  of  tt 
Incubator  System  is  the  encouragement  that  the  spouse 
of  planters  give  to  each  other.  Often  neglected  and  feelin 
isolated,  the  spouse  of  a  church  planter  has  unique  neec 
that  are  best  met  in  a  support  group  of  peers.

World  Missions  Promotions.  On  Saturday,  October  10  th 
annual  Fall  Missions  F.E.S.T.  (Foreign  Evangelism  Strateg 
Training)  was  held.  Some  102  participants  were  preregii 
tered  with  80  plus  in  attendance.

So  often  today  we  hear  the  general  pubHc  saying  they  want 
Washington  to  cut  out  taxes  while  the  same  folks  insist  that  gov- 
ernment services  to  them  not  be  diminished.  The  impossibility  of 
such  double  thinking  can  best  be  summarized  by  the  old  sayings, 
'Tou  can't  get  something  for  nothing"  and  "You  can't  have  your 
cake  and  eat  it  too." 

Over  the  years  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has  been  able 
to  make  outstanding  progress  in  ministries,  programs,  and  ser- 
vices because  of  the  willingness  of  our  churches  to  support  the 
conference  budget  with  their  finances.  Our  congregations  at  the 
last  Quadrennial  Conference  voted  to  continue  paying  an  alloca- 
tion of  9%  of  their  regular  receipts  into  the  conference  treasury. 
These  monies  from  our  churches  along  with  the  tithes  of  our  min- 
isters help  insure  that  North  Carolina  will  remain  one  of  the 
leading  conferences  in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Denomination. 

Fifty-one  percent  (51%)  of  each  of  these  conference  dollars  is 
designated  for  "Administration."  A  wide  variety  of  items  is 
included  as  expenses  in  this  category.

1993— A  NEW  YEAR— A  RENEWED 
CHALLENGE 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  1992  is  fast  becoming  history.  It  has 
been  a  challenging  year  but  a  most  rewarding  one.  The  records  will 
prove  that  it  was  a  good  year  for  the  winning  of  souls.  It  was  a  busy 
year — with  some  personal  mileage  of  28,800  through  November. 
(This  does  not  include  mileage  in  riding  with  Superintendent  Long 
and  others.)  However,  1992  is  over;  let's  look  to  the  future. 

The  Evangelism  Board  has  proclaimed  1993  as  the  year  for  per- 
sonal evangelism.  The  theme  is  —  "We've  Good  News  To  Proclaim." 
Second  Corinthians  6:2b — "Behold,  now  is  the  accepted  time;  behold, 
now  is  the  day  of  salvation."  Acts  5:32a — "We  are  his  witnesses  of 
these  things."  Isaiah  6:9a — "And  he  said.  Go  and  tell  this  people." 

This  will  also  be  the  theme  for  the  Spring  Revival  Emphasis  from 
Easter  to  Pentecost  Sunday — April  11  through  May  30.  During  this 
intense  seven  weeks  of  prayer  and  revival,  we  will  be  asking  each 
Pentecostal  Holiness  member  to  awaken  to  the  challenge  of  personal 
prayer  and  soul  wining. 

May  30  has  been  designated  as  Home  Missions  Sunday.  Again  we 
will  be  asking  every  church  to  pray  especially  for  the  birthing  of  new 
churches  across  the  conference  and  for  ethnic  ministries — especially 
reaching  the  Hispanics. 

May  6,  1993,  will  be  a  special  day  in  the  conference.  It  has  been 
declared  by  the  Evangelism  Board  as  a  day  of  fasting  for  revival  and 
evangelism.  We  will  be  asking  every  conference  minister  and  those 
laymen  that  can  to  come  to  Falcon  for  a  day  of  prayer  and  fasting.  It 
will  be  a  "solemn  assembly^'  for  prayer  and  spiritual  warfare.  We  will 
be  coordinating  our  efforts  with  the  Conference  WIN  Director,  W.  M. 
Woo  ten. 

The  Department  will  not  be  sponsoring  a  Church  Planters  School 
at  Falcon  in  May  but  will  be  taking  several  church  planters  to  the 
General  Urban  School  of  Evangelism  to  be  held  at  Charlotte  June  2- 
5.  The  emphasis  there  will  be  on  church  planting  with  some  national- 
ly known  speakers. 

The  Love  In  Action  training  program  for  the  year  will  follow  the 
emphasis  on  personal  evangelism.  The  material  that  will  be  used  is 
"The  Master's  Plan  For  Making  Disciples."  The  ETS  version  of  the 
material  that  we  will  use  with  the  introduction  of  the  material  will  be 
a  day-length  seminar  entitled  "Discovering  Lifestyle  Evangelism." 
This  is  an  excellent  day  of  training  featuring  lectures,  pulse  sections, 
videos,  quizzes,  etc. 

The  Department  will  continue  to  offer  through-the-year  training 
opportunities  in  "Friendship  Evangelism" — materials  published  joint- 
ly by  the  General  Men's  Fellowship  Department  and  the  General 
Evangelism  Department.  In  addition  there  are  approximately  20 
other  seminar  topics  available  through  the  Conference  Evangelism 
Department. 

The  New  Church  Incubator  Program  is  doing  very  well.  This  first 
incubator  will  conclude  by  the  summer.  This  first  incubator  has  been 
held  in  the  Wilmington  area.  The  purpose  of  the  incubator  is  to  train 
prospective  church  planters  and  to  serve  as  a  support  base  for  new 
churches  to  start.  It  involves  a  series  of  11  half-day  training-sharing 
times  and  20  plus  personal  counseling  times. 

One  result  of  this  first  incubator  will  be  a  new  church  started  in 
New  Hanover  County.  Rev.  Gene  Milligan  will  be  the  pastor  of  this

The  American  public  is  bombarded  with  "How 
To"  books  and  periodical  articles.  Everything 
from  home  repairs  to  personal  weight  loss 
instructions  are  constantly  offered. 

Just  a  few  days  ago  one  of  the  business  maga- 
zines that  crosses  my  desk  contained  a  catchy 
article  entitled,  "How  To  Survive  In  A  Risky 
Business."  By  way  of  cassette  a  few  years  ago  I 
heard  Dr.  Paul  Walker  deliver  a  message  enti- 
tled, "How  To  Be  Up  When  Everything  Is 
Down,"  subtitled  "How  To  Stay  On  Top  When 
The  Bottom  Falls  Out." 

May  I  mention  some  suggestions  to  you  for 
dealing  with  demanding  tasks  that  loom  before 
the  church  in  this  opportune  hour? 

We  are  in  a  "risky"  business,  but  "greater  is 
He  Who  is  in  us  than  he  who  is  in  the  world." 
We  live  in  a  topsy-turvy  morass  of  social,  politi- 
cal, religious  and  material  chaos  that  threatens 
the  stability  of  every  time-tested  value  we  hold 
dear.  At  times  I  can  mentally  visualize  the  fren- 
zied associates  of  David  in  Psalm  11  as  they 
deploringly  ask,  "If  the  foundations  are  being 
destroyed,  what  can  the  righteous  do?" 
Pessimists  of  our  day,  with  folded  hands  of  com- 
placency, still  echo  their  frightened  cry,  "What 
can  the  righteous  do?" 

First,  we  must  not  be  distracted  by  what 
the  competition  is  doing.  Since  when  has  the 
Church  allowed  the  competition  (Satan's  pollut- 
ed kingdom  of  unrighteousness)  to  "call  the 
shots"  for  us?  Let  his  demonic  antics  do  all  they 
will,  we  are  of  the  Kingdom  that  cannot  fall! 
The  best  defense  is  still  a  good  offense.  We  must 
busy  ourselves  with  carrying  out  the  commands 
of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ. 


Second,  we  must  not  allow  our  personal 
egos  to  be  affected  by  our  conquests  or  our 
losses.  We  must  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.  In 
any  victory  He  must  be  given  the  credit.  In  any 
adversity  we  must  flee  to  Him  for  solace  and 
security. 

Third,  as  we  launch  our  expectations  of| 
accomplishment,  we  must  anticipate 
changes  and  be  prepared  for  them. 
Methods  must  change  if  we  are  to  meet  the 
needs  of  our  world.  At  the  same  time  our  mes- 
sage does  not  alter  in  the  least.  We  must  find' 
the  balance  in  this  delicate  situation.  Don't  ever' 
compromise  the  message  of  the  unalloyed  Word 
that  lives  and  abides  forever  for  anyone's  praise, 
convenience  or  pleasure.  However,  we  must  not; 
idolize  methods.  Let's  build  that  better  "mouse- 
trap." 

Fourth,  we  must  affirm  each  other  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  saints.  We  are  a  team.  We 
are  in  this  eternal  enterprise  together.  There 
must  be  no  "big  I's"  and  "little  yous."  God-given 
leadership  must  be  affirmed  by  the  Body,  and, 
leadership  must  affirm  the  individual  con- 
stituents of  the  Body.  We  must  surround  our- 
selves with  the  saints  and  treat  all  of  them  with 
Christian  courtesy  and  respect. 

Fifth,  we  must  work  fast  because  the  cur- 
tains of  eternity  are  threatening  to  drape  them- 
selves about  us  with  the  fingers  of  night  when 
no  man  can  work.  With  up-rolled  sleeves  we. 
must  render  our  best  to  the  Master  because  He 
deserves  it!

I  These  facts  —  and  many  more  —  were  pre- 
sented to  us  at  the  ENOUGH  IS  ENOUGH 
'Conference,  a  project  of  the  National  Coalition 
lAgainst  Pornography,  held  in  Washington, 
'D.C.,  November  19,  1992.  It  was  my  privilege 
to  represent  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
at  this  conference. 

Convicted  child  molesters  at  Kingston 
Penitentiary  in  Ontario,  Canada,  were  stud- 
ied in  an  effort  to  determine  what  prompted 
their  crimes.  Of  these,  77%  of  those  who 
molested  boys  and  87%  of  those  who  molested

girls  said  they  were  regular  users  of  hard-core 
pornography. 

PORNOGRAPHY  IS  ADDICTIVE.  The 
four  steps  in  the  pornography  addiction 
process  are  ADDICTION,  ESCALATION, 
DESENSITIZATION,  and  ACTUALIZATION. 
Actualization  is  where  the  activity  seen  in 
pornography  is  imitated.  This  is  the  step  that 
causes  our  children  to  be  molested  and  women 
to  be  raped. 

My  heart  ached  as  I  listened  to  the  testi- 
mony of  a  young  mother.  She  and  her  family 
had  moved  from  the  city  to  a  small  community 
where  they  experienced  a  fruitful  church  life, 
security  of  caring  neighbors. ..that  is,  until 
their  world  came  crashing  in  April  1992.  A  12- 
year-old  boy  in  the  same  caring  community 
had  gotten  hold  of  a  pornographic  magazine, 
studied  it,  and  became  aroused.  Not  daring  to 
try  out  some  of  the  techniques  on  an  older 
person,  he  chose  to  rape  her  3-year-old  daugh- 
ter! 

Each  conference  participant  was  given  a 
manual,  WHAT  ONE  WOMAN  CAN  DO, 
which  outlined  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  to 
fight  this  evil  influence  in  our  nation.  The 
Mission  of  the  ENOUGH  IS  ENOUGH  cam- 
paign is:  TO  GREATLY  REDUCE  SEXUAL 
VIOLENCE  AND  TO  PREVENT  CHILDREN, 
WOMEN,  MEN  AND  FAMILIES  FROM 
BECOMING  VICTIMS  OF  HARMFUL 
PORNOGRAPHY.  Our  goal  is  to  eliminate 
child  pornography  and  remove  illegal  pornog- 
raphy from  the  open  market  in  the  United 
States.  This  will  take: 

•  EDUCATING  women  about  the  types  of 
child  pornography  and  hard-core  illegal 
pornography  that  are  available  today,  and 
how  they  destroy  lives  and  families. 

•  MOBILIZING  women,  challenging  them 
to  get  involved  and  make  a  difference. 

•  ENCOURAGING  women  of  faith  to  pray 
fervently,  as  well  as  to  take  action. 

•  EQUIPPING  women  by  giving  them 
effective  tools,  information  and  action  steps  to 
follow. 

The  manager  of  a  local  radio  station  invit- 


ed me  to  come  in  for  a  radio  interview  to  share 
information  about  the  ENOUGH  IS  ENOUGH 
conference.  Shortly  after  I  returned  to  my 
office,  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  a  local 
lady  who  was  married  to  a  man  for  eight 
years  before  she  discovered  that  he  had 
molested  twelve  young  men  during  this  time. 

No  longer  can  we  stick  our  heads  in  the 
sand  and  ignore  the  effects  of  pornography.  It 
is  absolutely  essential  that  our  church  people 
be  made  aware  of  this  evil  that  is  abounding 
in  our  communities.

A  few  years  ago  billboards  along  side  the  new  highways  in 
Jorth  Carolina  carried  this  simple  message,  "Your  Highway 
■'axes  At  Work."  These  signs  were  vivid  reminders  to  all  of  us 
hat  monies  coming  into  the  state  coffers  were  being  spent  for 
ital  public  service  that  everyone  needed  and  used. 

This  past  June  the  North  Carolina  Conference  in  session 
oted  for  our  Churches  to  continue  to  pay  a  quadrennial  allo- 
cation of  nine  percent  (9%)  of  their  regular  receipts  into  the 
'onference  Treasury.  We  need  to  remember  that  the  monies 
hat  come  to  Falcon  are  used  for  services  and  ministries  that 
/e  all  would  miss  if  they  were  ever  discontinued. 

Conference  receipts  are  distributed  among  several  depart- 
lents  and  programs  according  to  a  designated  formula.  All  of 
hese  activities  are  worthy  of  this  support,  and  these  depart- 
lents  must  have  these  monies  in  order  to  continue  their 
resent  level  of  ministry. 

Twenty-seven  percent  (27%)  of  the  "Conference  Dollar" 
eceived  from  our  churches  and  ministers  goes  toward 
lUPERANNUATION.  This  is  our  Conference  Retirement 
'rogram  for  our  ministers.  Currently  it  pays  nine  dollars 


($9.00)  per  service  year  upon  retirement  to  our  men  and 
women  that  have  given  their  lives  to  the  ministry  in  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Although  this  program  was 
never  intended  to  be  the  primary  retirement  income  for  our 
ministers,  it  has  become  an  important  part  of  their  retirement 
package.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  is  one  of  the  few 
Conferences  that  provides  a  retirement  benefit  to  its  men  and 
women.  We  can  and  ought  to  be  very  proud  of  this  service. 

Each  month  as  I  sign  and  mail  checks  to  our  superannuat- 
ed ministers,  I  am  so  thankful  for  this  expenditure  of  our 
"Conference  Dollar."  We  have  close  to  one-hundred-three 
(103)  individuals  receiving  monthly  benefits  from  this  pro- 
gram and  collectively  they  represent  over  1700  years  of  min- 
istry and  service  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  its 
churches.

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OUTREACH  AND  EVANGELISM 

A  book  was  recently  recommended  to  me  that  I  am  thor- 
oughly enjoying.  The  book  is  CHURCH  GROWTH 
PRINCIPLES  —  SEPARATING  FACT  FROM  FICTION 

by  C.  Kirk  Hadaway.  The  article  that  follows  is  a  summary  of 
chapter  one.  The  book  may  be  ordered  from  Falcon  Gospel 
Bookstore. 

For  the  vast  majority  of  churches  in  the  United  States, 
growth  does  not  come  easily,  if  it  comes  at  all.  Great  effort  is 
required,  channeled  toward  goals  which  produce  growth. 

Growth  will  not  occur  simply  by  keeping  the  church 
machine  oiled  and  running.  It  must  be  going  somewhere  if 
growth  is  the  destination;  and  this  takes  a  strategy  which 
ensures  that  growth-producing  activities  are  an  integral  part 
of  the  ongoing  work  of  the  pastor  and  laity. 

One  of  these  necessary  activities  is  outreach.  In  order  for  a 
church  to  grow,  members  must  be  engaged  in  efforts  to 
attract  and  persuade  non-members  to  visit  and  join  the  con- 
gregation. Without  such  efforts,  a  church  may  have  good 
things  to  offer,  but  few  will  hear  about  them. 

Evangelism  is  a  form  of  outreach.  Churches  may  try  to 
attract  anyone  they  can,  without  necessarily  trying  to  win 
anyone  to  Christ.  This  is  not  evangelism,  but  only  outreach  or 
recruitment.  The  goal  of  church  growth  should  be  to  gain 
members  from  the  ranks  of  the  unchurched,  rather  than  from 
the  other  congregations. 

Growing  churches  tend  to  have  it  all  —  evangelism,  out- 
reach, good  Sunday  Schools,  ministry  to  the  community,  and 
the  rest.  What  does  it  take  to  "bump"  a  stagnant  church  off 
its  plateau  to  this  level?  Additional  research  has  shown  that 
renewed  involvement  in  evangelism  is  one  of  the  keys  to 
"breakout  growth." 

In  a  recent  survey,  churches  which  experienced  rapid 
growth  after  six  years  on  the  plateau  (breakout  growth)  were 
compared  to  churches  which  still  remained  on  the  plateau. 
The  single  largest  difference  between  the  two  sets  of  churches 
was  evangelistic  activity.  To  grow  off  the  plateau,  business  as 
usual  will  not  work.  Something  different  is  required,  and  per- 
haps the  most  important  one  thing  which  can  be  done  differ- 
ently is  to  restore  evangelistic  outreach  to  the  life  of  church. 

TECHNIQUES  OF  OUTREACH 
1)  VISITATION 

How  does  a  church  become  evangelistic?  The  desire  to 
reach  others  for  Christ  is  latent  among  the  members  in  near- 
ly all  churches,  but  it  must  be  mobilized  and  channeled  into 
action  —  especially  in  the  form  of  prospect  visitation. 

Do  most  growing  churches  have  a  visitation  program?  The 
answer  is  yes.  Some  churches  are  able  to  grow  without  orga- 
nized visitation  programs,  but  the  vast  majority  of  growing 
churches  use  visitation  as  a  source  of  growth.  It  is  a  charac- 
teristic which  tends  to  separate  growing  churches  from 
churches  which  are  not  growing. 

People  are  impressed  when  they  are  visited  the  day  after 
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they  attend  a  new  church.  A  visit  shows  that  the  churc 
cares.  Outreach  is  essential  to  the  growth  of  most  churche 
and  prospect  visitation  appears  to  be  the  most  effective  pro 
grammatic  emphasis  which  a  church  can  organize  to  ensur 
that  outreach  actually  occurs. 

2)  REVIVALS  AND  SPECIAL  EVENTS 
Are  revivals,  high  attendance  days,  and  other  specia 

events  related  to  church  growth?  The  answer  is  "yes,"  if  usei 
properly.  Special  events  and  so  forth  can  result  in  growth,  bu 
often  do  not,  because  prospects  are  not  visited  quickly,  an( 
persons  who  join  during  the  event  may  not  return. 

Revivals  and  special  events  are  related  to  church  growth 
The  relationship  is  not  as  large  as  some  might  think,  howev 
er,  because  so  many  churches  do  not  use  such  events  properl; 
and  are  thus  unable  to  capitalize  on  their  growth  potential. 

3)  LIFE-STYLE  EVANGELISM 
Several  surveys  report  that  somewhere  between  two-third 

and  three-fourths  of  church  members  began  attending  at  th 
invitation  of  a  family  member  or  friend,  and  in  growing  church 
es  the  proportion  tips  toward  friends  rather  than  family. 

The  critical  factors  in  harnessing  the  growth  potentia 
within  the  relationship  networks  of  church  members  are: 
infusing  the  church  with  an  open,  evangelistic  spirit;  2)  hav 
ing  something  in  the  church  worth  telling  about;  3)  traininj' 
members  in  how  to  lead  others  to  Christ;  and  4)  giving  nev 
Christians  "permission"  to  share  their  faith  with  friends  an( 
family  members. 

Churches  also  should  have  a  group  of  members  committee 
to  and  involved  in  evangelistic  visitation.  These  members  wil 
not  only  invite  others  to  attend,  they  will  try  to  lead  lost  per 
sons  to  Christ  even  before  they  can  be  persuaded  to  visit  th<' 
church  for  the  first  time.  These  experienced  members  will  h(, 
active  in  the  regular  visitation  program  of  the  church  and  ir 
specialized  evangelistic  programs  such  as  Evangelisn 
Explosion. 

4)  OUTREACH  ORGANIZATION 

An  evangelistic  orientation  does  not  develop  spontaneous! 
or  even  through  constant  urging  from  the  pulpit.  Evangelisn; 
must  be  built  into  a  church  and  structures  created  to  ensurf 
that  it  remain  an  integral  part  of  the  congregation.  It  als( 
must  be  part  of  the  identity  or  guiding  purpose  of  a  congrega 
tion. 

5)  EVANGELISM  TRAINING 

Training  is  especially  critical  for  persons  who  have  beer 
Christians  for  a  long  time  and  have  never  made  witnessing 
part  of  their  lives.  Programs  vary,  but  the  key  to  any  prograir 
is  training  by  example. 

Witnessing  is  a  skill  which  is  best  learned  by  example 
Participation  on  a  witnessing  team  with  persons  experienced 
in  evangelistic  visitation  helps  overcome  fear,  helps  establisl:: 
witnessing  as  a  personal  routine,  helps  evangelism  become 
part  of  one's  self-concept,  and  helps  an  individual  develop 
unique  approach  to  sharing  his  experience  with  Christ  with 
others.

Our  Lord  commanded:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
he  gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  bap- 
ized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
lamned"  (Mark  16:15-16). 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
he  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
jrhost;  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
;ommanded  you"  (Matthew  28:19-20). 

This  charge  to  the  Church  and  Christians  has  two  basic 
)arts: 

1.  GO  AND  EVANGELIZE! 

2.  GO  AND  EDUCATE! 

The  leadership  and  membership  of  our  Conference  believe 
hat  we  must  be  involved  with  these  two  tasks  assigned  by 
)ur  Saviour.  To  accomplish  these  objectives  we  established 
Departments  of  Evangelism  and  Christian  Education. 

The  Evangelism  Department  has  a  full-time  Director  and 
1  part-time  office  secretary.  This  Conference  Office  supports 
)ur  Conference  Evangelists;  it  plants  new  churches;  it  con- 
ducts seminars,  workshops  and  conferences  to  motivate  and 
equip  all  our  congregations  for  reaching  the  "lost"  in  their 
'ommunities;  and  it  provides  a  committee  in  each  District  to 


promote  evangelistic  and  outreach  projects  on  the  local  level. 
If  we  are  to  be  successful  in  reaching  eastern  North  Carolina 
with  our  full-gospel  message,  the  ministry  efforts  of  this 
department  are  crucial. 

The  Christian  Education  Department  has  a  full-time 
Director  and  office  secretary  who  carry  out  the  daily  business 
of  this  Conference  ministry.  Among  its  many  programs  and 
activities  are  Falcon  Youth  Camps;  Royal  Rangers;  Sunday 
School;  Junior  and  Teen  Talent  and  Bible  Quiz;  and  Youth 
and  Family  Night  programs.  If  we  are  to  continue  our  long 
and  illustrious  heritage  of  being  truly  a  pentecostal  and  holi- 
ness church,  the  ministry  of  Christian  Education  is  vitally 
important. 

As  our  ministers  pay  their  tithes  into  the  Conference  Trea- 
sury and  our  churches  give  their  conference  allocation  of  nine 
percent  (9%)  of  their  regular  receipts,  they  make  it  possible 
for  the  ministry  of  Christian  Education  and  Evangelism  to 
continue  and  progress  in  their  great  tasks.  Out  of  the 
"Conference  Dollar,"  sixteen  cents  (16^2)  goes  to  the 
Evangelism  Department  and  five  cents  (5<2)  goes  to  the 
Christian  Education  Department. 

Thank  God  for  our  churches  and  ministers  who  faithfully 
support  our  Conference  programs  with  their  finances.  For  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  and  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  to  continue  to  grow  numerically  and  spiritually,  it 
will  require  our  commitment  to  the  Church's  commission.  A 
true  commitment  to  the  tasks  of  evangelism  and  education 
will  include  a  willingness  to  use  our  resources,  our  time,  our 
talent,  and  our  treasures,  for  our  Lord's  work!

IN  MINISTRY 


"That  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent . . ." 


CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  is  committed  to  the 
support  and  development  of  Christian  Education.  And  this 
is  thoroughly  in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God.  Such  pas- 
sages as  the  following  imply  and  enforce  teaching  and 
learning  under  Christian  instructors: 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations. . .teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you." 
"And  he  gave  some,  apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and 
some,  evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers." 
"Having  then  gifts  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is 
given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesy  according  to 
the  proportion  of  faith;  or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  min- 
istering; or  he  that  teacheth  on  teaching."  "Let  him  that  is 
taught  in  the  word  communicate  [contribute]  unto  him  that 
teacheth  in  all  good  things." 

These  passages  all  imply  and  require  Christian 
Education.  But  what  is  Christian  Education?  It  is  what 
the  Apostle  Paul  calls  "the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of 
Christ  Jesus,"  the  Lord.  It  is  the  knowledge  of  God,  of  the 
Bible,  of  truth  factually  and  experientially.  "Knowledge, 
like  religion,  must  be  'experienced'  in  order  to  be  known." 

Around  the  central  truth  of  the  Word  of  God  must  be 
built  up  a  systematic  course  of  useful  and  practical  knowl- 
edge. The  mind  must  be  informed,  the  faculties  sharp- 
ened, and  skills  developed. 

"  'Knowledge  without  common  sense,'  says  Lee,  'is  folly; 
without  method,  it  is  waste;  without  kindness,  it  is  fanati- 
cism; without  religion,  it  is  death.'  But  with  common 
sense,  it  is  wisdom;  with  method,  it  is  power;  with  charity, 
it  is  beneficence;  with  religion,  it  is  virtue  and  life  and 
peace."  —  Farrar 

In  Christian  Education,  there  is  not  only  knowledge; 
there  is  character,  culture,  spirituality,  power.  And  in 
developing  our  educational  program  we  must  always 
guard  against  the  dangerous  error  that  formal  education 
can  at  any  time  or  in  any  sense  be  substituted  for  conse- 
cration and  spiritual  power.  We  must  likewise  keep  in 
mind  the  fact  that  thorough  training  and  sound  learning 
are  not  enemies  to  spirituality.  The  Apostle  Paul  enjoins 
knowledge  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  spiritual  power.  "Be 
not  unwise,  but  understanding  what  the  will  of  the  Lord 
is.  And  be  not  drunk  with  wine  wherein  is  excess,  but  be 
filled  with  the  spirit." 

A  person  with  little  knowledge  and  with  spiritual  power 
can  do  some  good;  a  person  with  considerable  knowledge 
can  likewise  do  some  good;  but  a  person  with  considerable 
knowledge  and  with  considerable  spiritual  power  can  do 


much  more  good.  We  are  laboring  for  a  balanced  mind  am 
spirit — and  for  a  fruitful  ministry. 

Moreover,  we  should  guard  against  another  danger 
that  of  so  overloading  our  minds  with  book-learning—, 
other  people's  thoughts — that  we  stifle  our  own  power  it 
think,  thus  becoming  slaves  to  the  thoughts  of  others.  Yei 
the  study  of  books  is  absolutely  essential;  but  we  must  us(| 
the  knowledge  thus  gained  to  develop  our  own  capacitiei 
to  think,  rather  than  to  excuse  ourselves  from  menta 
effort.  True  education  is  that  which  teaches  us  how  t(' 
study  and  think  and  to  apply  constructively  and  skillfull}! 
the  results  of  thought  and  of  study.  Years  ago  a  scholarl}! 
Methodist  minister  (retired)  told  me  that  the  greatest  ben 
efits  which  he  derived  from  his  college  education  was  the^ 
knowledge  of  how  to  study. 

After  all,  education  is  a  lifelong  process.  It  does  not 
begin  or  end  in  school,  although  the  classroom  is  a  mightj 
factor  in  its  development  especially  in  the  early  years  a 
life.  But  one  has  well  said:  "Education  does  not  commenct 
with  the  alphabet;  it  begins  with  a  mother's  look,  with  a 
father's  nod  of  approbation,  or  a  sign  of  reproof ;  with  a  sis 
ter's  gentle  pressure  of  the  hand,  or  a  brother's  noble  act  o] 
forbearance;  with  handfuls  of  flowers  in  green  dells,  on 
hills,  and  daisy  meadows;  with  bird's  nests  admired,  but 
not  touched;  with  creeping  ants  and  almost  imperceptible^ 
emmets;  with  humming  bees  and  glass  beehives;  with 
pleasant  walks  in  shady  lanes,  and  with  thoughts  directed, 
in  sweet  and  kindly  tones  and  words  to  nature,  to  beauty, 
to  acts  of  benevolence,  to  deeds  of  virtue,  and  to  the  source 
of  all  good  —  to  God  Himself." 

And  Milton  has  beautifully  stated  the  end  of  education 
"To  know  God,  and  out  of  that  knowledge  to  love  Him,  and 
to  imitate  Him,  as  we  may  the  nearest,  by  possessing  oui 
souls  of  true  virtue." 

In  conclusion,  we  will  say  that  Christian  Education 
instills  great  principles,  begets  strong  convictions,  devel 
ops  intellectual  powers  and  skills,  stamps  upon  the  per 
sonality  the  imprint  of  true  culture,  touching  every  human 
relationship  with  courtesy  and  consideration — all  of  which 
should  enable  those  thus  educated  to  make  a  greater  con- 
tribution to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  civilization. 

Think  you  not  that  this  is  a  worthy  business  for  the 
Church  to  be  engaged  in,  and  that  it  deserves  the  sup 
port  and  prayers  of  all  the  members  and  friends  of  the 
Church?

...PRAISE  GOD!  IT  IS  TIME  FOR 
RESURRECTION  CELEBRATION 


continuous  resurrection  celebra- 
tion must  be  our  lifestyle;  not 
just  at  Easter  or  each  Sunday 
but  all  the  time! 

A  majestic  phrase  captures  my  attention  in 
Mark  16:9,  "He  appeared  first  to  Mary.  Critics 
still  argue  about  the  reality  of  the  resurrection. 
I'll  let  them  sift  through  the  historical  data  to 
their  content.  There  is  only  one  immutable, 
unmistakably  proof  of  the  resurrection.  That 
undaunted  proof  is  The  Risen  Savior  and  Lord, 
Jesus  Christ. 

If  we  will  meet  Him  on  Easter  morning.  His 
presence  is  all  the  data  we  really  need.  If  we  fail 
to  meet  Him,  all  other  proof  is  fatally  futile. 

Where  will  we  find  Him?  Which  direction 
must  we  take  to  ensure  an  encounter  with  Him? 

Please  go  with  me  to  that  first  Resurrection 
morning.  Look  at  the  outset  of  our  mental  jour- 
ney at  Mary  Magdalene.  This  formerly  broken 
example  of  human  sin  and  shame  had  come  to 
Jesus  in  her  soiled  condition.  Jesus,  our  Lord, 
restored  her  self-esteem  when  He  gave  her  life 
and  showed  her  how  to  hinge  her  hope  in  a  God 
Who  never  fails.  However,  the  Lord  Whom  Mary 
adored  had  died.  She  weeps  relentlessly.  She 
seems  to  feel  hopeless  amid  the  fragrant  blos- 
soms of  Joseph's  garden  tomb.  Suddenly,  she 
was  awakened  from  her  sorrowing  by  the  tender 
tones  of  the  Savior's  voice,  "Mary."  Yes,  He  is  not 
dead  anymore!  He  did  speak  to  her  in  the  light 
of  the  dawn. 

A  glorious  truth  pounces  upon  us  with  an 
awesome  awareness  when  we  read  this  account 
in  the  Word.  Jesus  Christ,  our  risen  Lord,  was 
looking  for  His  followers  with  far  more  eager- 
ness than  that  with  which  they  looked  for  Him! 
HE  met  the  women  on  the  way  from  the  grave- 
yard. HE  met  the  two  disciples  on  the  road  to 


Emmaeus.  HE  came  to  them  when  they  were 
hidden  behind  barred  doors  and  windows  for 
fear  of  the  Jews.  HE  came  to  the  room  again 
just  to  meet  Thomas  in  his  questioning 
moments.  HE  met  them  again  by  the  Galilean 
sea  and  gave  a  direct  message  to  the  heart  of 
Simon  Peter.  They  did  not  meet  Him  because 
they  went  where  HE  was  located.  They  met 
Him  because  HE  located  them.  HE  sought  them 
out.  Even  when  they  did  not  recognize  Him.  HE 
seized  the  occasion  to  identify  Himself  to  them. 
He  sought  them  unceasingly! 

Sometimes  we  may  be  tempted  to  look 
askance  at  their  lack  of  perception.  It  may 
amaze  us  that  Mary  thought  HE  was  the  gar- 
dener or  the  Emmaeus  Road  brethren  thought 
He  was  a  stranger  to  the  area  or  that  even  in 
the  Upper  Room  some  thought  He  was  a  ghost. 

There  is  more  than  one  side  to  revelation.  The, 
most  uplifting  musically  means  very  little  to  an 
unmusical  ear.  Their  eyes  could  not  see  Him!' 
The  veil  did  not  enshroud  Him,  it  covered  their 
eyes. 

Will  you  join  me  in  meeting  Him  anew  this 
resurrection  season?  The  earth  is  covered  with 
the  blossoms  of  His  "garden  presence."  He  isi 
looking  for  us  just  as  certainly  as  He  looked  for 
Peter  and  John  .  Occasionally  I  hear  someone 
speak  of  "finding  God."  But  we  do  not  "find" 
God.  He  finds  us  and  causes  us  to  recognize! 
Him.  True  seekers  of  the  Lord  will  always  dis- 
cover that  it  is  really  He  Who  has  been  seeking. 

Do  we  really  want  to  meet  Him  anew?  Do  we 
love  Him  enough  to  give  Him  the  opportunity  to 
reveal  Himself  to  us?  Intellectual  search  and 
philosophical  arguments  are  not  enough.  These 
may  convince  the  rationale  but  the  meeting 
with  the  Lord  goes  far  beyond  these  things.  He 
responds  to  the  loving  heart  because  it  is  love 
alone  that  cancels  the  veil  that  covers  our  eyes!

THE  BLESSING  OF  GIVING

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  bring  me  an  offering:  of 
every  man  that  giveth  it  willingly  with  his  heart  ye 
shall  take  my  offering"  (Exodus  25:1-2) 

"And  Moses  spake  unto  all  the  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  saying.  This  is  the  thing  which  the 
Lord  commanded,  saying.  Take  ye  from  among  you  an 
offering  unto  the  Lord:  whosoever  is  of  a  willing  heart, 
let  him  bring  it,  an  offering  of  the  Lord;  gold,  and  sil- 
ver, and  brass."

Giving  has  always  characterized  spiritual  people!  In 
the  Old  Testament,  when  God  wanted  to  build  His 
tabernacle,  He  asked  the  people  to  bring  an  offering 
BUT  HE  WANTED  IT  TO  BE  FROM  THOSE  WITH 
A  "WILLING  HEART"!  Although  He  had  made  the 
Egyptians  ready  to  give  to  the  Israelites  (Exodus 
12:36),  He  wanted  only  free-will  offerings  from  these 
children  of  Israel.

DOM AND  AS  MEN,  WOMEN,  BOYS,  AND  GIRLS 
OBEY  HIS  VOICE,  THE  TASK  WILL  BE  COM- 
PLETED! 

We  must  always  remember: 

"THROUGH  HIS  OWN  PEOPLE  GOD  HAS 
ABUNDANT  RESOURCES  AVAILABLE  FOR  HIS 
KINGDOM'S  WORK!"  (II  Corinthians  9:8) 

The  people  responded  to  this  stewardship  challenge 
because  they  heard  the  Spirit  of  God  speaking  to  their' 
hearts  when  Moses  gave  the  challenge.  TRUE  SPIRI- 
TUALITY IS  ALWAYS  EXPRESSED  IN  REAL

CHURCH  GROWTH  I 

The  other  day  I  had  the  privilege  of  eating  lunch  with  some  pas- 
tors. As  I  listened  to  the  conversation,  I  noticed  that  in  some  areas 
there  is  no  difference  in  pastors  than  businessmen.  We  all  have  prob- 
lems. Some  are  large;  some  are  small;  some  are  very  important;  and 
some  very  trivial. 

I  have  heard  and  seen  this  same  situation  in  business  many 
times.  One  company  seems  to  be  booming  in  business,  while  in  the 
same  area,  another  business  of  the  same  type  seemed  to  be  doing  ter- 
rible. Then  the  bad  business  would  go  through  a  management  change 
and  suddenly,  success.  Why????  Why  does  it  seem  that  one  church  is 
growing  rapidly,  while  another  treads  water  or  declines  in  member- 
ship? 

Is  not  the  same  God  over  both?  Doesn't  God  want  both  to  prosper? 
Isn't  it  written  that  He  is  not  willing  that  any  should  perish,  so  there- 
fore the  entire  community  is  included  even  the  community  where  the 
little  country  church  is  getting  smaller?  What  is  the  difference???? 

Does  God  favor  one  individual  above  another?  Does  He  favor  one 
church  above  another?  No,  the  difference  is  in  the  mind.  It  is  in  the 
thinking  of  the  individual  and  in  the  church.  One  is  thinking  success; 
the  other  is  thinking  failure.  Thoughts  are  things,  very  powerful 
things.  The  Bible  teaches  us  that  we  are  as  we  think  (Proverbs  23:7). 

If  one  continually  thinks  of  failure,  thinks  negative,  thinks  of  all 
the  reasons  that  it  won't  work,  then  his  mind  is  filled  with  failure 
rather  than  success.  If  one  wants  his  church  to  grow,  then  he  is  going 
to  have  to  desire  it  to  grow.  Not  just  want  it  to  grow,  but  desire  it  to 
grow  with  a  burning  all-consuming  desire.  The  Bible  tells  us  that 
God  will  give  us  the  desires  of  our  heart  (Psalm  37:4). 

The  Lord  wants  His  church  to  grow.  Not  just  for  the  sake  of  num- 
bers. He  wants  to  save  and  bless  people.  He  has  made  the  ultimate 
investment  in  humanity.  His  only  Son  was  sacrificed  for  lost  humani- 
ty. Nobody  wants  someone  saved  as  much  as  God  the  Father. 
Somewhere  down  the  line  we  got  something  mixed  up.  Some  folks 
think  they  work  for  God.  God  doesn't  want  people  to  work  for  Him. 
He  wants  people  to  work  with  Him.  Read  what  Paul  says  in 
I  Corinthians  3:9. 

What  a  powerful  thought  —  laborers  together  with  God!  If  we  are 
thinking  in  terms  of  working  for  God,  then  we  are  out  there  on  our 
own;  but  if  we  are  working  with  God,  then  we  are  working  with  the 
power  of  God  on  our  side  and  being  used  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  There  is  a 
tremendous  difference  in  working  for  God  and  working  with  God. 
When  you  are  trying  to  build  His  work  through  programs,  etc.,  you 
are  not  nearly  as  successful  as  when  you  are  working  with  God  by 
virtue  of  the  anointing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  might  say  yes,  I  know  that;  but  we  don't  know  that.  We  hear 
it,  but  we  don't  really  know  that.  Our  results  prove  we  don't.  If  the 


Lord  is  building  His  church  rather  than  us,  then  He  is  doing  a  sorry 
job. 

I  would  rather  believe  that  we  are  trying  to  build  it  and  we  are 
doing  a  sorry  job.  But  there  is  a  way  to  break  out  of  this  lethargy.  We 
have  to  come  to  the  point  that  we  desire  to  see  God  build  His  Church. 
We  have  to  develop  a  burning  desire  to  the  point  that  we  are  willing 
to  stake  everything  on  doing  the  will  of  God. 

We  have  to  make  up  our  minds.  We  have  to  determine  that  we  are 
going  to  have  a  growing  church,  anointed  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  min- 
istering to  the  needs  of  the  people.  We  have  it  recorded  in  the  Bible 
that  there  was  a  woman  who  reached  this  point  in  her  life.  She  came 
to  the  point  that  nothing  else  mattered.  Read  the  story  of  the  woman 
with  the  issue  of  blood  (Matthew  9:20-21).  She  made  up  her  mind; 
she  was  determined. 

According  to  Jewish  law  this  woman  was  not  even  supposed  to  be 
around  people.  If  she  were  caught  in  public,  she  was  to  be  stoned.  She 
was  determined,  she  said  within  herself  She  made  up  her  mind  first. 
Then  she  took  action  on  what  she  believed,  and  that  is  called  faith. 

Why  can't  we  make  up  our  mind  that  we  are  going  to  have  the 
kind  of  church  that  God  wants  regardless  of  the  obstacles  involved, 
and  then  act  on  what  we  believe. 

As  a  church  we  have  to  have  a  definite  major  purpose.  We  might 
say  our  purpose  is  to  take  the  Gospel  to  the  lost.  But  as  a  whole  that 
is  just  a  bunch  of  words.  We  have  to  develop  the  desire  to  see  the  lost 
saved,  then  make  a  plan  to  achieve  the  goal. 

It  has  been  stated  that  one  of  the  most  common  causes  of  failure 
is  the  habit  of  quitting  when  one  is  overtaken  by  temporary  defeat. 
The  Bible  teaches  us  that  if  we  keep  on  we  will  succeed  (Galatians 
6:9). 

The  story  is  told  of  a  young  man  who  went  West  to  make  a  fortune 
in  gold.  It  is  told  that  he  made  a  discovery  of  a  rich  vein  of  gold  that 
looked  like  it  was  going  to  be  the  "mother  load."  He  carefully  covered 
up  his  find  and  returned  home,  back  East  to  get  financial  backing  to 
buy  the  kind  of  equipment  it  would  take  to  mine  the  gold.  He  con- 
vinced several  friends  and  relatives  to  support  him  and  he  raised  the 
necessary  funds. 

He  returned  to  the  mine  and  began  digging  out  the  gold.  The  first 
load  proved  to  be  all  they  had  expected  and  more,  a  couple  more  loads 
like  the  first  one  and  then  they  would  be  on  their  way  to  being  rich. 
But  suddenly  the  vein  of  gold  played  out.  They  drilled,  and  they  dug 
deeper  and  deeper  until  finally  all  hope  was  abandoned.  The  young 
man  finally  sold  the  machinery  to  a  junk  man  for  a  few  hundred  dol- 
lars and  went  back  home  defeated. 

The  junk  man  called  in  a  mining  engineer  to  look  at  the  mine  and 
do  a  little  calculating.  The  engineer  advised  that  the  project  had 
failed  because  the  owners  were  not  familiar  with  "fault  lines."  His 
calculations  showed  that  the  vein  would  be  found  just  three  feet  from 
where  the  drilling  had  stopped.  TY^at  is  exactly  where  it  was  found. 
The  junk  man  took  millions  of  dollars  in  ore  from  the  mine  because 
he  knew  enough  to  seek  expert  counsel  before  giving  up. 

What  am  I  saying?  When  a  church  is  not  growing  and  seems  to  be 
declining,  don't  just  stand  still,  don't  quit,  don't  get  a  defeated  atti- 
tude. Get  with  those  who  are  growing  and  find  out  what  they  are 
doing  that  is  working.  In  many  cases  the  first  thing  that  you  will  find 
out  is  that  the  successful  church  has  a  success  attitude  rather  than  a 
defeated  failure  oriented  attitude.

So  the  first  step  in  having  a  growing  church  is  a  burning 
desire  to  see  growth.  Without  a  definite  purpose,  desire  cannot  be 
developed.  Next  there  must  be  a  plan.  It  must  be  the  plan  of  God. 
In  most  cases  a  shrinking  congregation  is  a  church  without  a 
plan — without  a  vision.  Remember,  without  a  vision  the  people 
perish. 

How  can  a  church  get,  not  just  a  plan  but  the  plan?  The  Bible 
answers  this  question.  Read  Romans  8:26,  27.  To  get  the  plan  of 
God  church  leadership  has  to  enter  into  intercession.  They  must 
spend  whatever  time  it  takes  in  prayer  and  fasting  until  they  get 
the  plan  from  the  Holy  Ghost.  In  Romans  8:27  the  word  mind  in 
the  Greek  is  phronema.  It  literally  means  the  purpose  or  plan.  If 
we  read  8:27  and  substitute  the  word  plan,  we  can  get  a  clearer 
meaning  from  the  verse. 

In  Romans  8:26  where  it  says  the  Spirit  helps  our  infirmities, 
the  literal  translation  of  the  Greek  word  there  is  weakness.  So 
the  Holy  Ghost  helps  us  pray  in  the  areas  where  we  are  weak 
and  obviously  one  of  the  areas  we  are  weak  is  in  ascertaining  the 
exact  plan  of  God  for  His  local  Church. 

Sometimes  the  Holy  Ghost  imparts  part  of  His  plan  and  it  is 
so  big  that  the  average  church  leader  doubts  it  can  be  done.  It 
might  surprise  the  leadership  of  a  country  church  with  a  mem- 
bership of  75  to  find  out  what  God  wanted  and  planned  for  that 
church.  I  wonder  what  Peter  would  have  said  the  day  before 
Pentecost  if  the  Lord  had  told  him  that  the  next  day  He  was 
going  to  add  5,000  members  in  one  pop. 

Large  numbers  do  not  scare  God.  He  is  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish.  He  has  plans  and  ministries  for  all.  We  should  get 
our  eyes  off  the  problems  and  get  our  eyes  on  the  solution.  We 
need  to  think  big.  We  need  to  think  success  in  the  Lord.  It  may 
look  impossible  to  us  but  not  to  the  Lord.  Our  impossibilities  are 
His  opportunities.  Read  these  verses  —  Matthew  19:26;  Mark 
9:23;  Mark  10:27;  Mark  14:36;  and  Luke  1:37.  We  need  to  stop 
looking  at  what  we  can't  do  and  look  at  our  God  who  cannot  fail. 

It  has  been  said  that  "success  comes  to  those  who  become  suc- 
cess conscious.  Failure  comes  to  those  who  indifferently  allow 
themselves  to  become  failure  conscious."  The  first  step  in  chang- 
ing the  way  we  look  at  things  is  to  renew  our  minds  to  what  God 
says  rather  than  what  we  think.  Read  Romans  12:1-2. 

Now  notice  something  here.  Paul  is  writing  to  the  Christians 
in  Rome.  Saved,  more  than  likely  baptized  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  yet 
they  need  to  do  something  with  their  bodies,  and  they  need  to  get 
their  minds  renewed.  The  impartation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them 
has  not  affected  their  minds  yet.  They  still  need  to  get  their 
minds  renewed.  Why??  Because  they  still  don't  know  what  is  that 
good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  God. 

The  word  mind  in  this  verse  in  the  Greek  means  the  intellect. 
Know  the  plan  as  in  8:27.  It  means  to  get  their  thinking  straight- 
ened out.  We  need  to  present  our  bodies  to  the  Lord  and  not  be 
conformed  to  this  world.  When  the  Lord  begins  to  unfold  His 
plan,  His  perfect  will  for  a  particular  church,  it  may  at  first  stag- 
ger the  human  mind.  Since  we  are  so  conformed  to  the  world;  so 
TV  oriented;  so  failure  programmed;  we  fail  to  act  on  what  God 
says  because  we  know  all  the  reasons  it  will  fail. 

It  has  never  been  done  like  this  before.  We  tried  this  before 
and  it  didn't  work  because  we  don't  have  the  financial  resources 
in  our  church  to  tackle  a  project  this  size,  we  don't  have  enough 
people,  the  board  won't  go  along,  someone  will  get  offended.  On 
and  on  the  list  goes.  God  says  don't  be  conformed  to  this  world. 
Believe  what  He  says. 

Get  into  prayer  until  you  get  the  plan.  If  you  pray  and  don't 
get  the  answer,  then  start  fasting  and  praying.  How  long  should 
we  fast  and  pray?  Until  we  get  the  answer.  Daniel  fasted  and 


prayed  21  days.  It  wasn't  God's  fault  he  didn't  get  the  answer  or 
the  first  day.  The  Bible  plainly  states  that  on  the  first  day  Danie 
began  to  chasten  himself  before  the  Lord  that  the  Lord  dis 
patched  an  angel  to  bring  the  answer  to  him  and  that  ange 
fought  with  the  prince  of  Persia  (a  prince  demon)  for  21  day.' 
until  Michael  the  archangel  came  and  helped  him  so  he  could  gel 
the  message  to  Daniel. 

The  devil  does  not  want  church  leadership  to  get  the  plan  of  Goc 
for  their  church.  Why???  Because  he  knows  that  the  plan  that  Goc 
has  will  work.  It  should  be  obvious  to  anyone  that  God  is  not  going  t( 
just  drop  this  plan  on  the  earth.  If  He  intended  to  do  that,  it  woulc 
have  already  been  done.  It  should  be  obvious  that  the  devil  doesn' 
want  any  pastor  to  get  the  perfect  plan  in  operation  in  his  church.  Ii 
begins  with  the  pastor.  It  is  available  to  any  pastor  who  will  desirt 
it,  who  will  persevere  until  he  gets  it. 

We  cannot  build  God's  church  by  man's  ways;  we  must  bulk 
His  church  His  way,  by  His  power,  by  His  anointing.  In  order  tc 
build  anything  you  have  to  have  a  plan.  In  order  to  have  a  plat 
you  have  to  have  a  purpose.  In  order  to  have  a  purpose,  you  mus1 
have  a  desire. 

What  will  we  do????  Will  we  continue  on  as  we  are,  or  will  w( 
pay  the  price,  whatever  that  may  be  and  get  the  plan  from  Goc 
and  become  laborers  together  with  God,  rather  than  work  foi 
God? 

It  has  been  said  that  the  spiritual  tide  in  a  church  will  nevei 
rise  any  higher  than  the  pulpit.  And  this  is  true.  People  are  look 
ing  for  leadership  from  the  pulpit.  They  are  looking  for  stability 
They  are  looking  for  a  man  with  the  anointing  of  God  in  his  life 
A  pastor  who  has  the  direction  of  God  almighty  and  the  courage 
to  walk  where  others  fear  to  tread. 

Just  because  a  person  is  called  to  be  a  pastor  does  not  mear 
he  will  automatically  do  the  perfect  will  of  God.  It  appears  ai 
times  that  there  are  more  discouraged  pastors  than  there  are 
encouraged  pastors.  Let  me  speak  to  pastors.  When  a  pastor  sep 
arates  himself  apart  unto  God  and  renews  his  mind  to  what  Goc 
says  rather  than  what  he  thinks,  then  he  will  begin  to  walk  in  £ 
confidence  which  has  been  brought  about  by  the  Holy  spirit. 

Look  at  your  church.  Do  you  want  to  be  where  you  are  nov 
one  year  from  now?  If  not,  then  what  is  your  plan?  What  is  youi 
goal?  What  is  your  purpose?  If  you  don't  have  a  plan,  a  purpose 
or  a  goal,  then  more  than  likely  there  will  be  little  difference  ir 
where  your  church  is  one  year  from  now.  But  God  doesn't  wan 
that.  God  wants  to  fill  up  your  church  wall-to-wall  with  sinnerf 
washed  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

Take  step  one.  Present  yourself  to  God  a  Holy  Sacrifice  whicl 
is  your  reasonable  service.  Check  yourself  out  and  find  out  if  yoi 
are  being  conformed  to  this  world  in  any  area.  Do  you  spenC 
more  time  watching  TV  than  you  do  in  Bible  Study?  Then  you  art 
being  conformed  to  the  world.  Do  you  spend  more  time  watching 
TV  than  you  do  praying?  If  you  do,  then  you  are  being  conformec 
to  this  world. 

You  will  never  receive  anointing  of  the  Holy  Ghost  watching 
TV.  You  will  never  receive  the  plan  of  God  for  your  church  watch 
ing  TV.  As  a  pastor  you  stand  in  an  awesome  place  of  responsibil 
ity.  You  have  been  called  and  ordained  of  God  to  carry  out  His 
work  according  to  His  plan.  Let  us  each  strive  to  know  the  exac 
plan  of  God  and  then  begin  to  act  in  faith  on  that  plan. 

Once  a  pastor  has  received  the  plan,  the  vision  from  God,  thei 
he  can  transfer  that  vision  over  to  the  people  so  they  can  ge 
behind  it  and  cause  it  to  work.  They  have  a  responsibility  to  fol 
low.  It  does  not  take  a  congregation  long  to  know  whether  or  no' 
their  pastor  has  the  plan  from  God.  They  know  when  he  does 
and  they  know  when  he  does  not.

Mother 


One  of  God's  Greatest  Gifts 


My  wife  is  a  great  mother  of  our  three  children.  My 
daughter  is  the  great  mother  of  my  only  grandchild  cur- 
rently. I  love  them  dearly,  but  I  want  to  talk  to  you  about 
my  own  precious  mother  today. 

Phoebe  Elizabeth  Williams  was  born  May  5,  1916. 
Phoebe  was  five  years  of  age  when  her  mother  Lucy 
departed  this  life.  Her  father,  Lonnie,  realizing  his  inabili- 
ty to  properly  rear  this  little  girl,  entrusted  her  to  the  care 
of  her  oldest  sister,  Elsie,  for  the  most  part.  Phoebe  actual- 
ly was  passed  from  sister  to  sister.  Her  family  was  of  the 
Primitive  Baptist  persuasion. 

She  was  about  fifteen  years  of  age  when  Phoebe  accom- 
panied Elsie  to  revival  services  at  Vaughan  Chapel 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  Nash  County,  North 
Carolina.  It  was  there  the  Holy  Spirit  captured  Phoebe's 
attention.  She  gave  her  heart  and  life  to  Jesus.  She  was 
greatly  influenced  by  a  young  holiness  preacher,  James 
Albert  Taylor.  Albert  soon  introduced  Phoebe  to  his 
cousin,  Thomas  Elwood  Long. 

Elwood  had  spent  his  youthful  years  outside  the  strong 
influence  of  the  church.  Special  occasions  attracted  his 
family  to  the  New  Hope  Baptist  Church  in  Wilson  County. 

Mother,  like  so  many  of  her  day,  had  very  limited  edu- 
cational opportunity  and  dropped  out  of  school  after  the 
ninth  grade  to  work  for  her  own  support. 

Phoebe  was  eighteen  when  she  and  Elwood  were  wed  in 
the  magistrate's  office  in  Coopers  Township  of  Nash 
County. 

In  their  early  years  of  marriage  Elwood  and  Phoebe 
farmed  as  share-croppers,  digging  out  their  meager  sup- 
port. In  1939  they  moved  to  Wilson  where  daddy  entered 
"public  work"  as  he  termed  it.  They  later  returned  to  farm- 
ing in  Nash  County. 

After  their  first  two  babies  died  at  birth,  the  doctor  told 
Phoebe  that  she  probably  would  not  be  able  to  give  birth 
to  a  child  that  would  live.  The  news  gave  her  many  ago- 
nizing hours.  She  sought  the  Lord  for  help  and  direction. 
She  reached  the  point  in  her  prayers  that  she  told  the 
Lord  if  He  would  give  her  a  child  to  live,  she  would  imme- 
diately give  him  back  to  the  Lord.  Our  wonderful  heavenly 
Father  heard  her  prayer  and  gave  her  a  son  (me)  in  the 
early  1940s.  Later  she  was  blessed  with  two  more  sons 
who  are  still  alive  today,  Ray  and  Ronnie. 

My  mother  loved  the  Lord  with  everything  in  her.  She 


carried  me  to  church  when  I  was  six  weeks  old  and  saw  to 
it  that  I  was  in  church  until  I  made  my  own  choice  to  walk 
with  Jesus. 

My  early  childhood  is  filled  with  precious  memories  of 
my  mother's  undying  loyalty  to  our  Lord  and  His  Church. 
Phoebe's  tithing  and  giving  were  accompanied  by  her  reg- 
ular prayer  times  and  Bible  reading.  Many  of  the  Scrip- 
tures I  am  able  to  quote  this  day  were  taught  by  my  moth- 
er to  a  stuttering  4  and  5  year  old. 

Some  of  the  early  memories  of  my  church  life  include 
me  standing  by  my  mother's  side  and  belting  out  songs 
like  "Fifty  Miles  Of  Elbow  Room"  and  "Hand  In  Hand 
With  Jesus."  Mother  and  Aunt  Elsie  would  shout  and 
dance  across  the  sanctuary  with  others  in  praise  to  the 
Lord.  I  would  stand  and  grin  as  I  sang  with  her  and  I 
would  say  to  the  Lord,  "If  I  ever  get  'religion'  I  want  the 
kind  that  mama  and  Aunt  Elsie  have."  (Those  who  know 
me  well  will  agree  the  Lord  answered  the  prayer  of  a  little 
boy.) 

Time  and  space  and  your  patience  in  reading  will  not 
give  me  opportunity  at  the  moment  to  say  a  lot  more. 

I  praise  God  for  giving  me  a  Mother  who  was  not  so 
much  unlike  the  mother  He  gave  some  of  you.  Will  you 
join  me  in  thanking  Him  for  our  mothers? 

She  is  gone  now.  However,  she  lives  on  in  my  heart  and 
in  so  many  of  my  habits. 

The  Lord  promoted  her  to  heaven  on  October  27,  1985, 
after  some  years  of  battle  with  Alzheimer's  and  its  accom- 
panying problems.  However,  even  in  the  times  of  extreme 
disorientation  even  to  the  point  of  not  recognizing  her 
family,  she  knew  Jesus.  She  would  respond  readily  when 
His  name  came  up  either  in  her  mind  or  from  the  lips  of 
others.  Mama  would  join  in  singing  familiar  songs  of  long 
ago  even  when  she  couldn't  call  my  name. 

Yes,  I  praise  God  for  giving  me  my  mother.  In  the  eyes 
of  human  society  she  was  just  another  poor  uneducated 
holiness  woman  whose  name  never  made  headlines,  but  in 
my  eyes  she  is  "one  of  God's  greatest  gifts." 

I  hope  the  Lord  has  helped  me  to  stir  your  mind  to 
some  pleasant  memories  of  your  dear  mother. 

Please  be  sure  to  tell  your  mother  you  love  her  and 
show  her  the  truth  of  your  statement  while  you  can!

Solemn  Assembly  at 
Trinity  PH  Church

November  1992,  Pastor  Hill  Teachey  told 
his  church  that  he  was  calling  A  Solemn 
Assembly  the  first  Sunday  in  the  new  year.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  your  offensive  article  stating  that 
those  who  support  CBN  and  oppose  gays  in  the  military  are 
poor,  uneducated  and  easy  to  lead.  I  oppose  your  insinuations. 

I  am  a  college-educated,  retired  executive  vice-president  of  an 
electrical  firm  employing  as  many  as  800  workers  and  com- 
pleting more  than  $50,000,000  in  electrical  construction  each 
year. 

Drafted  near  the  end  of  the  Korean  conflict,  I  served  my  coun- 
try in  the  military  for  two  years.  I  did  not  tear  up  my  draft 
card,  but  willingly  carried  out  my  duty  as  a  citizen  who  loves 
my  country  and  obeys  its  laws. 

Having  served  in  the  military,  familiar  with  the  close  quar- 
ters, the  sharing  of  bath  facilities,  and  of  soldiers'  dependence 
on  each  other  during  conflict,  I  am  opposed  to  gays  in  the  mili- 
tary. I  do  not  apologize  for  my  belief  that  it  is  unwise  since 
gays  are  known  to  contract  and  spread  AIDS  and  often  have 
the  dormant  virus  which  could  at  any  given  time  become  full- 
blown AIDS.  It  is  not  fair  to  the  U.S.  government  or  to  the 
people  it  serves  to  force  us  to  allow  gays  to  serve,  having  to 
constantly  monitor  them  and  treat  them  at  our  expense. 

Those  officers  presently  serving  us  in  the  military  who  have 
led  us  to  victory  during  conflicts  should  have  a  voice  in  this 
matter.  Our  country  needs  them  and  certainly  would  not  want 
any  of  them  to  resign,  especially  General  Colin  Powell. 

In  America,  citizens  have  always  had  a  right  to  differ,  voice 
our  opinions  to  our  government  and  express  what  we  feel  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  our  government.  In  the  past,  our  govern- 
ment has  listened  to  the  majority.  A  decision  of  this  magni- 
tude should  not  be  made  by  one  man.

ittle  girls  are  the  nicest  things  that  happen  to  people.  They  are  born  with  a  little  bit  of  angel- 
shine  about  them  and  though  it  wears  thin  sometimes,  there  is  always  enough  left  to  lasso 
your  heart  even  when  they  are  sitting  in  the  mud,  or  crying  temperamental  tears,  or  parading 
up  the  street  in  mother's  best  clothes. 

A  little  girl  can  be  sweeter  (and  badder)  more  often  than  anyone  else  in  the  world.  She  can  jitter  around,  and 
stomp,  and  make  funny  noises  that  frazzle  your  nerves;  yet  just  when  you  open  your  mouth,  she  stands  there 
demure  with  that  special  look  in  her  eyes.

From  the  Superintendent 


The  God  Of 
Our  Fathers 

T.  Elwood  Long 


Text:  "The  Lord  God  of  your  fathers,  the  God  of 
Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  hath 
sent  me  unto  you"  Exodus  3:15. 

I  doubt  the  Israelites  would  ever  hear  these  words 
without  experiencing  something  of  a  thrill.  They  were 
words  calculated  to  rouse  within  them  a  realization  of  all 
that  God  had  been  to  them  and  done  for  them  in  days  gone 
by.  Thoughts  of  how  He  had  been  behind  all  that  was 
finest  and  noblest  in  the  history  of  their  race,  and  how, 
through  their  fathers,  He  had  been  working  out  His  great 
and  glorious  purposes  filled  their  minds. 

And  so  it  should  ever  be!  We  are  insensible  indeed  to 
spiritual  influences,  if,  when  we  look  back  over  the  history 
of  our  nation,  or  of  our  church,  or  of  our  own  individual 
families,  we  do  not  find  marvelous  evidence  of  God's  hand 
at  work  through  the  years,  guiding,  shaping  and  enrich- 
ing. 

I  always  feel  moved  when  I  enter  an  old  church  build- 
ing. There  is  something  very  humbling  to  kneel  in  prayer 
in  the  very  spot  where  Christian  men  and  women  have 
knelt  through  the  years  and  to  think  of  the  countless  souls 
who  have  sat  where  you  sit,  perhaps  in  sorrow,  perplexity 
or  loneliness,  and  in  whom  the  Presence  of  the  living  God 
has  brought  hope,  comfort  and  peace  as  their  meditations 
turned  to  worship  and  praise. 

Sentimental,  you  think?  Well,  maybe  it  is,  but  I  believe 
that  there  is  a  place  in  life  for  that  sort  of  sentiment.  If  it 
keeps  alive  in  our  hearts  some  reverence  for  the  past, 
some  sense  of  our  indebtedness  for  the  inheritance  that 
has  come  down  to  us,  it  may  be  a  very  valuable  thing. 

Some  are  all  too  prone  in  these  days  to  think  and  speak 
contemptuously  of  the  past,  and  we  need  to  remember 
that  because  a  thing  is  old,  it  is  not  necessarily  old  fash- 
ioned. There  are  times,  I  am  only  too  ready  to  admit,  when 
we  need  resolutely  and  courageously  to  cut  ourselves  off 
from  outworn  traditions  which  hinder  and  hamper  our 
growth.  However,  we  must  never  tamper  with  Biblical 
truth.  God  forbid  that  we  should  ever  forget  our  indebted- 
ness to  the  past. 

Truly,  in  every  realm  of  life,  we  are  debtors  to  the  past. 
Others  have  labored,  and  we  have  entered  into  their  labor. 
There  is  no  sphere  where  this  is  more  plain  that  in  that  of 
the  International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  We  do 
well  to  recall  with  gratitude  all  who  have  enriched  our 
Christian  heritage.  Let  us  not  forget  our  debt  to  our 
fathers. 


I  have  not  chosen  this  text  merely  to  remind  us  of  our 
indebtedness  to  the  past,  important  as  that  is.  The  words 
which  stand  out  as  I  read  our  text  again,  are,  "The  Lord 
God  of  our  fathers... hath  sent  me  unto  you."  Sometimes, 
we  speak  rather  wistfully  of  what  we  call  the  good  old 
days.  Those  were  periods  when  men's  interest  in  things  of 
the  Spirit  seemed  much  greater  than  it  is  now.  We  forget 
that  the  God  who  spoke  then  can  speak  now.  Mere  remem- 
brance of,  and  reverence  for,  the  past  is  not  enough.  Our 
supreme  need  is  to  realize  that  the  resources  by  which  our 
fathers  lived,  and  the  faith  by  which  their  lives  were  con- 
trolled, are  available  to  us  now.  That  is  surely  the  mes- 
sage of  these  words  of  Moses.  The  God  who  did  such  won- 
derful things  through  our  fathers  has  appeared  unto  me! 
He  is  still  active.  He  has  yet  more  wonderful  work  to  do 
through  us.  That  is  the  faith  we  need.  We  do  not  take  seri- 
ously enough  the  perfectly  staggering  promise  of  Jesus, 
"He  that  believe th  in  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do 
also;  yea,  and  greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do." 

Sometimes  we  recall  the  great  names  of  the  past,  and 
say,  "Would  that  we  had  men  like  that  today!"  But  remem- 
ber it  was  God  who  made  them  Great.  That  is  the  real  les- 
son of  the  past.  All  that  has  been  worth  accomplishing  has' 
been  accomplished  by  the  power  of  God.  The  truly  great 
men  and  women  have  been  the  godly  men  and  women.  It' 
was  not  just  a  cloak  that  Elijah  bequeathed  to  his  succes- 
sor-a  sort  of  magic  wand.  It  was  a  divine  spirit.  The  cloak 
was  only  a  symbol.  So,  too,  with  us.  God  can  reproduce  the 
victories  of  the  past-the  churches  our  fathers  built,  thei 
books  they  wrote,  the  sermons  they  preached,  the  doc- 
trines they  formulated.  These  by  themselves  will  work  no 
miracles.  What  we  need  is  the  spirit  of  sacrifice  in  which 
they  built,  the  passion  with  which  they  preached,  the' 
insight  and  consecration  with  which  they  wrote  their 
books  and  formulated  their  positions.  We  need  the  faith  by 
which  they  lived.  We  need  to  rediscover  their  God  and  His 
power.  If  we  are  to  do  anything  worth  doing  in  our  own 
day  and  generation,  we  need  a  new  and  living  experience 
of  the  God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  of  Isaac 
and  of  Jacob. ..yes,  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
God  of  Paul,  the  God  of  Augustine,  the  God  of  Martin 
Luther,  the  God  of  John  Wesley.  The  God  of  David 
Livingstone  and  of  our  own  Bishops  J.  H.  King,  Dan  T. 
Muse,  J.  A.  Synan  is  still  reigning.  Men  like  F.  M.  Britton, 
G.  F.  Taylor,  H.  P.  Robinson,  John  W.  Brooks  and  count- 
less others  have  contributed  so  much,  but  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  is  and  will  do  it  again!  The  God  who  inspires  and 
directs  and  controls  and  chastens  and  forgives  and  bless- 
es. May  the  God  who  spoke  yesterday  through  the 
prophets  speak  now  to  us.  May  He  guide  us  as  He  guided 
Our  Fathers!

Mary  Ann  McInBelle 
Barnes  Jones  was  her  name,  but  to  me  she 
was  Mammy,  my  very  own  Mammy! 

Time  spent  with  her  was  filled  with 
love,  discipline,  funshine,  and  laughter.  Ah 
to  laugh  with  Mammy  was  medicine  to  my 
soul.  We  laughed  when  I  sat  on  her  lap. 
She  just  made  those  story  characters  come 
alive:  the  rainbow  was  painted  in  hues  of 
beauty.

Laughter  was  a  way  of  life  for  her-it 
helped  to  heal  the  wounds  of  sorrow  she 
often  bore.

Metro  Chapel  Opens 

Sunday  morning,  Easter  Sunday,  April  11,  1993,  the  Metro 
Chapel  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  opened  for  the  first  public  wor- 
ship service.  Some  fifty-three  individuals  gathered  for  worship.  Of 
those  assembled,  only  four  were  "demoninational  onlookers." 

The  church  is  pastored  by  Gene  Milligan.  Brother  Milligan  has 
been  a  member  of  the  NC  Conference  for  three  years.  He  trans- 
ferred from  Ohio.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Harvest  Fellowship 
Church  in  Shallotte.  Recently  he  moved  to  Wilmington  in  prepara- 
tion for  starting  the  new  church.  He  and  his  wife,  Faith,  have  three 
children-all  married. 

Metro  Chapel  is  meeting  at  the  Myrtle  Grove  Middle  School,  901 
Piner  Road,  Wilmington,  NC.  This  is  near  Carolina  Beach  at  the 
Monkey  Junction  area  of  Wilmington.  This  area  has  been  a  target 
area  for  a  new  church  for  several  years  now. 

Direct  mail  was  used  prior  to  the  opening  service.  Two  brochures 
and  an  invitational  letter  were  mailed  to  8,000  homes-grand  total 


of  24,000  pieces.  Some  newspaper  advertising  was  done  as  well. 
Direct  mail  is  a  new  method  of  starting  churches  in  North  Carolina. 
With  these  good  results,  it  will  be  used  again. 

Direct  mail  is  less  expensive  than  telemarketing  and  involves  a 
much  reduced  labor  force.  It  is  a  new  area  that  churches  and  pas- 
tors should  consider  as  a  part  of  their  church  advertising.  With 
direct  mail  1/2  of  1%  is  considered  a  good  response.  The  turnout  in 
Wilmington  was  7/10  of  1%-a  little  better  than  expected. 

District  Director  Frederick  Dixon  and  the  district  churches  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  support  for  this  new  church  in  their  dis- 
trict. 

Pastor  Milligan  will  now  work  with  the  core  group  to  expand  the 
ministries  of  the  church.  One  focus  of  the  church  will  be  to  establish 
a  network  of  small  groups  for  nurture  and  evangehsm. 


Love  In  Action  Seminar-District  Director  Ray  Ward 

1 993  Love  In  Action  Training 

The  Evangelism  Department  is  in  its  fourth  year  of  the  Love  In 
Action  Training.  The  emphasis  this  year  is  "The  Master's  Plan  for 
Making  Disciples."  The  training  focuses  on  soul-winning  and 
lifestyle  evangelism. 

In  the  Love  In  Action  training  series,  churches  are  involved  in  a 
day  of  training  and  then  may  work  with  training  kits  in  their  local 
congregations.  The  day  of  training  for  this  year  is  entitled 
"Discovering  Lifestyle  Evangelism."  The  day  of  training  begins 
Saturday  at  9:00  a.m.  and  continues  to  4:00  p.m.  It  may  also  be 
adapted  to  three  night  sessions  or  a  Sunday  schedule. 

This  year  the  day  of  training  has  already  been  held  in 
Wilmington  (Wilmington  First),  Raleigh  (Evangelistic  Temple),  and 
New  Bern  (New  Bern  First)  districts.  The  material  has  been  well 
received.  Seminars  are  presently  scheduled  for  the  Whiteville  and 
Williamson  Districts. 

A  church  may  participate  in  the  Love  In  Action  Training  in  any 
one  of  the  five  levels-Diagnostic  Study,  Growing  in  Love, 
Assimilation,  Lifestyle  Evangelism,  or  Lay  Ministry.  Contact 
should  be  made  with  Evangelism  Director  Chris  Thompson.

It  is  a  3-month  world  evangelism  emphasis  by  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  asking  every  member  to  choose  a  day  in 
which  they  will  1)  FAST  for  world  evangelism,  2)  PRAY  for  world  evangelism,  3)  GIVE  that  day's  wage  for  world  evange- 
lism. 

Use  Of  Global  Outreach  1993 

I.    World  Missions  Projects-In  1993  the  projects  needing  funding  are: 
Hyderabad,  India-$50,000  needed  for  a  training  center 
New  Delhi,  India-$50,000  needed  for  a  church  and  training  center 

Seoul,  Korea-$  100,000  needed  for  a  training  center  that  will  focus  on  training  Chinese  House  Church  Leaders 
Moscow,  Russia-a  training  center  and  church,  amount  needed  yet  to  be  determined. 
II.    General  Evangelism  Projects-Each  year  cities  in  the  U.S.A.  are  targeted  for  new  churches.  The  cities  presently  tar- 
geted for  the  near  future  are:  Indianapolis,  New  Orleans,  Chicago,  and  Philadelphia.  Others  will  be  targeted. 

III.  Missionary  Account  Deficit-High  priority  for  the  World  Missions  Department  is  supporting  our  missionaries.  Each 
month  missionaries  are  paid  the  budgeted  amount  even  if  their  individual  accounts  go  in  the  red.  This  money  has  to 
come  from  somewhere,  so  Global  Outreach  is  the  source.  The  amount  used  for  this  purpose  has  gradually  been  reduced 
each  year  as  our  missionary  accounts  have  become  more  completely  underwritten. 

IV.  Administrative  Cost-Such  as  promotion,  printing,  etc. 

Conference  Total-$ 100,000.00 


This  year  the  Conference  World  Missions  Committee  has 
set  the  highest  goal  ever  for  our  1993  "GO"  Offering.  The 
primary  reason  for  this  challenging  faith  goal  of 
$100,000.00  is  because  of  the  critical  need.  More  doors  are 
opening  for  us  in  the  U.S.A.  and  foreign  missions  fields  than 
we  are  financially  able  to  enter. 

The  District  World  Missions  Directors  and  I  are  faithful- 
ly and  diligently  promoting  the  offering  this  year.  We  are 
fervently  prajang  that  we  will  reach  the  goal.  We  can  easily, 
if  every  church  will  participate.  Last  year  we  had  83%  of 
our  churches  participating.  One  hundred  percent  participa- 
tion will  go  far  in  helping  us  reach  our  goal.  Remember 
"GO"  Offering  funds  are  designated  funds-they  cannot 
be  designated  further  and  still  be  counted  as  "GO"  Offering. 

This  year  we  are  promoting  two  tools  in  raising  the  "GO" 
Offering  funds.  One  is  the  use  of  the  coin  folders.  These  may 
be  used  by  all  age  groups  as  they  do  have  a  slot  for  a  check. 
The  second  area  is  the  day  of  prayer,  fasting,  and  day's 


wage.  If  every  PH  adult  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
would  give  a  day's  wage,  it  would  stagger  the  mind  as  to  the 
amount  involved.  Cards  and  faith  commitment  posters  are 
available  from  the  conference  office. 

July  11  has  been  designated  as  "GO"  Sunday  in  the 
conference.  Churches  are  asked  to  collect  their  funds  on  or 
by  the  11th  and  then  send  them  immediately  to  the  confer- 
ence office.  (July  18  is  an  alternate  Sunday  for  the  church- 
es, if  it  works  better  into  their  schedules.) 

We  would  like  all  the  funds  into  the  conference  office  by 
Wednesday,  July  21;  Sunday  night,  July  25;  at  the 
Conference  World  Evangelism  Service  (closing  night  of 
camp  meeting).  We  desire  to  celebrate  not  to  collect. 

Superintendent  Long  will  be  presenting  the  North

The  Value  of 
Royal  Rangers 

There  are  several  values  of  the  Royal  Rangers 
ministry.  Some  of  these  values  are  instruction  in 
the  Bible  doctrine,  Christian  service,  building  of 
moral  conduct,  learning  about  nature  and  special 
activities. 

The  Bible  is  a  basic  tool  used  in  Royal  Rangers. 
Bible  studies,  prayer,  and  special  devotions  are  a 
regular  part  of  the  outpost  meetings  on  Wednesday 
night.  Boys  are  encouraged  to  pray  and  read  the 
Bible  not  just  on  Wednesday  nights  but  on  a  day  to 
day  basis.  This  will  give  the  boy  a  basic  knowledge 
of  the  Bible  and  its  teachings  that  will  last  for  the 
rest  of  his  life,  even  after  he  has  grown  out  of  the 
youthful  part  of  Royal  Rangers. 

Christian  service  challenges  a  Royal  Ranger.  It 
gives  a  boy  responsibilities  to  God,  the  Church,  his 
family,  and  his  community.  When  a  boy  finishes 
this  program,  he  should  be  able  to  take  his  place  in 
the  area  of  Christian  service  where  God  wants  him 
to  be.  Along  with  this  there  is  the  building  of  the 
boy's  word  and  conduct.  The  term  "clean"  in  the 
Royal  Rangers  Code  covers  this  by  saying  "he  is 
clean  in  body,  mind,  and  speech."  This  is  just  one  of 
eight.  The  entire  code  is  a  complete  standard  that  a 
Royal  Ranger  can  live  by  all  his  life. 


Through  camping  a  boy  learns  about  nature  and 
all  the  things  God  has  given  us  to  enjoy  in  the  out- 
doors. When  boys  go  camping,  they  are  taught  fire- 
craft,  cooking,  first  aid,  sanitation,  compass  usage 
and  ropecraft.  Camping  is  an  adventure  to  a  young 
boy.  Being  away  from  the  television  set,  or  the  radio, 
and  even  the  telephone,  changes  the  way  a  boy  looks 
at  life.  Being  able  to  survive  out  in  the  woods  gives  a 
boy  a  sense  of  accomplishment  that  will  make  him 
remain  strong  in  bad  situations.  Camping  also  gives 
a  boy  time  to  fellowship  with  his  Royal  Rangers 
brothers.  By  doing  this,  boys  are  building  friend- 
ships that  will  last  as  long  as  they  live. 

Special  Activities  are  a  very  important  part  of 
Royal  Rangers.  A  boy  needs  to  have  something  to 
do  that  will  keep  him  from  being  tempted  to  do 
things  that  are  not  acceptable  for  a  boy  involved  in 
the  Ranger  program.  Among  these  activities  there 
are  games  which  teach  boys  the  importance  of 
teamwork,  fair  play,  and  loyalty.  Trips  give  boys  a 
chance  to  do  something  different  and  stimulate 
their  interest  in  the  things  going  on  around  them. 
Physical  fitness  is  another  important  activity.  The 
Bible  tells  us  that  the  body  is  a  temple  and  that  we 
should  keep  it  healthy  and  fit.  Physical  fitness  is 
another  basic  part  of  a  Royal  Rangers  meeting. 
This  teaches  a  boy  the  importance  of  a  strong 
healthy  body  and  also  about  the  harm  bad  habits 
can  do  to  the  body. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  values  of  the 
Royal  Rangers  ministry.  I  can  say  from  my  person- 
al experience  that  this  program  has  made  me  a  bet- 
ter person  mentally,  socially,  physically,  and  spiri- 
tually. I  am  sure  that  other  boys  who  have  not  yet 
been  exposed  to  Rangers  would  find  it  a  rewarding 
and  exciting  experience.  Royal  Rangers  is  not  a 
place  for  babying.  It  is  an  opportunity  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  world  around  you,  with 
the  church,  and  most  importantly,  with  God,  our 
Master  Ranger.

From  the  Superintendent 

OUR  CALLING 

T.  Elwood  Long 

Text:"Your  calling,  brethren"  (1 
Corinthians  1:26). 

In  the  busy  world  of  today,  when  most  of 
us  are  immersed  in  the  multiphcity  of  organi- 
zations which  center  around  the  Church,  it  is 
very  easy  to  "lose  sight  of  the  wood  for  the 
trees"  —  to  be  so  busy  keeping  the  machine 
running  that  we  forget  what  it  is  for,  and 
where  it  ought  to  be  going.  What  is  the  voca- 
tion of  the  Church  anyway?  What  is  the 
role  that  it  called  upon  to  play  in  the  world?  I 
suggest  to  you  four  aspects  of  that  role. 

First,  to  worship  God.  I  put  that  first 
because  it  is  first.  To  worship  God  is  a  man's 
highest,  noblest  exercise;  it  is  the  expression 
of  that  in  man  which  indeed  makes  him  the 
crown  of  creation;  it  is  the  realization  and  ful- 
fillment of  his  nature  in  fellowship  with  the 
Eternal  Father  who  created  him  for  that  very 
purpose.  "Man's  chief  end  is  to  glorify  God 
and  to  enjoy  him  forever."  This  is  the  funda- 
mental truth  about  humans  which  Christians 
believe.  The  Church's  supreme  role  is  to  make 
provision  for  that  chief  end  of  man;  no  other 
society  or  organization  attempts  to  do  so;  few 
indeed  recognize  that  need  for  such  provision 
exists.  So  it  is  that  Sunday  after  Sunday 
throughout  the  years,  and  at  frequent  inter- 
vening intervals,  the  Church  sounds  the  call 
to  worship. 

For  the  faithful  there  is  no  more  welcome 
call,  nor  any  which  evokes  a  greater  response. 

The  churchgoer  should  realize  that  he  is 
essentially  a  worshipper;  not  a  spectator,  not 
even  a  mere  listener.  Public  worship  is  an 
activity  of  the  spirit. 

Second,  to  change  human  direction 
and  destination  is  a  part  of  our  role.  That 
is  the  great  evangelistic  task  of  the  Church; 
and  it  presupposes  and  implies  a  faith  —  the 


faith  that  humans  are  born  to  be  changed  by 
the  grace  of  God. 

Here  again  the  Church  is  unique,  for  that 
faith,  so  fundamental  to  her  whole  life,  is 
shared  by  no  other  society  in  the  world  today. 
One  has  only  to  consider  for  a  moment  the 
pessimism  of  many  outside  the  Church  to 
realize  that  only  she  believes  in  the  possibility 
of  what  all  agree  to  be  essential  indeed  to  the 
very  survival  of  society  as  we  know  it,  a  new 
spirit  in  man.  The  essence  of  this  change,  var- 
iously called  "conversion,"  "the  new  birth," 
"regeneration,"  is  that  it  is  something  which 
God  does,  but  does  not  to  despite  of,  but  in 
response  to,  the  will  of  the  individual  con- 
cerned. The  role  of  the  Church  is  to  publish 
the  good  news  of  the  power  and  the  readiness 
of  God  to  change  human  nature,  and  to  sound 
the  invitation  to  men  and  women  to  respond 
to  all  that  it  involves.  Here  is  the  real  objec- 
tive of  preaching,  teaching  and  all  the  other 
activities  which  the  Church  employs  and  pro- 
motes. 

Third,  to  foster  Christian  character  is 
a  chief  component  of  our  role.  Our  first 
role  ingredient  set  the  Church  in  her  Godward 
relationship;  the  second  in  relation  to  the 
world  in  which  she  works  and  witnesses;  the 
third  focuses  attention  upon  those  who  consti- 
tute her  present  membership.  The  New 
Testament  word  for  the  believing  members  of 
the  Church  is  "saints"  a  term  which  today  we 
can  easily  understand.  For  it  is  evident  from 
the  letters  of  St.  Paul  that  those  same 
Christians  whom  he  addresses  as  "saints"  in 
Corinth  or  in  Galatia  were  also  ordinary  men 
and  women  whose  lives  were  marked  by  many 
imperfections  and  failures.  In  the  New 
Testament  sense,  saints  are  those  who  have 
been  set  apart  by  the  saving,  sanctifying,  sep- 
arating power  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 


The  converted  man  who  receives  the  mes 
sage  of  redemption  and  who  enters  int( 
church  fellowship  is  at  the  beginning,  not  a' 
the  end,  of  a  process  which  lasts  at  least  af 
long  as  life.  The  goal  set  before  him  is  nothing 
less  than  Christlikeness,  moral  and  spiritua 
perfection  —  "the  measure  of  the  stature  o 
the  fullness  of  Christ." 

Fourth,  to  influence  society  with  thf 
effective  power  of  the  gospel  message  aj 
it  is  played  out  in  our  lifestyle  is  part  ol 
our  calling.  Because  we  are  living  in  tht 
twentieth  century  and  on  the  brink  of  thj 
twenty-first,  this  last  must  be  our  imperative 

Although  the  appeal  of  the  Church  must  be 
addressed  in  the  first  instance  to  individuals 
it  must  not  be  limited  to  that.  The  purpose  o: 
our  Master  is  to  build  a  Kingdom;  the  Churcl 
is  His  chosen  instrument  to  carry  through 
that  task.  This  world  is  the  arena  in  which  i1 
is  discharged.  The  Church  must  seek  to  bring 
every  existing  institution  and  organizatior 
under  the  authority  of  her  Lord.  She  must  be 
free,  and  she  must  be  fearless.  She  must  be 
ready  and  able  to  speak  to  government,  tc 
vested  interests,  to  trade  unions  and  tc 
employers'  federations;  she  must  seek  to  per 
meate  the  professions  —  law,  medicine,  edu- 
cation —  with  her  Master's  mind.  She  musi 
point  the  way  to  the  nations  as  they  seek  tc 
build  up  international  security  and  under 
standing.  "Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world."  Nol 
too  high  a  title  even  for  us,  if  such  be  oui 
vocation  as  members  of  His  body!  "Who  is  suf 
ficient  for  these  things"  "Our  sufficiency  is  oi 
God." 

Yes,  this  is  our  "calling";  our  very  reasor 
for  existence  as  His  Church!

EXALT  —  EQUIP  —  EVANGELIZE 
IN  THE  POWER  OF  THE  SPIRIT 


T.  Elwood  Long 


This  was  the  appropriately  chosen  theme  of 
the  Twenty-Second  General  Conference  of  the 
International  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  As 
we  embark  on  the  voyage  of  our  spiritual  trek 
in  days  to  come,  we  would  do  well  to  adopt  this 
emphasis  and  adapt  ourselves  in  every  possi- 
ble way  to  carry  out  this  emphasis.  The  exalta- 
tion of  our  Lord  must  be  more  than  "lip-ser- 
vice"; the  Equipping  of  the  Saints  more  than  a 
slogan:  the  Evangelizing  of  the  lost  more  than 
theory.  Exaltation  of  our  God  must  take  on 
more  than  just  Sunday  celebration.  It  must  be 
a  lifestyle  that  postures  us  with  praise  to  our 
God  at  all  times.  We  must  join  the  Psalmist  in 
exclamation,  "His  praise  shall  be  in  my  mouth 
continually"  (Psalm  34:1). 

True  worship  involves  the  whole  being  of 
the  worshipper.  It  is  a  thing  of  the  heart. 
Whatever  the  act  of  worshipping  it  must  be  in 
"spirit  and  in  truth"  according  to  our  Lord's 
conversation  with  the  woman  of  Samaria  in 
John,  chapter  four.  Exaltation  of  our  Lord  in 
worship  is  not  determined  by  the  volume  of  our 
voices  or  musical  instruments  whether  quiet  or 
loud.  Exaltation  of  our  Lord  does  not  cease 
when  the  celebration  activity  is  over,  but  true 
worship  and  exaltation  of  our  Savior  will 
transform  us  into  a  walking  sanctuary  of  His 
presence  every  day. 

The  form  of  celebrating  our  Lord  is  not  the 
most  important  facet  of  worshipping.  Form 
and  ritual  come  about  as  a  result  of  so  many 
factors.  Environment,  background,  training, 
personal  experiences,  and  personal  tastes  are 
only  a  few  of  the  ingredients  that  contribute  to 
a  particular  style  of  worship. 

It  is  important  that  those  who  worship  in 
one  manner  not  isolate  those  of  the  spiritual 
family  who  do  not  share  their  particular  wor- 
ship style.  One  may  sing  or  shout  boisterously, 
while  another  may  be  of  a  less  demonstrative 
nature.  One  may  "laugh  in  the  spirit"  while 
another  quietly  smiles.  One  may  dance  about 
before  the  Lord  "in  spirit,  and  in  truth,"  while 


another  quietly  weeps  tears  of  joy.  It  is  so 
imperative  that  we  not  only  allow  but  promote 
the  individuality  of  worship  in  the  corporate 
Body. 

Equipping  the  Body  of  Christ  is  of  pressing 
and  prime  importance.  Like  soldiers  drilling 
for  encounter  with  enemy  forces  we  must  equip 
ourselves  and  others  for  battle  so  the  enemy 
will  be  continually  defeated  and  new-born 
babies  in  Christ  will  be  instructed  and 
inspired. 

I  am  pleased  that  the  General  Conference 
has  mandated  continuing  education  for  our 
ministers.  This  is  way  past  due.  The  language 
of  the  provision  that  was  enacted  is  as  follows: 

"All  licensed  and  ordained  ministers  must 
participate  annually  in  a  continuing  education 
program  provided  or  approved  by  the  General 
Conference  or  Quadrennial  Conference.  Any 
minister  failing  to  meet  this  requirement  will 
be  required  to  meet  with  the  Conference 
Board.  This  excludes  retired  ministers  not  in 
active  ministry.  " 

Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto 
God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth  (2  Timothy  2:15). 

The  Conference  Board  and  I  will  be  sharing 
several  ways  this  will  be  offered  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  Our  clergy  will  receive 
the  available  options  from  which  to  choose 
before  the  beginning  of  1994. 

I  trust  this  will  encourage  our  people  in  the 
local  church  to  become  more  involved  in  the 
"Equipping  The  Saints"  materials  available  to 
all  our  churches.  Informed,  inspired  believers 
are  so  much  more  effective  for  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

Evangelize  —  no  New  Testament  follower 
of  our  Lord  can  escape  the  imperative  of  shar- 
ing our  Lord  and  His  great  love  with  others. 
Like  Isaiah  of  old,  we  have  been  challenged  to 


"go  and  tell!"  Our  mission  is  not  finished  until 
everyone  has  heard  the  "old,  old,  story  of  Jesus 
and  His  love."  The  story  we  have  to  "tell  to  the 
nations"  is  the  only  hope  for  survival.  Man  is 
eternally  lost  without  the  saving  grace  of  our 
God.  We  must  do  more  than  glibly  say  that. 
We  must  know  that  is  immutably  true!  Our 
parents,  children,  relatives  and  neighbors  will 
be  lost  in  eternal  hell  unless  someone  "in  the 
power  of  the  spirit"  convinces  them  of  Jesus' 
salvation. 

"In  the  power  of  the  Spirit?  "  Yes,  by  all 
means!  Exalting  our  Lord  in  worship  (and  He 
alone  is  to  be  worshiped);  Equipping  the 
saints  to  invade  enemy  territory  while  simulta- 
neously developing  holy  character  and  evan- 
gelizing the  unsaved  must  all  be  done  in  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  truly  effective. 

There  is  still  a  major  difference  in. just  a 
form  of  worship  and  Holy  Ghost  anointed  wor- 
ship. Nothing  can  take  the  place  of  the  sweet 
anointing  of  the  fresh  oil,  the  fresh  fire  and  the 
onrush  of  the  Fresh  flowing  Water  of  His  pres- 
ence. He  always  glorifies  God,  the  Father  as 
He  exalts  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son,  among  true 
worshippers.  The  emphasis  must  always  be  in 
the  One  Who  is  worshiped  and  never  on  the 
worshipper. 

Divine  illumination  is  needed  as  we  study 
to  be  adequately  equipped.  Our  accomplish- 
ments in  this  area  of  endeavor  must  be  more 
than  mere  intellectual  expansion.  We  must 
know  the  things  God  wants  to  share  with  us  by 
his  Holy  Spirit. 

Evangelization  of  our  generation  cannot  be 
realized  by  the  mere  repetition  of  salvation 
facts  in  the  ears  of  those  we  seek  to  win.  Old- 
time,  heaven  sent.  Holy  Ghost  conviction  must 
seize  their  hearts  and  ours  as  we  discover  that 
He  has  established  communication  between 
the  witness  and  the  one  to  whom  we  witness.

But  P.Ks.  are  vulnerable  in 
even  more  ways  than  their  peers  because 
of  the  pedestals  we  put  the  pastor  and 
his  family  on.

Through  an  organized  "Just  for  Us" 
the  preacher's  kid  club  we  would  be  pro- 
viding a  support  system  especially  for 
them.  Under  proper  leadership  they 
could  plan  meetings,  share  common 
experiences,  air  their  feelings  with  those 
they  feel  really  understand  them,  seek 
advice  from  other  P.Ks.  etc.

interests,  suggestions;  organize  dis 
trict  and/or  conference  P.Ks.

Keep  in  focus — Preacher's  kids  need 
our  love  and  support  —  but  unfortu- 
nately when  they  need  it  most,  they 
often  get  criticism,  gossip,  and  rejec- 
tion.

On  Sunday  night,  July  25,  the  closing  night  of  the 
1993  Camp  Meeting,  some  2,000  plus  gathered  in  Falcon 
for  a  very  special  service.  It  was  World  Evangelism 
night.  The  Lord  moved  powerfully! 

When  the  night  was  over,  several  had  received  special 
blessings  around  the  altar,  all  were  blessed,  and  over 
$108,000.00  had  been  received  for  the  1993  "GO" 
Offering.  It  was  a  miraculous  service.  For  the  first  time 
the  NC  Conference  exceeded  the  $100,000.00  mark  for 
the  annual  summer  emphasis.  For  the  second  time  in 
most  memories,  the  Conference  exceeded  the  goal  on  the 
night  of  the  World  Evangelism  Offering.  Praise  the 
Lord  for  both  victories! 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  (July  30)  the  "GO"  Offering 
is  slightly  over  $100,000.00.

The 
time  period  embracing  our  national  holiday  of 
Thanksgiving  and  the  Christian  celebration  of 
Christmas  is  a  special  occasion  to  bless  the  Lord, 
our  God,  with  renewed  vigor  and  enthusiasm. 

Thanksgiving  Day  memories  flood  my  emotions 
with  warmth  and  strength  as  I  reminiscence  amid 
mental  scenes  of  yesteryear.  The  joy  of  family 
laughter,  wisps  of  aromatic  waftings  from  the 
kitchen,  and  a  satisfied  slumber  at  nightfall  com- 
bine to  produce  a  memorable  treasure  to  me.

THE  YEAR 
OF  THE  PASTOR 

"To  God  Be  The  Glory" 

I  witnessed  a  blessed  baptismal  service  at 
the  Goldsboro  First  Church  on  March  7,  1993. 
Ten  precious  people  from  the  Niagara 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  were  baptized. 
Nine  teenagers  and  one  adult  who  had  made 
the  most  important  decision  in  their  lives  (to 
serve  the  Lord).  My  mind  was  taken  back  to 
1986.  I  recalled  how  God  had  answered  prayer 
for  His  children  who  had  cried  out  for  His 
help. 

Niagara  Church  is  located  at  Kenly.  The 
people  of  Niagara  have  always  been  known  for 
being  praying  people. 

I  came  to  Niagara  in  1961,  when  my  moth- 
er, Hazel  Wilson,  was  conducting  a  revival.  I 
met  my  husband,  and  here  is  where  God  put 
me  to  work.  Over  the  years,  God  has  blessed 
the  church  with  some  wonderful  pastors.  In 
the  spring  of  1985,  after  12  years  of  pastoring 
at  Niagara,  Rev.  T.  Alvah  Watson,  a  very  pre- 
cious and  dedicated  man  of  God,  retired  due  to 
failing  health.  The  conference  sent  us  a  pastor 
and  the  church  seemed  to  be  doing  fine.  Then 
our  pastor  felt  he  was  needed  elsewhere,  and 
he  resigned.  We  were  without  a  full-time  pas- 
tor from  July  '85  until  February  '86;  a  very 
testing  time.  We  were  without  a  pastor  and 
had  no  one  to  play  the  piano.  The  devil 
thought  he  had  us  discouraged  to  the  point  we 
would  give  up.  But  the  people  at  Niagara  got 
to  praying. 

In  February  1986,  we  were  sent  word  that 
Rev.  Doner  Lucas  would  be  coming  to  speak 
for  us  on  Sunday.  I  was  so  excited.  He  had 
been  the  evangelist  in  a  revival  in  October 
1956  at  Wilmington,  when  I  gave  my  heart  to 
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God,  and  I  had  not  had  the  privilege  of  hear- 
ing him  preach  in  a  long  time. 

In  the  service  that  Sunday  morning,  God 
spoke  to  Brother  Lucas'  heart,  and  many  of 
the  church  people  and  let  us  know  that  he  had 
sent  the  one  He  wanted  to  pastor  Niagara. 
The  Holy  Spirit  fell  that  morning  and  has 
been  falling  since.  A  long  lasting  love  affair 
between  him  and  the  church  was  begun.  He 
had  been  retired  and  was  not  happy.  His  call 
to  the  ministry  had  not  quit  burning  even 
though  he  had  officially  retired. 

Some  of  the  reasons  why  we  at  Niagara 
are  fortunate  to  have  served  by  such  an  out- 
standing man  of  God  are  as  follows:  He  has 
preached  the  unadulterated  Word  of  God 
without  apology.  The  life  he  lives  and  the 
obvious  compassion  for  the  lost  add  greatly  to 
the  effectiveness  of  the  preached  Word.  He 
has  provided  strong  leadership  and  tactful 
administrative  skills  that  have  allowed  the 
church  to:  organize  GEMS  and  Royal  Rangers 
Programs;  purchase  a  mobile  home  for  par- 
sonage; remodel  the  fellowship  hall  and  sanc- 
tuary; win  awards  for  church  growth;  be  cho- 
sen as  "church  of  the  year:  for  the  Goldsboro 
District,  1992.  We  have  gained  25  new  church 
members  and  have  shown  growth  in  all 
departments.  We  now  have  a  pianist,  an 
organist  and  have  made  substantial  progress 
in  the  music  department.

We  at 
Niagara  feel  that  Doner  Lucas,  our  pastor,  is 
truly  the  pastor  of,  not  only  this  year,  but 
years  past.  Mr.  Lucas,  we  love  you  and  Mrs. 
Lucas.  You  have  truly  blessed  our  hearts  and 
most  of  all  you  have  preached  the  Gospel 
under  the  anointing  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  You 
have  been  a  good  Shepherd,  a  counselor,  a 
friend,  and  most  of  all,  served  your  church 
and  God  well.  Your  devotion  and  dedication 
have  been  admired,  and  we  at  Niagara  love 
and  appreciate  you.  We  thank  God  for 
answering  prayer  at  Niagara  and  to  Him  we 
give  praise  and  honor.  If  those  aspire  to  pas- 
tor would  study  this  article  carefully,  they  will 
see  the  recipe  for  success.

KINSTON  FIRST  NEWS 

On  October  3,  in  an  emotion-filled  service. 
Reverend  W.  J.  Forehand  advised  his  congre- 
gation at  the  First  Pentecostal  Holiness 
church  in  Kinston,  NC,  of  his  decision  to  pur- 
sue full-time  evangelistic  work.  After  more 
than  33  years  in  a  pastorate  position,  21  of 
which  were  spent  at  the  Kinston  Church, 
Reverend  Forehand  announced  his  resigna- 
tion effective  December  31  of  this  year. 

A  Goldsboro,  NC,  native,  Reverend 
Forehand  served  in  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard  and  graduated  from  Pembroke  State 
University  and  Holmes  College  of  the  Bible 
prior  to  his  ordination  in  1960.  His  first  pas- 
torate was  for  eight  years  in  Chadbourn,  NC, 
followed  by  three  years  at  Mount  Carmel 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 

During  his  tenure  at  Kinston  First, 
Reverend  Forehand  initiated  building  pro- 
grams which  included  renovations  to  the 
Education  Wing,  a  second  sanctuary  (now 
used  as  an  Activities  Facility),  and  a  third, 
850-seat  sanctuary  completed  in  1986.  Most 
significant,  however,  is  the  increase  in 
Sunday  morning  attendance,  from  125  in  1971 
to  the  present  day  average  of  550. 

While  the  congregation  in  Kinston  is  sad- 
dened to  see  the  departure  of  Reverend 
Forehand  from  their  pulpit,  they  can  look 
back  with  pride  over  their  accomplishments 
under  his  capable  and  anointed  leadership.

CHRISTIANS  ARE 
FACING  FEDERAL 
IMPRISONMENT 

Congress  is  on  the  verge  of  passing  a  law 
that  makes  "Operation  Rescue"  activities  a 
federal  offense,  punishable  with  federal 
prison. 

If  a  man  or  woman  peacefully  "sits  in"  at 
an  abortion  mill,  they  can  be  sentenced  to  one 
year  in  prison.  If  they  are  convicted  of  a  sec- 
ond offense,  they  will  face  up  to  three  years  in 
prison. 

The  name  of  the  Bill  is  "Freedom  of  Access 
to  Clinic  Entrances"  (FACE.)  It  is  a  direct 
assault  on  Christians  and  pro-lifers. 

It's  rather  amazing,  but  when  Janet  Reno 
became  Attorney  General,  she  said  one  of  her 
top  priorities  was  prosecuting  pro-lifers. 

Our  nation  has  a  crisis  of  gang- warfare, 
mail  fraud,  credit  card  scams,  drive-by  shoot- 
ings and  more,  and  Janet  Reno  wants  to  ham- 
mer and  persecute  non-violent  Christians! 
What  is  this  country  coming  to? 

This  law  is  an  assault  on  Christianity  and 
the  church  because  Christians  are  the  prima- 
ry rescuers  trying  to  save  the  lives  of  unborn 
children.  They  regard  life  as  a  precious  thing. 

The  proposed  law  is  not  dealing  with  vio- 
lence. We  already  have  adequate  laws  against 
violence.  The  proposed  law  deals  with  non-vio- 
lent blockades  of  abortion  mills  by  citizens 
who  are  conscientiously  trying  to  avoid  the 
violent  act  of  aborting  a  baby.  What  could  be 
more  violent  than  killing  babies? 

No  good  citizen,  Christian  or  otherwise, 
favors  violence  at  an  abortion  mill  no  matter 
how  strong  their  belief  —  no  matter  if  they 
regard  abortion  as  murder,  which  millions  of 
people  do. 

But  peaceful  demonstration  is  another 
matter. 

"Sit-ins"  and  "civil  disobedience"  are  part 
of  our  country's  political  history.  Abolition, 
women's  voting  rights,  civil  rights  in  the  '60s, 
student  sit-ins,  all  involved  in  civil  disobedi- 
ence. 

Look  at  these  examples. 

We  allow  sexual  deviants  to  sit-in  and 
sometimes  even  disrupt  church  services. 

Anti-apartheid  activists  sit-in  at  the  South 
African  embassy  in  Washington. 

Ecology  activists  practice  civil  disobedience 
to  protect  trees  and  animals.  Christians  tar- 
geted by  this  bill  seek  only  to  protect  the  life 
of  the  unborn. 

"Day  of  outrage"  civil  rights  activists  (like  Al 
Sharpton)  do  sit-ins  on  bridges  or  in  tunnels. 

Anti-nuclear  demonstrators  sit-in  at 
nuclear  plants. 

Union  workers  regularly  block  access  to 
buildings  during  strikes. 

The  mayor  of  Washington,  D.C.,  was 
arrested  recently  for  a  sit-in  in  a  street 
demanding  District  statehood. 

The  liberal  lawmakers  and  the  liberal  edi- 
torialists think  all  these  other  acts  of  peaceful 
disobedience  are  fine. 

None  of  these  other  people  will  be  charged 
with  a  felony.  None  of  them  will  face  federal 


prison  for  their  sit-ins  and  blockades.  Of 
course  not. 

Christians  are  being  singled  out  for  politi- 
cally incorrect  speech  and  actions  simply 
because  they  are  acting  like  Christians. 

Why  is  the  "constitutional  right"  of  child- 
killing  suddenly  more  sacred  than  all  other 
rights? 

Passage  of  the  bill  would  take  all 
Americans  down  an  unwelcome  path  of  tyran- 
ny and  oppression. 

Let  your  congressmen  know  how  you  feel. 
Tell  them  that  a  vote  for  this  Bill  is  anti- 
Christian  bigotry  which  will  not  be  forgotten.

our  churches.  Funds  must  be  in  the 
Conference  by  November  30  in  order 
to  count  for  1993. 

The  total  General  Church  "GO" 
Offering  for  1993  presently  stands  at 
$783,000.00.  The  goal  is 
$800,000.00.  The  offering  last  year 
was  $650,000.00. 

The  "GO"  Offering  has  increased 
substantially  in  the  last  few  years. 
Many  doors  for  evangelism  have 
been  opened  in  the  U.S.  and  over- 
seas. The  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  has  entered  many  of  these 
doors  because  of  the  "GO"  Offering 
increase. 


Wide-Open  Door 
in  Madrid,  Spain 

Our  missionaries  in  Spain, 
Linwood  and  Nancy  Berry,  have  a 
miraculous  opportunity.  They  are 
beginning  a  Church  Planter's 
Institute.  The  Lord  has  provided 
access  to  a  building. 

In  order  to  begin  the  Institute 
they  must  remodel  the  building  and 
raise  additional  support.  They  need 
to  raise  $17,000.00  by  January  1  and 
$l,500.00/month  more  for  rent  in 
1994.  (They  will  be  moving  into  an 
apartment  in  the  new  building.) 
They  are  also  in  need  of  a  stove, 
washer,  refrigerator,  and  beds  for 
the  students. 

The  Institute  will  train  12-14  stu- 
dents from  various  countries  at  one 
time.  Once  in  operation  the  Institute 
will  be  self-funded.  From  the 
Institute  four  new  churches  will  be 
planted  per  year.  The  cost  per  stu- 
dent, including  room  and  board  and 
all  materials  will  be  less  than 


$350.00  a  month. 

We  presently  have  two  organized 
churches  in  Spain.  Linwood  and 
Nancy  have  been  used  by  the  Lord  to 
open  up  the  country  of  Spain  to  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 

Jana  Guitar 

Jana  Guitar,  our  lastest  World 
Missions  worker  from  the  Conf- 
erence, is  now  in  Durban,  South 
Africa.  Jana  is  from  the  Glad  Tidings 
Church  in  Morehead  City.  Glad 
Tidings  is  nearly  totally  supporting 
Jana  on  the  field.  She  will  serve  as  a 
SOW  Worker  assisting  Pastor  Kit 
Teasdale  in  Durban. 

Larry  and  Lorraine  Faulkner 

Larry  and  Lorraine  are  scheduled 
to  leave  for  Moscow  in  February 
1994.  They  have  their  support  nearly 
raised.  They  need  prayer  in  receiv- 
ing their  Visas.  The  doors  in  Russia 
seem  to  be  closing.  Prayer  can  open 
them  wide  again. 

David  and  Cheri  Arthur 

David  and  Cheri  are  expecting 
their  second  child  in  April.  They  will 
finish  their  language  study  in  June 
and  leave  for  Zaire.  The  Arthurs  are 
in  need  of  more  monthly  support  and 
a  lap-top  computer  ($1,500.00  more).

TAKING  IT  TO  THE  STREETS: 
A  CRUSADE  OF  HEALING  AND  DELIVERANCE  TO  RALEIGH,  NORTH  CAROLINA

The  Holy  Spirit  is  still  leading  us  into  all 
truth  in  a  manner  that  creates  an  environment 
ifor  an  ever  increasing  faith.  A  quick  observa- 
tion of  Scripture  reveals  this  environment  to  be 
wherever  there  are  morally,  spiritually,  and 
physically  distressed  people  in  need  of  Jesus 
Christ.  The  Holy  Spirit  urged  Rev.  Frank 
Blalock  and  Rev.  Ron  Phillips  to  reach  out 
beyond  the  walls  of  the  church  and  the  medium 
of  TV  to  walk  into  those  places  where  the 
unsaved  are.  If  we're  to  be  fishers  of  men,  then 
we  must  go  where  the  people  live.  After  many 
meetings,  much  prayer  and  numerous  phone 
calls  by  a  number  of  dedicated,  hard-working 
people  led  by  Dr.  Tonya  Etchison,  the  crusade 
was  organized.  On  August  19,  20,  and  21, 
downtown  Raleigh  witnessed  a  move  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  as  Praise  Ministries  sponsored  the 
crusade  "Taking  it  to  the  Streets:  A  Crusade  of 
Healing  and  Deliverance."  The  crusade  was 
conducted  in  the  heart  of  the  city  populated 
primarily  by  people  who  live  below  the  poverty 
level,  many  of  whom  are  homeless,  and  others 
who  are  affected  by  drug  and  alcohol  abuse.  By 
setting  up  tents  in  the  park,  crusade  volun- 
teers were  able  to  actually  meet  the  people 
where  they  live  with  the  gospel  and  as  a  result, 
many  lives  were  changed.  Each  night  the  meet- 
ing was  filled  with  anointed  drama,  music, 
preaching,  and  one-on-one  ministry.  By  the  end 
of  the  crusade,  over  60  people  had  given  their 
hearts  to  the  Lord.  One  man  was  even  saved, 
sanctified  and  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit  after 
the  tents  were  packed  up  and  the  services  were 
over.  With  this  huge  man  lying  on  the  ground 
after  a  direct  encounter  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  several  people  praying  around  him,  a 
policeman  stopped  his  patrol  car  and  asked  if 
everything  was  all  right.  After  being  told  by  a 
teenager,  "Yeah,  he  was  just  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,"  the  policeman  smiled  and  said, 
"Oh,  OK"  and  drove  away  quietly. 

Many  of  the  Christians  who  participated, 
whether  staff  members  or  others  in  the  crowds, 
testified  that  their  lives  had  been  changed  as  a 
result  of  their  experiences  during  the  crusade. 
Rev.  Cliff  Buckrham,  while  concluding  a  ser- 


mon to  which  many  people  responded,  had  this 
to  say,  "This  crusade  has  been  as  good  for 
believers  as  it  has  been  for  those  who  don't 
know  Christ.  Because  God  is  saying  to  us  now 
we  need  to  get  out  of  the  walls  of  the  church. 
IT'S  TIME  FOR  US  TO  STOP  GOING  TO  PEP 
RALLIES  WITHOUT  PLAYING  THE  GAME!" 
God  used  these  three  nights  to  begin  breaking 
down  walls  of  prejudice  in  the  lives  of  many 
who  attended.  He  also  began  a  work  of  sending 
believers  into  the  streets,  parks,  and  anjrwhere 
they  hear  the  Holy  Spirit's  voice  saying,  "Go, 
I'm  sending  you."  On  that  last  night  of  the  cru- 
sade, a  gathering  made  up  of  multi-cultural 
groups  of  people  of  diverse  backgrounds  and 
ages  were  united  in  one  accord  to  worship  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Truly  this  is  what  the  king- 
dom of  God  is  all  about.  God  is  calling  His  peo- 
ple to  love  beyond  the  walls  of  their  sanctuar- 
ies. This  is  where  compassion  finds  its  outlet  in 
faith  as  believers  in  the  Lord  minister  in  the 
strength  and  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the 
needs  of  a  hurting  and  dying  world. 

Since  the  crusade  several  weeks  have 
passed,  and  the  work  begun  in  the  park  contin- 
ues to  yield  fruit.  A  mission  church  has  been 
born  as  a  result  of  the  crusade.  The  first 
Sunday  attendance  was  about  eight  people, 
and  three  people  committed  their  lives  to  the 
Lord.  The  second  Sunday  another  five  people 
discovered  the  reality  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  mis- 
sion church  is  the  only  church  of  its  kind  in 
Raleigh  where  the  Holy  Spirit  is  ministering  to 
people  who  ordinarily  would  not  attend  tradi- 
tional church  services. 

We  praise  the  Lord  for  the  work  that  was 
begun  during  the  crusade  and  thank  God  that 
He  is  pouring  out  His  Holy  Ghost  revival  fire 
even  at  this  late  hour.  We  at  Praise  Ministries, 
Inc.,  are  filled  with  gratitude  to  all  who  helped 
sponsor  the  crusade.  Their  assistance  was  in 
invaluable.  As  we  begin  the  planning  phase  of 
the  next  crusade,  please  pray  that  God  would 
continue  to  open  doors  and  send  the  appropri- 
ate people.
